INVOCATION  BY  THE  RIGHT  REVEREND 
CHRISTOPHER  P.  GRIFFIN 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

Come,  Holy  Spirit,  enkindle  in  these,  Thy 
servants,  the  fire  of  Thy  love.  Come  from  the  four 
winds  and  breathe  upon  them  that  they  may 
clearly  understand,  bravely  accept,  and  nobly  carry 
out  the  vocation  of  public  service  to  which  You 
have  called  them.  As  centuries  ago  Thy  Holy 
Spirit  did  transform  twelve  disillusioned  and 
frightened  Galileans,  so  now  we  pray,  quicken 
these  leaders  with  Thy  Holy  Inspiration  that  for 
the  business  of  this  session  they  may  be  granted 
clarity  of  vision,  maturity  of  judgment,  quiet 
confidence,  and  strength  of  resolution. 

Make  us,  O  Lord,  instruments  of  Thy  justice, 
instruments  of  Thy  mercy  and  instruments  of  Thy 
peace.  A  peace  that  is  real  and  lasting,  full  and 
final;  a  peace  that  shall  mean  the  secure  freedom  of 
unoffending  nations;  a  peace  that  shall  mean 
restraint  of  reckless  ambition,  of  ruthless  might,  of 
unscrupulous  injustice  and  unholy  hate. 

In  the  newness  of  this  moment,  in  the  dawning 
of  a  new  year,  the  opening  of  a  new  session  of  the 
Council,  may  there  be  a  newness  of  vision,  new  and 
brighter  hopes  for  the  future,  new  interest  in  the 
things  of  the  spirit,  not  merely  in  the  spirit  of 
things.  May  we  capture  anew  the  reality  of  faith 
and  bow  in  unswerving  devotion  to  God's  cause, 
and  link  our  wills  in  joyful  fidelity  to  His 
commands,  for  the  strength  of  His  everlasting  arms 
will  guide  us  safely  into  the  unknown. 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  the  salute  to  the 
flag. 

The  chair  appointed  Councillors  Connolly  and 
DiCara  to  escort  Mayor  White  to  the  Council 
Chamber.  The  Mayor  was  greeted  with  applause 
upon  his  entrance  into  the  Council  Chamber. 

Chairman  IANNELLA  -  Members  of  the 
Council,  invited  quests,  I  am  pleased  to  present  his 
Honor,  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  who  will  now 
deliver  his  annual  address. 

Annual  Address  of  Hon. 
Kevin  H.  White,  Mayor  of  Boston: 


City  Council,  honored  guests,  fellow  citizens  of 
Boston: 

It  is  my  privilege  today  to  speak  with  you  about 
the  progress  of  our  city.  We  meet  at  a  propitious 
moment;  the  Nation's  Bicentennial,  in  which  we 
played  a  prominent  part,  has  concluded. 

A  new  year  is  beginning,  and  with  it,  my 
opportunity  to  address  this  body  for  the  tenth 
time. 

At  no  time  since  I  entered  office  have  the 
challenges  facing  us  been  larger  or  the  problems 
more  severe. 

At  no  time,  however,  has  my  confidence  (that 
we  will  meet  those  challenges  and  overcome  those 
problems)  been  greater. 

I  derive  that  assurance  not  from  idle  and 
unrealistic  optimism,  but  from  a  basic  knowledge 
of  the  character  and  resilience  of  this  city. 

The  changes  of  the  past  decade  have  been 
dramatic  and  far-reaching.  Our  population  has 
grown;  our  skyline  has  been  transformed;  and  the 
market  outside,  and  the  waterfront  beyond,  testify 
to  economic  revival. 

Through  it  all,  we  have  persevered  because  of  a 
sense  of  not  only  who  we  are,  but  what  we  can  be. 

Today  I  am  certain  of  our  potential  and  of  our 
collective  ability  to  realize  it. 

To  do  so,  we  must  return  again  to  the  elemental 
strengths  and  special  virtues  of  Boston. 

That  premise  has  governed  every  major  initiative 
of  this  administration  since  1968. 

We  inherited  a  government  distant  from  our 
people  and  neglectful  of  our  neighborhoods.  We 
were  committed  to  reduce  that  distance,  to  reverse 
the  decline,  and  to  attack  the  alienation  that  was 
its  consequence. 

We  opened  channels  to  the  neighborhoods, 
improved  service  delivery,  and  involved  our  people 
in  the  decisions  affecting  them. 

We  fought  for  the  well-being  of  the  elderly, 
decentralized  planning,  and  made  culture  accessi- 
ble. 

And  ultimately,  we  invested.  We  spent  enormous 
sums  on  a  building  program  that  put  new  police 
stations,  firehouses,  libraries,  and  schools  in  every 
corner  of  the  city. 

No  Mayor  or  City  Council  has  ever  done  as 
much  in  the  history  of  the  city. 

What  we  did  was  meet  the  demands  of  that  era 
-  and  they  were  met.  The  needs  of  the  present  will 
ask  no  less  of  us,. 

Within  the  last  three  years,  this  city  has  been  the 
victim  of  unprecedented  adversity.  In  effect,  we 
have  suffered  a  series  of  seismic  shocks. 

Some  were  administered  in  a  federal  court; 
others  by  the  collapse  of  the  national  economy; 
still  others  by  our  own  citizens. 

School  desegregation  has  brought  the  confusion, 
fear,  and  turmoil  endemic  to  wholesale  social 
change.  Internal  antagonisms  have  torn  the  fabric 
of  our  community  and  at  times  turned  us  against 
one  another. 

Inflation  and  recession  have  erased  economic 
advance  and  created  unemployment,  deprivation, 
and  hardship  among  many  of  our  people, 

Finally,  the  largest  property  tax  increase  in  our 


CITY    COUNCIL 


history  has  added  to  the  already  intolerable  burden 
and  placed  our  financial  survival  in  question. 

It  has  not  been  unusual  at  such  times  to  hear 
that  Boston  is  mortally  wounded;  that  we  are  a 
city  in  eclipse;  that  we  are  on  a  path  of  inevitable 
and  irreversible  decline. 

But  those  who  suggest  that  are  divorced  from 
fact,  ignorant  of  our  character,  and  underestimate 
our  capacities. 

The  truth  is  that  Boston  is  on  the  threshold  of  a 
period  of  massive  reform  -  reform  that  will  sweep 
away  outdated  structures,  revolutionize  our  gov- 
ernment, and  rejuvenate  our  civic  and  communal 
life. 

Decisive  proof  of  that  fact  was  furnished  by  this 
Council  acting  in  this  chamber,  less  than  one  week 
ago. 

To  the  astonishment  of  critics  and  detractors, 
this  body  has  passed  the  most  significant  legislation 
for  this  city  in  a  century.  The  Charter  Reform  Act 
of  1977,  enacted  in  the  closing  days  of  the 
Bicentennial  Year,  will  open  a  historic  chapter  in 
this  city's  evolution. 

This  reform  will  create  a  new  process  by  which 
we  communicate  with  one  another  and  with  the 
neighborhoods  we  serve. 

But  as  important,  in  my  view,  is  the  signal  it 
sends  of  a  city's  vitality;  of  an  ability  to  regenerate; 
of  our  willingness  to  change  when  change  is 
required. 

Reforms  of  this  size  and  importance  are  seldom, 
and  rarer  still,  so  soon  after  traumatic  events.  It  is  a 
tribute  to  this  Council  and  this  city.  If  its 
significance  is  not  immediately  acknowledged  or 
admitted  because  of  parochial  politics,  it  will  be, 
I'm  convinced,  a  decade  from  now. 

It  is  only  a  beginning,  but  it  can  serve  as  an 
example  and  inspiration  to  us  all.  A  statesman  in 
another  century  once  said  that  suffering  is  the 
necessary  first  step  toward  reform.  The  seeds  of 
charter  change  were  sown  in  a  time  of  crisis. 

Last  spring  an  outbreak  of  vicious  street  violence 
led  to  a  citizen's  march  against  violence  and  the 
formation  of  a  citizens  committee.  The  idea  of 
reform,  spawned  by  the  march,  and  nurtured  by 
the  sustained  commitment  of  a  neighborhood- 
based  committee  was  ultimately  born  in  the  City 
Council  chambers  last  week. 

I  fully  expect  the  state  Legislature  will  continue 
this  historic  undertaking. 

The  lessson  of  this  effort  is  simple,  the 
imperative  clear.  If  there  is  to  be  a  hallmark  -  a 
watchword  descriptive  of  our  work  in  the  next 
twelve  months  -  let  it  be  "Reform. " 

The  political  reform  embodied  in  the  Charter 
Acts  is  the  first  step: 

—the  restoration  of  neighborhood  representa- 
tion   in    our    School    Committee    and    City 

Council ; 

—the  imposition  of  financial  control  of  our 

schools; 

-the    resurrection    of    a    strong    two-party 

system,  which  will  inject  combative  vitality  into 

this  city's  political  life. 

All  of  them  are  interrelated  and  indispensable. 

The  second  act  in  this  historic  drama  will  unfold 
this  year.  Its  aim  will  be  to  continue  reform;  its 


object,  to  reshape  the  fiscal  conditions  of  this  city 
and  extend  tax  relief  to  homeowners  and 
rent-payers  alike. 

This  second  campaign  will  be  as  arduous,  and 
will  depend  equally  on  our  determination  and  will, 
but  its  ultimate  success  is  as  certain.  It  will  be 
achieved  before  you  and  I  ever  leave  our  service  in 
this  hall. 

It  is  a  fight  against  odds.  But  we  gain  confidence 
from  the  sure  conviction  that  justice,  equity,  and 
above  all,  common  sense  are  on  our  side. 

The  property  tax  increase  in  Boston  this  year  is 
but  the  final  evidence  in  support  of  a  verdict 
returned  long  ago:  the  property  tax  is  dead  - 
finished  as  the  sole  source  of  revenue  for  cities  and 
towns. 

The  case  against  the  property  tax  is  well 
established.  It  penalizes  homeowners,  constricts 
growth,  depresses  property  values,  and  retards 
economic  development. 

Forced  reliance  on  it  places  every  locality  in  the 
Commonwealth  on  a  starvation  diet.  The  inevitable 
result  is  malnutrition. 

This  is  not  a  Boston  problem.  Ask  the  citizens  of 
Springfield,  Worcester,  Chicopee,  Salem,  or  Lynn. 

Nor  will  it  be  cured  by  cliched  calls  for  budget 
cuts  and  "houses  in  order." 

The  answer  is  the  fiscal  reform  the  state  cannot 
ignore  and  the  city  will  do  battle  for  it. 

Our  fiscal  reform  campaign  will  seek: 

1.  the  creation  of  alternative  revenues  for 
cities  and  towns : 

2.— relief  from  state  imposed  costs;  and 
3. -the  financial  support  of  city  services  by 
all  who  benefit  from  them. 

This  reform  will  remove  the  artificial  barriers  to 
progress,  liberate  resources  trapped  by  archaic 
structures,  and  bring  our  tax  system  into  the 
twentieth  century. 

The  next  year  will  not  be  easy.  There  will  be 
sacrifice  and  considerable  pain.  But  our  goals  are 
clear.  They  are  two:  political  reform  and  fiscal 
reform.  The  first  is  well  on  the  way  to  realization, 
and  the  second  lies  before  us. 

We  will  not  rest  until  these  objectives  are  met  — 
and  let  them  be  the  standards  by  which  our  ability 
and  competence  are  judged. 

The  doubters  and  doomsayers  will  have  their 
day,  but  I  tell  you  this  is  our  agenda;  and  the  battle 
not  only  can  be  won,  but  it  will  be  won.  Mark  my 
words.

Boston  Housing  Authority, 
Order 

This  is  a  petition  pursuant  to  G.  L.  c.  231,  s. 
118,  asking  that  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  be 
restrained  from  collecting  increases  in  rents  from 
an  alleged  class  of  low-income  tenants  in  good 
standing.  Relief  is  sought  pending  an  adjudication 
on'  the  merits  of  their  complaint  seeking 
declaratory  relief  that  those  rent  increases  are 
invalid.  The  housing  court  denied  relief  on 
December  17,  1976.  It  held  that  the  validity  of  the 
rent  increases  was  governed  by  the  consent 
judgment  entered  in  the  housing  court  in 
Armstrong  v.  Boston  Housing  Authority  No. 
05145,  which  provided  for  notice  and  a  procedure 
under  which  tenants  in  good  standing  could 
contest  rent  increases.  The  housing  court  indicated 
in  its  order  of  December  17,  1976,  that  it  would 
have  granted  relief  if  the  tenants  had  presented 
adequate  evidence  that  the  Armstong  judgment 
had  not  been  complied  with. 

In  this  court  affidavits  were  presented  by  a 
number  of  tenants  stating  that  they  had  appealed 
the  increases  and  had  not  received  findings  of  fact 
or  specific  reasons  for  the  refusal  of  their 
appeals. l  It  appeared,  however,  from  the  argu- 
ments of  counsel  at  the  hearing  on  this  petition 
that  those  "appeals"  were  probably  appearances  by 
tenants  at  rent  reviews  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  held  in  July  and  August  of  1976,  rather 
than  response^  to  the  notices  of  October  21,  1976,

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Reference  is  made  to  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  under  date  of  October  18,  1876, 
pertaining  to  the  Butler  Street  footbridge  which 
crosses  MBTA  and  railroad  tracks  in  Dorchester. 

The  resolve  asks  for  answers  to  the  following 
questions: 

1.  When  will  major  renovations  be  under- 
taken to  return  the  bridge  to  a  safe  working 
condition? 

2.  Could  the  bridge  be  razed  and  proper 
warning  devices  and  gates  be  installed  at  the 
crossing  for  the  safety  of  pedestrians  crossing 
the  track? 

In  answer  to  question  No.  1,  I  can  inform  you 
that  working  drawings  have  been  made  which 
provide  for  shortening  the  length  of  and 
completely  renovating  this  footbridge;  so  that  once 
again  it  can  serve  as  a  safe  crossing  of  the  two 
remaining  spur  tracks  and  the  two  very  active 
MBTA  tracks.  If  and  when  the  fiscal  situation 
allows  it,  I  shall  advertise  for  contract  work  for  this 
project.  I  am  hoping  that  this  will  come  about 
during  the  1977  construction  season.  In  the 
meantime  I  have  directed  my  Highway  Division 
engineer  to  temporarily  "plate  over"  the  holes  now 
existing  in  the  bridge  floor  and  thus  allow  the 
bridge  to  be  used  again,  even  though  this  is  far 
from  being  an  acceptable  final  solution. 

Strangely  enough,  the  problem  of  this  footway 
has  been  made  more  confusing  because  the  MBTA 
has  recently  installed  a  20-foot  wide,  curved,  paved 
p^tnway  from  the  northerly  dead  end  of  Butler 
Street  across  the  active  spur  track  at  grade  and 
then  connecting  to  their  station  platform  by  going 
across  their  outbound  track.  MBTA  passengers 
going  to  and  coming  from  the  northerly  section  of 
Butler  Street  use  this  pathway.  We  have  talked  to 
the  MBTA  about  the  potential  danger  of  such 
pedestrian  usage  but  they  didn't  seem  unduly 
alarmed;  in  fact,  they  point  out  that  there  are 
several  similar  grade  crossings  on  the  line.  For 
MBTA    passengers    coming   and    going    from   the 


southerly  dead  end  of  Butler  Street,  the  existing 
Butler  Street  footbridge  must  be,  and  is,  used 
because  it  is  the  only  access  to  the  platform  from 
this  direction. 

Despite  the  fact  that  there  is,  as  outlined  above, 
a  roundabout  way  for  pedestrians  to  get  from  one 
end  of  Butler  Street  to  the  other,  it  is  haphazard 
and  dangerous.  Because  this  fact  was  recognized 
originally  by  a  grade  separation,  I  believe  we 
should  provide  for  a  continuation  of  this  grade 
separation  by  restoring  the  footbridge  even  though, 
because  of  the  MBTA  walkway,  I  suspect  most 
MBTA  bound  pedestrians  from  the  northerly  leg  of 
Butler  Street  will  continue  to  use  the  MBTA  by 
way  of  their  newly  paved  grade  crossing. 

2.  In  lieu  of  a  bridge,  it  is  possible  to  have  gates, 
warning  devices,  and  fencing  installed  by  getting 
DPU  approval,  public  hearings,  and  coordination 
with  the  MBTA.  I  do  not  believe  however  that  this 
solution  is  as  safe  or  logical  as  maintaining  the 
bridge  structure  because  besides  serving  to  connect 
both  ends  of  Butler  Street,  it  also  provides  an 
upper  level  safeway  for  access  going  to  and  coming 
from  the  MBTA  Butler  Street  station.

Since  April  1,  1976,  Consolidated  Rail  Cor- 
poration (Conrail)  has  been  operating  rail  com- 
muter passenger  service  in  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
area  pursuant  to  section  304(e)(2)  of  the  Regional 
Rail  Reorganization  Act  of  1973  (RRRA). 

Conrail  received  a  notice  of  intention  to  support 
the  continued  operation  of  this  railroad  passenger 
commuter  service  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  (MBTA)  on  August  18, 
1976.  On  September  16,  1976,  Conrail,  in 
accordance  with  the  Standards  for  Determining 
Commuter  Rail  Service  Continuation  Subsidies 
developed  by  the  Rail  Services  Planning  Office  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  (RSPO) 
furnished  MBTA  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
the  subsidy  required  to  continue  the  commuter 
service.  No  offer  of  financial  assistance  has  been 
received  from  MBTA  or  any  other  agency  or 
political  body.  The  offer  from  Rhode  Island 
Department  of  Transportation  was  limited  to  the 
services  between  Westerly  and  Providence,  Rhode 
Island.  Therefore,  Conrail  has  no  alternative  but  to 
discontinue  the  Boston  commuter  service.  Conrail 
is  not  permitted  to  subsidize  passenger  service, 
either  commuter  or  intercity,  with  its  freight 
transportation  service.

You  have  asked  my  opinion  if  a  person  who  is 
temporarily  promoted  in  order  to  meet  seasonal 
requirements  in  the  Public  Works  Department  must 
become  a  resident  of  the  city  within  a  year  of  such 
promotion  in  order  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Residency  Ordinance  (CBC  Ord.  5,  s. 
101A). 

In  my  opinion  such  a  move  is  not  required  if  the 
employee  reverts  to  his  permanent  lower  rank 
before  a  year  has  passed  from  the  date  of  his 
temporary  promotion.  This  would  be  true,  even  if 
he  happens  to  be  serving  once  more  on  a 
temporary  basis  in  a  higher  rank  on  the  anniversary 
of  his  first  such  temporary  promotion,  since  the 
subsequent  year  would  start  to  run  only  from  the 
day  of  the  second  promotion.

Dear  Mr.  Meade: 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  to  consult  with  the  Edward  Ingersoll 
Browne  Commission,  you  have  asked  my  opinion 
on  two  questions  relating  to  the  expenditure  of 


funds  left  to  the  city  by  Mr.  Browne. 

You  first  ask  if  the  income  now  available  for 
expenditure  by  the  Commission  includes  a 
distribution  by  the  Trustees  to  the  city  of  the  sum 
of  $610,014.83,  representing  income  with  respect 
to  Boston's  share  of  Mr.  Browne's  bequest,  during 
the  period  from  January  1,  1970,  to  October  10, 
1974.  The  distribution  was  provoked  by  the  Tax 
Reform  Act  of  1969,  P.  L.  91-172,  26  USC  ss. 
4940^1948,  which  imposed  an  excise  tax  on  private 
foundations  which  did  not  distribute  their  income 
on  a  current  basis.  Mr.  Browne  had  provided  in  his 
will  that  the  income  from  the  bequest  was  to 
accumulate  and  be  added  to  principal  for  twenty 
years  after  the  death  of  the  last  life  beneficiary 
which,  as  it  turned  out,  would  have  been  October 
10,  1974.  As  such  the  income  would  have  been 
taxed  to  the  Trustees  unless  it  were  distributed. 
Accordingly,  the  Trustees  sought  an  opinion  from 
the  Suffolk  Probate  Court  which  required  the 
Trustees  to  "distribute  no  less  than  its  net  income 
currently  in  equal  shares  to  the  three  charitable 
beneficiaries  designated  by  said  Trust  for  the 
purposes  expressed  in  said  Trust." 

In  my  opinion,  the  decree  of  the  Probate  Court 
authorizes  the  Browne  Commission  to  spend  the 
income  transmitted  to  the  city  by  the  Trustees  in 
1974.  The  phrase,  "the  purposes  expressed  in  said 
Trust,"  must  be  understood  to  be  "the  adornment 
and  benefit  of  said  city",  rather  than  simply  the 
management  and  investment  of  the  funds  which  is 
only  the  means  by  which  the  donor's  purpose  may 
be  achieved. 

Secondly,  you  ask  my  opinion  on  what  kinds  of 
"adornment"  the  Browne  Fund  may  be  spent  to 
accomplish.  The  Browne  will  provides  that  the 
annual  income 

"shall   be   applied    to   the    adornment  and 

benefit  of  said  city  by  the  erection  of  statues, 

monuments,  fountains  for  men  and  beasts,  and 

for  the  ornament  of  its  streets,  ways,  squares, 

and  parks  in  such  manner  as  will  promote  the 

pleasure,   comfort,  education,  patriotism,  and 

good  taste  of  its  citizens,  and  likewise  for  the 

maintenance  and  repair  of  any  statues  or  other 

structures    as    aforesaid    erected    by    money 

supplied  from  this  bequest." 

Arguably  the  bequest  is  available  only  for  the 

"erection  of  statutes,  momuments,  fountains  for 

men  and  beasts."  The  syntax  of  the  will,  however, 

does  not   permit  so  limited  a  construction.  The 

phrase  of  immediately  following  that  just  quoted, 

"and  for  the  ornament  of  its  streets,  ways,  squares, 

and  parks",  cannot  be  taken  to  modify  "fountains 

for  men  and  beasts."  The  phrase  beginning  as  it 

does  with  the  words,  "and  for,"  must  be  read  in 

parallel  with  the  phrase,  "to  the  adornment  and 

benefit  for  said  city  by  the  erection  of  statues, 

monuments,  fountains  for  men  and  beasts",  as  if  it 

followed  the  words,  "shall  be  applied." 

Accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  income  ol 
the  fund  may  be  spent  on  any  project  which  will 
ornament  the  city's  "streets,  ways,  squares,  and 
parks  in  such  manner  as  will  promote  the  pleasure, 
comfort,  education,  patriotism,  and  good  taste  of 
its  citizens."  In  my  judgment,  this  includes 
landscaping,     paving,     and     furniture.     I     think, 
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however,  that  it  would  not  be  suitable  to  use  the 
Browne  funds  for  ordinary  purposes,  such  as  street 
repaying  or  the  planting  of  flowers  and  trees 
unrelated  to  a  larger  purpose.  As  set  out  above,  Mr. 
Browne  authorized  the  expenditure  of  income  for 
"the  maintenance  and  repair  of  supplies  from  this 
bequest."  Unlike  the  gift  of  George  Parkman  which 
may  be  used  for  ordinary  park  maintenance,  Mr. 
Browne  had  in  mind  that  only  those  things 
constructed  with  the  funds  which  he  bequeathed 
the  city  could  be  maintained  thereby. 

In  summary,  therefore,  I  believe  that  the  funds 
which  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  so  generously  left 
the  city  may  be  used  for  the  broad  purposes  of 
ornamenting  its  public  spaces  in  a  durable  way.

Whereas,  This  past  weekend,  the  Boston  School 
Department  issued  a  report  chronicling  the  steady 
decline  from  "quality  education"  in  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  since  the  advent  of  court-ordered 
forced  busing; and 

Whereas,  Such  revelations  were  necessitated  to 
support  an  application  for  $8.4  million  in  federal 
Emergency  School  Aid  funds  for  special  programs 
to  help  stem  the  tide  of  illiteracy  in  the  Boston 
Public  Schools;  and 

Whereas,  Statistics  clearly  show  that  all  students 
in  the  Boston  Public  Schools  suffer  fiom  the 
diminished,  educational  standards  attributable  in 
large  part  to  the  trauma  and  turmoil  associated 
with  forced  busing;  and 

Whereas,  Under  court-ordered  desegregation,  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  paradoxically  experienced 
an  increase  of  almost  100  percent  in  the  number  of 
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predominantly  minority-enrolled  schools,  a  situa- 
tion which  in  reality  thwarts  the  alleged  goal  of 
forced  busing,  racially  balanced  schools ;  and 

Whereas,  The  departure  of  many  students  who 
were  formally  the  bulwark  of  a  viable  and  superior 
school  system  now  makes  it  physically  impossible 
to  racially  balance  the  Boston  Public  Schools;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  respectfully  urges  that  Federal 
Judge  W.  Arthur  Garrity,  Jr.,  personally  study  the 
report  issued  by  the  Boston  School  Department 
this  past  weekend  with  a  view  towards  recognizing 
the  ramifications  produced  by  forced  busing  and 
school  receivership  on  the  overall  quality  of 
education  provided  all  the  children  enrolled  for  the 
past  two  and  one-half  years  in  the  Boston  Public 
Schools.

Square  area  of  the  Hyde  Park  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston  appears  dim  at  best  unless  some  form  of 
economic  assistance  can  be  provided  the  owners  of 
the  burnt-out  businesses  to  cover  any  uninsured 
losses;  and 

Whereas,  The  Small  Business  Administration 
does  provide  low-interest  loans  and  outright 
grants-in-aid  to  the  victims  of  such  fire  disasters  to 
cover  uninsured  losses;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  begin  the  process  of 
providing  relief  to  the  victims  of  such  a  major 
conflagration,  a  request  for  a  declaration  of 
disaster  relief  from  the  Small  Business  Administra- 
tion must  be  forwarded  from  the  Civil  Defense 
Director  for  the  City  of  Boston,  through  the  state 
Civil  Defense  Director  and  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  Regional 
Director  of  the  Small  Business  Administration; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to 
instruct  the  Civil  Defense  Director  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  make  an  immediate  assessment  of  the

Whereas,  Said  certificate  of  need  was  issued  to 
the  Roslindale  Community  Health  Center  in 
conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the  residents  of  the 
communities  of  Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury,  and 
Roslindale,  and  did  not  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  family  planning  center;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  for  the  conduct  of  public 
hearings  into  the  recent  vote  of  the  Executive

Whereas,  In  some  communities  concern  over  the 
carcinogenic-causing  properties  of  asbestos  forced 
the  closing  of  some  schools  which  contained 
asbestos  insulation  until  the  exposed  asbestos

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  should  im- 
mediately institute  a  preventative  program  to 
ascertain  the  presence  of  asbestos  insulating 
materials  in  all  its  public  buildings  but  especially  in 
all  older,  school  buildings  and  in  any  newer, 
educational  facilities  that  may  have  been 
constructed  before  the  health  threat  inherent  in 
asbestos  materials  was  known;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  on  his  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
to  institute  through  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  an  extensive  study  of 
all  public  buildings  within  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  all,  educational  facilities,  to  ascertain  the 
existence  of  asbestos  insulation  in  said  buildings, 
and  to  remove  said  asbestos  materials  if  they 
cannot  be  safely  enclosed  in  order  to  protect  the 
health  of  all  people  utilizing  public  buildings.

Whereas,  Dr.  Nora  Connolly  O'Brien's  presence 
in  Faneuil  HaU  on  Sunday,  February  20,  1977, 
actually  represents  a  return  engagement  on  her  part 
to  America's  Cradle  of  Liberty  for  in  1917,  sixty 
years  ago,  Dr.  Nora  Connolly  O'Brien  stood  in 
Faneuil  Hall  and  spoke  to  a  standing  room  only 
crowd  about  the  events  that  led  up  to  the 
execution  of  her  father  by  the  British;  now,

PROCLAIMING  JANUARY  24,  1977* 
UKRAINIAN  INDEPENDENCE  DAY  IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  January  22,  1918,  the  Ukrainian 
people  proclaimed  an  independent  Ukrainian 
National  Republic  in  Kiev,  capital  of  Ukraine. 
Many  states,  including  the  United  States  of 
America,  either  recognized  or  were  in  the  process 
of  recognizing  the  Ukrainian  National  Republic  as 
the  sovereign  state  of  the  Ukrainian  people ;  and 

Whereas,  As  the  young  republic  started  to 
organize  its  political,  economic,  and  cultural  life,  it 
was  engaged  in  costly  and  bloody  war  with 
Communist  Russia,  despite  previous  Soviet  Russian 
pledges  to  respect  and  honor  Ukrainian  in- 
dependence. In  1921,  the  Ukrainian  National 
Republic  succumbed  to  the  numerically  superior 
forces  of  Communist  Russia.  A  puppet  communist 
regime  was  installed  in  Ukraine,  without  letting  the 
Ukrainian  people  exercise  their  voting  rights.  In 
1922,  Ukraine  was  incorporated  into  the  "Union 
of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics;"  and 

Whereas,  The  whole  history  of  Soviet  Russian 
domination  in  Ukraine  is  a  ghastly  record  in 
inhumanity,  outright  persecution  and  genocide, 
Russification,  and  violation  of  national  and  human 
rights.  Under  Stalin,  UKraine  was  marked  for 
physical  extinction;  under  Khrushchev,  and  now 
under  Brezhnev-Kosygin,  the  outright  terror  has 
been  replaced  by  the  subtle  process  of  destroying 
the  Ukrainian  national  consciousness  and  identity 
through  Russification,  mass  arrests,  illegal  trials, 
and  by  other  oppressive  methods;  and 


Whereas,  In  the  course  of  its  rule  over  Ukraine, 
Communist  Russia  destroyed  millions  of 
Ukrainians  through  man-made  famines,  and  forced 
deportations  to  Siberia;  it  abolished  the  Ukrainian 
Autocephalic  Orthodox  Church;  it  destroyed  the 
Ukrainian  Catholic  Church;  it  subordinated  all 
aspects  of  Ukrainian  life  to  the  rigid  control  of 
Moscow,  including  Ukrainian  economy,  education, 
the  press,  the  arts,  and  literature,  trade  unions,  and 
others;  and 

Whereas,  The  anniversary  of  Ukraine's  in- 
dependence serves  to  dramatize  the  need  for  our 
government  and  the  American  people  to  show 
genuine  concern  for  freedom  of  the  Ukrainian  and 
all  enslaved  peoples  under  Russian  Communist 
domination;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Monday,  January  24,  1977,  be 
proclaimed  Ukrainian  Independence  Day  in  the 
City  of  Boston  with  appropriate  ceremony  to 
include  the  raising  of  the  Ukrainian  Flag  on  City 
Hall  Plaza  to  commemorate  the  fifty-ninth 
anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Ukrainian 
Republic.

I  have  your  letter  of  December  21,  1976,  in 
which  you  state  that  the  Real  Property  Board 
recommends  that  the  Purchase  and  High  Streets 
parking  facility  lease  currently  held  by  APCOA  at 
an  annual  rental  of  $41,101.20,  and  the  Dewey 
Square  lease  currently  held  by  Fitz-Inn  at  an 
annual  rental  of  $133,488.96,  be  canceled  as  of 
January  1,  1977,  and  that  the  lessees  each  be 
requested  to  operate  those  facilities  on  a 
month-to-month  basis  for  a  period  of  sixty  days 
for  a  management  fee  of  15  percent  of  the  gross 
receipts  during  that  period  in  order  to  enable  the 
Board  to  study  a  new  lease  and  rate  structure  and 
to  advertise  for  new  leases  to  commence  on  March 
1,  1977. 

You  state  that  the  above  lessees  are  experiencing 
"a  financial  crisis"  caused  by  (a)  an  "abrupt"  50 
percent  increase  in  the  parkins:  rates  by  the  Ho. ml. 
and  (b)  the  opening  of  private  Olf-street  puking 
areas  in  the  vicinity  that  chaigc  an  all  day  rate  of 
$1.25. 
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I  am  advised  that  while  the  iates  had  been 
increased  by  the  Board  from  those  appearing  in  the 
lease  documents  for  the  prior  lease  terms  for  those 
faculties,  the  increased  rates  were  expressly 
included  in  the  documents  that  APCOA  and 
Fitz-Inn  bid  on  in  July,  1976.  The  annual  rental 
bid  by  APCOA  for  the  Purchase  and  High  Street 
facility  with  the  increased  rates  is  $13,901.21  more 
than  the  $27,200  rental  obligation  of  the  prior 
lessee  and  the  Fitz-Inn  rental  obligation  for  the 
current  term  is  $41,888.96  higher  that  that  of  the 
predecessor  lessee. 

It  may  well  be  that  these  bidders  now  claim  that 
they  find  it  difficult  to  live  up  to  their  written 
contractual  commitments;  nevertheless,  the  current 
lessees  were  and  are  in  the  business  of  managing 
parking  facilities  and  they  each  freely  made  what 
they  considered  to  be  appropriate  bids. 

On  that  ground  alone,  there  is  no  legal  basis  for 
any  adjustment  in  the  current  lease  terms. 

Moreover,  the  provisions  of  CBC  St.  11,  s.  256 
states,  in  pertinent  part, . . .  "no  lease  shall  be 
modified  or  cancelled  . . ." 

Therefore,    it    is    my    opinion    that    the    Real 
Property  Board  may  not  cancel  these  leases  and 
must    insist    upon    the    prompt    and    complete 
fulfillment  of  the  lessees'  obligations.

You  have  asked  my  opinion  if  you  are  qualified 
to  inspect  tax  returns  and  information  kept  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation 
pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  58,  s.  48.  In  my  opinion  you 


That  statute  provides  that  the  Commissioner 
shall  give  his  permission  for  such  inspection 

"only  if  the  laws  of . .  .such  . . .  political 
subdivision  . . .  generally  restrict  the  disclosure 
of  such  information  except  for  the  purpose  of 
administering  tax  laws,  grant  substantially 
similar  privileges  to  the  commissioner,  and  such 
information  is  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  the  tax  laws  of 
. . .  such  . . .  political  subdivision  ..." 

All  three  requirements  are  met. 

1.  The  disclosure  by  any  employee  of  the  city 
"of  any  information,  whatever,  contained  in  or  set 
forth  by  any  return  filed  under  this  chapter"  is 
prohibited  by  G.L.  c.  62,  s.  58.  That  limitation  is 
not  changed  by  the  recent  amendment  contained 
in  G.L.  c.  4,  s.  7,  which  states  in  subparagraph  (a) 
that  materials  are  not  to  be  considered  public 
records  if  they  are  "specifically  or  by  necessary 
implication  exempted  from  disclosure  by  a 
statute." 

2.  The  General  Laws  are  full  of  provisions 
whereby  the  Commissioner  is  given  the  power  to 
obtain  financial  information  from  the  City  of 
Boston.  For  example,  G.L.  c.  58,  s.  6,  gives  the 
Commissioner  the  power  to  require  assessors  to 
furnish  him  with  any  information  in  their 
possession,  and  G.L.  c.  58,  s.  7,  states: 

"The  Commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time 

secure  information  as  to  any  unpaid  taxes  in 

any  town,  may  examine  the  books,  records,  and 

papers  of  collectors  and  assessors,  and  of  other 

town  officers  and  may  require  them  to  make 

reports  to  him," 

The  law,  therefore,  gives  the  Commissioner  even 

more   power   to   obtain   information   concerning 

taxes  from  municipalities  than  the  City  of  Boston 

here  requests. 

3.  Finally,  you  have  given  the  Commissioner 
your  assurance  that  any  information  obtained  from 
his  records  will  be  used  solely  to  advance  the 
administration  of  tax  laws.

Mr.  Robert  Vey  of  the  city  disclosed  that  due  to 
the  city's  current  bonded  indebtedness,  the  city's 
borrowing  power  is  "presently  bleak." 

The  subject  of  federal  assistance  in  the 
construction  and/or  rehabilitation  of  a  jail  was 
raised  by  at  least  two  individuals  present:  Mr. 
Choate,  Attorney  of  Record  for  the  City  Council, 
and  Harold  Langlois,  Master  of  the  Charles  Street 
Jail. 

Mr.  Choate  suggested  the  Director  of  the  Law 
Enforcement  Assistance  Administration  in 
Washington  has  at  his  disposal  approximately 
$100,000,000  annually  in  discretionary  funds.  Mr. 
Choate  further  stated  that  at  least  two  states  have 
received  federal  money  to  construct  new  jails. 
Further,  since  the  National  Clearing  House  for 
Criminal  Justice,  Planning  and  Architecture  Office, 
has  approved  a  plan  which  would  satisfy  the  court 
order,  and  since  there  is  an  "Urgent  Financial 
Need"  in  the  City  of  Boston,  coupled  with  an

Dear  Commissioner  Jordan: 

Thank  you  for  letter  of  December  6th  in  which 
you  ask  my  advice  if  the  City  Council  is 
empowered  to  order  you  to  forward  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  a  copy  of  a  report  prepared  by  the 
Special  Investigation  Unit  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. As  you  know,  s.  17F  of  the  City  Charter  (St. 
1948,  c.  452)  empowers  the  City  Council  to 
request,  through  the  Mayor,  information  on  any 
municipal  matter  within  its  jurisdiction.  It  is  not 
clear  from  the  Council  order  that  this  information 
relates  in  any  way  to  matters  within  the  Council's 
jurisdiction,  since  St.  1962,  c.  322,  s  1,  entrusts  the 
"cognizance  and  control  of  the  government, 
administration  disposition,  and  discipline  of  the 
(Police)  Department,  and  of  the  police  force  of  the 
department"  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  It 
further  states  that  the  Commissioner  "shall  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  efficiency 
of  said  police."  Italics  supplied. 

I  also  understand  that  the  report  in  question 
contains  a  good  deal  of  information  which  falls 
under  the  definition  of  criminal  offender  record 
information  in  s.  167  of  G.L.  c.  6.  Section  172  of 
that  chapter  allows  the  dissemination  of  such 
material  only  to  criminal  justice  agencies  or  such 
other  agencies  as  are  authorized  access  to  such 
records  by  statute.  The  City  Council  falls  in  neither 
category. 

Accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  you  may  not 
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make  available  to  the  City  Council  the  report  in 
question.

In  answer  to  your  inquiry  concerning  police 
overtime  and  Councillor  Kerrigan's  letter  of 
December  1,  1976,  I  think  I  can  answer  the 
question  to  everyone's  satisfaction. 

The  Councillor  asks  about  police  overtime.  The 
question  we  were  addressing  when  you  stated  that 
the  LEAA  money  could  not  be  used  for  I  hat 
purpose  was  not  overtime  but  foot  patrol.  If  you 
remember,  the  Council  was  pushing  for  foot  patrol 
money  instead  of  the  grants,  as  awarded.  In 
support  of  your  statement,  1  am  enclosing  two 
letters  from  the  Massachusetts  Committee  on 
Criminal  Justice  which  specifically  state  that  there 
is  no  money  for  foot  patrol.  There  is  no  mention 
of  overtime  and  each  grant  submitted  is  considered 
on  its  own  merit.  In  applying,  however,  we  must 
keep  within  the  guidelines  of  LEAA  for  that 
particular  category. 

Commissioner  Jordan's  press  release  stated  that 
there    was    money    within    one    of    the    grants. 
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submitted  to  the  Council,  for  overtime  for  team 
policing.  The  original  application  requested  money 
for  this  purpose  specifically  and  a  much  smaller 
amount  than  requested  was  approved  within  the 
award.  The  money  for  the  team  policing  effort  was 
to  have  come  from  the  cash  match  provided  for 
within  the  grant.

OPTIONAL  PROGRAM  OF  IN-KIND  SERVICES 
PAYMENT  OF  TAXES  FOR  SENIOR 
CITIZEN  TAXPAYERS

Council,  in  meeting  assembled,  unanimously 
adopted  a  resolution  requesting  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  to  instruct  the  Commissioner  for  Elderly 
Affairs  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  conduct  a 
feasibility  study  into  the  merits  of  establishing  an 
"Employment  in  Lieu  of  Real  Estate  Tax 
Obligation  Program"  for  the  senior  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  A  similar  program  has  been  in- 
augurated in  the  City  of  Hartford,  Connecticut 
with  much  success  and  the  endorsement  of  the 
senior  citizen  community  within  that  municipality; 
and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  such  a  program 
within  the  City  of  Boston  would  recognize  the  fact 
that  when  many  senior  citizens,  through  no  fault 
of  their  own,  begin  to  fall  back  in  their  tax 
obligations  to  the  City  of  Boston  because  they  are 
left  with  little  from  their  fixed  incomes,  they  can 
continue  to  meet  their  moral  responsibility  to  the 
common  good  of  the  entire  City  of  Boston  through 
the  donation  of  their  valuable  time  and  talents  to 
public  service  projects;  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  such  a  program 
within  the  City  of  Boston  would,  therefore,  meet 
two  needs:  (1)  that  of  local  government  to 
continue  to  provide  services  to  city  residents  by 
taking  advantage  of  available  skills  in  the 
community  during  times  of  severe  BComonic  Itiea; 
and  (2)  restore  confidence  to  senior  citizen 
taxpayers    in    meeting    their    financial    and    legal 
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obligations  to  the  City  of  Boston  at  a  time  when 
they  are  least  able  to  do  so;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  that  the  attached  proposed  "Optional 
Program  of  In-Kind  Services  Payment  of  Taxes  for 
the  Senior  Citizen  Taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston"  be  forearded  through  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  to  the  Commissioner  for  Elderly  Affairs  for 
the  City  of  Boston  for  the  consideration  of  said 
Commissioner  as  the  proposed  framework  for  the 
establishment  of  such  a  program  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  benefit  of  senior  citizen  taxpayers 
in  the  Citv  of  Boston. 

I.  Framework 

The  program  described  below,  that  would  allow 
certain  qualified,  senior  citizens  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  the  option  of  satisfying  their  tax 
obligations  to  the  City  of  Boston  be  performing 
work  in  lieu  of  cash,  is  based  on  the  premise  that  in 
time  of  severe  inflation,  coupled  with  high 
unemployment,  a  senior  citizen  taxpayer  may 
require  special  assistance  from  his  or  her 
government  to  avoid  further  personal  losses  of 
property. 

It  recognizes  that  many  senior  citizen  taxpayers, 
through  no  fault  of  their  own,  begin  to  fall  behind 
in  their  tax  obligations  to  the  City  of  Boston 
because  they  are  left  with  little  from  their  fixed 
incomes  to  pay  their  tax  bills  except  by  using  their 
time  and  skills  if  given  the  opportunity.  The 
program,  therefore,  meets  two  needs:  (1)  that  of 
local  government  to  continue  to  provide  services  to 
city  residents  by  taking  advantage  of  available  skills 
in  the  community  during  extraordinary  times; and 
(2)  restore  confidence  to  senior  citizen  taxpayers 
in  meeting  their  financial  and  legal  obligations  to 
the  City  of  Boston  at  a  time  when  they  are  least 
able  to  do  so  financially. 

As  described  more  fully  below,  participation  in 
the  City  of  Boston's  In-Kind  Service  Program  for 
Senior  Citizen  taxpayers  will  be: 

1.  Optional; 

2.  Open  to  qualified  Boston  taxpayers 
sixty-five  years  of  age  or  older; 

3.  Limited  to  a  $1,000  maximum  in 
property  taxes,  including  interest  and  lien  fees, 
for  those  qualified  and  unemployed,  with  a  $30 
deductible; 

4.  To  perform  meaningful  work  not 
customarily  carried  out  by  regular  city 
personnel. 

The  program  will  be  run  on  a  trial  basis  for 
twelve  months,  during  which  time  it  will  be 
administered  and  monitored  by  the  city  while 
drawing  upon  the  staff  of  the  Commission  on  the 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly;  the  Treasury  and  Collecting 
Department;  the  Assessing  Department,  Division  of 
Social  Service;  the  Personnel  Department;  and  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  assure  that  all  legal 
legislative,  and  administrative  requirements  are 
being  met.  Overall  program  responsibility  will  rest 
with  the  Commissioner  on  the  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly. 

II.  Implementation. 

The  proposal  would  work  roughly  as  follows: 


Senior  citizen  taxpayers  in  the  City  of  Boston 
unemployed  for  six  months  or  more  or  receiving 
welfare  or  Social  Security  benefits  would  be 
permitted  to  provide  In-Kind  Services  to  the  City 
of  Boston  to  pay  their  entire  current  and 
delinquent  tax  bill. 

A.  Eligibility  Criteria. 

a.  City  of  Boston  senior  citizen  taxpayers 
whose  total  family  gross  income  in  1976  is  less 
than  that  established  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Labor  (see  chart  on  next  page) 
for  a  family  living  within  the  City  of  Boston; 

b.  City  of  Boston  senior  citizen  taxpayer 
unemployed  for  six  months  or  longer,  or  is 
receiving  welfare  or  Social  Security  payments; 

c.  Owes  taxes  on  residential  property  as 
recorded  by  the  Assessing  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston; 

d.  If  (a),  (b),  and  (c)  are  met,  senior  citizen 
taxpayer  may  elect  to  work  off  all  or  part  of  his 
or  her  current  and  delinquent  property  taxes 
(including  interest  and  lien  fees)  above  $30 
deductible  by  In-Kind  Service,  to  a  $1,000 
maximum. 

B.  Duration  of  Program  and  Filing  Dates. 

1.  Application  will  open  on  the  first  day  of 
each  fiscal  year  and  close  on  the  last  day  of 
each  fiscal  year. 

2.  The  pilot  program  will  last  twelve 
months,  during  which  time  the  program  will  be 
evaluated.  Resident  senior  citizen  taxpayers  of 
the  City  of  Boston  will  be  allowed  to  continue 
to  work  beyond  the  one-year  trial  date  until 
their  tax  obligation  is  satisfied.  However, 
residents  will  be  encouraged  to  complete  their 
In-Kind  work  within  the  twelve-month  trial 
period,  where  possible,  so  that,  administra- 
tively, credit  for  work  may  be  accounted  for  in 
the  same  fiscal  year  in  which  it  is  begun. 

C.  Application  and  Approval. 

1.  Intake 

a.  Applicants  will  apply  for  eligibility  at 
sites  to  be  determined  by  the  Commissioner  for 
the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly. 

b.  Each  applicant  will  be  required  to  bring 
with  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  application  his 
1976  income  tax  form  and/or  other  document- 
ation able  to  confirm  his  or  her  number  of 
dependents,  gross  annual  earnings,  residency, 
and  property  tax  status. 

c.  Eligibility  will  be  determined  at  time  of 
application  by  those  designated  by  the 
Commissioner  on  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  to 
determine  eligibility  who  will  also  compute  the 
number  of  work  hours  required  to  satisfy 
applicant's  tax  bill.  Work  will  be  computed  at 
$2.50  per  hour  and  will  be  limited  to  400  hours 
maximum  or  $1,000  of  total  past  and  present 
taxes,  interest,  and  lien  fees  due  to  the  City  of 
Boston. 

2.  Screening  and  Job  Assignment. 

a.  The  applicant  will  be  interviewed  after 
eligibility  is  determined  to  ascertain  his  or  her 
job  skills  and  occupational  intersts. 

b.  The  applicant  will  be  offered  a  specific 
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work  project,  as  an  independent  contractor, 
based  on  the  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
determined  by  the  Director  of  Personnel  for  the 
City  of  Boston  in  cooperation  with  the 
Commissioner  on  the  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  for 
the  City  of  Boston. 

c.  Supervised  work  projects,  such  as  vacant 
lot  cleanup  will  have  been  determined  in 
advance  of  the  commencement  of  the  program 
and  shall  be  analogous  to  the  procedure  utilized 
to  establish  work  priorities  for  the  annual 
Summer  Jobs  Program. 

d.  The  applicant  will  then  be  given  a  Job 
Assignment  Slip  informing  him  or  her  which 
department  they  have  been  assigned  to  and 
when  to  report 

3.  Independent  Services  Contract. 

a.  At  the  end  of  each  interview,  the 
applicant  will  be  asked  to  sign  a  document 
agreeing  to  perform  the  assigned  project, 
mutually  identified,  in  exchange  for  those  taxes 
due  the  City  of  Boston,  which  applicant  is 
eligible  to  pay  for  with  In-Kind  Services.  The 
contract  will  be  prepared  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  insure 
legality  as  to  force  and  substance.  The  staff 
member  signing  for  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
application  and  eligibility  determination  site 
will  be  authorized  to  do  so  in  a  manner  meeting 
all  legal  requirements  for  obtaining  contractual 
services  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

4.  Accounting  an  d  Payment  Transfer  to 
Tax  Collector 

a.  Performing  services  as  directed  by  the 
department  head  or  his  designees,  the  in- 
dependent contractor  will  work  off  the  agreed 
upon  hours  at  such  times  as  are  mutually 
determined  by  the  contractor  and  the  depart- 
ment head,  will  be  administratively  logged 
within  the  department,  until  the  full  tax  bill  is 
satisfied. 

b.  If  the  contractor  fulfills  only  part  of  his 
total  obligation  after  starting  work,  the 
department  head  will  certify  only  as  to  the  time 
satisfactorily  worked. 

c.  Whether  (4a.)  or  (4b.)  above  applies,  the 
department  head  will  certify  whether  the  City 
of  Boston  has  received  full  value  for  the  work 
performed.  He  shall  certify  to  this  fact  on  a 
form  devised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  for 
such  purpose  which  is  then  forwarded  to  the 
Tax  Collector  who  gives  the  taxpayer  ap- 
propriate credit  for  the  work  performed. 

d.  The  Office  of  the  Director  of  the  Budget 
will  establish  the  appropriate  accounting 
procedure  for  charging  the  program  for  the 
number  of  hours  worked  and  receipts  of  taxes 
paid.

Whereas,  The  unemployment  rate  among  the 
Vietnam  veterans,  particularly  disabled  Vietnam 
veterans,  is  tragically  high  and  an  affront  to  the 
honorable  service  provided  by  them  to  their 
nation;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  supports  passage  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  the  proposed 
program  offered  by  the  newly  sworn-in  Secretary 
of  Labor  to  provide  adequate  employment 
opportunity  to  all  disabled  and  nondisabled 
Vietnam  veterans;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston,  in  view  of  its 
extreme  high  unemployment  rate  among  its 
Vietnam  veteran  population  be  selected  as  the 
location  for  a  Vietnam  veteran  employment  service 
center  under  the  provisions  of  the  proposed 
program.

Whereas,  Cooperation  between  the  Boston 
School  Department  and  the  Community  use  of  the 
swimming  pools  under  the  control  of  the  Boston 
School  Department  on  a  daily  basis  without 
interfering  with  normally  scheduled  swimming 
activities  for  students;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  on  the  School  Committee 
for  the  City  of  Boston  to  open  all  swimming  pools 
under  control  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools  to 
senior  citizens  on  a  daily  basis  and  during  school 
hours  if  they  are  afflicted  with  joint  diseases  or 
other  ailments  the  treatment  of  which  requires  the 
therapeutic  benefits  of  swimming.

an  annual  budget  to  the  City  Council  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February. 

It  represents  approximately  half  of  the  city, 
county  and  income  departments  appropriations  for 
fiscal  1977.  As  you  are  painfully  aware,  our  city 
has  been  caught  in  the  throes  of  the  same  fiscal 
crisis  that  most  of  the  major  cities  in  the  country 
are  facing.  This  year,  I  have  dedicated  the  efforts 
of  the  Budget  Office,  the  department  heads,  and 
myself  to  reducing  the  budgetary  demands. 

In  the  past,  what  was  submitted  to  you,  at  this 
time  of  year,  was  usually  the  amounts  sought  by 
the  department  heads  of  this  city,  based  on  the 
previous  year's  expenditure,  salary  increases  already 
approved,  new  positions,  and  ongoing  programs. 
This  year  I  am  attempting  to  discern  where  and 
how  responsible  fiscal  management  can  reduce 
these  costs  without  seriously  impairing  the  services 
expected  by  the  citizens  of  Boston.  Much  of  the 
time  of  myself,  my  staff,  and  my  department  heads 
in  recent  weeks  has  been  devoted  to  the  studying 
of  possible  reductions  and  their  implementation, 
therefore  the  process  of  developing  a  responsible 
and  viable  budget  for  fiscal  1978  has  been 
necessarily  delayed. 

As  you  will  notice  in  perusing  the  order  before 
you,  that  not  only  did  I  recommend  half  of  last 
year's  appropriation,  but  further,  I  have  omitted 
some  departments  completely.  This  was  not  an 
oversight,  it  is  in  fact  the  major  reason  for  the 
delay  in  this  budget  reaching  you  in  its  final  form. 
I  feel  that  continued  deliberation  on  the  omitted 
budgets  is  vital. 

There  are  other  considerations,  equally  im- 
portant to  all  of  us,  that  will  have  considerable 
effect  on  the  city's  tax  rate.  I  feel  that  it  is 
incumbent  upon  me  to  mention  them  briefly  in 
this  message.  First,  the  School  Committee  must 
apply  reasonable  and  responsible  management 
techniques  to  depress  the  level  of  school  spending. 
Toward  this  end,  I  feel  that  favorable  action  by  the 
Legislature  on  our  pending  Charter  Reform 
proposals  will  be  a  major  step  in  the  direction  of 
fiscal  responsibilty  relative  to  school  appropriation. 
Secondly,  now,  more  than  ever  before,  there  is  a 
compelling  need  for  the  Legislature  to  provide  our 
city  with  additional  assistance  to  relieve  our 
complete  reliance  upon  the  property  tax  for  our 
survival.  I  urge  you  to  join  with  me  in  my  efforts 
to  attain  these  goals. 

I  am  sending  you  this  budget,  therefore,  simply 
to  meet  the  legal  requirements  that  I  do  so.  Just  as 
soon  as  possible  I  will  send  you  an  amended 
budget.  I  pledge  that  it  will  call  for  fewer  dollars 
than  the  budget  for  fiscal  year  1977  and  will  be  a 
lesser  burden  on  the  property  tax  rate  and  all 
necessary  services  will  be  more  economically 
provided.  Thank  you  for  your  understanding  and 
cooperation.

In  response  to  a  resolution,  (enclosure  No.  1) 
filed  by  Councillor  Louise  Day  Hicks,  on  January 
17,  1977,  and  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Boston 
City  Council,  recommending  that  you  have  me 
make  an  immediate  assessment  of  the  extent  of 
damages  suffered  by  each  individual  and  tenant  of 
the  Waterman  Block  at  1231-1251  River  Street, 
which  was  subjected  to  severe  damage  as  a  result  of 
a  three-alarm  fire  on  January  9, 1977,  in  the  Hyde 
Park  section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  to  forward 
said  assessment  to  include  the  name  and  extent  of 
insured  and  uninsured  losses  of  each  tenant  of  the 
Waterman  Block,  together  with  a  request  for  a 
Declaration  of  Small  Business  Administration  type 
disaster  relief,  to  the  state  Civil  Defense  Director,  I 
am  forwarding  the  following  information. 

A  comprehensive  survey  was  conducted  over  a 
three-day  period  with  the  twenty-three  occupants, 
including  the  two  owners  of  the  individual 
buildings  damaged.  In  each  case  the  response  to  my 
recommendation  that  they  give  consideration  to 
the  feasibility  of  making  a  proposal  to  the  state 
Director  of  Civil  Defense  with  a  view  towards 
eventual  coverage  of  loans  by  the  Small  Business 
Administration  was  negative.  There  were  varied 
reasons  for  their  disinclination  to  take  the 
above-described  approach.  The  great  majority 
indicated  to  me  that  they  considered  their 
insurance    coverage    to    be  adequate;   or    nearly 


adequate,  to  cover  their  individual  losses.  Those 
who  felt  there  may  be  some  percentage  of 
uninsured  loss,  however,  considered  that  this 
percentage  would  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
coverage  set  under  the  "Criteria  for  Recom- 
mending of  Small  Business  Administration  Disaster 
Declaration."  (enclosure  No.  2,  criterion  No.  1). 

In  view  of  the  developments  with  regard  to  the 
situation  as  described,  I  feel  it  is  inadvisable  at  this 
time  to  take  further  action  on  the  matter.

After  this  review,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
city  does  have  the  legal  authority  to  participate  in 
the  Urban  Homesteading  Program  in  the  manner 
described  in  the  agreement  with  the  New  England 
Merchants  National  Bank,  and  that  when  properly 
executed,  that  agreement  will  constitute  a  legally 
binding  obligation  of  the  city  according  to  its 
terms. 

The  agreement  is  subject  not  only  to  the 
provisions  of  the  City  Charter,  but  also  to  the 
federal  regulations  under  the  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  Act  of  1974.  Part  II  of  the 
agreement  is  designed  to  express  the  requirements 
of  these  regulations,  which  apply  in  part  only  to  a 
contract  for  banking  services.  In  case  of  a  conflict, 
the  federal  regulations  would  override  the  other 
terms  of  the  agreement.  I  am  aware  of  no  such 
conflict,  but  of  course,  I  cannot  predict  how  the 
federal  government  might  choose  to  interpret  its 
own  regulations.

PROJECT  INTO  A  SENIOR  CITIZEN  CITY

Whereas,  Rumors  of  a  takeover  of  the  Columbia 
Point  public  housing  project  by  a  private, 
out-of-state,  real  estate  development  firm  persist;

Whereas,  A  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  to  be 
known  as  the  Boston  Charter  Reform  Act  of  1977, 
was  passed  in  City  Council  on  December  27,  1976, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  January  5,  1977;

Whereas,  Said  petition  and  bill  are  presently 
pending  before  the  General  Court,  which  has  not

Whereas,  The  City  Council  and  Mayor  are 
desirous  of  amending  said  petition  and  bill  to 
delete  therefrom  the  provisions  for  partisan 
elections  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  offices  of 
Mayor  and  City  Councillors,  and  further  desirous 
of  amending  said  petition  and  bill  to  preserve  the 
present  system  for  said  elections;  now,  therefore,  it 
is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  said  petition  and  bill  are  amended 
by  striking  out  section  3  in  its  entirety  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  452  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  53  to  65, 
inclusive,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sections: 

Section  53.  The  mayor  and  the  city  councillors 
shall  be  elected  at  a  biennial  state  election  at  which 
a  governor  is  regularly  elected,  or,  in  the  case  of 
filling  an  unexpired  term,  at  a  special  election, 
after  in  either  case  nomination  at  a  preliminary 
municipal  election,  held  on  the  sameday  as  the 
party  primary  held  for  nomination  of  candidates 
for  governor  or  in  the  case  of  a  special  election 
held  for  the  purpose  of  filling  an  unexpired  term 
held  on  the  seventh  Tuesday  prior  to  the  date  set 
for  such  election.  School  Committee  members  shall 
be  elected  in  1977  and  1978  and  every  four  years 
thereafter  at  a  municipal  election  to  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of

A 
nomination  petition  shall  not  relate  to  more  than 
one  candidate  nor  to  more  than  one  office.

but  only  if,  the  office  is  that  of  school  committee, 
by  the  words  "District  (here  insert  district  number 
in  numerals,  which  shall  be  counted  as  one  word)," 
as  the  case  may  be. 

If  the  candidate  is  a  veteran  as  defined  in  section 
21  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  his 
nomination  petition  may  contain  the  word 
"Veteran,"  which,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate 
holding  or  having  held  public  office  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  section  and  sections 
55,  58,  and  62,  be  counted  as  part  of  the  statement 
concerning  the  public  offices  held  by  him,  and,  in 
the  case  of  a  candidate  who  does  not  hold  and  has 
never  held  public  office  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  the 
purpose  of  said  sections,  be  deemed  to  be  a 
statement  concerning  the  public  offices  held  by 
him.

Every  nomination  petition  sheet  shall,  before 
issuance,  be  prepared  by  the  election  commission 
by  printing  or  inserting  thereon  the  matter 
required  by  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  the 
appropriate  foregoing  form.  Not  more  than  300 
nomination  petition  sheets' shall  be  issued  to  any 
candidate  for  nomination  to  the  office  of  mayor, 
nor  morethan  150  such  sheets  shall  be  issued  to 
any  candidate  for  nomination  to  the  office  of  city 
councillor  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  nomina- 
tion petition  sheets  shall  be  issued  to  any  candidate 
for  nomination  to  the  office  of  school  committee 
member.  No  nomination  petition  sheet  shall  be 
received  or  be  valid  unless  prepared  and  issued  by 
the  election  commission;  nor  shall  any  such  sheet 
be  received  or  be  valid  unless  the  written 
acceptance  of  the  candidate  thereby  nominated  is 
endorsed  thereon,  anything  in  section  3A  of 
chapter  50  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Section  56.  The  nomination  petition  shall  be 
signed  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  mayor,  by  at 
least  3,000  registered  voters  of  the  city  qualified  to 
vote  for  such  candidate  at  the  preliminary  election, 
in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  city  councillor,  by  at 
least  1 ,500  registered  voters  of  the  city  qualified  to 
vote  for  such  candidate  at  such  election,  and  in  the 
case  of  a  candidate  for  school  committee  member, 
by  at  least  250  registered  voters  residing  in  the 
district  from  which  the  candidate  seeks  to  be 
elected. 

Every  voter  signing  a  nomination  petition  shall 
sign  in  person  with  his  name  substantially  as 
registered  and  shall  state  his  residence  on  January 
first  preceding,  or  his  residence  when  registered  if 
subsequent  thereto,  and  the  place  where  he  is  then 
living  with  the  street  and  number,  if  any;  but  any 
voter  who  is  prevented  by  physical  disability  from 
writing  may  authorize  some  person  to  write  his 
name  and  residence  in  his  presence.  No  voter  may 
sign  as  petitioner  more  than  one  nomination 
petition  for  the  office  of  mayor  or  school 
commitee  member  nor  more  than  thirteen 
nomination  petitions  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor.  If  the  name  of  any  voter  appears  as 
petitioner  on  more  nomination  petitions  for  an 
office  than  prescribed  in  this  section,  liis  name 
shall,  in  determining  the  number  of  petitions,  be 
counted  in  the  case  of  the  office  of  mayor  or 
school  committee  member  only  on  the  nomination 
petition  sheet  bearing  his  name  first  filed  with  t he 
election  commission,  and  in  the  case  of  the  office 
of  city  councillor  only  on  the  thirteen  nomination 
petition  sheets  bearing  his  name  first  filed  with  said

commission.  If  the  name  of  any  voter  appears  as 
petitioner  on  the  same  nomination  petition  more 
than  once,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  appear  but  once. 
The  signature  of  any  petitioner  which  is  not 
certified  by  the  circulator  of  the  sheet  as  provided 
in  the  form  set  forth  in  section  55A  shall  not  be 
counted  in  determining  the  number  of  petitioners. 

The  separate  sheets  of  a  nomination  petition 
may  be  filed  all  at  one  time  or  in  lots  of  one  or 
more  from  time  to  time  but  shall  all  be  filed  with 
the  election  commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  on  the  eleventh  Tuesday  preceding 
the  preliminary  election.  Every  nomination 
petition  sheet  shall  be  filed  by  a  responsible 
person,  who  shall  sign  such  sheet  and,  if  he  is  other 
than  the  candidate,  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of 
residence,  giving  street  and  number,  if  any;  and  the 
election  commission  shall  require  satisfactory 
identification  of  each  person.  The  Boston  Ballot 
law  commission  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear 
complaints  arising  out  of  the  foregoing  certifica- 
tion of  compliance. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  nomination  or 
election  for  more  than  one  municipal  office  to  be 
filled  at  any  one  election,  nor  for  any  municipal 
office  if  he  is  a  candidate  for  any  other  office  to  be 
filled  at  the  same  election. 

The  names  of  candidates  appearing  on  nomina- 
tion petitions  shall,  when  filed,  be  a  matter  of 
public  record;  but  no  nomination  petition  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection  until  the  signatures  on  all 
nomination  petitions  for  the  same  office  have  been 
certified. 

Section  57.  Upon  the  filing  of  each  nomination 
petition  sheet  the  election  commission  shall  check 
each  name  to  be  certified  by  it  on  such  sheet  and 
shall  certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  so 
checked  which  are  the  names  of  registered  voters 
of  the  city  qualified  to  sign  the  same;  provided, 
however,  that  said  commission  shall  not  certify,  in 
connection  with  a  single  nomination  petition;  a 
greater  number  of  names  than  required  by  section 
56  with  one-tenth  of  such  number  added  thereto. 
The  election  commission  shall  complete  the 
certification  required  by  this  section  at  or  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth 
day  preceding  the  preliminary  election. 

Section  57A.  A  nomination  petition  which  has 
been  filed  and  is  in  apparent  conformity  with  law 
shall  be  valid  unless  written  objection  thereto  is 
made  by  a  registered  voter  of  the  city.  Such 
objection  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  thirty-fourth  day  preceding  the 
preliminary  election.  Objections  filed  with  the 
election  commission  shall  forthwith  be  transmitted 
by  it  to  the  Boston  ballot  law  commission. 
Certification  pursuant  to  section  57  shall  not 
preclude  a  voter  from  filing  objections  to  the 
validity  of  a  nomination  petition. 

Section  57B.  Any  candidate  may  withdraw  his 
name  from  nomination  by  a  request  signed  and 
duly  acknowledged  by  him;  provided,  however, 
that  all  withdrawals  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth  day  preceding  the 
preliminary  election.  If  a  candidate  so  withdraws 


his  name  from  nomination  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  of  the  forty-eighth  day  preceding  the 
preliminary  election,  or  if  found  to  be  ineligible  or 
dies,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a  committee  of 
not  less  than  five  persons  or  a  majority  thereof,  if 
such  committee  be  named  and  so  authorized  in  the 
nomination  petition;  provided,  however,  that  all 
certificates  of  substitution  for  a  deceased  candidate 
for  mayor  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  said  forty-eighth  day. 

The  certificate  of  substitution  for  a  deceased 
candidate  for  mayor  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  (a)  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary 
election  if  he  dies  on  or  before  the  second  Friday 
preceding  such  election  (b)  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  on  the  first  Friday  following  the 
preliminary  election  if  he  dies  after  the  second 
Friday  preceding  such  election  and  before  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  such  election;  (c)  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday 
preceding  the  regular  election  if  he  dies  after  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  the  preliminary  election  and 
on  or  before  the  second  Friday  preceding  the 
regular-election;  and  (d)  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Friday  preceding  such 
election  and  before  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  such 
election;  provided,  however,  that  no  certificate  of 
substitution  for  such  a  deceased  candidate  shall  be 
filed  after  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  the 
preliminary  election  unless  such  candidate,  if 
living,  would  be  deemed  under  either  section  57C 
or  61  to  have  been  nominated  for  the  office  of 
mayor. 

If  a  certificate  of  substitution  for  a  deceased 
candidate  for  mayor  is  filed  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the 
preliminary  election,  the  ballots  for  use  at  such 
election  shall  be  printed  with  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  substitute  in  the  place  of  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased;  and  the 
voting  machine  ballot  labels  for  use  at  such 
election,  if  not  previously  printed,  shall  be  printed 
with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  deceased,  and,  if  previously  printed 
shall  have  a  slip  containing  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  substitute  pasted  over  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased.  If  such  a 
certificate  is  filed  after  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the 
preliminary  election,  all  ballots  and  voting  machine 
ballot  labels  for  use  at  such  election  shall  bear  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased  but 
shall  be  deemed  as  a  matter  of  law  to  bear  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  substitute  and  a 
vote  for  the  deceased  at  such  election  shall  be 
counted  as  a  vote  for  the  substitute.  If  such  a 
certificate  is  filed  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday,  preceding  the 
regular  election,  the  ballots  for  use  at  such  election 
other  than  absent  voting  ballots  shall  be  printed 
with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  deceased;  and  the  absent  voting  ballots 
for  use  at  such  election,  if  not  previously  printed, 
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shall  be  printed  with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward 
of  the  substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased  and,  if 
previously  printed,  shall  be  deemed  as  a  matter  of 
law  to  bear  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  deceased,  so  that  a  vote  thereon  for 
the  deceased  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  for  the 
substitute;  and  the  voting  machine  ballot  labels  and 
use  at  such  election,  if  not  previously  printed,  shall 
be  printed  with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of 
the  substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  deceased,  and,  if  previously 
printed,  shall  have  a  slip  containing  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  substitute  pasted  over 
the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased.  If  a 
candidate  for  mayor  in  whose  nomination  petition 
a  committee  of  not  less  than  five  persons  or  a 
majority  thereof  is  authorized  to  fill  a  vacancy  dies 
after  the  second  Friday  preceding  the  regular 
election  and  a  certificate  or  substitution  is  not  filed 
at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the 
first  Tuesday  preceding  such  election,  such  election 
shall  be  held  among  the  remaining  candidates  for 
said  office. 

Every  certificate  of  substitution  shall  state:  (1) 
the  name  of  the  substitute;  (2)  his  residence,  with 
street  and  number,  if  any,  and  ward;  (3)  the  office 
for  which  he  is  to  be  a  candidate;  (4)  the  name  of 
the  original  candidate;  (5)  the  fact  of  his  death, 
withdrawal,  or  ineligibility;  and  (6)  the  proceedings 
had  for  making  the  substitution.  The  chairman  and 
secretary  of  the  committee  shall  sign  and  make 
oath  to  the  truth  of  the  certificate;  and  it  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  written  acceptance  of  the 
candidate  substituted.  A  certificate  of  substitution 
shall  be  open  to  objection  in  the  same  manner,  so 
far  as  practicable,  as  a  nomination  petition. 

Section  57C.  On  the  first  day,  other  than  a  legal 
holiday  or  Saturday  or  Sunday,  following  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  withdrawals  and 
the  final  disposition  of  any  objections  filed,  the 
election  commission  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  city  hall  the  names,  residences,  and 
wards  of  the  candidates  for  nomination  for  mayor, 
city  councillor,  and  school  commitee  members 
who  have  duly  qualified  as  such  candidates  as  they 
are  to  appear  on  the  official  ballots  to  be  used  at 
the  preliminary  election,  except  as  to  the  order  of 
the  names.  If  there  are  so  posted  the  names  of  not 
more  than  two  candidates  for  the  office  of  the 
mayor,  the  candidates  whose  names  are  so  posted 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said 
office,  and  the  preliminary  election  for  the  purpose 
of  nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be 
dispensed  with;  if  there  are  so  posted  the  names  of 
not  more  than  twenty-six  candidates  for  the  office 
of  city  councillor,  the  candidates  whose  names  are 
so  posted  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated 
for  said  office,  and  the  preliminary  election  for  the 
purpose  of  nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be 
dispensed  with;  if  there  is  so  posted  the  name  of 
not  more  than  one  candidate  for  the  office  of 
school  committee  member  in  any  district,  that 
person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected,  and 
both  the  preliminary  and  regular  elections  shall  be 
dispensed  with. 


Section  58.  On  the  day  of  the  posting  provided 
for  by  section  57C,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
conveniently  may  be,  the  election  commission  shall 
draw  by  lot  the  position  of  the  candidates  of  the 
ballot  for  the  office  of  mayor,  city  councillor,  and 
school  committee  member.  Each  candidate  shall 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  present  at  such  drawing 
in  person  or  by  one  representative.  As  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  such  drawing,  the 
election  commission  shall  cause  the  ballots  to  be 
printed  for  the  city  preliminary  election  and  for 
those  offices  which  the  secretary  of  state  shall 
certify  to  the  boaid  of  election  commissioners  are 
the  subject  of  the  state  primary.  Said  ballots  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  directions  and  numbers  provided 
for  by  section  59,  contain,  in  the  order  drawn  by 
the  election  commission,  the  names  posted  as 
aforesaid  (except  those  of  candidates  deemed 
under  section  57C  to  have  been  nominated),  and 
no  others,  with  a  designation  of  residence  and  ward 
and  the  title  and  term  of  the  office  of  which  the 
person  named  is  a  candidate,  and  the  statement,  if 
any,  contained  in  his  nomination  petition  con- 
cerning the  public  offices  held  by  him.  Said  ballots 
shall  be  official  and  no  others  shall  be  used  at  the 
preliminary  election.  In  the  case  of  the  mayor  and 
city  councillors,  said  ballots  shall  be  headed  as 
follows :

Candidates  for  nomination  for  the  office  of 
School  Committee  Member  from  District  (number) 
at  the  Preliminary  Election  to  be  held  in  the  City 
of  Boston  on  Tuesday,  ,19     . 

Section  59.  At  every  preliminary  election,  and 
every  regular  election  each  voter  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  for  not  more  than  one  candidate  for  the 
office  of  mayor  and  not  more  than  thirteen 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor.  At 
every  preliminary  election  and  regular  election  for 
the  office  of  school  committee  member,  each  voter 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  not  more  than  one 
candidate  for  said  office. 

On  the  ballots  and  voting  machine  ballot  labels 
lor  use  at  each  of  said  elections,  there  shall,  as  a 
direction  to  the  voter,  be  printed  in  capital  letters, 
near  the  title  of  each  office  to  be  voted  for.  the 
words,  "Vote  for  not  more  than  (here  inset  l  in 
words  the  number  of  candidates  specified  in  this 
section  with  respect  to  such  office)."

one  and  the  candidate  last  in  position  being 
assigned  the  last  number  assigned.  No  position  shall 
be  drawn  for,  nor  shall  any  number  be  assigned  to, 
any  candidate  deemed  under  section  57C  to  have 
been  nominated;  nor  any  sticker  candidate,  so 
called;  and  no  vote  by  sticker,  which  term  shall  not 
be  construed  to  include  the  slip  provided  for  by 
section  57B,  shall  be  counted  if  any  candidate 
number  appears  thereon.

preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  nomination  to  the  office  cf  city  councillor  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office; 
and  the  two  candidates  for  school  committee 
member  at  such  preliminary  election  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  each  district  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office, 
provided,  however,  if  one  candidate  for  the  office 
of  school  committee  member  receives  in  excess  of 
one-half  the  votes  cast  for  said  office  in  the  district 
he  shall  be  deemed  elected  thereby  and  school 
committee  election  in  that  district  shall  be 
dispensed  with.  If  a  preliminary  election  for  the 
office  of  mayor,  city  councillor,  or  school 
committee  member  results  in  a  tie  vote  among 
candidates  for  nomination  receiving  the  lowest 
number  of  votes,  which  but  for  said  tie  vote  would 
entitle  a  person  receiving  the  same  to  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated,  all  persons  participating  in 
said  tie  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated  although  in  consequence  there  be 
printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  the 
regular  election  names  to  a  number  exceeding 
twice  the  number  to  be  elected. 

Section  62.  The  name  of  every  person 
nominated  under  section  57C  or  section  61, 
together  with  his  residence  and  ward  and  the  title 


and  term  of  the  office  for  which  he  is  a  candidate 
and  the  statement,  if  any,  contained  in  his 
nomination  petition  concerning  the  public  offices 
held  by  him,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  directions 
provided  for  by  section  59,  be  printed  on  the 
official  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  regular  election; 
and  said  persons  shall  be  the  sole  condidates  whose 
names  may  be  printed  on  such  ballots.  As  soon  as 
conveniently  may  br  after  the  sixth  Tuesday 
preceding  every  regular  election,  the  election 
commission  shall  draw  by  lot  the  position  of  said 
names  on  said  ballots;  and  said  names  shall  be 
printed  on  such  ballots  in  the  order  so  drawn.

No  ballot  used  at  any  preliminary 
or  regular  election  shall  have  printed  thereon  any 
party  or  political  deisgnation  or  mark,  and  there 
shall  not  be  appended  to  the  name  of  any 
candidate  any  such  party  or  political  designation  or 
mark  or  anything  showing  how  he  was  nominated 
or  indicating  his  views  or  opinions. 

Section  63A.  On  every  ballot  to  be  used  at  a 
preliminary  or  regular  election,  there  be  left,  at  the 
end  of  the  list  of  candidates  for  each  office,  blank 
spaces  equal  to  the  number  for  which  a  voter  may 
vote  for  such  office,  in  which  blank  spaces  the 
voter  may  insert  the  name  of  any  person  not 
printed  on  the  ballot  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote 
for  such  office.

of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  end  that  said  pending 
legislation  be  enacted  substantially  as  so  amended: 

1.  Said  petition  and  bill  are  amended  by  striking 
out  section  3  in  its  entirety  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  452  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  53  to  65, 
inclusive,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sections: 

Section  53.  The  mayor  and  the  city  councillors 
shall  be  elected  at  a  biennial  state  election  at  which 
a  governor  is  regularly  elected,  or,  in  the  case  of 
filling  an  unexpired  term,  at  a  special  election, 
after  in  either  case  nomination  at  a  preliminary 
municipal  election,  held  on  the  same  day  as  the 
party  primary  held  for  nomination  of  candidates 
for  governor  or  in  the  case  of  a  special  election 
held  for  the  purpose  of  filling  an  unexpired  term 
held  on  the  seventh  Tuesday  prior  to  the  date  set 
for  such  election.  School  Committee  members  shall 
be  elected  in  1977  and  1978  and  every  four  years 
thereafter  at  a  municipal  election  to  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of 
November,  after  nomination  in  any  case  at  a 
preliminary  election  held  in  1977  on  the  seventh 
Tuesday  prior  to  the  municipal  election  and  in 
1980  and  thereafter  on  the  same  day  a.t  which  the 
regular  state  primary  election  is  held.

Every  nomination  petition  sheet  shall,  before 
issuance,  be  prepared  by  the  election  commission 
by  printing  or  inserting  thereon  the  matter 
required  by  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  the 
appropriate  foregoing  form.  Not  more  than  300 
nomination  petition  sheets  shall  be  issued  to  any 
candidate  for  nomination  to  the  office  of  mayor, 
nor  more  than  150  such  sheets  shall  be  issued  to 
any  candidate  for  nomination  to  the  office  of  city 
councillor  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  nomina- 
tion petition  sheets  shall  be  issued  to  any  candidate 
for  nomination  to  the  office  of  school  committee 
member.  No  nomination  petition  sheet  shall  be 
received  or  be  valid  unless  prepared  and  issued  by 
the  election  commission;  nor  shall  any  such  sheet 
be  received  or  be  valid  unless  the  written 
acceptance  of  the  candidate  thereby  nominated  is 
endorsed  thereon,  anything  in  section  3A  of 
chapter  50  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Section  56.  The  nomination  petition  shall  be 
signed,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  mayor,  by  at 
least  3,000  registered  voters  of  the  city  qualified  to 
vote  for  such  candidate  at  the  preliminary  election, 
in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  city  councillor,  by  at 
least  1 ,500  registered  voters  of  the  city  qualified  to 
vote  for  such  candidate  at  such  election,  and  in  the 
case  of  a  candidate  for  school  committee  member, 
by  at  least  250  registered  voters  residing  in  the 
district  from  which  the  candidate  seeks  to  be 
elected. 

Every  voter  signing  a  nomination  petition  shall 
sign  in  person  with  his  name  substantially  as 
registered  and  shall  state  his  residence  on  January 
first  preceding,  or  his  residence  when  registered  if 
subsequent  thereto,  and  the  place  where  he  is  then 
living  with  the  street  and  number,  if  any;  but  any 
voter  who  is  prevented  by  physical  disability  from 
writing  may  authorize  some  person  to  write  his 
name  and  residence  in  his  presence.  No  voter  may 
sign  as  petitioner  more  than  one  nomination 
petition  for  the  office  of  mayor  or  school 
committee  member  more  than  thirteen  nomination 
petitions  for  the  office  of  city  councillor.  If  the 
name  of  any  voter  appears  as  petitioner  on  more 
nomination  petitions  for  an  office  than  prescribed 
in  this  section,  his  name  shall,  in  determining  the 


number  of  petitions,  be  counted,  in  the  case  of  the 
office  of  mayor  or  school  committee  member  only 
on  the  nomination  petition  sheet  bearing  his  name 
first  filed  with  the  election  commission,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  office  of  city  councillor  only  on  the 
thirteen  nomination  petition  sheets  bearing  his 
name  first  filed  with  said  commission.  If  the  name 
of  any  voter  appears  as  petitioner  on  the  same 
nomination  petition  more  than  once,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  appear  but  once,  the  signature  of  nay 
petitioner  which  is  not  certified  by  the  circulator 
of  the  sheet  as  provided  in  the  form  set  forth  in 
section  55A  shall  not  be  counted  in  determining 
the  number  of  petitioners. 

The  separate  sheets  of  a  nomination  petition 
may  be  filed  all  at  once  or  in  lots  of  one  or  more 
from  time  to  time  but  shall  all  be  filed  with  the 
election  commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  eleventh  Tuesday  preceding  the 
preliminary  election.  Every  nomination  petition 
sheet  shall  be  filed  by  a  responsible  person,  who 
shall  sign  such  sheet  and,  if  he  is  other  than  the 
candidate,  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of 
residence,  giving  street  and  number,  if  any;  and  the 
election  commission  shall  required  satisfactory 
identification  of  each  person.  The  Boston  ballot 
law  commission  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear 
complaints  arising  out  of  the  foregoing  certifica- 
tion of  compliance. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  nomination  or 
election  for  more  than  one  municipal  office  to  be 
filled  at  any  one  election,  nor  for  any  municipal 
office  if  he  is  a  candidate  for  any  other  office  to  be 
filled  at  the  same  election. 

The  names  of  candidates  appearing  on  nomina- 
tion petitions  shall,  when  filed,  be  a  matter  of 
public  record;  but  no  nomination  petition  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection  until  the  signatures  on  all 
nomination  petitions  for  the  same  office  have  been 
certified. 

Section  57.  Upon  the  filing  of  each  nomination 
petition  sheet  the  election  commission  shall  check 
each  name  to  be  certified  by  it  on  such  sheet  and 
shall  certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  so 
checked  which  are  the  names  of  registered  voters 
of  the  city  qualified  to  sign  the  same;  provided, 
however,  that  said  commission  shall  not  certify,  in 
connection  with  a  single  nomination  petition,  a 
greater  number  of  names  than  required  by  section 
56  with  one-tenth  of  such  number  added  thereto. 
The  election  commission  shall  complete  the 
certification  required  by  this  section  at  or  before 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth 
day  preceding  the  preliminary  election. 

Section  57 A.  A  nomination  petition  which  has 
been  filed  and  is  in  apparent  conformity  with  law 
shall  be  valid  unless  written  objection  thereto  is 
made  by  a  registered  voter  of  the  city.  Such 
objection  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  thirty-fourth  day  preceding  the 
preliminary  election.  Objections  filed  with  the 
election  commission  shall  forthwith  be  transmitted 
by  it  to  the  Boston  ballot  law  commission. 
Certification  pursuant  to  section  57  shall  not 
preclude  a  voter  for  filing  objections  to  the  validity 
of  a  nomination  petition. 
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Section  57B.  any  candidate  may  withdraw  his 
name  from  nomination  by  a  request  signed  and 
duly  acknowledged  by  him;  provided,  however, 
that  all  withdrawals  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  forty-ninth  day  preceding  the 
preliminary  election.  If  a  candidate  so  withdraws 
his  name  from  nomination  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  of  the  forty-eight  day  preceding  the 
preliminary  election,  or  if  found  to  be  ineligible  or 
dies,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a  committee  of 
not  less  than  five  persons  or  a  majority  thereof,  if 
such  committee  be  named  and  so  authorized  in  the 
nomination  petition;  provided,  however,  that  all 
certificates  of  substitution  for  a  deceased  candidate 
for  mayor  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  said  forty-eighth  day. 

The  certificate  of  substitution  for  a  deceased 
candidate  for  mayor  shall  be  filed  with  the  election 
commission  (a)  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the  preliminary 
election  if  he  dies  on  or  before  the  second  Friday 
preceding  such  election;  (b)  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  on  the  first  Friday  following  the 
preliminary  election  if  he  dies  after  the  second 
Friday  preceding  such  election  and  before  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  such  election;  (c)  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday 
preceding  the  regular  election  if  he  dies  after  the 
closing  of  the  polls  at  the  preliminary  election  and 
on  or  before  the  second  Friday  preceding  the 
regular  election;  and  (d)  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Friday  preceding  such 
election  and  before  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  such 
election;  provided,  however,  that  no  certificate  of 
substitution  for  such  a  deceased  candidate  shall  be 
filed  after  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  the 
preliminary  election  unless  such  candidate,  if 
living,  would  be  deemed  under  either  section  57C 
or  61  to  have  been  nominated  for  the  office  of 
mayor. 

If  a  certificate  of  substitution  for  a  deceased 
candidate  for  mayor  is  filed  before  five  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the 
preliminary  election,  the  ballots  for  use  at  such 
election  shall  be  printed  with  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  substitute  in  the  place  of  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased;  and  the 
voting  machine  ballot  labels  for  use  at  such 
election,  if  not  previously  printed,  shall  be  printed 
with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  deceased,  and,  if  previously  printed 
shall  have  a  slip  containing  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  substitute  pasted  over  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased.  If  such  a 
certificate  is  filed  after  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday  preceding  the 
preliminary  election,  all  ballots  and  voting  machine 
ballot  labels  for  use  at  such  election  shall  bear  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased  but 
shall  be  deemed  as  a  matter  of  law  to  bear  the 
name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  substitute  and  a 
vote  for  the  deceased  at  such  election  shall  be 
counted  as  a  vote  for  the  substitute.  If  such  a 
certificate  is  filed  at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 


afternoon  on  the  first  Tuesday,  preceding  the 
regular  election,  the  ballots  for  use  at  such  election 
other  than  absent  voting  ballots  shall  be  printed 
with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  deceased;  and  the  absent  voting  ballots 
for  use  at  such  election,  if  not  previously  printed, 
shall  be  printed  with  the  name,  resident,  and 
ward  of  the  substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased  and,  if 
previously  printed,  shall  be  deemed  as  a  matter  of 
law  to  bear  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the 
substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence,  and 
ward  of  the  deceased,  so  that  a  vote  thereon  for 
the  deceased  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  for  the 
substitute;  and  the  voting  machine  ballot  labels  and 
use  at  such  election,  if  not  previously  printed,  shall 
be  printed  with  the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of 
the  substitute  in  the  place  of  the  name,  residence, 
and  ward  of  the  deceased,  and,  if  previously 
printed,  shall  have  a  slip  containing  the  name, 
residence,  and  ward  of  the  substitute  pasted  over 
the  name,  residence,  and  ward  of  the  deceased.  If  a 
candidate  for  mayor  in  whose  nomination  petition 
a  committee  of  not  less  than  five  persons  or  a 
majority  thereof  is  authorized  to  fill  a  vacancy  dies 
after  the  second  Friday  preceding  the  regular 
election  and  a  certificate  or  substitution  is  not  filed 
at  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the 
first  Tuesday  preceding  such  election,  such  election 
shall  be  held  among  the  remaining  candidates  for 
said  office. 

Every  certificate  of  substitution  shall  state:  (1) 
the  name  of  the  substitute;  (2)  his  residence,  with 
street  and  number,  if  any,  and  ward;  (3)  the  office 
for  which  he  is  to  be  a  candidate;  (4)  the  name  of 
the  original  candidate;  (5)  the  fact  of  his  death, 
withdrawal,  or  ineligibility;  and  (6)  the  proceedings 
had  for  making  the  substitution.  The  chairman  and 
secretary  of  the  committee  shall  sign  and  make 
oath  to  the  truth  of  the  certificate;  and  it  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  written  acceptance  of  the 
candidate  substituted.  A  certificate  of  substitution 
shall  be  open  to  objection  in  the  same  manner,  so 
far  as  practicable,  as  a  nomination  petition. 

Section  57C.  On  the  first  day,  other  than  a  legal 
holiday  or  Saturday  or  Sunday,  following  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  withdrawals  and 
the  final  disposition  of  any  objections  filed,  the 
election  commission  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  city  hall  the  names,  residences,  and 
wards  of  the  candidates  for  nomination  for  mayor, 
city  councillor,  and  school  committee  members 
who  have  duly  qualified  as  such  candidates  as  they 
are  to  appear  on  the  official  ballots  to  be  used  at 
the  preliminary  election,  except  as  to  the  order  of 
the  names.  If  there  are  so  posted  the  names  of  not 
more  than  two  candidates  for  the  office  of  mayor, 
the  candidates  whose  names  are  so  posted  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office, 
and  the  preliminary  election  tor  the  purpose  ol 
nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed 
With;  if  (here  arc  so  posted  the  names  of  noi  more 
than  twenty-six  candidates  for  the  office  ol  ("n\ 
Councillor,  the  candidates  whose  names  an  so 
posted  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for 
Slid  office,  and   the  pielnninats    election  foi   the 
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purpose  of  nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be 
dispensed  with;  if  there  is  so  posted  the  name  of 
not  more  than  one  candidate  for  the  office  of 
school  committee  member  in  any  district,  that 
person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected,  and 
both  the  preliminary  and  regular  elections  shall  be 
dispensed  with. 

Section  58.  On  the  day  of  the  posting  provided 
for  by  section  57C,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
conveniently  may  be,  the  election  commission  shall 
draw  by  lot  the  position  of  the  candidates  of  the 
ballot  for  the  office  of  mayor,  city  councillor,  and 
school  committee  member.  Each  candidate  shall 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  present  at  such  drawing 
in  person  or  by  one  representative.  As  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  such  drawing,  the 
election  commission  shall  cause  the  ballots  to  be 
printed  for  the  city  preliminary  election  and  for 
those  officers  which  the  secretary  of  state  shall 
certify  to  the  board  of  election  commissioners  are 
the  subject  of  the  state  primary.  Said  ballots  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  directions  and  numbers  provided 
for  by  section  59,  contain,  in  the  order  drawn  by 
the  election  commission,  the  names  posted  as 
aforesaid  (except  those  of  candidates  deemed 
under  section  57C  to  have  been  nominated),  and 
no  others,  with  a  designation  of  residence  and  ward 
and  the  title  and  term  of  the  office  of  which  the 
person  named  is  a  candidate,  and  the  statement,  if 
any,  contained  in  his  nomination  petition  con- 
cerning the  public  offices  held  by  him.  Said  ballots 
shall  be  official  and  no  others  shall  be  used  at  the 
preliminary  election.  In  the  case  of  the  mayor  and 
city  councillors,  said  ballots  shall  be  headed  as 
follows:

Candidates  for  nomination  for  the  office  of 
School  Committee  Members  from  District 
(number)  at  the  Preliminary  Election  to  be  held  in 
the  City  of  Boston  on  Tuesday,  ,19     . 

Section  59.  At  every  preliminary  election,  and 
every  regular  election  each  voter  shall  be  entided 
to  vote  for  not  more  than  one  candidate  for  the 
office  of  mayor  and  not  more  than  thirteen 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor.  At 
every  preliminary  election  and  regular  election  for 
the  office  of  school  committee  member,  each  voter 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  not  more  than  one 
candidate  for  said  office. 

On  the  ballots  and  voting  machine  ballot  labels 
for  use  at  each  of  said  elections,  there  shall,  as  a 
direction  to  the  voter,  be  printed  in  capital  letters, 
near  the  title  of  each  office  to  be  voted  for,  the 
words,  "Vote  for  not  more  than  (here  insert  in 
words  the  number  of  candidates  specified  in  this 
section  with  respect  to  such  office)."  The  election 
commission,   when    drawing   or    arranging    under 


section  58  the  position  on  the  ballot  of  the 
candidates  for  nomination  for  mayor  and  city 
councillor  at  preliminary  election,  shall  draw  or 
arrange  the  positions  of  all  candidates  for  mayor,  if 
any  are  to  be  drawn,  before  arranging  the  position 
of  any  candidate  for  city  councillor.  The  election 
commission  shall  number  consecutively,  regardless 
of  office,  all  candidates  drawn  or  arranged,  the 
candidate  first  drawn  being  assigned  the  number 
one  and  the  candidate  last  in  position  being 
assigned  the  last  number  assigned.  No  position  shall 
be  drawn  for,  nor  shall  any  number  be  assigned  to, 
any  candidate  deemed  under  section  57C  to  have 
been  nominated;  nor  to  any  sticker  candidate,  so 
called;  and  no  vote  by  sticker,  which  term  shall  not 
be  construed  to  include  the  slip  provided  for  by 
section  57B,  shall  be  counted  if  any  candidate 
number  appears  thereon.  The  numbers  assigned 
under  this  paragraph  shall  be  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  alphabetical  or  numerical  code  of  any 
voting  machine.  On  the  ballots  and  voting  machine 
ballots  labels  for  use  at  every  preliminary  election, 
there  shall,  as  an  aid  to  the  voter,  be  printed  in 
numerals,  before  the  name  of  each  candidate  and 
with  type  the  same  as  the  name,  the  number 
assigned  to  the  candidate  by  the  election 
commission  under  this  paragraph. 

Section  60.  The  election  of  officers  shall, 
immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the  polls  at  the 
preliminary  elections,  count  the  ballots  and 
ascertain  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  several 
voting  places  for  each  candidate  and  forthwith 
make  return  thereof  upon  the  total  vote  sheets  or, 
if  voting  machines  are  used,  the  general  or  precinct 
record  sheets,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  election 
commission  which  shall  forthwith  canvass  said 
returns  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  first 
sentence  of  section  137  of  chapter  54  of  the 
General  Laws,  determine  and  declare  the  results 
thereof,  publish  said  result  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  in  the  city  and  post  the  same  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  city  hall. 

Section  61.  The  two  persons  receiving  at  the 
preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  nomination  for  the  office  of  mayor  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office, 
and  the  twenty-six  persons  receiving  at  such 
perliminary  election  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  nomination  to  the  office  of  city  councillor  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office; 
and  the  two  candidates  for  school  committee 
member  at  such  preliminary  election  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  each  district  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office, 
provided,  however,  if  one  candidate  for  the  office 
of  school  committee  member  receives  in  excess  of 
one  half  the  votes  cast  for  said  office  in  the  district 
he  shall  be  deemed  elected  thereby  and  school 
committee  election  in  that  district  shall  be 
dispensed  with.  If  a  preliminary  election  for  the 
office  of  mayor,  city  councillor,  or  school 
committee  member  results  in  a  tie  vote  among 
candidates  for  nomination  receiving  the  lowest 
number  of  votes,  which  but  for  said  tie  vote  would 
entitle  a  person  receiving  the  same  to  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated,  all  persons  participating  in 
said    tie    vote    shall    be    deemed    to    have   been 
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nominated  although  in  consequence  there  be 
printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  the 
regular  election  names  to  a  number  exceeding 
twice  the  number  to  be  elected. 

Section  62.  The  name  of  every  person 
nominated  under  section  57C  or  section  61, 
together  with  his  residence  and  ward  and  the  title 
and  term  of  the  office  for  which  he  is  a  candidate 
and  the  statement,  if  any,  contained  in  his 
nomination  petition  concerning  the  public  offices 
held  by  him,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  directions 
provided  for  by  section  59,  be  printed  on  the 
official  ballots  to  be  used  at  the  regular  election; 
and  said  persons  shall  be  the  sole  candidates  whose 
names  may  be  printed  on  such  ballots.  As  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  sixth  Tuesday 
preceding  every  regular  election,  the  election 
commission  shall  draw  by  lot  the  position  of  said 
names  on  said  ballots;  and  said  names  shall  be 
printed  on  such  ballots  in  the  order  so  drawn.  Each 
candidate  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  be  present 
at  such  drawing  in  person  or  by  representative.

(b)  All  appropriations  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
made  by  the  school  committee  shall  be  certified  by 
said  committee  to  the  assessors  of  the  city  not  later 
than  July  first  in  each  year.  The  assessors  sh.ill 
annually  determine  the  school  tax  rate  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  certify  the 
same  to  the  collector-treasurer  for  collection  in 
accordance  with  laws  applicable  to  the  city  of 
Boston.  For  such  purposes,  the  assessors  shall 
determine  the  school  assessment  by  deducting

3.  Raise  from  twelve  to  fifty  dollars  the 
maximum  charge  for  towing  of  illegally  parked 
cars. 

4.  Change  to  a  maximum  of  fifty  dollars  per 
day  the  fee  for  storage  of  illegally  parked  cars 
which  have  been  towed.  The  fee  is  now  determined 
by  the  fees  set  by  off-street  parking  facilities. 

5.  Permit  the  application  of  such  mechanical 
devices  as  the  "Denver  boot"  or  "Paris  boot"  to 
cars  which  have  five  or  more  unpaid  parking  tickets 
outstanding. 

6.  Require  the  owner  of  car  which  has  been 
towed  or  immobilized  because  of  an  accumulation 
of  five  or  more  parking  tickets  to  pay  any  motor 
vehicle  excise  tax  owing  on  the  vehicle  so  towed  or 
immobilized  or  on  any  other  vehicle  registered  in 
his  name.

selected  on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids  invited 
by  advertisement  in  the  City  Record,  as  said 
police  commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine,  any  vehicle,  except  a  vehicle  owned 
by  the  United  States  or  an  instrumentality 
thereof  or  registered  by  a  member  of  a  foreign 
diplomatic  corps  or  by  a  foreign  consular 
officer  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  bearing  a  distinctive  number  plate  or 
otherwise  conspicuously  marked  as  so  owned  or 
registered,  and  except  also  a  vehicle  owned  by  a 
disabled  veteran  and  bearing  a  distinctive 
number  plate  authorized  by  section  2  of 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  parked  or 
standing  on  any  part  of  any  such  street,  way, 
highway,  road,  or  parkway  in  such  manner  as  to

some  courts  have  attorneys  attend  each  session  of 
the  criminal  court  and  catch  the  eye  of  the  judge 
to  be  available  as  a  defender  of  the  indigent.

2.  The  Roxbury  District  Court  would  have  to 
state  on  what  date  Mr.  St.  Clair  filed  his  name  as 
being  available  as  a  public  defender.

On  January  17,  1977,  the  City  Council  passed  a 
resolution  under  s.  17F  of  the  City  Charter 
inquiring  about  automobile  accidents  caused  by 
city  employees.  The  Council  pointed  out  that  the 
City  of  New  York  spent  S1.8  million  for  damages 
caused  by  its  employees  in  1976  and  asked  six 
questions  about  the  accidents  caused  by  employees 
of  the  City  of  Boston  which  I  shall  respond  to  in 
numerical  order. 

1.  In  the  1975-1976  fiscal  year,  the  city  spent 
$89,492.41  for  damages  and  injuries  caused  by  city 
employees  driving  city  vehicles.  Since  we  usually 
figure  that  the  City  of  New  York's  expenditures 
and  personnel  are  about  ten  times  those  of  Boston, 
you  will  see  that  in  this  regard  we  are  paying  out 
something  less  than  half  of  what  might  be 
expected. 

2.  This  money  comes  out  of  the  Execution  of 
Courts  Account  rather  than  the  General  Fund. 

3.  The  Auditing  Department  believes  such 
centralization  to  be  preferable  to  charging 
individual  departments. 

4.  The  Public  Works  Department  has  the  highest 
number  of  such  accidents. 

5.  There  is  no  general  drivers  education  program 
for  city  employees,  but  individual  departments 
instruct  their  employees  in  the  operation  of 
specialized  vehicles. 

6.  I  have  referred  to  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  the  question  if  it  would  be  helpful  to 
have  further  efforts  made  to  decrease  the  number 
of  accidents.

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  list  of  City  Council  orders 
passed  under  the  provisions  of  section  17F  of  the 
City  Charter,  submitted  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  Herbert  P.  Gleason,  to  which  responses 
have  not  been  made  by  various  city  officials,  dating 
back,  in  some  instances,  to  the  year  1974. 

In  reviewing  this  list,  we  found  that  several 
orders  or  resolutions  listed  were  not  passed  or 
adopted  under  the  provisions  of  section  17F  and 
the  City  Clerk  and  the  Clerk  of  Committees  of  the 
City  Council  have  been  so  notified.  In  two 
instances,  we  found  that  responses  were  forwarded 
and  apparently  were  mislaid  or  misplaced  in 
transit.  Copies  are  therefore  being  forwarded  to 
you  for  transmittal  to  the  Council. 

In  attempting  to  procure  replies  on  several  other 
long,  outstanding  orders  or  resolutions,  we  learned 
that  due  to  unusual  circumstances  and  other  logical 
reasons,  the  chances  of  securing  accurate  informa- 
tion or  responses  at  this  particular  time  are  very 
remote. 

Therefore,  we  submit  the  following  explanations 
concerning  the  following  17F  orders  which,  we 
trust,  will  satisfy  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
in  clearing  up  any  misunderstanding  that  may 
presently  exist  in  the  matter  of  furnishing  replies 
to  said  orders  or  resolutions:

1973-1975.— A  reply  to  this  order  was  also 
submitted  in  hand-written  form  on  columnar  paper 
to  Council  President  Joseph  M.  Tierney,  by  my 
assistant,  Lawrence  W.  Costello.  It  was  agreed  at 
the  time  of  submission  that  it  would  be  impossibe 
to  reproduce  the  original  copy  and  for  this  reason, 
the  copy  was  accepted  as  a  response  to  said  order. 

4.  Two  orders  dated  April  14,  1975,  concerning 
the  number  of  city  employees  engaged  in  public 
relations  activities  and  bidding  procedures  in  the 
engaging  of  an  advertising  firm.

OPINION  RE  POSSIBLE  POWER  OF  MAYOR 
AND  COUNCIL  TO  IMPOSE  NEW  TYPES 
OF  TAXES

Council's  possible  power  to  impose  new  types  of 
taxes  without  action  by  the  Legislature,  as 
requested  in  the  City  Council  order  of  September 
20,  1976.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

You  have  asked  my  opinion  if  section  10  of  the 
Home-Rule  Petition  reforming  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  Boston  confers  on  its  Mayor  and  City 
Council  the  power  to  impose  a  new  type  of  tax, 
such  as  a  payroll  excise.  In  my  opinion,  section  10 
does  not  effect  such  a  fundamental  change  in  the 
relations  between  the  Commonwealth  and  its 
municipalities. 

The  relevant  words  of  section  10  are: 

"The  city  council,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  modify  the  method  of . .  .  raising 

revenues    to    finance   the   cost   of  the   school 

department." 

According  to  the  second  edition  of  Webster's 
New  International  Dictionary,  the  word  "modify" 
means  "to  change  somewhat  the  form  or  qualities 
of;  to  alter  somewhat."  The  third  edition  of 
Ballentine's  Law  Dictionary  defines  "modify"  as 
"to  change  or  vary,  not  to  create,  a  power  given  to 
modify  .  .  .  implies  the  existence  of  the  subject 
matter  to  be  modified  .  .  ."  And  Webster  defines 
"method"  as  the  "regular  way  or  manner  of  doing 
anything."  The  "regular  way"  of  raising  revenues 
to  finance  the  cost  of  the  school  department  is  by 
the  property  tax.  This,  then  is  the  "subject  matter" 
which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  "alter 
somewhat."  The  language  does  not  enable  them  to 
create  an  entirely  new  tax  system. 

We  are  dealing  here  with  a  matter  of  statutory 
interpretation  since  Section  7  of  the  Home-Rule 
Amendment  (Art.  II  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth)  explicitly 
withholds  from  cities  and  towns  the  power  to 
"levy,  assess,  and  collect  taxes."  The  canons  of 
statutory  construction  forbid  inferring  such  a  vast 
shift  of  power.  It  is  a  general  principle  that  a 
"grant  from  the  sovereign  power  is  to  be  construed 
strictly  against  the  grantee.  Nothing  will  be 
included  in  the  grant  except  what  is  granted 
expressly  or  by  clear  implication."  Attorney 
General  v.  Jamaica  Pond  Aqueduct  Corp.,  133 
Mass.  361,365,  366. 

This  rule  has  been  applied  in  many  contexts. 

In  Inhabitants  od  Stoneham  v.  Commonwealth, 
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249  Mass.  112,  117,  the  court  held  that  the  town 
had  no  right  to  draw  water  from  Spot  Pond,  even 
though  the  act  incorporating  the  town  in  1725 
gave  it  "an  equal  share  in  Spot  Pond"  and  the  act 
incorporating  the  Spot  Pond  Aqueduct  Company 
in  1843  provided  that  nothing  therein  contained 
"shall  be  so  construed  to  pervent  or  interfere  with 
the  right  of  the  town  of  Stoneham  to  take  water 
from  said  Spot  Pond  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town." 

In  cases  involving  the  taxing  power,  the  court 
has  always  said,  "The  familiar  principle  is  to  be 
borne  in  mind  that  tax  laws  are  to  be  strictly 
construed  against  the  taxing  power.  If  the  right  to 
tax  is  not  plainly  conferred  by  the  statute,  it  is  not 
to  be  extended  by  implication.  Doubts  are  resolved 
in  favor  of  the  taxpayer."  Eaton,  Crane  and  Pike 
Co.  v.  Commonwealth,  237  Mass.  523,  530. 

Finally,  in  Higginson  v.  Schoolhouse  Com- 
missioners of  Boston,  212  Mass.  583,  591-592,  the 
court,  after  establishing  that  the  Legislature  has 
supreme  power  over  the  use  of  public  lands, 
enunciated  (at  page  591)  a  requirement  that  "land 
appropriated  to  one  public  use  cannot  be  diverted 
to  another  inconsistent  public  use  without  plain 
and  explicit  legislation  to  that  end."  It  then  found 
that  legislation  authorizing  the  city  to  build  a  high 
school  of  commerce  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens  did  not 
allow  the  construction  of  a  building  for  the  high 
school  and  also  for  the  administrative  offices  of  the 
School  Committee  and  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
mission. 

This  doctrine,  with  all  its  manifestations,  bars 
any  interpretation  of  section  10  which  would  allow 
the  City  of  Boston  to  impose  a  new  form  of 
taxation. 

It  follows  that,  if  the  Legislature  adds  language 
to  the  Boston  Charter  Reform  Act  that  Section  10 
does  not  empower  the  city  to  impose  new  forms  of 
taxation  without  further  authorization  from  the 
General  Court,  no  substantive  change  will  have 
been  made  in  the  petition,  since  it  never  did 
purport  to  grant  such  power  to  the  city.

Port  Authority  for  the  lease  to  them  of  substantial 
acreage  at  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park, 
formerly  the  South  Boston  Naval  Annex,  for  a 
container/roll-on/roll-off  facility.

Our  proposal  to  the  Port  Authority  would 
permit  the  construction  of  an  80-90-acre  facility, 
including  the  contiguous  acreage  already  owned  by 
the  Port  Authority.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOUSING 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Chairman  of  your  Committee  on  Housing  is 
pleased  to  report  that  in  his  suit  in  behalf  of  the 
City  Council  for  the  tenants  in  public  housing 
against  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  based  on  the 
excessive  rent  increases,  effective  December  1, 
1976,  that  the  Boston  Housing  Court  has  ordered 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to  reopen  the 
appeal  process  under  the  Armstrong  case  for  an 
additional  fourteen  days,  effective  from  the  court 
order  dated  February  11. 

This  means  that  all  tenants  in  good  standing  as 
of  that  date  could  file  an  appeal  for  relief  from 
what  many  consider  to  be  excessive  rent  increases. 
In  addition,  the  court  ordered  that  no  tenants 
could  be  evicted  as  long  as  their  rent  is  paid  in 
accordance  with  their  present  leases  nor  can  they 
be  harassed  because  of  filing  an  appeal. 

This  matter  has  taken  a  long  time  but  your 
Committee  pursued  this  matter  to  the  Appellate 
Court  after  relief  was  at  first  denied  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Court.  Upon  appeal  of  the  Housing  Court 
decision  to  the  Appellate  Court,  your  Chairman 
was  granted  relief  and  reapplied  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Court  for  reconsideration  which  was 
allowed  after  the  submission  of  seventy-five 
affidavits  as  well  as  over  forty  witnesses  in  the 
Housing  Court  on  February  10,  producing  the 
result  that  will  mean  a  savings  to  some  of  our 
tenants  in  public  housing.  In  fact,  one  tenant  in 
South  Boston  reports  that  she  has  had  her  rent 
increase  adjusted  from  $19  to  only  an  $11 
increase,  a  saving  of  $8  a  month  which  means  that 
she  will  save  $96  a  year.  This  could  mean  as  many 
as  four  hot  meals  a  week  in  the  elderly  hot  lunch 
centers. 

Your  Committee  certainly  is  grateful  to  the 
Council  for  granting  him  the  permission  to  pursue 
this  matter  in  its  behalf  at  no  cost  to  the  city  even 
though  the  City  of  Boston  Law  Department 
refused  to  become  involved. 

This  particular  case  shows  the  Council  that  a 
staff  member  should  be  an  attorney  who  can  bring 
cases  in  behalf  of  the  Council  where  a  city  agency 
is  involved  and  where  the  Law  Department  feels 
there  is  a  conflict.  Your  Committee  urges  that  in 
the  next  budget  that  there  be  money  set  aside 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  corporation  counsel 
to  contract  for  legal  counsel  for  the  City  Council 
where  the  councillors  or  members  arc  involved  in 
suits  because  of  their  representative  capacity  of  the 


Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

Interim  report  on  order  (referred  January  17) 
that  the  city  contract  for  the  Harvard  Community 
Health  Plan  for  its  employees. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  this  matter  on 
Wednesday,  February  9,  1977,  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  a  great  deal  of  testimony  was  taken 
from  representatives  of  labor  unions,  the  Harvard 
Community  Health  Plan  representative,  the 
employees,  and  members  of  the  plan. 

There  is  some  question  raised  by  the  city 
officials  as  to  whether  or  not  the  existing  law  requires 
what  is  being  asked  in  the  original  order  and 
whether  or  not  we  must  pay  dollar-for-dollar  for  a 
plan  which  gives  less  than  what  the  employee  is 
paying  for  in  the  existing  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield 
Plan. 

We  are  asking  for  a  legal  opinion  on  this  matter 
from  the  Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
rule  on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  amount 
of  benefits  that  the  employee  receives  from  the 
Harvard  Community  Health  Plan  entitles  him  to 
the  same  benefits  employees  under  Blue  Cross-Blue 
Shield  are  receiving. 

According  to  our  information  the  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield  Plan  has  much  greater  benefits  than  the 
Harvard  Community  Health  Plan.  However,  this  is 
not  for  the  City  Council  to  decide  but  rather  an 
interpretation  of  the  existing  law,  which  has  come 
under  question,  should  be  made  by  the  Law 
Department. 

As  soon  as  we  receive  an  interpretation  from  the 
Law  Department,  your  Committee  shall  report  this 
matter  out.

5.  That  during  the  course  of  such  good-faith 
negotiations  EDIC  will  take  no  action  to  preclude 
the  establishment  of  a  container  or  roll-on,  roll-off 
facility  at  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park.

",  in  the  case  of  a  tavern  or  other 
establishment  serving  only  beverages  $50.00;  in 
the  case  of  any  other  food  service  establishment 
having  fewer  than  50  seats  or  places  at  which 
patrons  can  be  accommodated  $50.00;  in  the 
case  of  any  other  food  service  establishment 
having  more  than  50  but  fewer  than  100  such 
seats  or  places  $100.00;  and  in  the  case  of  any 
other  food  service  establishment  having  more 
than  100  such  seats  or  places  $150.00;  and  in 
the  case  of  a  food  service  establishment  which 
prepares  on-premises  food  or  drink  for 
off-premises  consumption  or  for  on-premises 
consumption  if,  as  sold,  such  food  or  drink  is 
ready  for  takeout  $150.00;  provided,  however, 
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if  the  applicant  of  such  a  food  service 
establishment  is  able  to  produce  a  certified 
auditing  report  showing  that  the  establish- 
ment's gross  income  for  the  previous  year  was 
$50,000  or  less  $75.00."

States  taxpayers'  money  has  been  expended  in  the 
ten-mile-wide  United  States  Canal  Zone  traversing 
the  Isthmus  of  Panama;  and 

Whereas,  The  role  of  the  United  States  in 
building  the  canal  and  in  introducing  massive 
public  health  measures  helped  the  onetime 
neglected  Columbian  Province  thrive  as  an 
independent  Republic;  and 

Whereas,  Any  new  agreements  now  that  could 
turn  over  the  Canal  Zone  in  three  years  and  the 
canal  properties  with  little  or  no  compensation 
within  the  next  twenty-three  years  would  break 
faith  with  the  original  treaty;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  major  shift  in  foreign  policy  in 
Washington  could  subject  the  standards  of 
operations  of  the  Panama  Canal  to  an  uncertain 
future;  now,  therefore,  be  it

the  importance  of  the  Panama  Canal  as  an  integral 
instrument  in  free  world  trade  and  transport,  urges 
thai  it  remain  as  a  United  States'  responsibility;

CERTAIN  AREAS  OF  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 
THROUGHOUT  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun  DiCARA  offered  the  following:

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-seven. 
An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Smoking  in  Certain  Areas 
of  Public  Buildings  Throughout  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section      1.  The      City      of      Boston      Code, 
Ordinances,    Title     14    is    hereby    amended    by 
inserting    after    section    268,    the    following  new 
section: 

Section  268A. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  smoking 
in  public  places  is  a  public  nuisance,  dangerous, 
and  hazardous  to  the  public  health,  and  a 
violation  of  the  right  of  nonsmokers  to  breathe 
air  which  is  free  from  smoke  contamination. 

Section  2.  Definitions:  In  this  ordinance  the 

following  terms,  unless  a  contrary  meaning  is 

required    by    the    context    or    is    specifically 

prescribed,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Smoking   as    used    in    this    section,   shall 

mean    the    possession    on    or    about    one's 

person   of  a  lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  pipe,  or 

other  tobacco  product. 

Institution   as    used    in    this   section   shall 

mean  .my  hospital,  sanitarium,  convalescent 

or   nursing   home.   inlinn.ii\    maintained    in 

the  citj .  private  infirmarj  oi  boarding  home 
tor  the  aged  oi  the  chronicallj  ill;  and  an) 
hospital,  sanitorium  oi  establishment,  public 
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or  private,  exclusive  of  all  private  offices 
therein  and  which  are  not  immediately 
accessible  to  the  general  public. 

Public  buildings  as  used  in  this  section 
shall  mean  any  building  or  part  thereof  used 
as  a  public  or  private  institution,  school- 
house,  church,  theater,  special  hall, 
museum,  public  hall  or  miscellaneous  hall, 
opera  house,  concert  hall,  or  library  with  a 
capacity  of  more  then  ten  people,  exclusive 
of  all  private  offices  therein  and  which  are 
not  immediately  accessible  to  the  general 
public. 

Section  3.  No  person,  whether  an  owner, 
proprietor,  manager,  employee,  patron,  visitor, 
or  customer,  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  any 
supermarket,  grocery  store,  or  any  other 
wholesale  or  retail  food  store,  which  is  designed 
and  arranged  to  display  and  sell  food  products 
for  consumption  off  the  premises  by  the 
general  public;  provided,  however,  that  nothing 
herein  shall  prevent  smoking  in  specially 
designated  and  properly  ventilated  areas  within 
the  aforementioned  premises  segregated  from 
both  the  areas  in  which  food  is  handled  and  the 
areas  necessarily  used  by  general  shoppers. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  area 
of  any  institution  which  is  accessible  either  to 
patients  or  to  visitors,  provided  that  the 
management  may  provide  for  patients  to  elect 
in  writing  upon  admission  to  the  facility  to  be 
placed  in  a  smoking  room,  in  which  case  the 
room  in  which  the  patient  so  electing  is  placed 
be  so  labeled,  and  no  patient  not  so  electing 
shall  be  placed  in  that  room,  and  further  that 
the  management  may  provide  waiting  areas  for 
visitors  separate  from  areas  used  by  patients  in 
which  visitors  may  smoke,  but  such  areas  shall 
not  constitute  more  than  30  percent  of  the 
total  visitor  waiting  area  in  each  section  of  the 
facility. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  area 
of  any  public  building,  except  in  properly 
ventilated  sections  which  may  be  designated  by 
the  management  or  other  person  in  charge,  and 
which  sections  shall  be  specially  labeled  and 
shall  not  consist  of  more  than  30  percent  of 
any  area  of  the  public  building  in  question. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any 
elevator,  hallway,  lobby,  or  foyer  which  is  at 
any  time  accessible  to  the  general  public. 

Section  7.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any 
waiting  room  used  by  patients  in  the  office  of 
any  physician,  dentist,  psychologist, 
psychiatrist,  physiotherapist,  podiatrist, 
chiropractor,  optometrist,  or  optician,  unless  a 
separate  waiting  room  is  provided  for  patients 
who  wish  to  avoid  smoke  and  unless 
conspicuous  notice  of  this  fact  is  provided  to  all 
patients. 

Section  8.  Every  person  having  control  of 
premises  upon  which  smoking  is  prohibited  by 
this  ordinance,  or  his  or  her  agent  or  designee, 
shall  conspicuously  display  upon  the  premises  a 
sign  reading  "SMOKING  PROHIBITED  BY 
LAW."  Failure  by  said  person,  agent  or 
designee,   shall   be    punished   by  a  fine  of  an 


amount  not  less  than  $25,  nor  more  than  $50. 
Section  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  having  control  of  any  premises  or  place 
in  which  smoking  is  prohibited  by  this 
ordinance  to  knowingly  permit  a  violation  of 
this  ordinance.  A  person  shall  be  held  to  have 
knowingly  permitted  a  violation  of  this 
ordinance  if  a  visitor  to  his  or  her  premises 
observes  one  or  more  people  smoking  (other 
than  in  properly  designated  areas)  and  upon 
being  notified  of  the  violation  fails  to  request 
that  the  person(s)  stop  smoking.  Any  Any 
licenses  issued  by  the  city  to  said  person  shall 
be  subject  for  up  to  fifteen  days  for  a  single 
violation  of  this  subsection,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  suspension  for  up  to  one  year,  or  to 
revocation  of  any  license  issued  by  this  city  to 
said  person  for  any  successive  violation.

On  Friday,  January  14,  1977,  from  12  P.M.  to  8 
A.M.,  District  3  had  two  response  units.  One 
response  unit  was  manned  by  Sergeants  John  P. 
Mackin  and  Francis  P.  Sullivan,  and  the  other,  a 
patrol  wagon,  was  manned  by  Police  Officers 
Joseph  F.  Barbone  and  Francis  P.  Nazzaro. 

Four  of  seven  police  officers  regularly  scheduled 
to  report  for  the  morning  watch  on  the  date  in 
question  called  in  sick. 

The  contract  with  the  Boston  Police  Patolmen's 
Association  prohibits  us  from  assigning  officers 
from  other  districts  to  fill  in  on  a  district  when 
there  is  an  unusually  high  level  of  sickness. 
However,  emergency  calls  to  911  can  be,  and  are, 
handled  by  sectors  cars  from  adjacent  districts 
when  there  is  a  shortage  of  cars  in  any  one  district. 

Since  this  particular  incident,  fourteen  police 
officers  have  been  reassigned  from  nonpatrol  work 
to  street  duty  in  District  3.

In  response  to  City  Council  Order  17F, 
regarding  protection  of  city  employees  and  citizens 
in  public  buildings,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Real  Property  Department,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Assistant  Commissioner,  to  maintain  current 
standards  of  public  safety  and  to  update  these 
measures  in  buildings  when  necessary. 

A  breakdown  of  security  precautions  and 
services  is  as  follows: 

1.  Minuteman  Security  Services,  Inc.  has 
been  contracted  to  provide  the  required 
uniformed  personnel  around  the  clock  at  City 
Hall.  Minuteman  Security  personnel  are 
licensed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  as  special  police  officers.  They 
provide  the  protection  required  by  the 
regulation  governing  safety  in  public  buildings. 

2.  All  public  areas  are  patrolled  constantly 
by  uniformed  security  guards. 

3.  Real  Property  provides  a  staff  of  plain- 
clothes personnel,  also  licensed  by  the  Police 
Commissioner,  as  special  police  officers,  to 
check  and  double  check  the  regulation 
pertaining  to  city  personnel  and  the  public 
safety. 

4.  All  security  personnel  have  been  trained 
in  first  aid  and  the  proper  procedures  for 
insuring  the  protection  of  city  employees  and 
the  general  public  conducting  business  within 
city  buildings. 

5.  At  all  public  gatherings  outside  of  the 
normal  working  hours,  security  is  provided  by 
Minuteman  and  also  a  Boston  police  officer  or 
officers. 

6.  New  regulations  were  updated  and  insti- 
tuted recently  by  the  Assistant  Commissioner 
of  Real  Property  to  require  all  persons  entering 
the  premises  after  normal  working  hours,  to 
show  identification  and  to  sign  in  on  a  security 
sheet.  All  city  employees  must  be  listed  in  the 
security  log,  as  having  permission  to  enter  after 
working  hours.  This  permission  is  requested 
through  the  Assistant  Commissioner.  No  one  is 
allowed  into  the  building  without  this  written 
authorization. 


7.  Standard    operating    procedures   for   fire 
drill   and/or  evacuation  procedure   have  been 
established  and  are  contained  in  a  twenty-page 
publication  which  is  attached.  This  publication, 
requested  by   the   Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Real  Property  and  compiled  by  the  building 
systems  engineer,  is  currently  being  updated. 
Upon    the    completion    of    the    updated    pro- 
cedures, copies  of  the  manual  will  be  furnished  by 
the  Real  Property  Department,  to  City  Councillors, 
department  heads,  appointed  wardens,  and  to  all 
responsible  personnel.

By  your  letter  of  January  31,  1977,  you 
inquired  if  a  principal  officer  of  the  city,  who  was 
serving  a  term  as  a  nonresident  on  the  effective 
date  of  C.B.C.  Ord.  5,  s.101,  and  who  continues  to 
serve  without  reappointment,  is  a  person  serving 
"in  place  of  such  an  officer"  under  that  ordinance. 
My  opinion  is  that  the  phrase  in  s.101,  "acts  in 
place  of  such  an  officer,"  does  not  refer  to  officers 
in  a  holdover  status.  City  officers  hold  over  in 
office  by  virtue  of  s.  100;  they  continue  to  have 
the  powers  and  duties  of  their  offices  and  cannot 
be  said  to  act  in  place  of  themselves.  Persons  acting 
in  place  of  officers  would  be  those  serving,  for 
example,  under  a  temporary  appointment  under  G. 
L.  c.  41,  s.  61  A,  because  of  disability  or  absence  of 
the  officer.  Another  example  would  be  the  duty  of 
an  associate  commissioner  of  assessing  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  other  associate  commissioner  in 
case  of  absence,  disability  or  vacancy.  C.B.C.  Ord. 
6,  s.  102. 

The  residency  requirement  could  not  therefore 
be  imposed  on  officers  holding  over  in  office  by 
virtue  of  the  clause  relating  to  substitutes.

Dear  Commissioner  Nickerson: 

By  your  letter  of  February  3,  1977,  you 
inquired  if  you  may  refuse  to  consider  a  candidate 
for  employment  who  cannot  certify  as  to  a  Boston 
residence  at  the  time  of  appointment  to  the 
position.  You  are,  of  course,  concerned  about  the 
requirments  of  the  city  residency  ordinance,  C.B.C. 
Ordinance,  Title  5,  section  101  A. 


By  the  terms  of  that  ordinance,  a  new  employee 
must  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  "upon 
taking  employment  with  the  city. . . ".  The 
ordinance  defines  "employee"  as  "any  person 
receiving  monies  from  the  city  subject  to 
withholding  taxes. .  .  ".  If  a  person  subject  to  the 
ordinance  fails  to  comply,  the  remedy  is  "to  strike 
the  name  of  the  employee  from  the  payroll." 
C.B.C.  Ordinances,  Title  5,  section  112,  states  in 
part  as  follows: 

".  .  .  No  emergency,  provisional,  temporary, 
intermittent,  permanent,  or  other  appointment 
shall  take  effect  until  approved  in  writing  by 
the  Director  of  Administrative  Services." 

The  provisions  of  these  ordinances  make  it  quite 
clear  that  a  person  is  required  to  be  a  resident  only 
when  he  becomes  an  employee,  and  that  a  person 
becomes  an  employee  only  after  approval  by  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  and  after  the 
person  commences  work  and  is  put  on  a  payroll. 
This  interpretation  of  the  term  "employee"  is 
consistent  with  that  applied  in  the  Workman's 
Compensation  Law,  (G.  L.  c.  152,  s.  1,  as 
construed  in  Cameron  v.  State  Theatre  Co.,  256 
Mass.  466(1926),  in  the  state  pension  law  for 
public  employees  (G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  1),  and  for  the 
purposes  of  municipal  tort  liability,  (McQuinlan, 
Municipal  Corporations,  s.  53,66). 

In  my  opinion  then,  you  may  not  refuse 
employment  to  an  otherwise  qualified  applicant 
solely  on  the  basis  of  nonresidency  at  the  time  of 
appointment.  Once  a  person  is  on  the  payroll  and 
has  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  Administra- 
tive Services,  he  is,  of  course,  required  to  comply 
with  the  ordinance. 

This  opinion  is  consistent  with  the  judgment  of 
the  Superior  Court  in  Kelly  v.  Kountze,  Sup.  Ct. 
No.  17098,  dated  December  8,  1976.

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  an 
opinion  regarding  approval  or  denial  of  an 
application  for  a  retirement  allowance  filed  with 
the  board  on  behalf  of  a  member  under  G.  L.  c.  32, 
s.  6,  and  the  member  dies  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  filing. 

Assuming  all  other  conditions  for  allowance 
have  been  met  except  for  the  death  before  the 
fifteen-day  expiration  period,  G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  6 
provides  that  "any  member  in  service.  .  .  shall  be 
retired  for  ordinary  disability  as  of  a  date  which 
shall  be  specified  in  such  application  and  which 
shall  be  not  less  than  fifteen  days  nor  more  than 
four  months  after  the  filing  of  such  applica- 
tion. .  .". 

The  term  "member  in  service"  has  been  given 
special  attention  by  the  General  Court  in  G.  L.  c. 
32,  s.  3(1)  (a)  (i)  and  which  reads  as  follows: 
Member  in  Service 

"Any  member  who  is  regularly  employed  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties,  except  a  member 
retired  for  disability  who  upon  partial  recovery 
is  restored  to  active  service  as  provided  for  in 
paragraph  (2)  (a)  of  section  8.  Any  member  in 
service  shall  continue  as  such  during  any  period 
of  authorized  leave  of  absence  with  pay  or 
during  any  period  of  authorized  leave  of 
absence  without  pay  if  such  leave  is  due  to  his 
mental  or  physical  incapacity  for  duty  or  if 
such  authorized  leave  of  absence  without  pay  is 
for  not  more  than  one  year  or  is  to  permit  such 
member  to  perform  his  duties  as  a  member  in 
service  shall  continue  as  such  until  his  death  or 
until  his  prior  separation  from  the  service 
becomes  effective  by  reason  of  his  retirement, 
resignation,  failure  of  reelection  or  reappoint- 
ment, removal  or  discharge  from  his  office  of 
position,  or  by  reason  of  an  authorized  leave  of 
absence  without  pay  other  than  as  provided  for 
in  this  clause.  Any  member  in  service  shall  have 
full  voting  powers  in  the  system  as  provided  for 
in  section  20. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  specific  case 
involved  here  is  the  Hansen  application  which  was 
filed  on  December  1,  1976.  Although  no 
retirement  date  was  specified  on  the  application, 
the  earliest  possible  time  that  a  retirement  date 
could  be  established  would  have  been  on  December 
16,  1976.  However,  since  the  applicant  died  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  fifteen^iay  period,  after 
his  death  he  was  no  longer  a  member  in  service  and 
no  retirement  date  could  be  established  at  a  time 
after  the  death. 

Therefore,  because  of  the  above-mentioned 
circumstances,  and  since  statutory  limitations  and 
restrictive  provisions  must  be  strictly  construed,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  application  for  a 
retirement  allowance  under  G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  6  should 
now  be  denied.

RE  LAHEY  CLINIC,  BACK  OF  THE  HILL  GANG 

As  a  result  of  a  meeting  held  in  the  Mission  Hill 
School  Hall  on  February  10,  1977,  relative  to  the 
Lahey  Clinic  land  in  the  Mission  Hill  area  of 
Roxbury,  the  City  Council  Committee  on  Housing 
held  an  informal  meeting  Friday,  February  25, 
1977,  at  3  P.M. 

Invited  to  the  meeting  were  representatives  of 
the  Back  of  the  Hill  Committee,  Lahey  Clinic,  and 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  There  was  a 
general  discussion  of  the  problem  that  exists  as  a 
result  of  the  Lahey  Clinic  abandonment  of  its  plans 
to  build  a  new  hospital  facility  on  the  existing  site 
next  to  the  New  England  Baptist  Hospital  in 
Mission  Hill. 

The  problems  created  by  this  failure  to  so 
construct  has  left  a  large  vacant  piece  of  land  in  an 
area  which  has  created  crime  problems,  as  well  as 
sanitary  problems  because  it  has  become  a 
dumping  ground  for  garbage,  stolen  cars,  etc. 

This  matter  has  been  discussed  for  the  past  five 
years  in  various  agencies  of  the  city  and  it  is  the 
intent  of  your  Committee  to  tackle  this  problem 
with  a  solution  satisfactory  to  the  community  and 
elimination  of  the  problems  created. 

The  developer  is  the  Greater  Boston  Develop- 
ment Corporation  to  whom  was  recommended  that 
they  seek  section  202  funds,  namely,  housing  for 
the  elderly  on  this  site,  which  will  become  available 
on  the  first  of  April. 


The  suggestion  was  well  taken  and  the  various 
members  of  the  Committee,  as  well  as  staff 
members  of  the  Councillors  absent,  were  allowed  to 
make  suggestions  in  behalf  of  the  people  they 
represented  at  the  hearing.  It  appears  that  having 
set  a  time  limit  of  six  months  for  the  conclusion  of 
this  problem  and  subsequent  meetings  that  this 
problem  could  be  solved. 

One  factor  which  the  Council  insisted  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  entire  solution  was 
that  there  be  community  approval  of  whatever 
solution  be  suggested  prior  to  the  implementation 
of  any  plan  to  solve  this  problem. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  meeting  brought 
about  some  good  dialogue  and  steps  are  under  way 
to  provide  the  developer  with  the  topography  and 
the  borings  which  the  Lahey  Clinic  has  in  its 
possession  so  that  a  general  engineering  study  of 
the  site  will  not  be  necessary,  but  rather  to  use 
existing  technological  information  that  is  available. 

As  soon  as  they  have  completed  the  pre- 
liminaries that  were  required  by  the  Committee, 
then  another  meeting  will  be  held  at  which  time 
your  Committee  will  sit  as  a  moderator  and 
attempt  to  help  solve  this  long-standing  problem  in 
the  Mission  Hill  area. 

It  is  suggested  also  that  the  Committee  will 
attempt  to  beef  up  the  police  protection  in  the 
area  by  contacting  the  police  officials  as  well  as 
having  the  existing  owner  of  the  Lahey  Clinic 
investigate  the  possibility  of  having  some  of  the 
existing  shuttle  service  extended  that  now  exists  in 
the  New  England  Baptist  Hospital  area  to  the 
residents  of  the  Back  of  the  Hill.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
PENSION  OF  PATROLMAN  ANGELO  J. 
MANNI

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  shall  pay  an  annual 
pension  in  monthly  instalments  to  Angelo  J. 
Manni,  a  patrolman  in  the  Police  Department  of 
said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result  of 
injuries  sustained  by  him  when  injured  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  on  October  8,  1970.  Such 
pension  shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation  which  would  have  been  paid  to  him 
had  he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by 
him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Upon  his  death, 
leaving  Maria  A.  Manni,  his  wife,  surviving  him  said 
city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried  an  annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by 
$312  for  each  child  of  said  Angelo  J.  Manni  during 
such  time  as  such  child  is  under  eighteen  years  of 
age,  or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  from  earning.  If  said  Maria  A.  Manni 
remarried,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu  of  the 
aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $520  to  or 
for  the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the  time 
aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  effective  date  hereof,  the 
Boston  Retirement  Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to 
Angelo  J.  Manni  all  amounts  standing  to  his  credit 
in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  State-Boston 
Retirement  System  and  shall  make  no  further 
payment  to  him  except  in  accordance  with  section 
1  hereof. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Maria  A.  Manni  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  medical, 
hospital,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  DORCHESTER 
HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Dorchester  Histori- 
cal Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  established  a  Dorches- 
ter Historical  Commission  of  unpaid,  public- 
spirited  residents  in  the  district  to  plan,  implement, 
and  administer  a  Dorchester  Historical  Trail  in 
connection  with  the  three-hundred  and  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Dorchester  in  1980.

Section  2.  The  commission  shall  consist  of  five 
members  selected  as  follows:  one  member  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor;  one  person  who  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  City  Council;  one  person 
chosen  by  the  Dorchester  United  Neighborhood 
Association  selected  by  written  ballot  at  an  open 
membership  or  announced  executive  board  meet- 
ing of  the  association;  one  member  designated  by 
the  leadership  board  of  the  historic  First  Parish 
Church  in  Dorchester;  and  one  person  chosen  by 
ballot  vote  of  members  of  the  Dorchester 
Historical  Society.  Each  appointing  authority  may 
designate  an  alternate  in  the  same  manner  as  it 
chose  a  principal  and  such  alternate  shall  serve  in 
the  absence  of  the  principal  at  any  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as 
chairperson  and  shall  designate  other  official  roles 
for  commission  members  as  the  commission  may 
deem  advisable. 

Section  4.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  be  the  recognized  agency  charged 
with  selecting,  laying  out,  and  administering  a 
Dorchester  Historic  Trail  which  shall  include  actual 
sites,  structures,  historic  cemeteries,  and  natural 
resources,  or  commemorative  plaques  of  events  or 
structures  having  historical  significance  for  Dor- 
chester. In  order  to  assist  it  in  its  functions,  the 
commission  may  call  for  assistance  of  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission  and  its  professional  staff, 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  its 
planning  specialist  for  Dorchester  as  well  as  other 
professional  staff,  and  the  city  Building,  Parks  and 
Recreation,  Public  Works,  Assessing,  and  other  city 
departments  for  documents  or  services  they  can 
provide. 

Section  5.  Upon  establishment  of  the  Dor- 
chester Historical  Trail,  the  commission  is  auth- 
orized to  have  printed  copies  of  maps  depicting  the 
trail  and  promote,  through  private  contributions 
and  limited  public  matching  funds,  the  use  and 
visitation  of  the  trail  by  the  public  in  connection 
with  the  sesquitricentennial  observance  of  the 
founding  of  Dorchester. 

Section  6.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  survey  sites  in  every  section  of 
the  original  Town  of  Dorchester  and  shall  endeavor 
to  include  in  the  trail  places  of  historic  significance 
representative  of  each  neighborhood  in  Dorchester. 

Section  7.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  be  authorized  to  draw  upon  an 
initial  funding  of  $1,000  for  necessary  expenses 
and  thereafter  be  reimbursed  in  an  aggregate  not 
exceeding  an  additional  $9,000  for  itemized, 
public  expenditures.  The  auditor  is  to  establish  a 
separate  account  for  the  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  and  authorized  reimbursements  shall 
be  recorded  as  encumbrances  against  the  account 
balance  upon  approval  of  proper  vouchers. 

Section  8.  As  an  agency  established  for  a 
specific  purpose,  the  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  have  a  limited  tenure,  but  its 
goals  may  be  carried  on  by  neighborhood 
organizations.  The  commission's  life  shall  expire  on 
or  before  July  1,  1981,  as  commission  members 
deem  appropriate  after  completion  of  all  activities 


to  be  associated  with  the  three-hundred  and 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Dorchester. 
The  life  of  the  Commission  may  be  extended 
beyond  July  1,  1981,  by  ordinance  should  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  at  that  time  deem  it 
appropriate.

Whereas,  There  is  a  controversial  housing 
development  being  planned  for  the  North  End  area 
of  Boston,  known  as  the  St.  Mary's  Project,  which 
would  provide  100  units  of  elderly  housing  on  the 
Endicott  Street  site  and  another  40  units  of 
low-income  housing  on  the  site  of  the  old,  closed 
St.  Mary's  School  on  North  Margin  Street; and 

Whereas,  The  North  End  community  is  very 
disturbed  over  this  development  and  apparently  it 
lacks  total  community  support; and 

Whereas,  Recently  the  Mercantile  Building  was 
completed  with  some  100  units,  some  of  which 
were  subsidized  for  low-income  families  and  a  new 
elderly  housing  development  was  opened  recently 
with  100  units  on  the  Commercial  and  Lewis 
Streets  site,  and  another  project  containing  151 
elderly  units  is  now  under  construction  on  the 
Commercial  Street  -  Atlantic  Avenue  site; and 

Whereas,  Prior  to  this  some  60  to  80  buildings 
were  designated  in  the  C-l  Parcel  for  rehabilitation 
containing  upwards  of  some  300  units  of  housing 
under  the  conventional  family-type  units  with 
preference  given  to  North  End  and  Waterfront 
residents  to  participate  in  ownership  and  residency;

Whereas,  The  North  End  is  a  geographically 
small  area  and  the  impact  of  this  additional 
housing  has  never  been  surveyed  and  studied  to

ADMINISTRATION  DUE  TO  SOCIAL 
SECURITY  COST-OF-LIVING  INCREASES 

Couns.  HICKS  and  McDONOUGH  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  Legislation  has  been  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
Congress  by  the  Honorable  Philip  R.  Sharp, 
Member  of  Congress  from  the  State  of  Indiana, 
which,  if  enacted  into  law,  would  prevent  the 
Veterans  Administration  from  reducing  pension 
benefits  as  a  result  of  cost-of-living  increases  in 
social  security  benefits  to  its  pensioners  and 
widows  of  pensioners;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  method  of  benefit 
determination  by  the  Veterans  Administration  will 
result  in  the  year  1977  to  an  average  loss  of  $76 
per  month  in  total  income  received  by  recipients  of 
veterans  pensions  because  of  Social  Security 
cost-of-living  increases  received  by  them ;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  method  of  benefit 
determination  by  the  Veterans  Administration  for 
its  pension  recipients,  while  recognizing  the 
duplication  of  government  benefit  programs,  in 
reality  has  failed  to  maintain  an  adequate  standard 
of  living  for  its  recipients  during  a  period  of 
extremely  high  inflation;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  recognizing  the  counter- 
productive effect  of  the  Veterans  Administration's 
benefit  determination  policy  in  this  time  of 
extremely  high  inflation,  calls  on  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  to  act  favorably  on  the 
legislation  submitted  to  it  by  the  Honorable  Philip 
R.  Sharp  of  Indiana,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
Veterans  Administration  from  lowering  the 
pension  benefits  of  its  pensioners  and  widows  of 
pensioners  when  they  receive  cost-of-living  in- 
creases under  the  Social  Security  Program;  and  be

Whereas,  The  proposed  legislation  will  also 
feature  a  concept  known  as  "congreate  housing" 
whereby  senior  citizen  residents  of  revitalized 
public  housing  units  would  be  encouraged  to 
socialize  and  aid  each  other  through  the  use  of 
centralized   food   preparation   centers  and  dining 
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facilities,  and  in  addition,  it  would  provide  tor  the 
rehabilitation  of  any  existing  space  in  public 
housing  which  could  be  utilized  for  commercial 
purposes;  and 

wnereas,  Recently  on  two  separate  occasions 
through  the  passage  of  two  resolutions  the  Boston 
City  Council  has  endorsed  the  concept  of 
reconverting  the  Columbia  Point  Public  Housing 
Project  into  an  exclusive  senior  citizen  city,  a 
reconversion  which  would  include  and  implement 
the  very  concepts  fostered  in  the  Governor's  bond 
authorization  package  as  mentioned  above;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  the  reconversion 
of  the  Columbia  Point  Housing  Project  into  a  senior 
citizen  city  under  the  concept  of  "congregate 
housing"  would  qualify  under  the  Governor's 
proposed  bond  authorization  for  implementation 
funds;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  wholeheartedly  endorses 
passage  by  the  Great  and  General  Court  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  the  Governor's 
proposed  bond  authorization  to  continue  state- 
assisted  senior  citizen  housing  revitalization  in

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  which 
would  increase  the  figure  above  which  city  and 
county  contracts  must  be  formally  advertised. 
Formal  advertisement,  including  notice  in  the  City 
Record,  is  now  required  where  a  contract  amount 
exceeds  $2,000.  This  figure  has  not  been  changed 
since  1890  and,  in  terms  of  constant  dollars, 
$2,000  in  1890  would  be  worth  about  $17,207 
today.  The  legislation  which  I  here  propose  would 
increase  the  limit  to  $5,000,  which  is  also  the 
corresponding  limit  for  contracts  made  by  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  formal  advertisement  and  bidding  procedure 
takes  approximately  six  weeks  and  entails  costs  to 
the  city  and  costs  to  the  prospective  contractor. 
The  latter,  of  course,  are  added  by  the  prospective 
contractor  to  his  bid  and  so,  also,  are  paid  by  the 
city. 

In  contrast,  we  have  used  for  some  time  an 
informal  bidding  procedure  in  connection  with 
contracts  below  $2,000.  This  informal  procedure 
insures  that  the  city  is  getting  a  competitive  price, 
but  it  avoids  the  additional  expenses  involved  in 
the  formal  procedure.  About  35  percent  of  the 
city's  contracts  fall  in  the  $2,000-$5,000  range. 
These  will  continue  to  be  subject  to  informal 
solicitation  of  bids,  and  the  city  can  expect  to 
enjoy  substantial  savings  by  eliminating  the  formal 
procedure. 

This  proposal  was  recommended  by  the  Home 
Rule  Commission,  and  I  urge  your  speedy  and 
favorable  action  thereon.

In  1974,  the  Commonwealth  authorized  cities 
and  towns  to  make  purchases  through  local  bidding 
procedures.  By  sharing  in  the  bulk  rate  discounts 
of  the  Commonwealth,  cities  and  towns  can  realize 
considerable  savings.  Unfortunately,  the  City  of 
Boston  still  may  not  participate  in  such  collective 
purchasing,  because  the  special  laws  governing  the 
city's  contracting  procedures  do  not  permit  it. 

I  enclose  an  order  for  the  home  rule  petition 
which  would  amend  the  city's  charter  to  make  it 
consistent  with  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth relating  to  collective  purchasing.  Participa- 
tion in  such  procurement  will  result  in  substantial 
savings  for  the  city. 

The  order  also  conforms  the  city's  contracting 
procedures  to  the  General  Laws  relating  to 
performance  bonds  and  filing  of  bids.  Under  the 
porposed  order,  the  city  would  be  authorized  to 
accept  money  or  other  security  for  performance  of 
contracts,  and  the  requirements  of  filing  duplicate 
copies  of  bids  with  the  City  Auditor  would  be 
eliminated.  The  latter  requirement  has  served  more 
as  a  trap  for  the  uninitiated  contractor  than  as  a 
protection  for  the  city. 

I  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  the  enclosed 
order.

of  September  20,  1976.

Dear  Commissioner: 

You  have  inquired  by  your  letter  of  February 


11,  1977,  if  city  employees  who  were  "temporarily 
promoted"  prior  to  July  1,  1976,  and  who  received 
permanent  promotions  after  July  1,  1976,  without 
interruption  of  service,  were  subject  to  the 
residency  requirements  set  forth  in  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5,  section  101A. 

Section  101A  does  not  distinguish  between 
temporary  and  permanent  appointments,  nor  does 
it  define  "promotion."  To  interpret  the  ordinance 
properly  in  the  absence  of  such  explicit  guidance,  I 
must  advert  to  common  practices  in  the  city.  Two 
methods  of  advancement  predominate: 

1.  A  subordinate  frequently  acts  in  place  of  a 
superior  during  the  latter's  absence  or  incapacity. 
The  collective  bargaining  agreements  and  the 
Management  Compensation  Plan  provide  that  the 
person  so  acting  "shall,  commencing  with  the  sixth 
day  of  such  service,  be  compensated  at  the  rate  to 
which  he  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  been 
promoted  to  such  position."  (Emphasis  supplied.) 
In  my  judgment,  such  service  in  a  higher  rank  does 
not  constitute  a  promotion  under  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5,  section  101A. 

2.  An  employee  is  promoted  to  fill  a  permanent 
vacancy,  but  serves  provisionally  until  he  or  she 
passes  a  Civil  Service  examination.  In  my 
judgment,  service  in  a  higher  rank,  even  though 
provisional,  represents  a  promotion,  and  the 
residency  requirements  of  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  5,  section  101  A,  must  be 
compiled  with. 

If  an  employee  was  promoted  prior  to  July  1, 
1976,  the  residency  requirements  of  section  101 A 
are  inapplicable,  notwithstanding  a  later  change  in 
designation  of  the  promotion.  Of  course,  if  the 
employee  should  revert  back  to  his  original 
position  after  July  1,  1976,  then  a  future 
promotion  would  be  subject  to  the  ordinance  as  I 
described  above. 

You  have  also  asked  if  an  employee,  who  is 
subject  to  the  residency  requirements  of  section 
101A  on  promotions,  and  who  does  not  comply, 
should  be  dismissed  or  should  only  be  demoted  to 
the  rating  previously  held.  The  ordinance  is  quite 
explicit  that  persons  promoted  who  do  not  comply 
with  the  residency  requirements  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  resigned  voluntarily.  There  is  no  provision  for 
reversion  to  pre-promotion  status,  and  since  such  a 
provision  could  be  used  to  defeat  the  purposes  of 
the  ordinance,  I  do  not  believe  that  reversion 
privileges  can  be  implied.

TO  SAVIN  HILL  AREA 

Coun.  O'NEIL,  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  People  in  the  Savin  Hill  area  of 
Dorchester  have  been  serviced  for  twenty-five  years 
by  the  Boston  Public  Library  Bookmobile  visits  to 
the  John  Lothrop  Motley  School  at  141  Savin  Hill 
Avenue;  and 

Whereas,  The  stop  near  the  schoolyard  has  been 
a  convenience  for  Boston  Citizens  residing  in  the 
area,  most  especially  for  the  elderly  who  are  unable 
to  get  to  the  nearest  public  library  branches  at 
Fields  Corner  or  Uphams  Corner  in  Dorchester  or 
the  South  Boston  branch,  because  of  distances

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Title  5  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,   is  hereby   amended   by   striking  out 
section    8,    and    inserting    in    place    thereof   the 
following  sections: 

Section  8.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have 
charge  of  the  printing  plant,  which  shall  supply 
the  printing  and  binding  of  all  publications 
authorized  by  said  purchasing  agent. 

In  the  event  that  the  purchasing  agent,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council,  determines  it  to  be  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  public  to  do  so,  the  provisions  of  this 
section  may  be  waived  with  respect  to  a 
particular  printing  and/or  binding  order,  and 
such  waiver  shall  not  act  to  defeat  the 
application  of  this  section  to  every  other 
printing  and/or  binding  order. 

Section  8A.  All  departments,  officers,  com- 
missions, and  boards  before  entering  upon  the 
preparation  of  any  publication  issued  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  city  shall  submit  careful 
statements  of  the  scope,  and  estimate  of  the 
size,  of  such  publication  to  the  purchasing 
agent  who  shall  examine  them  and  define  the 
form  and  extent  of  such  publication,  deter- 
mining the  number  of  pages  to  which  it  may 
extend  whether  it  shall  include  maps,  plans, 
photogravures,  woodcuts,  or  other  illustrations, 
and  no  such  publication  shall  be  printed  unless 
it  bears  the  certified  approval  of  the  purchasing 
agent.

preceding  calendar  year  which  exceeds  $25  in 
amount  or  value,  or  which  when  combined  with 
other  gifts  from  the  same  source,  cumulatively 
exceeds  $25  in  amount  or  value.  Income  or  gifts 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  any  wages,  salaries, 
or  professional  fees;  any  fee  or  honorarium 
received  for  or  in  connection  with  the  preparation 
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or  delivery  of  any  speech  or  address;  attendance  at 
any  convention  or  other  assembly  of  individuals;  or 
the  preparation  of  any  article  or  other  composition 
for  publication;  any  loan  of  money  from  a  source 
other  than  a  commercial  lending  institution  or  on 
terms  other  than  those  customarily  used  by  a 
commercial  lending  institution;  donations  of 
money;  the  monetary  value  of  subsistence, 
entertainment,  transportation,  lodging,  or  any 
gratuitous  service  or  benefit  received  by  him  or  her 
in  kind. 

(b)  The  amount  and  source  of  any  funds 
received  by  him  or  her  or  in  his  or  her  behalf  by 
any  person,  group,  or  committee  during  the 
preceding  calendar  year  from  testimonial  dinners 
or  functions,  or  any  affair,  by  whatever  name  it 
may  be  called,  having  a  purpose  similar  to  that  of  a 
testimonial  dinner  or  function,  when  the  admission 
price  or  donation  is  $5  or  greater,  or  if,  when 
combined  with  other  ticket  purchases  or  donations 
by  the  same  source,  that  source  cumulatively 
spends  or  donates  $5  or  more. 

(c)  The  value  and  full  identification  of  each 
asset  or  credit  held  by  him  or  her,  or  by  him  or  her 
and  any  other  person  or  persons  jointly,  which  as 
of  the  close  of  the  preceding  calendar  year  exceeds 
$2,000  in  amount  or  value,  or  which,  when 
combined  with  other  assets  or  credits,  such  as 
shares  of  stock  or  certificates  of  deposit,  held  in 
the  same  entity  or  against  the  same  debtor, 
cumlatively  exceeds  $2,000  in  amount  or  value; 
the  amount  and  full  identification  of  each  liability 
(other  than  liabilities  incurred  as  a  result  of 
medical  or  dental  treatment)  owed  by  him  or  her, 
or  by  him  or  her  and  any  other  person  jointly, 
which  as  of  the  close  of  the  preceding  calendar 
year  exceeds  $2,000  in  amount  or  value,  or  which, 
when  combined  with  other  debts  owed  to  the  same 
creditor,  cumulatively  exceeds  $2,000  in  amount 
or  value. 

(d)  A  full  identification  of  any  business 
transaction,  including  the  sale,  purchase,  or 
transfer  of  any  commodity,  real  or  personal 
property,  security  of  any  business  entity,  or  any 
other  asset  or  any  interest  therein,  by  him  or  her, 
or  by  him  or  her  and  any  other  person  or  persons 
jointly,  or  by  any  person  acting  in  his  or  her  behalf 
or  pursuant  to  his  or  her  direction,  which  exceeds 
$2,000  in  amount  or  value,  or  which,  when 
combined  with  other  business  transactions  with 
respect  to  the  same  business  entity  or  with  the 
same  party,  cumulatively  exceeds  $2,000  in 
amount  or  value  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 

(e)  The  amount  and  source  of  each  item  of 
income  or  gift  as  described  in  section  1(a);  the 
amount  and  source  of  funds  from  testimonial 
dinners  as  described  in  section  1(b);  received,  and 
the  full  identification  of  each  asset  and  the  amount 
and  full  identification  of  each  liability  as  described 
in  section  1(c);  held  or  owed,  and  the  full 
identification  of  any  business  transaction  as 
described  in  section  1(d);  transacted  by  his  or  her 
spouse  or  dependent  children,  or  his  or  her  spouse 
or  dependent  children  and  any  other  person  or 
persons  jointly  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 

Section  2.  Reports  required  by  tins  ordinance 
shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  not  later  than 


May  15  of  each  calendar  year.  In  the  case  of  any 
person  who  shall  cease  before  May  15,  or 
commence  after  May  15,  in  any  calendar  year  to 
occupy  the  office  of  which  imposes  upon  him  or 
her  the  duty  to  file  the  report  required  by  this 
ordinance,  he  or  she  shall  file  such  report  within 
one  month  of  time  he  or  she  ceases  or  commences 
to  occupy  such  office. 

Section  3.  Reports  required  by  this  ordinance 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  City  Clerk  may 
prescribe. 

Section  4.  All  reports  filed  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance  shall  be  maintained  by  the  City  Clerk  as 
public  records,  shall  be  published  annually  in  the 
Gty  Record,  and  shall,  under  such  reasonable 
regulations  as  the  City  Clerk  may  prescribe,  be 
available  for  inspection  by  members  of  the  public. 
The  City  Clerk,  shall  cause  each  report  to  be 
published  no  later  than  one  month  after  the  filing 
date  prescribed  in  section  2  of  this  ordinance  in  at 
least  two  daily  newspapers  serving  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  5.  The  City  Clerk  shall  provide  at  least 
one  copy  of  each  report  for  the  use  of  the  Finance 
Commission. 

Section  6.  Whoever  wilfully  fails  to  file  the 
report  required  by  this  ordinance,  or  knowingly 
and  wilfully  files  a  false  report,  shall  be  fined  $50. 
Each  day  after  filing  day  specified  in  section  2  of 
this  ordinance  during  which  the  required  report 
remains  wilfully  unfiled,  or  a  false  report  remains 
knowingly  and  wilfully  uncorrected  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense.  The  computation  of 
days  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  shall  include 
only  days  in  which  the  City  Clerk's  office  is  open 
to  receive  the  required  report  and  shall  not  include 
days  later  than  one  year  after  the  filing  day 
specified  in  section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
severable,  and,  if  any  of  its  provisions  should  be 
found  unconstitutional  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  In  addition  Tony  Brown,  executive 
producer  of  "Black  Journal,"  presented  the 
mounting  evidence  questioning  the  effectiveness  of 
busing  and  pointed  out  that  the  United  States  Civil 
Rights  Commission  in  a  report  costing  more  than  a 
million  dollars  could  not  substantiate  the  success

large-scale  busing  program  in  Riverside,  California, 
in  which  the  two  scientists  concluded  that  busing 
caused  no  real  change  in  achievement,  motivation, 
or  personality  for  the  children  who  participated  in 
the  program,  and  that  it  was  arrogant  to  assume

You  have  asked  my  opinion  if  you  should  notify 
building  administrators  (headmasters,  principals, 
and  their  assistants)  prior  to  April  15,  1977,  that 
they  are  not  to  be  employed  for  the  next  school 
year  unless  subsequent  evaluation  so  indicates.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  such  written  notice  should 
be  sent. 

Case  law  indicates  that  a  Drincioal  is  onlv  "a 
superior  sort  of  teacher."  McCartin  v.  School 
Committee  of  Lowell,  322  Mass.  624,  628  (1948); 
Kaplan  v.  School  Committee  of  Melrose,  363  Mass. 
332,  337  (1973).  Thus  a  principal  is  entitled  to  the 
protection  afforded  teachers  under  G.  L.  c.  71,  s. 
41,  relating  to  tenure  and  appointment.  Were  a 
principal  not  to  receive  notice  of  nonrenewal  prior 
to  April  15,  he  would  automatically  be  considered 
reappointed  for  the  next  year.  To  preserve  the 
options  of  the  School  Department  in  regard  to  the 
next  year,  it  is  advisable  that  the  Committee 
forward  a  notice  of  nontenure  to  nontenured 
building  administrators,  just  as  is  done  for 
nontenure  teachers.  After  you  have  completed 
your  evaluation  process  for  these  principals  and 
have  established  your  projected  staffing  for  next 
year,  you  can  then  notify  eligible  building 
administrators  that  they  will  be  given  a  contract  of 
employment. 

I  suggest,  then,  that  you  advise  Mr.  Winter  and 
the  Committee  of  this  opinion  so  that  they  may 
exercise  this  option.

Dear  Mr.  Young: 

In  response  to  a  request  from  a  reporter  from 
the  Boston  "Globe,"  you  have  asked  if  you  are 
permitted  by  law  to  release  the  names  of  persons 
who  are  or  have  been  delinquent  in  their  payment 
of  taxes  to  the  city  and  the  amount  of  such 
delinquency.  Despite  a  broad  opening  of  govern- 
mental records  to  public  view  in  recent  years,  I  am 
constrained  in  the  case  of  tax  collection  records  to 
advise  you  that  you  should  not  release  such 
information,  except  in  accordance  with  General 
Laws,  chapter  60,  section  8,  and  you  should  not, 
therefore,  release  the  information  to  a  newspaper. 

Public  records,  as  defined  in  clause  26  of  section 
7  of  chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws,  do  not  include, 
among  other  things,  records  "specifically  or  by 
necessary  implication  exempted  from  disclosure  by 
statute."  G.  L.  c.  4,  s.  7  (26)  (a).  As  the  tax 
collector  for  the  city,  you  are  required  to  keep 
certain  books  and  to  make  them  available  for 
inspection  by  certain  named  officials.  G.  L.  c.  60, 
s.  8.  The  necessary  implication  of  that  requirement 
is  that  such  books  are  not  to  be  available  to  others, 
and  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  so  held  in  the 
case  of  Hardman  v.  Collector  of  Taxes,  317  Mass. 
439(1945). 

The  definition  of  public  records  has  been 
broadened  since  the  Hardman  case  was  decided, 
and  yet  G.  L.  c.  60,  s.  8,  has  never  been  amended, 
therefore  giving  strength  to  the  argument  that  the 
Legislature  did  not  intend  to  make  such  records 
public  by  St.  1973,  c.  1050.  The  new  chapter  62C 
of  the  General  Laws  also  indicates  that  the 
Legislature  considers  the  privacy  of  taxpayers  more 
important  than  the  public's  interest  in  the  details 
of  tax  payments.  Section  20  of  that  chapter 
restricts  access  to  state  tax  returns  to  the  state  Tax 
Commissioner,  and  restricts  access  to  the  Com- 
missioner's accounts  and  records  to  the  state 
Auditor.  Section  21  makes  it  a  crime  punishable  by 
fine,  imprisonment  and  disqualification  from  office 
for  anyone,  including  city  or  town  employees,  to 
release  any  information  contained  in  tax  returns 
filed  with  the  state  Tax  Commission,  including 
excise  returns  of  corporations  organized  under  G. 
L.  c.  121A. 

In  view  of  the  ruling  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  and  the  clear  actions  by  the  Legislature  to 
protect  the  privacy  of  taxpayers,  you  should  not 
make  your  tax  collection  records  available  for 
public  inspection.

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  under  consideration  the  designation  of  a 
developer  for  a  parcel  of  land  in  the  Downtown 
Waterfront  area  next  to  the  so-called  Quincy 
Marketplace  to  be  used  as  a  parking  garage  and 
other  assorted  uses: and 

Whereas,  The  erection  of  a  garage  on  this  site  in 
such  close  proximity  to  the  Sumner  Tunnel  and 
the  confluence  of  the  ramps  entering  the  Sumner 
Tunnel  without  a  traffic  survey  to  justify  the 
access  and  egress  to  and  from  the  garage  of  some 
600  vehicles  would  constitute  the  creation  of  an 
additional  traffic  problem;  and 

Whereas,  The  reconstruction  of  the  Central 
Artery  as  a  depressed  highway  certainly  will 
involve  land  takings  in  this  area  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  Fitzgerald  Expressway  so  that  the

TO  STUDY  AND  REPORT  RE  DATA 
PROCESSING  CENTERS 

Couns.  HICKS,  KERRIGAN,  and  LANGONF 
offered  the  following: 


Whereas,  When  the  planning  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  City  Hall  was  completed  in 
1969,  provisions  were  made  for  a  central  data 
processing  space  to  contain  all  the  data  processing 
for  all  the  departments  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  eight  separate  data  process- 
ing centers  operating  in  various  departments  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Six  million  dollars  is  currently  being 
spent  for  data  processing  as  well  as  other  monies 
for  consultation  to  plan  for  consolidation;  and 

Whereas,  These  consolidation  plans  have  been  in 
the  process  for  the  last  thirteen  years  and  in  excess 
of  $2,000,000  have  been  spent  on  consultant  fees 
over  that  period  of  time  for  a  central  data 
processing  system  within  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existing  machines  in  the  eight 
centers  are  not  fully  utilized  causing  rental  fees  of 
millions  of  dollars  annually  to  the  taxpayers;  and 

Whereas,  Each  department  has  a  separate 
personnel  roster,  each  having  a  director  at  $31,000 
a  year,  plus  all  the  other  positions  comparable  to  a 
data  processing  unit;  and 

Whereas,  Currently,  there  is  a  request  for 
$225,000  before  the  City  Council  to  lease 
additional  equipment  even  though  there  is 
underutilized  data  processing  equipment  in  these 
various  centers;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Administra- 
tive Services  provide  the  City  Council  with  a 
complete  survey  and  budget  of  all  of  the  costs  of 
the  eight  data  processing  centers,  '  including 
equipment  rental,  number  of  personnel,  consultant 
fees,  and  any  other  expenses  that  accrue  from  the 
operation  of  these  data  processing  centers;  and 

Further,  That  the  Administrative  Services 
Division  provide  the  City  Council  with  comparable 
data  processing  center  setups  in  other  major  cities 
in  this  country;  and 

Further,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  hold  up  the  current  appro- 
priation until  all  these  figures  are  submitted  to  the 
City  Council.

Whereas,  At  the  present  time,  motorists  in  the 
City  of  Boston  pay  the  highest  rates  of  any 
automobile  insurers  in  any  other  city  and  town  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  For  example,  the  Charlestown  and  East 
Boston  sections  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  located 
in  Territory  24,  the  highest  rated  in  the 
Commonwealth  where  it  has  been  estimated  that 
under-age  twenty-five  drivers  will  be  expected  to 
pay  as  much  as  $3,110  per  year  per  automobile; 
and 

Whereas,  The  system  which  divides  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  into  rated  territories 
is  clearly  discriminatory  and,  therefore,  unconsti- 
tutional, and  the  system  must  be  tested  in  the 
courts,  both  federal  and  state,  to  redress  the  unfair 
mefhod  of  insurance  rating  which  hits  hardest  at 
urban  drivers;  and 

Whereas,  Suits  have  been  filed  in  both  the 
Federal  District  Court  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  in  the  Suffolk  County  Superior 
Court  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the  present 
system  of  determining  automobile  insurance 
premiums  through  territorial  residency,  and  re- 
placing it  with  a  flat-rate  system;  now,  therefore, 
be 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  endorses  the  testing  of  the 
constitutionality  of  territorially  rating  insurance 
premiums  for  automobiles  in  the  courts  and 
endorses  the  flat-rate  method  of  setting  automobile 
insurance  premiums  as  being  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  motoring  public  within  the  City  of  Boston.

Whereas,  On  two  occasions  in  the  past  month  a 
group  of  concerned  Boston  parents  has  requested 
both  by  letter  and  telegram  a  meeting  with 
President  Jimmy  Carter  to  discuss  with  him  the 
situation  in  the  City  of  Boston  since  the  imposition 
of  forced  busing  in  19 74;  and 

Whereas,  Requests  for  a  meeting  with  President 
Jimmy  Carter  by  this  group  of  concerned  Boston 
parents  were  made  in  an  honest  response  to  the 
President's  stated  goal  to  meet  with  various  groups 
of  Americans  and  to  discuss  with  them  issues  that 
concerned  them;  and 

Whereas,  The  issues  of  financial  and  educational 
deterioration  in  the  City  of  Boston  brought  about 
by  forced  busing  are  a  matter  of  very  grave  concern 
to  a  majority  of  people  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  on  the  part  of  parents;  and 

Whereas,  President  Carter  has  seen  fit  to  meet 
with  various  constituents  both  in  the  White  House 
and  around  the  country  to  allow  them  to  voice 
their  concern  to  him  on  such  matters  as  human 
rights  and  federal  interference  in  local  affairs;  and 

Whereas,  The  requests  by  these  Boston  parents 
to  meet  with  President  Carter  have  not  as  yet  been 
answered  by  him  or  a  member  of  his  White  House 
staff;  and 

Whereas,  Failure  on  the  part  of  the  President  to 
respond  to  such  a  request  has  left  many  of  these 
parents  with  the  impression  that  their  rights  as 
parents  to  control  the  education  of  their  children 
are  not  as  important  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  as  are  those  of  other  groups  who  have  easily 
obtained  meetings  with  him;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in

Whereas,  Payment  of  municipal  funds  to  provide 
such  sham  security  at  a  time  when  K-9  corps  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department  has  been  drastically 
cut  in  the  name  of  fiscal  austerity  is  a  dangerous 
precedent  that  could  very  well  have  jeopardized 
the  lives  of  both  the  Boston  Police  officer  and  the 
security  guard  involved  in  the  situation;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
for  the  conduct  of  public  hearings  into  the 
situation  to  determine  if  the  City  of  Boston  or  any 
of  its  agencies  have  entered  into  contracts  with 
private  vendors  for  security  purposes  which  have 
not,  in  effect,  been  provided  by  said  vendors  as 
stipulated  in  their  contracts.

Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter 
849  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended,  the 
operating  budget  of  the  city  and  income 
departments  for  the  fiscal  year  1977-78. 
City  Budget 

As  your  Honorable  Body  is  well  aware,  the  tax 
burden  in  Boston  is  both  severe  and  unfair.  It  is  the 
result  principally  of  the  state  tax  structure,  which 
at  the  same  time,  places  too  many  burdens  on  the 
City  of  Boston  and  neither  provides  an  equitable 
amount  of  state  aid  nor  allows  the  city  to  raise 
revenues  other  than  through  its  property  tax. 

The  budget  which  I  today  submit  represents  my 
best   effort  to  maintain  adequate   levels  of  basic- 


savings  and  to  hold  the  line  on  expenditures 
wherever  possible.  I  invite  the  active  participation 
of  your  Honorable  Body  to  further  review  the 
proposed  budget  of  all  city  departments  and 
agencies  and  eliminate  spending  where  possible  and 
saving  our  citizens  from  the  prospect  of  any 
further  tax  increase. 

It  is  further  incumbent  upon  me  to  inform  you 
that  because  of  new  provisions  in  the  Federal 
General  Revenue  Sharing  Program,  as  amended  in 
1976,  make  it  mandatory  that  I  submit  to  you, 
after  a  public  hearing  held  by  me  on  its  use,  an 
appropriation  of  these  funds  to  the  extent  of  $21.4 
million  that  will  supplement  the  budget  before  you 
today. 

This  budget  is,  therefore,  a  very  lean  budget 
which  we  may  be  able  to  add  to  at  a  future  time  if 
we  achieve  the  required  financial  position  per- 
mitting such  additions. 

The    City    Budget    contained    herewith    totals 
$232,880,660   for    Fiscal    Year    77-78,   which  is 
$40,187,629  less  than  the  appropriation  for  the 
current  year  of  $273,068,289. 
County  Budget 

I  am  not  presenting,  at  this  time,  the  county 
budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1977-78,  since  I  am  still  not 
satisfied  with  the  current  proposals.  I  will  submit 
this  budget  to  you  in  the  very  near  future. 
Income  Budget 

The  income  departments  budget  has  increased 
by  $31,828  from  $11,304,553  in  1976-77,  to 
$11,336,381  in  1977-78.

The  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  of 
Boston  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  enter 
into  on  behalf  of  the  city  line-of-rredit  or  other 
similar  agreements  with  potential  lenders  and  may 
issue  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
authorized  pursuant  to  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  pursuant  to  such  agreements. 
Such  agreements  may  provide  among  other  things 
that  the  city  of  Boston  shall  or  may  sell  to  the 
lender  such  notes  up  to  a  set  amount  during  a 
specified  period  of  time  at  a  fixed  rate  of  interest 
or  discount  or  at  a  rate  of  interset  or  discount 
related  to  an  index  or  other  standard  determined 
by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  mayor  to  be  fair 
and  reasonable  and  that  the  lender  may  receive  a 
commitment  or  other  fee  in  return  for  its 
obligation  to  purchase  such  amount  of  notes.  The 
city  of  Boston  is  authorized  to  appropriate  money 
to  make  payments  with  respect  to  such  com- 
mitment or  other  fee.  The  term  of  any  such 
agreement  shall  not  exceed  one  year.  Any  such 
agreement  which  provides  that  such  notes  may  be 
issued  at  a  discount  shall  also  be  approved  by  any 
other  officer  whose  approval  of  such  discount  is 
required  by  section  18  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  2.  (a)  The  collector-treasurer  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
may  secure  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of 
revenue  authorized  pursuant  to  section  4  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  by  a  trust 
agreement  by  and  between  the  city  of  Boston  and 
a  corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust 
company  or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust 
company  within  the  commonwealth.  Such  trust 
agreement  may  contain  such  provisions  for 
piotecting  and  enforcing  the  rights  and  remedies  of 
the  noteholders  as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper 
and  not  in  violation  of  law  and  may  pledge  to  an 
amount  equal  in  the  aggregate  to  the  amount  pf 
principal  and  interest  coming  due  on  the  notes  to 
be  so  secured,  any  or  all  of  the  following:  (1)  the 
real  and  personal  property  taxes  to  be  received  on 
account  of  the  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year,  the 
revenues  of  which  are  being  anticipated  by  such 
notes;  (2)  the  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise 
receipts  to  be  received  during  such  fiscal  year;  and 


(3)  the  payments  to  be  received  during  such  fiscal 
year  from  the  commonwealth  in  lieu  of  taxes  on 
account  of  property  taken  for  institutions  or  for 
metropolitan  district  purposes.  Said  pledge  shall  be 
binding  from  the  time  it  is  made  and  shall  be 
effective  as  against  all  other  creditors  of  the  city  of 
Boston  whether  in  tort,  contract,  or  otherwise, 
whether  or  not  they  have  notice  thereof,  and 
without  the  necessity  of  segregation  of  pledged 
funds  or  any  further  act.  No  filing  with  respect  to 
such  pledge  shall  be  required  under  the  Uniform 
Commercial  Code.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank 
or  trust  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  commonwealth  to  act  as  depositary  of  funds 
under  such  trust  agreement  and  to  furnish  such 
indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securities  as 
may  be  required  by  the  city  of  Boston.

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  for  an 
opinion  regarding  approval  or  denial  of  an 
application  for  a  retirement  allowance  filed  with 
the  board  on  behalf  of  a  member  under  G.L.  c.  32, 
s.  6,  and  the  member  djes  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  filing. 

Assuming  all  other  conditions  for  allowance 
have  been  met  except  for  the  death  before  the 
fifteenth-day,  expiration  period,  G.L.  c.  32,  s. 
provides  that  "any  member  in  service  .  . .  shall  be 
retired  for  ordinary  disability  as  of  a  date  which 
shall  be  specified  in  such  application  and  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  days  or  more  than 
four  months  after  the  filing  of  such  ap- 
plication . .  ." 

The  term  "member  in  service"  has  been  given 
special  attention  by  the  General  Court  in  G.L.  c. 
32,  s.  3  (1)  (a)  (i)  and  which  reads  as  follows: 
MEMBER  IN  SERVICE 

"Any  member  who  is  regularly  employed  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties,  except  a  member 
retired  for  disability  who  upon  partial  recovery 
is  restored  to  active  service  as  provided  for  in 
paragraph  (2)  (a)  of  section  8.  Any  member  in 
service  shall  continue  as  such  during  any  period 
of  authorized  leave  of  absence  with  pay  or 
during  any  period  of  authorized  leave  of 
absence  without  pay  if  such  leave  is  due  to  his 
mental  or  physical  incapacity  for  duty  or  if 
such  authorized  leave  of  absence  without  pay  is 
for  not  more  than  one  year  or  is  to  permit  such 
member  to  perform  his  duties  as  a  member  of  a 
Retirement  Board.  In  any  event,  the  status  of  a 
member  in  service  shall  continue  as  such  until 
his  death  or  until  his  prior  separation  from  the 
service  becomes  effective  by  reason  of  his 
retirement,  resignation,  failure  of  reelection  or 
reappointment,  removal  or  discharge  from  his 
office  or  position,  or  by  reason  of  an 
authorized  leave  of  absence  without  pay  other 
than  as  provided  for  in  this  clause.  Any  member 
in  service  shall  have  full  voting  powers  in  the 
system  as  provided  for  in  section  20. 


It  is  my  understanding  that  the  specific  case 
involved  here  is  the  Hansen  application  which  was 
filed  on  December  1,  1976.  Although  no 
retirement  date  was  specified  on  the  application, 
the  earliest  possible  time  that  a  retirement  date 
could  be  established  would  have  been  on  December 
16,  1976.  However,  since  the  applicant  died  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  fifteen-day  period,  after 
his  death  he  was  no  longer  a  member  in  service  and 
no  retirement  date  could  be  established  at  a  time 
after  the  death. 

Therefore,  because  of  the  above-mentioned 
circumstances,  and  since  statutory  limitations  and 
restrictive  provisions  must  be  strictly  construed,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  application  for  a 
retirement  allowance  under  G.L.  c.  32,  s.  6,  should 
now  be  denied.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  SENATOR  GAYLORD 
NELSON  RE  VETERANS'  PENSIONS

Dear  Sirs: 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  concerning  the  effect 
of  social  security  on  veterans'  pensions.  I  am  glad 
to  have  the  benefit  of  your  views. 

Legislation  has  been  introduced  in  both  the 
House  and  Senate  that  would  remedy  this 
situation.  H.R.  904  would  prevent  any  increase  in 
monthly  social  security  benefits  from  affecting  the 
amount  of  pension  of  a  veteran.  S.  107  would 
delete  social  security  as  a  factor  in  determining 
income  level  of  veterans  and  therefore  be  exempt 
from  the  pension  determination  process.  Each  of 
these  bills  is  being  reviewed  by  its  respective 
Veterans'  Affairs  Committee. 

The  Veterans'  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Senate 
expects  to  make  "a  complete  reform  of  the  pension 
system  upon  receipt  of  a  study  which  was 
authorized  by  Congress  during  the  past  session. 
This  study  is  being  conducted  by  the  Veterans' 
Administration  and  is  due  to  be  completed  by 
October  1,  1977.  The  Committee  told  me  that  it 
expects  the  social  security  issue  to  be  one  of  the 
many  reforms. 

Thanks  again  for  writing.  Please  be  assured  that 
I  am  concerned  with  providing  adequate  benefits 
to  veterans.  I  feel  that  they  have  made  an 
immeasurable  contribution  to  the  freedom  of  this 
nation.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
RE:  CITY  OF  BOSTON  PRINTING  DEPARTMENT 

The  Boston  City  Council  Committee  of  the 
Executive  held  three  public  hearings  on  the 
feasibility  of  the  closing  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Printing  Department. 

Testimony  was  given  by  various  city  officials  in 
the  Administrative  Services  Division,  the  Purchas- 
ing Agent,  Acting  Budget  Director  as  well  as 
William  Hearne  from  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  and 
officials  of  the  Typographical  Printers  Union  and 
the  Binders  Union,  including  some  of  the  officers 
who  were  also  City  of  Boston  Printing  Department 
employees. 

The  thrust  of  your  Committee's  hearings  were 
in  two  directions:  whether  or  not  we  were  getting 
maximum  productivity  from  the  Printing  Depart- 
ment, as  well  as  the  cost  of  printing  done  by  the 
Printing  Department  versus  the  comparable  cost 
and  productivity  in  the  private  printing  shops.  The 
Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report  leaned  in  favor  of  the 
closing  of  the  Printing  Department  and  farming  all 
the  work  out  to  private  print  shops.  The  Printing 
Department  had  a  staff  of  about  seventy-six  people 
at  the  beginning  of  fiscal  year  1977.  However,  the 
number  was  reduced  by  the  city  to  approximately 
sixty  personnel.  The  printing  included  all  facets  of 
work  done  in  the  printing  of  city  documents. 

Commenting  first  on  the  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc. 
report,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  this 
report  leaned  toward  the  administrative  view  that 
the  Printing  Department  should  be  closed.  Some  of 
you  know  that  the  Printing  Department  has  been 
the  subject  of  criticism  in  previous  administrations 
and  a  target  of  closing.  Some  of  the  reasons  for 
closing  the  Printing  Department  that  were  arrived 
at  in  the  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report  were  delays 
in  delivery  performance,  but  the  report  did  not 
take  into  consideration  in  comparing  with  the 
private  shops  that  in  the  private  shops  that  the 
delivery  of  the  copy  did  not  include  the  date  of 
commencement  of  the  work  or  the  final  delivery  of 
the  copy  which  was  to  be  run  off  the  Printing 
Department  presses. 

This  was  a  major  factor  in  contributing  to  a 
greater  time  of  performance  of  work  by  the 
Printing  Department  versus  the  average  that  the 
Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report  claimed  was  the 
working  performance  of  the  private  printing  shops. 
In  one  instance  there  was  a  delay  due  to  changes  in 
copy    as    much    as    sixty    days    by    the    Printing 


Department  which  was  not  taken  into  account  in 
comparison  to  the  private  printing  shops.  Similarly, 
the  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report  did  not  include 
the  fact  that  after  the  work  was  completed  by  the 
printing  presses  that  there  was  another  delay  in 
delivery  to  the  other  departments.  The  Arthur  D. 
Little,  Inc.  report  stated  that  in  the  printing  shops 
the  average  time  for  delivery  was  five  to  thirty 
days,  but  seven  to  148  days  in  the  Printing 
Department.  As  a  result,  the  time  of  performance 
did  not  look  favorably  toward  the  productivity  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Department.  This 
tended  to  make  the  report  look  like  it  took  a 
maximum  of  thirty  days  in  the  private  printing 
shops  as  compared  to  a  maximum  of  148  days  in 
the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Department,  which  is 
not  exactly  true.  The  Printing  Department  delays 
were  attributable  to  lack  of  help,  as  well  as  in  some 
instances,  the  running  time  of  the  presses  and  help 
to  deliver  the  completed  print  orders. 

In  the  case  of  the  multilith  machine  at  the 
Printing  Department  the  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc. 
report  did  not  state  that  this  machine  was  in  very 
bad  condition.  As  a  consequence  the  average  run 
on  the  press  was  40  percent  of  what  the  private 
printing  shops  were  able  to  perform.  Even  in  the 
case  of  the  private  printing  shops,  they  were  not 
able  to  perform  100  percent  either  because  of 
breakdowns,  etc.,  so  that  their  work  run  was  about 
60  to  70  percent  of  maximum  performance  as  well. 
Some  of  the  delays  in  the  City  of  Boston  Printing 
Department,  according  to  testimony,  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  jobs  were  delayed 
because  of  lack  of  adequate  stock  and  printing 
supplies  in  the  Printing  Department.  The  persons  in 
charge  stated  because  of  economics  the  city  was 
not  able  to  stock  up  with  adequate  printing 
material  with  which  they  were  able  to  print  the 
work  orders,  as  soon  as  the  copy  was  available. 
This  was  not  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report. 

Furthermore,  the  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report 
stated  that  the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Department 
was  primarily  capable  of  doing  only  8V2  x  11,  one 
color,  single  line,  work  orders.  This  was  not  true. 
The  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report  when  shown 
exhibits  of  other  work,  Mr.  Hearne  stated  that  he 
did  not  take  into  consideration  the  other  work, 
such  as  posters  that  were  done  by  the  Printing 
Department  for  Boston  200  and  other  agencies  of 
the  city  in  advertising  programs  and  binding 
booklets  printed  for  the  Boston  200  Bicentennial 
celebration.  Many  other  exhibits  were  shown  to 
Mr.  Hearne  at  the  hearing  that  he  did  not  consider. 
In  fact,  out  of  2,500  work  orders  a  year,  he  took 
sixty-six  work  orders  that  were  done  by  the  City  of 
Boston  Printing  Department  that  were  not 
representative  of  the  entire  type  of  work.  So  that 
upon  conclusion  the  City  of  Boston  Printing 
Department  was  only  able  to  do  certain  types  of 
work  in  five  categories  whereas  they  did  other 
work  including  multilith,  colored,  letters,  posters, 
and  other  types  of  work.  In  fact,  when  Mr.  Hearne 
was  asked  as  to  the  quality  of  the  work  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  Mr.  Hearne  when  questioned  on  the 
quality  of  the  budget  books  for  the  City  of  Boston 
in  comparison  to  Print  Mail,  Inc.  he  stated  that  the 
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work  of  printing  and  binding  by  the  Printing 
Department  was  far  superior  to  that  of  the  private 
print  shops.  In  fact,  there  was  no  comparison 
of  Boston  Printing  Department  took  long  periods 
of  time  in  contrast  to  the  Print  Mail,  Inc.,  but 
much  of  the  work  done  by  the  Print  Mail  was  set 
up  in  the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Department, 
which  included  layouts,  etc. 
layouts,  etc. 

The  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the  report,  which 
was  very  sketchy,  was  that  work  in  private  printing 
shops  could  be  done  in  from  25  to  60  percent  less 
time  than  comparable  work  at  the  Printing 
Department  which  was  erroneous  because  your 
Chairman  then  asked  Mr.  Hearne  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  hearings  whether  or  not,  based  on  his  survey 
and  figures,  if  he  would  recommend  that  the  city 
in  the  1978  budget  appropriate  only  $900,000  for 
printing.  He  said  he  couldn't  and  wouldn't  make 
such  a  recommendation  which  proved  to  your 
Chairman  that  his  conclusions  did  not  substantiate 
the  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  report.  What  your 
Committee  was  looking  for  was  that  the  work 
could  be  done  at  a  lower  cost  in  all  categories 
outside  the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Department. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  makes  the  follow- 
ing recommendations. 

1.  That  the  City  of  Boston  Printing  Depart- 
ment be  allowed  to  continue  to  operate  upon  the 
following  conditions  based  on  a  report  by  Mark 
Sullo  that  there  be  a  10  to  15  percent  reduction  in 
the  work  force  through  attrition  over  a  period  of 
two  years. 

2.  That  there  be  a  consolidation  of  the 
facilities  in  the  building  on  North  Street  so  that 
space  could  then  become  available  for  other  uses  of 
the  building.  On  that  point,  the  city  spends  a 
tremendous  amount  of  money  to  house  city 
agencies  outside,  costing  them  thousands  of  dollars 
a  year.  This  consolidation  could  make  available 
two  floors  of  the  Printing  Department  to  house 
some  of  these  other  agencies. 

3.  Finally,  that  the  present  supervisor,  who  is 
quite  advanced  in  years,  be  asked  to  retire  since 
many  of  the  problems  at  the  City  of  Boston 
Printing  Department  are  created  by  a  lack  of 
affirmative  leadership.  For  example,  the  other  day, 
the  Chairman  of  your  Committee  personally 
witnessed  upon  his  visit  to  the  Printing  Department 
the  fact  that  the  supervisor  took  one  of  the 
printers  who  was  working  on  the  printing  presses 
off  the  job  and  assigned  him  to  the  stockroom  to 
check  out  stationery  supplies.  This  is  a  poor  use  of 
experienced  printers  which  causes  delay  in  printing 
jobs.  The  stationery  and  supplies  could  be  handled 
by  a  lower-priced  clerk  who  could  do  that  work, 
rather  than  a  printer  who  is  paid  a  much  higher 
salary  but  is  forced  by  the  supervisor  to  do  menial 
tasks.  Further,  that  an  experienced  supervisor  be 
placed  there  and  some  stringent  rules  on  check-in 
and  check-out  procedures  be  instituted  to 
guarantee  the  city  that  the  work  is  being  done. 

4.  Finally,  this  is  the  greatest  factor  that  could 
justify  the  continuance  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Printing  Department:  that  as  much  of  the  city 
printing  that  is  necessary  for  all  city  departments, 
including  the  Court  House,  be  done  at  the  City  of 


Boston  Printing  Department.  There  are  instances  of 
no-bid  contracts  to  private  printing  shops  of  work 
that  could  have  been  performed  by  the  Printing 
Department  by  purchasing  of  a  copygraph  machine 
for  $12,000  to  $25,000.  This  could  upgrade  the 
productivity  in  that  area  greatly.  Also,  the 
replacement  of  some  of  the  obsolete  machinery 
could  also  sharply  increase  productivity. 

All  in  all,  your  Committee  feels  very  strongly 
that  the  City  has  not  justified  the  closing  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Printing  Department  based  on  the 
foregoing  facts,  since  the  work  would  have  to  be 
done  anyway  and  no  savings  could  be  effected  by 
shutdown.  The  work  would  have  to  go  to  private 
printing  shops  and  because  of  many  changes  to  be 
made  many  private  printing  shops  could  not 
present  the  work  as  estimated  by  the  Arthur  D. 
Little,  Inc.  report. 

Furthermore,  the  City  of  Boston's  payments  of 
its  bills  to  its  suppliers  is  less  than  spectacular.  If 
the  private  printing  shops  could  not  be  paid  within 
a  reasonable  time,  they  would  not  even  consider 
work  by  the  city  because  of  the  fact  that  the  bills 
take  as  much  as  one  to  two  years  for  payment. 

Therefore,  we  feel  that  your  Committee  has 
taken  into  account  all  the  problems  and  has  come 
up  with  recommendations  for  improvements  as 
well  as  continuing  to  provide  useful  jobs  that  are 
beneficial  to  the  city  in  that  this  function  could 
not  be  eliminated.  Records  have  to  be  printed, 
forms  have  to  be  printed,  and  many  reports  by  law 
are  required  to  be  printed.  The  city  has 
circumvented  these  laws,  especially  the  one  where 
all  work  has  to  be  done  in  union  shops  by  having  in 
contrast,  work  done  by  nonunion  shops. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  City  of 
Boston  Administrative  Services  Department  send 
all  printing  from  every  city  department  to  the  City 
of  Boston  Printing  Department. 

The  report  was  accepted.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  COMMISSION 
ON  NEIGHBORHOOD  HOUSING  PRACTICES 

Coun.  CONNOLLY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-seven. 
An    Ordinance    Establishing    the   Commission    on 

Neighborhood  Housing  Practices, 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  pre- 
viously declared  the  existence  of  a  serious 
emergency  with  respect  to  housing  in  residential 
neighborhoods  of  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  practice  commonly  referred  to  as 
"redlining"  by  banking  and  other  financial 
institutions  has  contributed  to  a  substantial  and 
critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  affordable 
housing  accommodations ;  and 

Whereas,  The  practice  commonly  referred  to  as 
"block  busting"  in  many  residential  neighborhoods 
has  also  contributed  to  the  housing  problem  in  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  The  investigation  and  elimination  of 
such  practices  would  result  in  an  improvement  of 
our  city's  housing  stock,  a  revitalization  of  our 
residential  neighborhoods,  saving  of  public  tax 
monies,  and  the  protection  of  the.  general  public; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Declared,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that  the 
establishment  of  a  Commission  on  Neighborhood 
Housing  Practices,  as  follows,  is  a  valid  and 
necessary  public  purpose  agreeable  to  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth;  and  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
known  as  the  Commission  on  Neighborhood 
Housing  Practices,  consisting  of  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Boston  Consumers  Council  or  his 
designee,  ex  officio,  and  six  members  who  shall 
be  residents  of  the  city,  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
with  the  confirmation  of  the  City  Council,  as 
follows:  -  one  member  from  two  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board;  one  member  from  two  candidates  nomi- 
nated by  the  Banking  Commissioner  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  one  member 
from  two  candidates  nominated  by  the  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Boston  Housing  Court;  and  three 
members  who  neither  own,  directly  or  indirectly, 
or  manage  real  property  to  a  greater  extent  than 
three  housing  units. 

Each  of  the  persons  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
and  confirmed  by  the  Council  shall  serve  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  following 
the  next  biennial  municipal  election  a1  which  a 
\l.i\  oi  is  elected, 

The  members  ol  the  Commission  (except  for 
those  serving  ex  officio)  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  ,»i 
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chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  All  members 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  Any  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  in  like  manner  as  the  member  vacating  the 
appointment  for  a  similar  term  as  the  original 
appointee. 

The  executive  secretary  of  the  Boston  Con- 
sumers Council,  or  his  designee,  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Commission. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  on  Neighborhood 
Housing  Practices  shall  conduct  studies,  investiga- 
tions, and  research  in  matters  affecting  residential 
housing  and  shall  pursue  a  course  of  action  to 
insure  to  the  fullest  possible  extent  that  all  laws 
enacted  for  the  regulation  of  banking  and  real 
estate  practices  as  they  pertain  to  residential 
housing  are  duly  enforced. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2, 
section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

expressed  views  which  were  not  in  accord  with 
the  majority  of  the  South  End  Project  Area

co-ordinate  its  efforts  with  such  organizations, 
thus  isolating  itself  from  alternative  viewpoints, 
and  has  established  priority  needs  for  the  South 
End  community  without  consultation  or  notice 
to  these  groups;  and,  further 

That  the  South  End  Project  Area  Com- 
mittee has  failed  to  inform  residents  of  the 
community  of  the  current  status  of  urban 
renewal  and  other  projects;  and,  further 

That  the  South  End  Project  Area  Com- 
mittee has  made  presentations  to  the  city  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  that  are 
in  fact  not  the  priorities  of  the  residents  of  the

BOYCOTT  OF  J.  P.  STEVENS  WORKERS 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  J.  P.  Stevens  Corporation  is  the 
second  largest  textile  corporation  in  America, 
running  some  eighty-five  plants  with  44,000 
employees  and  annual  profits  in  excess  of 
$35,000,000;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  part  of  its  union-busting 
techniques,  the  J.  P.  Stevens  Company  has  closed 
some  eighteen  mills  and  plants  in  New  England,  ten 
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of  which  were  in  the  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  This  action  has  left  thousands  without 
employment  and  has  devastated  the  economy  of 
several  municipalities; and 

Whereas,  The  J.  P.  Stevens  Company  has  been 
found  guilty  of  state  minimum  safety  standard 
violations,  contempt  of  court  for  unlawful 
personnel  practices,  tax  avoidance,  and  fifteen 
separate  violations  of  the  Federal  Labor  Relations 
Acts;  and 

Whereas,  The  Amalgamated  Clothing  and 
Textile  Worker's  Union  had  declared  the  J.  P. 
Stevens  Company,  "the  number  one  labor  law 
violator  in  the  country;"  and 

Whereas,  A  nation wode  consumer  boycott  of  J. 
P.  Stevens  products  is  under  way ;  and 

Whereas,  On  April  29,  1977,  J.  P.  Stevens 
workers  will  visit  Boston  to  draw  attention  to  the 
plight  of  employees  of  the  J.  P.  Stevens  Company;

SUPPORTING  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHALLENGE 
SUIT  FILED  IN  UNITED  STATES  DIS- 
TRICT COURT  RE  DISCRIMINATORY 
AUTOMOBILE  INSURANCE  RATES 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  A  Constitutional  challenge  has  been 
entered  in  United  States  District  Court  of 
Massachusetts  against  the  discriminatory  rate 
schedules  for  automobile  insurance  imposed  this 
year  on  certain  communities  of  the  state;  and 

Whereas,  The  class  action  suit  assigned  to  Judge 
W.  Arthur  Garrity,  Jr.,  clearly  delineates  how  the 
rate  classifications  usurp  the  civil  rights  of 
plaintiffs  simply  because  of  their  geographical 
residence,  because  of  their  gender,  because  they  are 
unmarried,  and  because  they  are  under  twenty-five 
years  of  age;  and 

Whereas,  In  dividing  the  insurance  rate 
schedules  into  twenty-four  territorial  classifications 
without  regard  to  a  person's  driving  safety  record, 
the  insurance  commissioner  and  insurance  industry 
determine  the  magnitude  of  charges  levied  on  every 
driver  for  basic  compulsory  coverage  but  for  excess 
limits  and  for  comprehensive  policies;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  shown  that  the  highest 
rates  imposed  under  the  new  rating  plan  victimize 
the  Suffolk  County  communities  of  Boston, 
Chelsea,  and  Revere  to  an  exorbitant  degree  this 
year;  and 

Whereas,  Oppressive  rates  have  been  assessed 
for  automobile  insurance,  resulting  in  one  Chelsea 
resident's  coverage  jumping  from  $769  last  year  to 
$1,118  for  identical  coverage  this  year;  and  forcing 
one  East  Boston  man  under  twenty-five  to  pay 
$2,809  if  he  wants  comprehensive  coverage  on  his 
vehicle;  and 

Whereas,  The  policy  of  assessing  males  under 
twenty-five  a  higher  rate  than  charged  females  in 
the    same    age    category    is    clearly    a    form    of 


discrimination  based  on  sex  and  is  at  variance  with 
equal  rights  principle;  and 

Whereas,  All  persons  in  high  insurance  rate 
territories  are  subjected  to  geographical  bias  which 
is  a  distinct  infringement  on  their  civil  rights  and 
their  freedom  of  interstate  travel  guaranteed  by  the 
federal  Constitution;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  supports 
the  class  action  suit  filed  in  United  States  District 
Court  on  behalf  of  plaintiffs  Joseph  Ciampa,  Peter 
C.  Crasco,  3d,  Francis  D.  Doris,  and  Vincent  Julio, 
alleging  denial  of  equal  protection  under  the  law 
for  them  and  other  motorists  living  in  Boston, 
Chelsea,  and  Revere,  and  this  Council  concurs  in 
charges  that  their  basic  Constitutional  rights  have 
been  abridged.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  REGULATING 
THE  PRINTING  AND  BINDING  OF 
PUBLICATIONS  AND  DEFINING  THE 
DUTIES  OF  THE  PURCHASING  AGENT 
FOR  THE  PREPARATION  AND  COST 
CONTROL  OF  SAID  PUBLICATIONS 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  March  28,  1977,  which  purports  to 
require  all  publications  authorized  by  the 
Purchasing  Agent  to  be  printed  in  the  City  Printing 
Plant  That  provisions  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  be  waived  "with 
respect  to  a  particular  printing  and/or  binding 
order  ..." 

My  reason  for  disapproving  the  ordinance  is 
that  it  represents  an  intrusion  by  the  City  Council 
into  the  contract-making  power  of  the  executive 
branch  and  into  the  administrative  business  of  the 
city  which  the  City  Charter  prohibits.  St.  1909,  c. 
486,  s.  8.  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G. 

Especially  in  these  times  of  austerity,  the 
executive  departments  of  the  city  must  retain  their 
authority  to  decide  the  most  economical  and 
efficient  method  of  doing  the  city's  work -whether 
by  contract  with  outside  suppliers  or  through  its 
own  agencies.  If  the  City  Council  may  indirectly 
require  larger  expenditures  for  particular  items 
than  the  budget  allows,  other  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter  become  unworkable.  For  example, 
the  Mayor's  exclusive  power  to  originate  ap- 
propriations which  is  contained  in  s.  3  of  c.  486  is 
rendered  meaningless  if  the  Council  may  force 
larger  expenditures.  And  the  prohibition  against 
officials'  intentionally  expending  sums  in  excess  of 
their  budget  is  intolerable  if  they  cannot 
themselves  control  costs.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Printing  and  Binding 
of  Publications  and  Defining  the  Duties  of 
the  Purchasing  Agent  for  the  Preparation 
and  Cost  Control  of  Said  Publications. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Title  5  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances    is   hereby   amended  by   striking   out 
section    8,    and    inserting   in    place    thereof   the 
following  sections: 

Section  8.  The  purchasing  agent  shall  have 
charge  of  the  printing  plant,  which  shall  supply 
the  printing  and  binding  of  all  publications 
authorized  by  said  purchasing  agent. 
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In  the  event  that  the  purchasing  agent  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
determines  it  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
public  to  do  so,  the  provisions  of  this  section 
may  be  waived  with  respect  to  a  particular 
printing  and/or  binding  order,  and  such  waiver 
shall  not  act  to  defeat  the  application  of  this 
section  to  every  other  printing  and/or  binding 
order. 

Section  8A.  All  departments,  officers,  com- 
missions, and  boards  before  entering  upon  the 
preparation  of  any  publication  issued  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  city  shall  submit  careful 
statements  of  the  scope,  and  estimate  of  the 
size,  of  such  publication  to  the  purchasing 
agent  who  shall  examine  them  and  define  the 
form  and  extent  of  such  publication,  deter- 
mining the  number  of  pages  to  which  it  may 
extend  and  whether  it  shall  include  maps,  plans, 
photogravures,  woodcuts,  or  other  illustrations, 
and  no  such  publication  shall  be  printed  unless 
it  bears  the  certified  approval  of  the  purchasing 
agent.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  decision  of 
the  purchasing  agent  hereunder  to  the  city 
council  and  mayor. 

Whenever  possible  the  purchasing  agent  shall 
standardize  all  printing  and  binding  and  all 
printed  matter  done  for  the  city  shall,  so  far  as 
it  can  legally  do  so,  bear  the  imprint  of  the 
union  label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades 
Council  of  Boston. 

Section  8B.  All  publications  printed  by  or 
an  behalf  of  the  city,  shall  bear  in  writing  on 
the  front  page,  the  estimated  cost  per  copy  of 
said    publication,   attested   by    the   purchasing 
agent,    and    all    departments,    officers,    com- 
missions, and  boards,  shall  file  with  the  city 
messenger,  within  one  week  of  publication,  a 
copy  of  each  of  their  publications.

I  enclose  herewith  an  ordinance  amending  the 
requirement  of  residency  for  constables  of  the  City 
of  Boston  when  those  constables  are  employed  as 
housing  inspectors  in  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department. 

As  constables,  housing  inspectors  are  au- 
thorized to  serve  civil  process  on  landlords  for 
housing  violations  discovered  by  the  inspectors 
during  their  inspections.  This  arrangement  is  not 
only  much  faster  than  using  independent  con- 
stables, but  it  saves  the  city  almost  $60,000  per 
year  in  costs  of  serving  process. 

Imposing  a  residency  requirement  on  constables 
in  the  Housing  Inspection  Department  would  not 
result  in  more  Boston  residents  in  the  department, 
it  would  result  only  in  removing  a  significant 
weapon  from  the  housing  inspectors  who  do  not 
happen  to  reside  in  the  city.  New  inspectors,  of 
course,  would  be  required  to  be  residents  of  the 
city  in  accordance  with  C.B.C.  Ordinances,  Title  5, 
section  101A. 

Constables  must  be  reappointed  on  May  first  of 
each  year,  and  I  therefore,  recommend  that  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  city,  you  suspend  your  standing 
rules  of  procedure  and  approve  the  enclosed 
ordinance  before  May  1,  1977.

Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds,  Year 
III,  for  the  lease  of  an  additional  two  vehicles  for 
senior  citizen  purposes,  over  and  above  the  current 
application  proposal  for  $16,500,  in  order  to 
negate  the  problems  unique  to  servicing  the  needs 
of  the  senior  citizens  of  the  West  Roxbury  section

Whereas,  Parking  of  motor  vehicles  on  park 
department  fields  has  been  a  constant  damage 
source  to  the  terrain  of  certain  recreational  fields

Whereas,  The  increase  in  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles  on  park  lands  has  also  deprived  youngsters 
and  teams  of  the  needed  space  for  their  games;  and

promulgated  on  August  1,  1969,  prohibit  the 
driving  of  motor  vehicles  on  park  land  without 
permission,  and  establish  a  fine  of  $20  for 
conviction  of  same;  but  do  not  specifically 
mention  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  on  such 
land ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  currently  in  the  process  of 
updating  the  language  and  content  of  its 
regulations;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  that  in 
the  interest  of  improved  public  service,  his  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  is  urged  to  instruct  the  members  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  consider  for  inclusion  in  the  next 
revision  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission  for  the  City  of  Boston 
the  following: 

(a)  Specific  language  prohibiting  the 
parking  as  well  as  the  driving  of  any  privately 
owned,  non-emergency  motor  vehicles  on 
playground  areas  unless  the  vehicle  displays  on 
its  windshield  a  permit  for  such  access  from  an 
authorized  representative  of  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department. 

(b)  Prohibition  against  the  removal  or 
destruction  of  "no  parking"  notices  that  may 
be  posted  by  the  Parks  and  Recteation 
Department  oirlands  under  its  jurisdiction  with 
a  provision  for  a  monetary  penalty  for 
conviction  of  said  removal; 

(c)  Provision  for  the  signing  of  an  at- 
testation form  by  person  or  persons  receiving  a 
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parking  permit  under  section  (a),  above.  Such 
form  would  constitute  agreement  .of  the  signer 
or  signers  that  none,  other  than  the  vehicle  so 
permitted,  will  be  parked  on  Park  Department 
land.  Disregard  of  this  pledge  of  responsibility 
shall  deprive  the  signer  or  signers  of  future 
rights  to  park  vehicles  on  Park  Department 
land; 

(d)  Authorization  for  the  Boston  Police 
Department  to  tag  vehicles  in  violation  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department.  Offenders  would  be 
assessed  the  same  level  of  monetary  fine  as  is 
levied  for  violation  of  restricted  area,  street 
parking  in  the  same  area.  Fines  under  a 
non-criminal  disposition  process  could  be 
remitted  by  mail  to  the  appropriate  district 
court.

REQUESTING  FINANCIAL  SETTLEMENT  OF 
EAST  BOSTON  NEIGHBORHOOD 
DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 

The  following  was  received: 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

April  26,  1977. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  for  your  review  and  approval  is  a 
resolution  relating  to  financial  settlement  of  the 
East  Boston  Neighborhood  Development  Program. 
The  project,  though  not  fully  complete,  is  nearing 
completion.  A  summary  of  its  status  is  attached. 
Current  federal  regulations  allow  for  final  financial 
settlement  of  certain  projects  prior  to  their  full 
completion.  It  is  in  the  city's  financial  interest  to 
terminate  the  continuing  federal  financing  in  such 
projects  in  order  to  eliminate  interest  costs. 

At  settlement  the  balance  of  the  federal  grant 
would  be  made  available  as  Community  Develop- 
ment funds  for  activities  in  the  East  Boston  project 
continuing  beyond  the  project  settlement  date. 
The  East  Boston  grant  balance  is  currently 
estimated  at  $187,000.  In  addition,  court  awards 
on  eminent  domain  takings  already  made  can  be 
estimated  to  absorb  the  balance  of  the  surplus. 

The  purpose  of  the  attached  resolution  is  to 
indicate  the  city's  intention  to  financially  settle  the 
East  Boston  project  and  to  allocate  future  land  sale 
proceeds  and  the  balance  of  the  project  grant  to 
the  Community  Development  Program  for  remain- 
ing activities  and  costs  in  the  project. 

The  BRA  has  informed  the  East  Boston 
community  of  the  above  matters  at  a  public 
hearing.  No  negative  comments  were  made  by  the 
meeting  participants.  HUD  regulations  require  a 
second  hearing  before  financial  settlement. 

I  therefore  urge  that,  after  conducting  your 
own  hearing  on  this  matter,  you  give  -speedy 
approval  of  the  proposed  resolution,  so  that  the 
financial  settlement  of  the  project  can  be 
completed.

Whereas,  Certain  project  costs  will  remain  after 
financial  settlement;  and 

Whereas,  The  project  has  been  deemed  eligible 
for  financial  settlement  under  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  city's  financial  interest  to 
reach  financial  settlement  at  this  time;  and 

Whereas,  A  surplus  of  federal  grant  will  remain 
after  financial  settlement: 

It  is  therefore  ordered: 

1.  That  the  BRA  request  financial  settlement 
of  the  East  Boston  project  from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

2.  That  the  Mayor,  acting  on  behalf  of  theCity 
of  Boston,  is  authorized  to  apply  for  an 
amendment  to  the  Community  Development 
Program.  This  amendment  will  treat  the  surplus 
federal  grant  from  the  project  and  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  land  as  funds  available  to  the  program 
and  will  identify  the  project  costs  to  be  liquidated, 
and  the  activities  to  be  carried  out  with  this  surplus 
grant.  In  connection  with  this  amendment,  the 
Mayor  is  authorized  to  execute  contracts,  provide 
assurances  and  certifications,  and  provide  any

3.  That  approval  is  hereby  given,  in  accordance 
with  General  Laws,  chapter  44,  section  5 3 A,  for 
the  expenditure  by  the  Mayor  of  the  surplus 
federal  grant  in  accordance  with  the  amendment, 
provided  that  the  monies  expended  shall  be 
substantially  for  the  purposes  and  items  in  the 
application  form  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

Status  Report  Concerning  NDP  A-3  (East  Boston) 
The    following   comments  indicate   the   latest 
status  of  all  renewal  activities  in  the  above  project 
area: 

a.  Land  Acquisition  -  completed. 

b.  Improvements  -  All  federally  funded 
construction  work  being  undertaken  by  one 
contractor  shall  be  completed  prior  to  April  15, 
1977.  Funds  presently  encumbered  in  project 
budget  for  such  contractor  should  be  sufficient  to 
pay  for  this  remaining  project  work.  There  are  no 
local  improvements  being  provided  or  required  to 
be  made  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  local  project 
share. 

c.  Demolition  —  All  scheduled  demolition  has 
been  completed.  Concerning  this  matter,  however, 
we  note  that  project  plans  propose  conveyance  of  a 
remaining  property  for  rehabilitation  to  a  local 
community  group,  as  listed  below.  If,  however, 
such  conveyance  cannot  occur  for  various  eco- 
nomic reasons,  such  property  might  be  demolished. 
Cost  of  such  contingency  is  estimated  at  $12,000. 

d.  Facilities  -  No  facilities  to  be  provided  by 
local  funds  are  a  part  of  this  project. 

e.  Professional  Services  Contract  -  The  only 
professional  services  contract  outstanding  is  the 
engineering  contract  for  the  above  construction 
work.  This  engineering  consultant  alleges  he  is 
owed  an  additional  $30,000  beyond  the  amount 
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presently  encumbered  in  the  project  budget  for 
completion  of  such  contract.  The  validation  of  this 
additional  sum  has  not  yet  been  undertaken  by  the 
Authority,  pending  completion  of  the  related 
construction  contract. 

Additional  professional  service  contracts  will  be 
executed  by  the  Authority  for  certain  of  the 
remaining  uncompleted  activities  noted  below. 
Rehabilitation  -  One  property  (Woodbury 
Building)  is  proposed  to  be  rehabilitated. 
Rehabilitation  will  be  accomplished  through 
the  sale  of  the  property  subject  to  rehabilita- 
tion. The  designated  developer,  the  East  Boston 
Community  Development  Corporation,  is  cur- 
rently seeking  financing  for  this  venture. 

Relocation  -  Residential.  There  is  no 
residential  workload  in  the  project. 

Non-Residential.  One  nonresidential  case 
remains  as  a  tenant  in  the  Woodbury  Building. 
It  is  expected  such  tenant  will  vacate  the  site 
prior  to  September  1,  1977. 

Payment  of  Claims.  All  claims  have  been 
paid  to  the  relocated  workload.  The  remaining 
case  is  estimated  at  $125,000.  This  amount  also 
includes  costs  of  consultant  fees  relating  to 
such  relocation. 

Real  Estate  -  Settlements  The  Authority 
estimates  that  at  least  $140,760  will  be 
required  for  any  eventual  court  awards  in  three 
upcoming  land  taking  cases.  It  is  expected  these 
cases  may  come  to  trial  during  the  current 
court  session. 

On  a  related  matter,  the  Authority  estimates 
the  sum  of  $10,000  will  be  sufficient  for  fees  of 
trial  attorneys  and  appraisers  retained  by  the 
Authority  for  above  cases. 

Other  Costs  -  Various  other  staff  costs  and 
property  maintenance  expenses  totalling  about 
$4,000  will  be  incurred  by  the  Authority  prior 
to  completion  of  all  project  activities.  In 
addition,  the  Authority  may  have  to  update  the 
appraisals  of  the  two  remaining  parcels  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $1,000.00. 

Disposition  -  Two  parcels  remain  to  be 
disposed  of.  The  above  local  community  group 
has  been  designated  developer.  Disposition  of 
the  Woodbury  Building  parcel  is  expected  to 
occur  prior  to  May  30,  1977.  Conveyance  of 
the  other  parcel  may  occur  concurrently  or 
shortly  after  the  above  date.

The  project,  though  not  fully  complete,  is 
nearing  completion.  A  summary  of  its  status  is 
attached.  Current  federal  regulations  allow  for  final 
financial  settlement  of  certain  projects  prior  to 
their  full  completion.  It  is  in  the  city's  financial 
interest  to  terminate  the  continuing  federal 
financing  in  such  projects  in  order  to  eliminate 
interest  costs. 

At  settlement  the  balance  of  the  federal  grant 
would  be  made  available  as  Community  Develop- 
ment funds  for  activities  in  the  Washington  Park 
project  continuing  beyond  the  project  settlement 
date,  as  well  as  for  urban  renewal  note  retirement. 
The  Washington  Park  grant  balance  is  currently 
estimated  to  be  $270,000.  Remaining  activities  are 
estimated  at  $256,000.  The  balance  of  $14,000 
would  be  used  for  note  retirement. 

The  purpose  of  the  attached  resolution  is  to 
indicate  the  city's  intention  to  financially  settle  the 
Washington  Park  project  and  to  allocate  future 
land  sale  proceeds  and  the  balance  of  the  project 
grant  to  the  Community  Development  program  for 
remaining  activities  and  costs  in  the  project,  as  well 
as  for  note  retirement. 

The  BRA  has  informed  the  Washington  Park 
community  of  the  above  matters  at  a  public 
hearing.  Financial  settlement  was  accepted  by  the 
meeting  participants.  HUD  regulations  require  a

After  the  one  time  purchase 
of  the  National  Zip  Code  Directory,  further 
additions  may  be  obtained  from  the  local 
postmaster  free  of  charge  with  the  return  of  the 
old  directory.

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You  have  asked  for  my  opinion  if  service  with 
the  National  Guard  prior  to  July  1,  1939,  including 
active  duty  during  training  periods,  constitutes 
employment  under  the  definitions  outlined  for 
purposes  of  qualifying  for  veterans  retirement 
under  G.  L.  c.  32,  ss.  56-60,  with  particular 
reference  to  s.  60,  and  in  addition  s.  25(3). 

In  answering,  I  am  assuming  that  the  person 
involved  is  a  veteran  regularly  employed  by  the 
city  and  that  he  would  like  to  include  his  service 
with  the  National  Guard  prior  to  July  1,  1939, 
including  active  duty  during  training  periods,  for 
the  purpose  of  qualifying  for  veterans  retirement 
under  G.  L.  c.  32,  ss.  56-60  amd  s.  25(3). 

G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  60,  provides  that  no  veteran 
whose  employment  first  began  after  June  30, 
1939,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  s.  56-59, 
inclusive. 

G.  L.  c.  32  s.  25(3)  (a),  provides  that  any 
member  in  service  classified  as  a  veteran  referred  to 
in  sections  56-60,  inclusive,  who  entered  employ  of 
any  governmental  unit  prior  to  July  1,  1939,  shall 
have  full  and  complete  rights  either  under  the 
system  of  which  he  is  a  member  or  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  56  to  60,  inclusive. 

G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  1,  defines  service  as  "service  as  an 
employee  in  any  governmental  unit  for  which 
regular  compensation  is  paid."  Further,  G.  L.  c.  32, 
s.  1,  defines  employee  as  applied  to  persons  whose 
regular  compensation  is  paid  by  the  United  States 
from  funds  allocated  to  the  Massachusetts  National 
Guard,  as  "any  person  who  is  regularly  and 
permanently  employed  under  the  control  of  the 
military  department  of  the  commonwealth  and 
whose  duties  in  such  employment  require  sub- 
stantially all  normal  working  hours." 

Therefore,  it  is  my  opinion  that  service  with  the 
National  Guard  prior  to  July  1,  1939,  including 
active  duty  during  training  periods,  does  not 
constitute  employment  for  purposes  of  qualifying 
for  veterans  retirement  under  G.  L.  c.  32,  ss.  56-60 
and  s.  25(3),  because  of  the  statutory  restrictive 
interpretation  of  the  words  "service"  and  "em- 
ployee" as  above  set  forth.

You  have  asked  my  opinion  on  the  propriety  of 
making  payments  in  excess  of  $2,000  for  services 
rendered  to  the  County  of  Suffolk  where  there  has 
been  no  written  contract. 

When  any  city  or  county  officer  authorizes 
work  done  which  he  estimates  to  be  of  a  value  in 
excess  of  $2,000,  he  must  invite  bids  by  advertising 
in  the  City  Record,  and  enter  a  written  contract 
with  the  lowest  eligible  and  responsible  bidder. 
Those  requirements  may  be  waived,  in  writing,  by 
the  Mayor.  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  30,  as  amended:  St. 
1890,  c.  418,  s.  6,  as  amended. 

If  a  contracting  officer  estimates  the  cost  of 
work  to  be  below  $2,000  and  the  cost  actually 
exceeds  that  amount,  payment  would  not  be 
improper  if  the  officer  had  acted  reasonably  in 
making  the  original  estimate.  If  the  amount  of 
work  required  increases  in  the  course  of  a  project, 
and  the  officer  could  not  have  reasonably 
anticipated  the  increase,  then  payment  for  the 
work  actually  performed  would  be  proper,  even 
though  in  excess  of  $2,000. 

Section  30  of  chapter  486,  protects  against 
splitting  contracts  to  avoid  bidding  by  requiring 
bidding  for  all  work 

"the  estimated  cost  of  which  alone,  or  in 

conjunction    with    other    similar    work    or 

purchase  which  might  properly  be  included 

in  the  same  contract,  amounts  to  or  exceeds 

two  thousand  dollars." 

If  a  project  is  separable  for  good  reason,  not 

including  avoidance  of  contracting  requirements, 

then    the  contracting  officer's  judgment  controls 

the  question  of  the  validity  of  the  payment.  If 

there  is  a  substantial  hiatus  between  stages  of  a 

single  project,  or  if  the  work  done  at  separate  times 

is    significantly    different,    then    the    contracting 

officer    could    reasonably    decide    that    a    single 

contract  was  not  appropriate. 

In  general  then,  payments  may  be  made  for 
work  done  without  a  written  contract  in  certain 
circumstances  where  the  cost  exceeds  $2,000. 
Those  circumstances  are  unusual,  however,  and 
should  be  avoided.

G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  91  provides  in  relevant  part  that: 
"any  person  who  has  been  retired  and  who  is 
receiving  a  pension  from  the  commonwealth, 
county,  city,  town,  district  or  auth- 
ority .  .  .county  . .  .for  not  more  than  ninety  days 
or  seven  hundred  and  twenty  hours  in  the 
aggregate,  in  the  calendar  year;  provided  that  the 
earnings  therefrom,  when  added  to  any  pension  or 
retirement  allowance  he  is  receiving,  do  not  exceed 
the  salary  that  is  being  paid  for  the  position  from 
which  he  was  retired  ..." 

Reduced  to  its  simplest  terms,  your  question  is 
whether  the  word  "salary,"  as  used  in  the  above 
statute,  denotes  a  weekly  or  an  annual  amount  of 
compensation. 

Subsection  (c)  of  G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  91  provides  in 
pertinent  part  that  each  reemployed  person  shall 
"certify. .  .  the  number  of  days  which  he  has  been 
employed  in  any  .  .  .calendar  year  and  the  amount 
of  earnings  therefrom,  and  if  the  number  of  days 
exceed  ninety  in  the  aggregate,  he  shall  not  be 
employed  or  if  the  earnings  therefrom  exceed  the 
amount  allowable.  . .  he  shall  return. .  .  all  such 
earnings  as  are  in  excess  of.  .  .  (the)  allowable 
amount"  Overpayment  is  possible  only  if  the 
employee  is  receiving  the  full  weekly  salary  of  the 
position  in  which  he  is  reemployed.

Dear  Councillor  Tierney: 

You  have  requested  that  I  delineate  for  you  the 
ways  by  which  the  city  might  legally  convey  Parcel 
E-8,  so-called,  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

The  general  statutory  provision  for  the  sale  of 
real  property  is  set  forth  in  CBC,  St.  3,  s.  2.  That 
statute  "requires  that  two-thirds  of  the  Council 
approve  the  sale  on  two  separate  occasions.  In 
addition  to  the  general  provision  the  chairman  of 
the  Real  Property  Board,  in  accordance  with  CBC, 
St.  11,  s.  254,  may  sell  at  public  auction  certain 
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city-owned  property,  including  that  not  held  for  a 
specific  municipal  purpose.  The  chairman  may  also 
sell  to  the  BRA,  without  public  auction  and 
without  consideration,  property  acquired  through 
tax  title  foreclosure  or  acquired  pursuant  to  G.  L. 
c.  60,  s.  80. 

While  these  procedures  relate  to  the  city's 
voluntary  selling  of  property,  the  Boston  Redevel- 
opment Authority  has  the  power  under  G.  L.  c. 
121B,  s.  11(d)  to  take  the  property  by  eminent 
domain  and,  I  am  informed,  has  done  so  many 
times  in  similar  circumstances. 

Although  in  the  past  cooperation  agreements 
between  the  Mayor  and  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  with  respect  to  other  parcels  have 
included  specific  language  allowing  the  Mayor  to 
consent  to  proposed  takings,  the  absence  of  such 
language  does  not  limit  the  Authority's  statutory 
power. 

With  respect  to  your  question  concerning  the 
designation  of  a  developer  prior  to  the  Authority's 
acquiring  the  property,  I  am  informed  that  this  is 
common  practice  stemming  from  the  Authority's 
desire  not  to  obtain  property  prior  to  its  being 
needed.  Additionally,  such  an  arrangement  is 
merely  one  between  the  developer  and  the 
Authority  and  in  no  way  binds  the  city. 

I  hope  the  foregoing  is  of  assistance.

Whereas,  The  City  of  New  York  Parking 
Violation  Bureau  is  industriously  pursuing  its 
out-of-state  parking  violations  to  the  point  that 
such  notices  are  being  received  by  Boston  residents 
with  a  warning  that  judgment  will  be  entered  in 
New  York  courts;  civil  suits  may  be  filed  in  then- 
own  states  against  offenders;  and  that  records  will 
be  made  available  to  credit  information  bureaus 
about  persons  who  fail  to  settle  accounts;  and

(1)  Provide  for  the  issuance,  processing,  and 
record-keeping  of  parking  tickets  by  the 
Commission. 

(2)  Provide  for  administrative  adjudication 
of  parking  violations  by  a  hearing  board  to  be 
established  within  the  Commission. 

(3)  Provide  for  the  doubling  of  parking 
fines  which  remain  unpaid  twenty-one  days 
after  the  issuance  of  parking  tickets. 

(4)  Provide  that  a  parking  violation  in  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  be  deemed  a  civil  offense 
punishable  bj  civil  penalties.

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Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the  Acts 
of  1929,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  253 
of  the  Acts  of  1973,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  second  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  commission  shall  also  have  exclusive 
authority,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided, 
to  adopt,  amend,  alter,  and  repeal  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  general  law  as 
modified  by  this  act,  relative  to  vehicular  street 
traffic  in  the  city,  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping,  standing,  or  parking  of  vehicles  on, 
and  their  exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets, 
ways,  highways,  roads,  and  parkways,  under  the 
control  of  the  city,  including  rules  and 
regulations  designating  any  way  or  part  thereof 
under  said  control  as  a  through  way  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter 
89  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  Said  section  2  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  .out  the  fourth  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 
The  commission  may  adopt,  amend,  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations  not  repugant  to 
law,  prescribing  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or  regulation 
adopted  under  this  section  or  promulgated 
under  section  2B;  provided  that  no  penalty 
shall  be  imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran 
whose  vehicle  bears  the  distinctive  number 
plates  authorized  by  section  2  of  chapter  90  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  upon  any  handicapped 
person  whose  vehicle  displays  in  the  rear 
window  the  distinctive  sticker  authorized  by 
said  section  2,  for  parking  such  vehicle  on  any 
way  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  permitted 
by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under  this 
section  or  promulgated  under  section  2B.  A 
penalty  imposed  under  this  section  shall  be 
doubled  if  it  remains  unpaid  for  twenty-one 
days  after  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  violation  of 
a  parking  regulation  as  provided  under  section 
4A. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  263  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  sections: 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  within  the  traffic 
and  parking  commission  an  adjudicatory 
authority  to  be  known  as  the  parking  violations 
bureau.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provi- 
sions of  any  general  or  special  law,  the  parking 
violations  bureau  shall  have  authority  to 
process  and  record  tickets  issued  for  a  violation 
of  a  parking  rule  or  regulation  promulgated 
under  section  2,  to  hear  and  determine,  by  an 
administrative  tribunal,  a  complaint  of  a 
violation  of  a  parking  rule  or  regulation,  and  to 
monitor  enforcement  of  the  determinations  of 


such  administrative  tribunal  by  the  methods 
described  herein.  The  parking  violations  bureau 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  director, 
who  shall  report  to  the  commissioner  of  traffic 
and  parking. 

Section  4A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
police  officer,  and  of  every  employee  of  the 
traffic  and  parking  commission  assigned  such 
responsibility,  who  takes  cognizance  of  a 
violation  of  any  rule,  regulation,  order, 
ordinance  or  bylaw  regulating  the  parking  of 
motor  vehicles  esyablished  for  the  city  of 
Boston,  forthwith  to  give  the  offender  a  notice, 
which  shall  be  in  tag  form  as  provided  in  this 
section,  to  appear  before  a  hearing  officer  of 
the  administrative  tribunal  established  here- 
under, at  any  time  during  office  hours,  not  later 
than  twenty-one  days  after  the  date  of  such 
violation.  All  tags  shall  be  prepared  in  triplicate 
and  shall  be  prenumbered. 

Said  tag  shall  be  affixed  securely  to  the 
motor  vehicle  and  shall  contain,  but  shall  not 
be  limited  to  the  following  information:  The 
registration  number  of  the  motor  vehicle 
involved,  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  violation, 
the  specific  offense  charged  and,  if  a  meter 
violation,  the  number  of  said  meter,  the  name 
and  badge  number  of  the  officer  or  employee 
issuing  the  ticket  and  his  division,  a  schedule  of 
established  fines,  instructions  for  the  return  of 
the  tag,  and  a  notice  which  reads  as  follows: 
This  notice  may  be  returned  by  mail,  personally 
or  by  an  authorized  person.  An  administrative 
hearing  may  be  had  by  personal  appearance 
before  the  parking  violations  bureau  of  the  city 
of  Boston  at  any  time  during  office  hours. 
Failure  to  obey  this  notice  within  twenty-one 
days  will  result  in  the  imposition  of  an 
additional  fine  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  fine 
stated  herein  and  may  result  in  the  imposition 
of  other  civil  penalties. 

At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of 
duty,  the  officer  or  employee  shall  give  to  his 
commanding  officer  those  copies  of  each  notice 
of  such  violation  taken  cognizance  of  during 
such  tour.  Said  commanding  officer  shall  retain 
and  safely  preserve  one  of  such  copies  and  shall 
at  a  time  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
next  business  day  after  receipt  of  such  notice 
deliver  another  of  such  copies  to  the  director  of 
the  parking  violations  bureau. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the 
parking  violations  bureau,  as  provided  herein, 
may  appear  and  confe*  the  offense  charged, 
either  personally  or  through  an  agent  duly 
authorized  in  writing  or  by  mailing  to  the 
parking  violations  bureau  the  notice  ac- 
companied by  the  fine  provided  therein,  such 
payment  to  be  made  only  by  postal  note, 
money  order,  or  check  made  out  to  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
Payment  of  the  fine  established  shall  operate  as 
a  final  disposition  of  the  case.  Notice  affixed  to 
a  motor  vehicle  as  provided  in  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice,  and  a  certificate 
of  the  of  the  officer  or  employee  affixing  such 
notice    that    it    has    been   affixed    thereto,   in 
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accordance  with  this  section,  shall  be  deemed 
prima  facie  evidence  thereof  and  shall  be 
admissible  in  any  administrative  hearing  and  in 
any  court  in  the  commonwealth  as  to  the  facts 
contained  therein. 

Section  4B.  The  director  shall  establish 
within  the  parking  violations  bureau  a  ticket- 
processing  section.  He  shall  each  day  deliver  all 
copies  of  parking  tickets  received  by  him  to  the 
ticket-processing  section  no  later  than  the  close 
of  business.  The  ticket-processing  section  shall 
maintain  a  file  of  each  such  copy  for 
twenty-one  days.  It  shall  receive  payments  of 
fines  delivered  by  mail  or  personally  and  shall 
maintain  records  of  the  payment  of  such  fines. 
It  shall,  each  day,  remit  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  all  monies  received  by  it  in  payment 
of  parking  fines.  It  shall  provide  documents 
from  its  records  in  suitable  form  for  use  in 
hearings  by  the  hearing  board  established  in 
section  4C  and  shall  respond  within  a 
reasonable  time  to  all  inquiries  from  offenders 
or  their  authorized  agents.  If  a  parking  violation 
notice  remains  unpaid  twenty-one  days  after  its 
issuance  and  the  person  charged  fails  to  appear 
either  to  confess  the  offense  and  pay  the  fine 
imposed  or  to  request  a  hearing  as  provided  in 
section  4C,  the  ticket-processing  section  shall 
deliver  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  the  hearing 
board  established  in  section  4C.  If  a  person 
charged  with  a  violation  of  a  parking  regulation 
appears  and  requests  a  hearing  before  the 
expiration  of  the  twenty-first  day  from  the  date 
of  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  parking  violation, 
the  ticket  enfoicement  section  shall  notify  the 
hearing  board,  established  under  section  4C,  of 
such  request,  and  shall  remit  such  records  as 
may  be  necessary  for  such  hearing  to  the 
hearing  board.  An  additional  penalty  shall  not 
be  imposed  until  such  hearing  is  held  and  a  final 
judgment  entered  against  a  person  requesting  a 
hearing.  The  ticket-processing  section  shall 
maintain  such  other  files  and  perform  such 
other  functions  as  may  be  required  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  4C.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary 
provisions  of  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws  relating  to  the  city  of  Boston, 
there  shall  be  within  the  parking  violations 
bureau  a  hearing  board  which  shall  have 
authority  to  adjudicate  charges  of  violations  of 
parking  rules  and  regulations.  The  director  of 
the  parking  violations  bureau  shall  appoint  a 
supervising  hearing  examiner,  who  shall  be  the 
chief  officer  of  such  hearing  board,  and  such 
senior  hearings  examiners  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  required.  The  duties  of  the  supervising 
hearing  examiner  and  the  senior  hearing 
examiners  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to 
(1)  presiding  at  hearings  for  the  adjudication  of 
charges  of  parking  violations;  (2)  the  super- 
vision of  the  work  of  the  hearing  board;  and  (3) 
membership  on  the  appeals  board  of  the 
hearing  board  as  provided  herein.  The  director 
of  the  parking  violations  bureau  shall  also 
appoint  such  hearing  examiners  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  required,  who  shall  preside  at 


hearings  for  the  adjudication  of  charges  of 
parking  violations.  Hearing  examiners  shall  be 
appointed  and  shall  serve  for  such  number  of 
sessions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  director 
of  the  parking  violations  bureau  and  shall 
receive  therefor  such  remuneration  as  may  be 
fixed.  Every  supervising  hearing  examiner, 
senior  hearing  examiner,  and  hearing  examiner 
shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  practice  of  law 
in  the  commonwealth  for  a  period  of  at  least 
five  years,  and  shall  be  appointed  from  a  list  of 
eligible  candidates  who  have  satisfied  the 
standards  established  by  a  duly  constituted 
committee  of  the  Boston  bar  association. 

Upon  receipt  from  the  ticket-processing 
section  of  a  notice  of  a  parking  violation  which 
has  remained  unpaid  for  twenty-one  days  after 
issuance,  the  hearing  board  shall  send  a  notice 
to  the  offender  identified  therein  requiring  him 
to  appear  within  fourteen  days.  Such  notice 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  director  of  the 
parking  violations  bureau  shall  determine  and 
shall  indicate  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  the 
alleged  violation,  the  name  of  the  ticketing 
officer,  the  amount  of  the  fine  and  penalty 
owed,  and  shall  include  a  warning  indicating 
that  failure  to  pay  or  to  appear  for  a  hearing,  as 
provided  herein,  will  constitute  a  default  and 
will  subject  the  offender  to  the  penalties 
provided  in  section  4D. 

Upon  the  request  of  any  person  charged 
with  a  violation  of  a  parking  rule  or  regulation, 
the  hearing  board  shall  provide  an  adjudication 
of  the  charge  by  a  hearing  examiner.  Such 
adjudication  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  11  and  12  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws.  A  hearing 
examiner  shall  have  the  power  (1)  to  accept 
pleas  to,  and  to  hear  and  determine,  charges  of 
parking  violations;  and  (2)  to  impose  such 
financial  penalties  for  parking  violations  as  may 
be  established  by  the  traffic  and  parking 
commission  under  section  two. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  a 
hearing  examiner  shall  be  entitled  to  review  of 
such  decision  upon  filing  of  a  written  request 
by  the  person  aggrieved  or  his  attorney  within 
ten  days  of  such  decision.  Review  shall  be 
before  a  three-member  appeals  board  composed 
of  the  supervising  hearing  examiner  or  a  senior 
hearing  examiner  and  two  hearing  examiners, 
not  including  the  hearing  examiner  who  first 
heard  the  case.  Such  review  shall  be  upon  the 
record  established  below.  Reversal  may  be  had 
where  the  decision  of  the  hearing  examiner  was 
against  the  manifest  weight  of  the  evidence  or 
upon  such  other  grounds  as  are  provided  by 
paragraph  7  of  section  14  of  chapter  30 A  of  the 
General  Laws.  A  decision  of  the  appeals  board 
shall  be  final,  subject  to  judicial  revieu  .is 
provided  by  section  14  of  chapter  30A  oJ  the 
General  Laws,  except  that  proceedings  for 
judicial  review  of  decisions  of  the  hearing  board 
shall  be  instituted  in  the  superior  court  of 
Suffolk  County  and  except,  further,  thai 
service  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Massachusetts  rule  of  civil  procedure  governing 

service  of  process, 
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All  proceedings  before  the  hearing  board 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  civil  proceedings.  The 
hearing  board  shall  have  the  power  to  enter 
judgments  and  enforce  them,  without  court 
proceedings,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
enforcement  of  money  judgments  in  civil 
actions  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
or  any  other  place  provided  for  the  entry  of 
civil  judgment  within  the  commonwealth.  The 
hearing  board  shall  have  the  duty  (1)  to 
compile  and  maintain  complete  and  accurate 
records  relating  to  all  charges  and  dispositions, 
and  to  prepare  complete  and  accurate  tran- 
scripts of  all  hearings  conducted  by  it,  and  to 
furnish  such  transcripts  to  the  person  charged 
at  the  expense  of  such  person  upon  timely 
request;  (2)  to  remit  to  the  collector-treasurer 
daily  fines  and  penalties  paid  over  to  it;  and  (3) 
to  answer  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  all 
relevant  and  reasonable  inquiries  made  by  a 
person  charged  with  a  violation  of  a  parking 
regulation  or  his  attorney  concerning  the  notice 
of  violation  served  on  that  person.  Failure  by 
the  hearing  board  to  respond  to  a  request  for 
infromation  within  sixty  days  of  such  inquiry, 
forwarded  to  the  hearing  board  by  certified  or 
registered  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  will 
result,  upon  the  request  of  the  person  charged, 
in  an  automatic  dismissal  of  all  charges  relating 
to  and  only  to  that  notice  of  violation  to  which 
the  inquiry  was  made. 

Section  4D.  There  shall  be  within  the 
parking  violations  bureau  an  enforcement 
monitoring  section  which  shall  be  responsible 
for  collecting  fines  owed  for  violation  of 
parking  regulations  which  have  been  deemed  to 
be  owed  either  by  a  judgment  of  the  hearing 
board  or  by  default  of  the  person  charged  with 
the  violation.  The  enforcement  monitoring 
section  shall  take  custody  of  all  notices  of 
violation  of  parking  violations  on  the  thirty- 
-fifth  day  after  issuance  upon  which  no 
appearances  have  been  entered  before  the 
ticket-processing  section  or  the  hearing  board 
and  all  notices  upon  which  final  judgment  has 
been  entered.  A  fine  due  upon  such  notice  shall 
constitute  a  debt  owed  to  the  city  of  Boston. 
The  enforcement  monitoring  section  shall  have 
the  power  to  use  such  collection  deveices  as  are 


provided  by  law  including  (1)  referral  to  the 
commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  for  removal 
and  storage  or  for  immobilization  by  a 
mechanical  device  of  a  vehicle  subject  to  such 
penalties  under  section  two;  (2)  referral  to  the 
registry  of  motor  vehicles  for  revocation  of  a 
license  to  operate  or  registration  as  provided  by 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws;  (3)  referral  to 
the  collector-treasurer  for  collection  as  a 
delinquent  account  owed  to  the  city  of  Boston; 
(4)  and  referral  to  the  police  commissioner  for 
enforcement.  The  enforcement  monitoring 
section  shall  enter  into  such  agreements  with 
agency  and  department  heads  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Section  4E.  All  persons  employed  within 
the  parking  violations  bureau  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws;  provided  that  any  person  who 
may  be  transferred  to  said  bureau  from  another 
position  in  the  city  or  county  shall  not  suffer 
any  reduction  in  rank,  compensation,  or 
impairment  of  civil  service,  retirement, 
vacation,  holidays,  or  sick  leave  rights. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  and 
Ordinances.

The  order  would  petition 
the  General  Court  to  approve  a  special  law  creating 
said  commission  and  establishing  its  power  and 
responsibilities. 

It  is  important  that  this  petition  be  submitted 
ft>  the  General  Court  at  the  earliest  possible  time  to 
enable  the  commission  to  be  created  and  financed 
before  June  30,  1977,  and  I  submit  this  order  so 
that  you  may  schedule  the  appropriate  hearings 
and  consider  the  proposed  commission. 

You  will  very  shortly  receive  an  informational 
package  which  I  believe  will  be  very  useful  to  you 
in  your  deliberations.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Declaration  of  Policy;  short  title,  (a) 
It  is  hereby  declared  that  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  increase  in  their 
commerce,  welfare,  and  prosperity,  and  the 
improvement  of  their  living  conditions  it  is 
essential  that  the  city  maintain  a  sound, 
economical,  and  efficient  water  supply  and 
distribution  system  and  sanitary  sewerage  system; 
that  it  is  essential  that  fees,  rates,  and  charges  for 
water  and  sewerage  service  within  the  city  be 
established  on  just  and  equitable  standards  and 
that  all  consumers,  public  and  private,  taxpayer 
and  taxexempt,  resident  and  commuter,  pay  their 
fair  share  of  the  costs  of  such  services  based  on 
their  actual  use;  that  it  is  essential  that  the  water 
and  sewerage  systems  of  the  city  be  operated  in  a 
modern,  efficient,  and  financially  self-sustaining 
manner  in  order  to  avoid  the  continued  deteriora- 
tion of  the  financial  situation  and  physical 
condition  of  such  systems;  that  it  is  essential  to 
encourage  conservation  of  increasingly  scarce  water 
sources,   to  provide  for   the  improvement  of  the 


quality  of  water  supplies,  and  to  protect  the 
natural  resources  available  to  the  people  of  the 
commonwealth;  and  this  it  is  the  purpose  of  this 
act  to  provide  a  means  to  the  city  for  the 
improvement  of  its  water  and  sewerage  systems 
and  to  insure  the  continued  availability  of  their 
services  at  fair  but  sufficient  rates  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  policies  of  this  act,  all  to  the  public 
benefit  and  good,  to  the  extent  and  manner 
provided  herein. 

(b)  This  act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the 
"Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Reorganization  Act  of 
1977." 

Section  2.  Definitions.  The  following  words  as 
used  in  this  act  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Bonds"  or  "bond,"  bonds,  notes,  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  commission 
iissued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

"City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Commission,"  The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  created  by  section  3  of  this  act  or,  if 
said  commission  shall  terminate  as  provided  in 
section  19,  the  board,  body,  or  commission 
succeeding  to  the  principal  functions  thereof  or  to 
whom  the  powers  given  by  this  act  to  the 
commission  shall  be  given  by  law. 

"Cost,"  as  applied  to  any  extension,  improve- 
ment, or  enlargement  of  the  water  works  system, 
or  the  sewerage  works  system,  or  to  any  other 
project  of  the  commission  financed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of 
construction,  acquisition,  alteration,  reconstruc- 
tion, and  remodeling;  including,  without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  all  labor,  materials, 
machinery  and  equipment;  all  lands,  structures, 
real  and  personal  property  rights,  rights-of-way, 
water  rights,  air  rights,  franchises,  easements,  and 
interests  acquired  or  used  by  the  commission  in 
connection  with  such  work;  the  cost  of  any 
demolitions  or  relocations  necessary  in  connection 
therewith;  financing  charges;  interest  prior  to, 
during,  and  for  a  period  after  completion  of  such 
work;  reserves  for  debt  service  and  other  capital 
and  current  expenses;  the  cost  of  removal  or 
relocation  of  any  public  utilities  facilities;  the  cost 
of  architectural,  engineering,  financial,  and  legal 
services;  plans,  specifications,  appraisals,  surveys, 
inspections,  estimates  of  costs  and  revenues;  and 
other  expenses  necessary  or  incident  to  de- 
termining the  feasibility  or  practicality  of  such 
work;  organizational,  administrative,  operating  and 
other  expenses  prior  to  the  commencement  of  and 
during  such  work;  costs  of  equipment  and  supplies 
and  advance  training  of  operating  personnel  and 
other  expense  of  completing  such  work  and  placing 
the  same  in  operation;  working  capital,  and  such 
other  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  or  incidcni.il  to 
the  construction  or  acquisition  of  such  work,  the 
financing  thereof,  and  placing  the  same  in 
operation. 

"Current  Expenses,"  the  commission's  current 
expenses  of  maintaining,  repairing,  and  operating 
the  water  works  system,  the  sewerage  works 
system,  and  anj  othei  properties  of  the  com- 
mission, including,  withoul  limiting  the  generality 

of     the     foregoing,     administrative,     general,     and 
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commercial  expenses,  wages,  salaries,  and  other 
employee  benefits,  engineering  expenses  relating  to 
operation  and  mainte  lance,  legal,  financial  and 
auditing  expenses,  insurance  and  surety  bond 
premiums,  payments  to  pension,  retirement, 
health,  and  hospitalization  funds,  including  pay- 
ments to  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  as 
provided  in  section  5 ;  fees  and  expenses  of  trustees 
and  paying  agents;  payments  to  the  metropolitan 
district  commission  on  account  of  assessments 
payable  by  the  commission  pursuant  to  section  6; 
payments  to  others  for  services  rendered  to  the 
commission;  taxes  which  may  be  lawfully  imposed 
upon  the  commission  or  its  income  or  operations 
or  the  property  under  its  control;  and  other 
current  expenses  required  to  be  paid  by  the 
commission  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  by 
agreement  with  the  holders  of  its  bonds. 

"Revenues,"  all  revenues,  rates,  fees,  charges, 
rents,  and  other  receipts  derived  from  the 
operation  of  the  water  works  system,  the  sewerage 
works  system,  and  all  other  properties  of  the 
commission;  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  investment  earnings 
and  the  proceeds  of  insurance,  condemnation,  sale 
or  other  disposition  of  properties. 

"Sewerage  Works  System,"  the  existing  sewer- 
age works  system  in  the  possession  of  and  under 
the  jurisdiction,  ownership,  control,  and  regulation 
of  the  city  and  the  department  of  public  works 
thereof,  including,  without  limiting  the  generality 
of  the  foregoing,  all  plants,  works,  instrument- 
alities or 'parts  thereof,  lands,  easements,  rights-in- 
land and  water  rights,  rights-of-way,  contract 
rights,  franchises,  and  privileges;  all  main,  trunk, 
intercepting,  connecting,  lateral,  outlet,  and  other 
sewers;  outfalls,  storm  water  sewers,  other  than 
catch  basins,  and  surface  drains,  pumping  and 
ventilating  stations,  disposal  and  treatment  plants 
or  works;  structures,  equipment,  vehicles,  ap- 
pliances, and  other  adjuncts  thereto;  and  any  other 
property,  real  or  personal,  incidental  to  and 
included  in  such  sewerage  works  system;  and  all 
facilities,  betterments,  extensions,  improvements 
and  enlargements  thereto  hereafter  constructed  or 
acquired. 

"Water  Works  System,"  the  existing  water 
supply  and  distribution  system  in  the  possession  of 
and  under  the  jurisdiction,  ownership,  control,  and 
regulation  of  the  city  and  the  department  of  public 
works  thereof,  including  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  all  plants,  works, 
instrumentalities  or  parts  thereof,  lands,  easements, 
right-in-hand,  water  and  flowage  rights,  ap- 
proaches, water  courses,  rights-of-way,  contract 
rights,  franchises  and  privileges;  all  connections, 
dams,  wells,  reservoirs,  water  mains,  and  pipe  lines, 
pumping  and  filtration  plants  and  equipment; 
buildings,  structures,  vehicles,  standpipes,  tanks, 
conduits,  meters,  fixtures,  purification,  filtration 
and  treatment  works,  and  other  adjuncts  thereto; 
and  any  other  property,  real  or  personal,  incidental 
to  and  included  in  such  water  supply  and 
distribution  system;  and  all  facilities,  betterments, 
extensions,  improvements,  and  enlargements  there- 
to; and  to  or  for  the  water  supply  therefor 
hereafter  constructed  or  acquired. 


Section  3.  Creation  of  Commission;  status; 
membership;  terms  of  office,  (a)  There  is  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  political 
subdivision  of  the  commonwealth  to  be  known  as 
the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission.  The 
commission  is  hereby  constituted  a  public 
instrumentality  and  the  exercise  by  the  com- 
mission of  the  powers  conferred  by  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  to  be  the  performance  of  an 
essential  public  function.  The  commission  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  department  of 
public  works  or  the  department  of  public  utilities 
of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  department  of 
public  works  of  the  city  or  of  any  other 
department,  commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency 
of  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  except  to  the 
extent  and  the  manner  provided  in  this  act. 

(b)  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  hold 
property,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  prosecute  and 
defend  all  actions  relating  to  its  property  and 
affairs.  The  commission  shall  be  liable  for  its  debts 
and  obligations,  but  the  property  of  the  com- 
mission, other  than  revenues  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  bonds,  shall  not  be  subject  to 
attachment  nor  levied  upon  by  execution  or 
otherwise.  Process  may  be  served  upon  the 
executive  director  of  the  commission  or,  in  the 
absence  of  the  executive  director,  upon  any 
member  of  the  commission. 

(c)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by  a 
board  of  three  members,  each  of  whom  shall  be, 
and  shall  remain  during  his  incumbency  as  a 
member,  a  resident  of  the  city  and  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor.  Such  members  shall 
include  one  member  with  extensive  experience  in 
the  field  of  administration  or  business  and  one 
member  with  extensive  experience  in  the  field  of 
finance  or  accounting.  The  members  of  the 
commission  first  appointed  shall  continue  in  office 
for  terms  expiring  on  December  31,  1983, 
December  31,  1984,  December  31,  1985,  the  term 
of  each  such  member  to  be  designated  by  the 
mayor  and  to  continue  until  his  successor  shall  be 
duly  appointed  and  qualified.  The  successor  of 
each  such  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
eight  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly 
appointed  by  the  mayor  and  qualified,  except  that 
any  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  serve 
only  for  the  unexpired  term.  Any  member  of  the 
commission  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 
Any  member  of  the  commission  may  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  the  mayor  fo*  cause  but  only  after 
reasonable  notice  and  a  public  hearing  unless  the 
same  are  in  writing  expressly  waived.  For  the 
purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
members  of  the  commission  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees. 

(d)  No  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the 
commission  shall  impair  the  right  of  a  quorum  to 
exercise  the  powers  of  the  commission.  A  majority 
of  the  full  membership  of  the  commission  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  and  the  affirmative  vote  of 
such  majority  shall  be  necessary  for  any  action 
taken  by  vote  of  the  commission.  Any  such  action 
shall  take  effect  immediately  unless  otherwise 
provided  and  need  not  be  published  or  posted.  The 
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members  of  the  commission  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
compensation  for  their  services  as  such,  but  they 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  necessarily 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

(e)  The  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the 
members  as  chairman  of  the  commission  who  shall 
serve  as  such  chairman  during  his  term  of  office  as 
a  member.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
office  of  any  such  chairman,  the  mayor  shall 
designate  one  of  the  members  as  chairman,  who 
shall  serve  as  such  chairman  during  the  remainder 
of  his  term  as  a  member.  The  commission  shall 
annually  elect  one  of  its  members  as  vice-chairman. 

(f)  The  provisions  of  sections  23A  to  23C, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  39  of. the  General  Laws  shall 
apply  to  all  meetings  of  the  commission  and 
section  10  of  chapter  66  relating  to  the  availability 
of  public  records  as  defined  in  clause  26  of  section 
7  of  chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to 
the  commission. 

Section  4.  Executive  Director;  Treasurer;  em- 
ployees; fiscal  year;  etc.  (a)  The  commission  shall 
from  time  to  time  appoint,  employ,  and  determine 
the  compensation,  duties,  and  conditions  of 
employment  of  an  executive  director,  a  treasurer,  a 
chief  engineer,  and  such  other  senior  officers  as  the 
commission  shall  deem  necessary,  who  shall  not  be 
members  of  the  commission  and  who  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  commission;  provided,  however, 
that  the  commission  may  bind  itself  by  contract  to 
employ  the  executive  director,  treasurer,  chief 
engineer,  and  not  more  than  two  other  senior 
officers  but  no  such  contract  shall  be  for  a  period 
of  more  than  five  years.  The  executive  director 
shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
commission  and  shall  administer  and  direct  its 
affairs  as  authorized  or  approved  by  the  com- 
mission and  shall  have  such  of  the  powers,  and 
perform  such  of  the  duties,  of  the  commission  as 
the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  have 
delegated  to  him  and  not  recalled.  The  executive 
director  shall  be  the  secretary  of  the  commission 
and  shall  be  custodian  of  all  books,  documents, 
and  papers  filed  with  the  commission,  the  minute 
book  or  journal  of  the  commission  and  its  official 
seal.  The  executive  director  or  any  assistant 
executive  director  appointed  by  the  commission 
may  cause  copies  to  be  made  of  all  minutes  and 
other  records  and  documents  of  the  commission 
and  may  give  certificates  under  ns  univl.!  ::-'  *r\ 
the  effect  that  such  copies  are  true  copies,  and  all 
persons  dealing  with  the  commission  may  rely 
upon  such  certificates.  The  duties  of  the  treasurer 
and  chief  engineer  shall  be  those  appertaining  to 
such  offices  and  in  addition  such  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  commission.  Before 
the  issuance  of  any  bonds  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  the  executive  director  and  the  treasurer 
shall  each  execute  a  surety  bond  in  the  sum  of 
$100,000  payable  to  the  commission,  or  in  lieu 
thereof  the  chairman  of  the  commission  shall 
obtain  a  blanket  position  bond  covering  the 
executive  director  and  the  treasurer  in  the  sum  of 
$100,000,  such  surety  bonds  to  be  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  to  be  executed  by  a  surety  company 
authorized   to  transact  business  in   the  common- 


wealth as  surety,  and  approved  by  the  commission. 

(b)  In  addition  to  his  other  duties  under  this  act 
or  as  determined  by  the  commission,  the  executive 
director  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  the 
metropolitan  area  planning  council  established 
under  section  24  of  chapter  40B  of  the  General 
Laws  and  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  the 
public  improvements  Commission  of  the  city. 

(c)  The  executive  director,  with  the  approval  or 
authorization  of  the  commission,  may  from  time 
to  time  appoint  or  employ  legal  counsel,  financial 
advisors  and  such  other  experts,  engineers,  agents, 
officers,  accountants,  clerks,  and  other  employees 
and  personnel  as  he  deems  necessary  and  determine 
their  duties.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
section  5  of  this  act  with  respect  to  employees  of 
the  department  of  public  works  of  the  city 
transferred  to  the  commission,  the  officers, 
employees,  and  other  personnel  of  the  commission 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  operation  of  chapter  31 
of  the  General  Laws. 

(d)  The  commission  shall  have  the  authority  to 
bargain  collectively  with  labor  organizations 
representing  employees  of  the  commission  and  to 
enter  into  agreements  with  such  organizations 
relative  to  wages,  salaries,  hours,  working  con- 
ditions, health  benefits,  pension  and  retirement 
allowances,  and  the  submission  of  grievances  and 
disputes  to  arbitration.  Chapter  150E  of  the 
General  Laws  shall  apply  to  the  commission,  to  the 
extent  the  provisions  of  the  same  are  apt,  and  for 
purposes  of  said  chapter,  the  commission  shall  be 
considered  an  "employer"  or  "public  employer"  as 
defined  therein.  The  commission  may  designate  the 
designated  employer  representative  of  the  city  as 
its  designated  representative  to  act  in  its  interest  in 
dealing  with  employees  of  the  commission. 

(e)  The  commission  shall  operate  on  a  January 
1,  through  December  31  fiscal  year  unless 
otherwise  provided  by  the  commission. 

Section  5.  Acquisition  of  Water  Works  System 
and  Sewerage  Works  System;  transfer  of 
employees;  effect,  (a)  Upon  the  issuance  of  the 
notes  of  the  commission  authorized  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  this  act  and  application  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  notes  as  provided  in  said  section 
8,  the  water  works  system  and  the  sewerage  works 
system  as  then  existing,  together  with  all  contracts, 
books,  maps,  papers,  and  records  of  whatever 
description  pertaining  to  subjects  or  matters 
u —  w'  "•-  ''•rion  ^instruction,  operation,  and 
affairs  of  the  water  works  system  d„u  u»» 
works  system  shall  be  assigned,  transferred,  and 
dedicated  to  the  use  of  and  shall  thereafter  be  in 
the  ownership,  custody,  and  control  of  the 
commission  without  any  physical  delivery  thereof 
and  the  commission  is  empowered  to  take 
possession  thereof  for  its  use  and  purposes;  and  all 
debts,  liabilities,  and  obligations  of  the  city 
pertaining  to  or  on  account  of  the  water  works 
system  and  the  sewerage  works  system  shall  be 
assumed  by  and  imposed  upon  the  commission; 
provided  that  the  obligation  of  the  city  to  pay  the 
interest  and  principal  requirements  on  ill  bonds, 
notes,  and  other  evidences  ol  indebtedness  issued 
by  the  city  for  purposes  pertaining  to  the  watei 
works   system   and    the   sewerage    works  system 
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outstanding  on  June  30,  1977,  shall  continue  to  be 
the  sole  obligation  of  the  city  and  shall  not, 
without  the  express  consent  of  the  commission,  be 
assumed  by  or  imposed  upon  the  commission;  and 
provided  further  that  all  liabilities  of  the  city  in 
tort,  whether  actual  or  contingent,  pertaining  to 
the  water  works  system  or  the  sewerage  works 
system  and  arising  out  of  actions  or  events  which 
occur  prior  to  the  transfer  of  the  systems  to  the 
commission  as  provided  in  this  section  shall  not  be 
assumed  by  or  imposed  upon  the  commission  but 
shall  continue  to  be  the  liabilities  of  the  city. 
Except  as  above  provided,  all  actions  and 
proceedings  duly  pending  before,  all  actions  and 
proceedings  duly  pending  against,  and  all  actions 
and  proceedings  duly  begun  by  the  city  or  the 
department  of  public  works  thereof  and  pertaining 
to  the  water  works  system  or  the  sewerage  works 
system  shall  continue  unabated  and  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  notwithstanding  the  passage  of 
this  act  and  the  transfer  of  the  water  works  system 
and  the  sewerage  works  system  contemplated 
hereby  and  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
commission,  board,  or  other  body  having  jurisdic- 
tion, be  completed  before,  against,  or  by  the 
commission.  All  orders,  rules,  regulations,  and 
ordinances  duly  promulgated  by  the  city  or  the 
department  of  public  works  thereof  pertaining  to 
the  water  works  system  or  the  sewerage  works 
system  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  to  the 
extent  consistent  with  this  act  until  superseded, 
revised,  or  rescinded  by  the  commission.  All 
contracts,  including  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments, leases,  obligations,  and  rights  of  the  city 
and  the  department  of  public  works  thereof 
pertaining  to  the  water  works  system  and  the 
sewerage  works  system  shall  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect  in  accordance  with  law  and  shall  be 
transferred  to,  assumed  by,  and  imposed  upon,  the 
commission  by  operation  of  law.  Without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  liability  of  the 
city  for  the  payment  of  assessments  payable  to  the 
commonwealth  pursuant  to  sections  5  through  8, 
inclusive,  and  section  26  of  chapter  92  of  the 
General  Laws  on  account  of  water  and  sewerage 
service  provided  to  the  city  by  the  metropolitan 
district  commission  for  the  calendar  year  ended 
December  31,  1976,  and  for  any  calendar  year  or 
part  thereof  thereafter  shall  be  assumed  by  and 
imposed  upon  the  commission. 

(b">  Upon  the  ii  ancc  of  the  notes  of  the 
commission  authorised  pursuant  to  section  8  and 
application  of  the  proceeds  of  such  notes  as 
porvided  in  said  section  8,  all  unexpended  balances 
of  moneys  in  accounts  of,  for  or  on  behalf  of  the 
city  and  the  department  of  public  works  thereof, 
including  accounts  receivable  and  tax  title 
accounts,  pertaining  to  the  water  works  system  and 
the  sewerage  works  system,  other  than  moneys 
held  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  principal  of 
then  outstanding  bonds,  notes,  and  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  provided  in 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
held  in  trust  for  and  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
commission.  Subsequent  to  such  date,  all  moneys 
collected  or  received  by  the  city  from  any  source 
on    account    of    the    water    works    system    and 


sewerage  works  system,  including  all  rates,  fees, 
charges,  rents,  and  other  income  derived  from  the 
operation  thereof  regardless  of  the  date  of 
assessment  or  billing  of  such  rates,  fees,  charges,  or 
rents,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  held  in  trust  for  and 
shall  be  forthwith  transferred  and  paid  over  to  the 
commission;  provided  that  all  liens  held  by  the  city 
on  such  date  for  betterments  to  the  water  works 
system  or  the  sewerage  works  system  and  all 
payments  theretofore  or  thereafter  received  by  the 
city  on  account  of  assessments  for  such  better- 
ments shall  continue  to  be  held  by  and  be  payable 
to  the  city  and  shall  not  be  transferred  to  the 
commission.  From  the  date  the  commission  takes 
possession  of  the  water  works  system  and  the 
sewerage  works  system  until  December  31,  1977, 
the  commission  may  contract  with  the  city  acting 
by  its  collector-treasurer  for  the  collection, 
administration,  data  processing,  and  enforcement 
of  all  revenue  payable  to  the  commission  under 
this  act.  Unless  otherwise  provided  in  such 
contract,  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  shall 
bill  the  commission  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
city  incurred  in  such  collection,  administration, 
and  enforcement;  provided  that  the  total  of  all 
such  current  expenses  charged  under  such  contract 
shall  not  exceed  $825,000  without  the  approval  of 
the  commission.  All  current  expenses  in  excess  of 
such  amount  and  not  approved  by  the  commission 
shall  be  borne  by  the  city. 

(c)  From  the  date  the  commission  takes 
possession  of  the  water  works  system  and  the 
sewerage  works  system  until  December  31,  1977, 
the  department  of  public  works  of  the  city, 
including  specifically  the  water  and  sewer  divisions 
therein,  shall  continue  to  exercise  supervision,  at 
the  direction  of  the  commission,  over  the 
maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of  the  water 
works  system  and  the  sewerage  works  system  and 
the  employees  of  said  department  and  divisions 
whose  work  is  primarily  related  to  such  systems 
shall  continue  to  perform  the  same  duties  and  shall 
have  all  rights  and  privileges  existing  prior  to  such 
transfer.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  of  the 
city  shall  continue  to  have  supervision,  at  the 
direction  of  the  commission,  of  such  employees, 
who  during  such  period  shall  be  employees  of  the 
city,  and  shall  continue  to  exercise  control,  at  the 
direction  of  the  commission,  over  the  management 
and  operations  of  the  water  works  system  and 
sewerage  works  system;  provided,  however,  that 
said  commissioner  shall  have  no  power  to  appoint 
or  employ  any  person  to*  or  for  a  position,  or 
transfer  any  employee  to  or  from  any  position, 
classified  under  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  or 
under  any  other  provision  of  law,  general  or 
special,  as  a  position  directly  related  to  the  work  of 
the  systems,  or  enter  into  any  contracts  relating  to 
the  systems  or  sell  or  transfer  any  property 
classified  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  as 
property  of  the  systems  or  otherwise  obligate  the 
commission  to  any  person  or  governmental  entity, 
without  the  express  written  consent  of  the 
executive  director  of  the  commission. 

Unless  otherwise  agreed  upon  between  the 
commission  and  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city, 
the  collector-treasurer  shall  bill  the  commission  for 
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the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and  the 
department  of  public  works  thereof  directly 
related  to  the  operation  and  management  of  the 
water  works  system  and  the  sewerage  works  system 
during  the  period  herein  provided;  provided  that 
the  total  of  all  current  expenses  charged  to  the 
commission  shall  not  exceed  $4,000,000  without 
the  approval  of  the  commission.  All  current 
expenses  in  excess  of  such  amount  and  not 
approved  by  the  commission  shall  be  borne  by  the 
city. 

(d)  Effective  Janaury  1,  1978,  the  water  and 
sewer  divisions  in  the  department  of  public  works 
of  the  city  are  hereby  abolished.  Upon  such  date, 
the  employees  of  said  divisions  whose  work  is 
promarily  related  to  the  water  works  system  or  the 
sewerage  works  system  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
commission.  All  such  employees  who  immediately 
prior  to  such  date  hold  positions  classified  under 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  or  have  tenure  in 
their  positions  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law,  general  or  special,  shall  be  transferred  to 
a  similar  office  or  position  under  the  commission; 
and  by  such  transfer,  their  civil  service,  seniority, 
wages,  salaries,  hours,  working  conditions  health 
benefits,  pensions  and  retirement  allowances  shall 
not  be  impaired  and  their  term  of  office  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  interrupted  within  the  meaning  of 
said  chapter  31,  notwithstanding  any  change  in 
title  or  duties;  provided  that  no  permanent 
employee  shall  be  involuntarily  separated  from  his 
office  or  position  except  subject  to  and  in 
accordance  with  sections  43  and  45  of  said  chapter 
31  and  provided,  further,  that  such  employees  shall 
exercise  all  powers  and  perform  all  duties  so 
transferred  subject  to  the  direction,  control,  and 
supervision  of  the  commission. 

A  veteran  as  defined  in  section  21  of  chapter 
31,. who  holds  an  office  or  position  in  the  service 
of  the  city  not  classified  under  said  chapter  31  and 
who  is  transferred  to  the  commission  in  accordance 
with  this  section,  and  has  held  such  office  or 
position  with  the  city  or  the  commission  for  not 
less  than  three  years,  shall  not  be  involuntarily 
separated  from  such  office  or  position  by  the 
commission  except  subject  to  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  43  and  45  of  said 
chapter  31  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  office  or 
position  were  classified  under  said  chapter.  If  the 
separation  in  the  case  of  such  unclassified  offices 
or  positions  results  from  lack  of  work  or  lack  of 
money,  such  a  veteran  shall  not  be  separated  from 
his  office  or  position  while  similar  offices  or 
positions  in  the  same  group  or  grade,  as  defined  in 
section  45  of  chapter  30,  exist  unless  all  such 
offices  or  positions  are  held  by  such  veterans,  in 
which  case  such  separation  shall  occur  in  the 
inverse  order  of  their  respective  original  appoint- 
ments. 

Every  employee  who  immediately  prior  to 
being  transferred  to  the  commission  by  this  section 
is  a  member  of  the  State-Boston  retirement  system 
established  under  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws 
and  chapter  520  of  the  acts  of  1947  as  amended, 
or  predecessor  retirement  systems  thereto,  shall 
continue  to  be  a  member  thereof  and  subject  to 
the  laws  applicable  thereto.  All  other  employees  of 


the  commission  shall  be  required  to  become 
members  of  the  State-Boston  retirement  system  in 
the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  as  persons  entering  the 
employ  of  the  city.  The  commission  shall  deduct 
from  the  wages  of  its  employees  and  pay  over  to 
the  Boston  retirement  board  such  sums  as  the  city 
would  deduct  and  pay  over  if  such  person  were  an 
employee  of  the  city. 

The  commission  shall  reimburse  the  city  for  its 
proportionate  share  of  any  amounts  expended  by 
the  city  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  32  of  the 
General  laws  for  retirement  allowances  to  or  on 
account  of  employees  of  the  commission. 

Section  6.  Powers  of  the  Commission.  The 
commission  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers 
necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  out  and  effectuate 
the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act,  including, 
but  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  the  rights  and  powers: 

(a)  to  adopt  bylaws  for  the  regulation  of  the 
affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  and  to 
prescribe  rules,  regulations,  and  policies  in 
connection  with  the  performance  of  its 
functions  and  duties; 

(b)  to  adopt  an  official  seal  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure; 

(c)  to  maintain  an  office  at  such  place  or 
places  as  it  may  determine; 

(d)  to  receive,  administer,  expend,  and 
comply  with  the  conditions  and  requirements 
respecting  any  gift,  grant,  donation,  or 
appropriation  of  any  property  or  money; 

(e)  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  gift,  or 
otherwise,  or  to  obtain  options  for  the 
acquisition  of,  any  water  or  water  rights  and 
any  other  property,  real  or  personal,  improved 
or  unimproved,  tangible  or  intangible,  within  or 
without  the  city,  including  any  interest  in  land 
less  than  the  fee  thereof; 

(f)  to  sell  at  public  sale,  lease,  mortgage, 
exchange,  transfer,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or 
to  grant  options  for  any  such  purposes  with 
respect  to,  any  water,  water  rights,  real  or 
personal  property  or  interest  therein,  provided 
that  prior  to  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  any 
real  or  personal  property  or  interest  therein,  the 
commission  shall  give  not  less  than  thirty  days 
written  notice  to  the  department  of  public 
works  of  the  city  specifying  the  property  to  be 
sold  '  t^e  terms  of  such  sale  and  shall  afford 
the  city  an  opportunity  to  purchase  such 
property  at  such  price  deemed  reasonable  by 
the  commission; 

(g)  to  enter  onto  any  land  within  the  city  to 
make  surveys,  borings,  soundings,  and  e\- 
minations  thereon,  and  to  acquire  in  the  name 
of  the  commission  by  the  exercise  of  the  power 
of  eminent  domain  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  79  and  chapter  80A  of 
the  General  Laws  or  any  alternative  method 
now  or  thereafter  provided  by  general  law, 
insofar  as  such  provisions  m;i>  be  applicable  to 
public  corporations  or  authorities,  an>  propertj 
or  interests  therein  within  the  city;  provided 
the  commission  shall  not  acquire  any  property 
dedicated  to  a  public  use  by  the  exercise  ol  the 
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power  of  eminent  domain  without  the  prior 
approval  of  the  city  council  and  mayor  of  the 
city;  and  provided,  further,  that  before  a  taking 
is  made  or  injury  inflicted  by  the  commission 
for  which  damages  may  be  recovered  under 
chapters  79  or  80A  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
commission  shall  file  with  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  security  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  collector-treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all 
damages  and  costs  which  may  be  awarded  for 
the  property  taken  or  damaged;  and  if,  upon 
petition  of  the  owner  and  notice  to  the 
commission,  any  security  taken  appears  to  the 
collector-treasurer  to  have  been  insufficient,  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  require  the  commission 
to  give  further  security  to  the  satisfication  of 
the  collector-treasurer. 

(h)  to  exercise  the  powers  and  privileges  of, 
and  to  be  subject  to  the  limitations  upon, 
towns  and  cities  provided  by  the  provisions  of 
sections  38  to  421,  inclusive,  of  chapter  40  and 
sections  1  to  24,  inclusive,  and  27  to  29, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  83  of  the  General  Laws, 
insofar  as  such  provisions  may  be  applicable 
and  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  provided  any  requirement  in  said  sections 
or  chapter  for  a  vote  by  the  city  council  of  a 
city  or  by  the  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town, 
and  for  a  ratification  of  such  vote  by  the  voters 
of  such  city  or  town,  shall  be  satisfied  by  a  vote 
or  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  commission 
in  accordance  herewith; 

(i)  to  purchase  water  in  bulk  or  by  volume 
and  to  contract  for  and  purchase  sewage 
disposal  and  treatment  services  from,  and  to  sell 
water  and  provide  sewage  disposal  and  treat- 
ment services  to,  any  person,  private  or  public 
corporation  or  municipality,  including  the 
metropolitan  district  commission,  the  city,  the 
commonwealth,  and  the  federal  government, 
when  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  operation 
of  the  water  works  system  or  sewerage  works 
system;  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  for  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph, 
the  commission  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  and 
powers,  and  shall  be  subject  and  powers,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  obligations  and  duties,  of 
the  city  under  sections  1  to  32,  inclusive,  and 
sections  59A  to  102,  inclusive,  of  chapter  92  of 
the  General  Laws,  insofar  as  the  same  are 
applicable    and    are   consistent   with    the   Dro- 

(j)  to  pledge  or  assign  any  money,  fees, 
charges,  or  other  revenue  of  the  commission 
and  any  proceeds  derived  by  the  commission 
from  the  sale  of  property,  insurance,  or 
condemnation  awards; 

(k)  to  borrow  money  and  incur  in- 
debtedness and  issue  its  bonds  as  hereinafter 
provided; 

(1)  to  make  application  for,  receive,  accept, 
and  expend  any  federal,  commonwealth,  or  city 
loans  or  grants  for  or  in  aid  of  the  planning, 
construction,  operation,  or  financing  of  any 
facilities  of  the  commission,  and  to  receive  and 
accept  contributions  from  any  source  of  either 
money,  property,  labor,  or  other  things  of 
value; 


(m)  to  make  contracts  of  every  name  and 
nature  and  to  execute  and  deliver  all  instru- 
ments necessary  or  convenient  for  carrying  out 
any  of  its  purposes; 

(n)  to  do  all  things  necessary,  convenient,  or 
desirable  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act 
or  the  powers  expressly  granted  or  necessarily 
implied  in  this  act; 

(o)    consistent    with   the   constitution   and 
laws   of  the   commonwealth,   the  commission 
shall    have    such    other    powers,  including   all 
powers  pertaining  to  the  water  works  system 
and  the  sewerage  works  system  held  by  the  city 
on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  not  inconsistent 
herewith,  as  may  be  necessary  for  or  incident  to 
carrying    out    the    foregoing   powers  and   the 
accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
Section  7.  Additional  powers;  limitations. 
In  addition  to  its  other  powers  enumerated  in 
this  act,  the  commission  shall  have  the  following 
powers    and    shall    be    subject    to    the    following 
limitations: 

(a)  The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to 
construct  or  acquire  any  improvement,  extension, 
or  enlargement  or  any  alteration,  reconstruction, 
or  remodeling  of  the  water  works  system  and 
sewerage  works  system  and  to  pay  the  cost  of  any 
such  work  out  of  its  revenues,  the  proceeds  of 
bonds  of  the  commission  authorized  by  this  act  or 
out  of  any  other  moneys  legally  available  to  the 
commission.  With  respect  to  any  such  work,  the 
provisions  of  sections  26  to  29,  inclusive,  and 
sections  44 A  to  44L,  inclusive,  of  chapter  149  and 
sections  39F  to  39M,  inclusive,  of  chapter  30  of 
the  General  Laws  shall  be  applicable  to  the 
commission.  Any  work,  project  or  activity 
conducted  by  the  commission  the  total  cost  of 
which  is  in  excess  of  $1,000,000  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  section  62  of  chapter  30  of  the 
General  Laws  relating  to  the  environmental  impact 
of  works,  projects,  or  activities  conducted  by 
authorities  of  political  subdivisions  of  the  com- 
monwealth. 

The  long-range  capital  improvement  program 
and  plans  of  the  commission  for  improvement, 
extensions,  or  enlargements  of  the  water  works 
system  and  sewerage  works  system  shall  be 
prepared  under  the  direction,  control,  and 
supervision  of  the  commission  in  consultation  °"i 
cooperation  with  th<»  *f^z£,iuont  oi  public  works 
~J  uic  ^.ity,  the  public  facilities  commission  of  the 
city,  the  Boston  redevelopment  authority,  and 
such  other  agencies  of  tire  city,  the  common- 
wealth, or  the  federal  government  as  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  commission,  be  concerned  with  said 
program  and  plans. 

On  or  before  November  1,  1978,  and  on  or 
before  November  1  of  each  year  thereafter,  the 
commission  shall  deliver  to  the  mayor  a  proposed 
capital  improvement  program  for  the  three 
succeeding  fiscal  years  of  the  commission.  Such 
program  shall  include  a  description  of  the  proposed 
projects  of  the  commission  during  such  period,  an 
estimate  of  the  costs  to  be  incurred  on  such 
projects,  the  financing  of  such  costs,  and  an 
estimate  of  the  effect,  if  any,  that  such  costs  will 
have  on  the  then  existing  fees,  rates,  rents,  and 
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other  charges  of  the  commission.  The  commission 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  its  proposed  capital 
improvement  program  within  thirty  days  of  its 
transmission  to  the  city. 

(b)  The  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  fix, 
revise,  charge,  and  collect  fees,  rates,  rents, 
assessments,  and  other  charges  for  water,  sewerage 
and  other  services,  facilities,  and  commodities 
furnished  or  supplied  by  it.  Rates,  fees,  rents,  and 
other  charges  authorized  by  the  commission  for 
water  supplied  by  the  commission  shall  be 
established  on  a  flat  rate  per  volume  of  water 
consumed  with  such  minimum  rates,  exemptions, 
and  adjustments  as  the  commission  shall  deem 
necessary  or  equitable  in  the  circumstances.  The 
commission  shall  provide  for  a  schedule  of  reduced 
rates  or  exemptions  for  persons  sixty-five  years  of 
age  or  older  and  for  fully  disabled  persons.  The 
commission  may  combine  its  fees,  rates,  and  other 
charges  for  water  supplied  by  it  and  sewerage 
service  provided  by  it  in  a  single  schedule  of 
changes.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act, 
the  fees,  rates,  rents,  betterments,  assessments,  and 
other  charges  established  by  the  commission  shall 
not  be  subject  to  supervision  or  regulation  by  any 
department,  division,  commission,  board,  bureau, 
agency,  or  other  body  of  the  commonwealth  or  the 
city  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof. 

(c)  Subject  to  paragraph  (d)  of  this  section,  the 
fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments,  and  other  charges 
established  by  the  commission  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  section  shall  be  so  fixed  and 
adjusted  in  respect  of  the  aggregate  thereof  so  as  to 
provide  revenues  at  least  sufficient  (i)  to  pay  the 
current  expenses  of  the  commission;  (ii)  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  all 
bonds  issued  by  the  commission  under  this  act  as 
the  same  become  due  and  payable;  (iii)  to  create 
and  maintain  such  reserves  as  may  be  required  by 
any  trust  agreement  or  resolution  securing  bonds; 
(iv)  to  provide  funds  for  paying  the  cost  of  all 
necessary  repairs,  replacements,  and  renewals  of 
the  water  works  system  and  the  sewerage  works 
system;  and  (v)  to  pay  or  provide  for  any  and  all 
amounts  which  the  commission  may  be  obligated 
to  pay  or  provide  for  by  law  or  contract  including 
any  resolution  or  contract  with  or  for  the  benefit 
of  the  holders  of  its  bonds. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of 
paragraph  (c)  of  this  section,  the  fees,  rates,  and 
other  charges  for  services  and  commodities 
supplied  by  the  water  works  system  and  sewerage 
works  system  in  effect  on  the  effective  date  of  this 
act  shall  be  maintained  by  the  commission  without 
modification  until  December  31,  1977.  Upon  the 
transfer  of  the  water  works  system  and  sewerage 
works  system  to  the  commission  pursuant  to 
section  5  of  this  act,  the  commission  shall 
undertake  a  study  and  examination  of  such  fees, 
rates,  and  other  charges  and  its  estimated  current 
expenses  and  costs  of  maintaing,  operating  and 
improving  the  systems,  and  shall,  prior  to 
December  31,  1977,  after  public  hearing  duly  held, 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  fees,  rates,  and  other 
charges  sufficient  to  thereafter  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section.  Such  new 
schedule  of  fees,  rates,  and  charges  shall  become 


effective  on  January  1,  1978,  for  all  services  and 
commodities  supplied  by  the  commission  there- 
after and  may  be  revised  from  time  to  time  as 
deemed  necessary  by  the  commission.  Such 
schedule  shall  provide  for  the  metering  of,  and 
charging  for,  water  and  sewer  service  provided  to 
all  consumers  in  the  city,  including  the  city  and  the 
commonwealth  and  all  agencies  and  authorities  of 
either  thereof,  and  any  exemptions  from  such 
charges  provided  to  the  commonwealth  or  the  city 
under  any  law,  general  or  special,  are  hereby 
declared  inapplicable  as  of  the  date  such  schedule 
shall  be  in  force;  provided,  however,  that  the 
commission  shall  not  meter  or  charge  the  city  for 
water  consumed  in  the  operation  of  the  fire 
hydrant  system  of  the  city  or  otherwise  used  by 
the  city  in  fighting  fires  or  other  disasters,  nor, 
shall  the  commission  charge  the  city  for  the 
connection  of  hydrants  to  the  water  works  system 
or  for  the  connection  of  surface  drains  to  the  sewer 
works  system. 

(e)  In  order  to  provide  for  the  collection  and 
enforcement  of  its  fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments, 
and  other  charges,  the  commission  is  hereby 
granted  all  the  powers  and  privileges  with  respect 
to  such  collection  and  enforcement  held  by  the 
city  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  or  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act.  Without  limiting  the  generality 
of  the  foregoing,  the  commission  shall  have  the 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  limitations  to  the 
extent  applicable  and  consistent  with  this  act 
provided  in  section  57  and  sections  59  to  81, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  59  and  in  chapter  60  of  the 
General  Laws.  The  commission  shall  also  have  the 
powers  and  may  exercise  the  remedies  to  the 
extent  consistent  with  this  act  provided  in  sections 
36  to  47,  inclusive,  of  chapter  58  and  in  chapter  80 
and  chapter  80A  of  the  General  Laws.  Notwith- 
standing the  foregoing,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein  with  respect  to  betterments,  the 
commission  shall  have  no  power  of  taxation  under 
any  law,  general  or  special,  of  the  commonwealth. 

In  addition  to  the  other  enforcement  powers 
and  remedies  provided  in  this  act,  if  any  fees,  rates, 
rents,  assessments,  or  other  charges  billed  by  the 
commission  against  any  premises  which  are 
connected  with  the  water  works  system  or 
sewerage  works  system  remain  unpaid  for  a  period 
of  more  than  six  months  from  the  due  date 
thereof,  and  following  such  period  notice  and 
demand  has  been  posted  on  such  premises  and  has 
been  given  to  the  owner  and  occupant  of  said 
premises,  by  registered  or  certified  mail  addressed 
to  said  premises  and  to  the  address  of  said  owner  as 
shown  on  the  records  of  the  assessor  of  the  city,  to 
pay  the  same  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of 
mailing  of  said  notice,  and  such  fees,  rates,  rents, 
assessments,  or  other  charges  remain  unpaid,  the 
commission  shall  have  the  power  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  shut  off  the  supply  of  water  to  said 
premises  until  said  fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments,  or 
other  charges  are  paid,  together  with  interesl 
thereon  at  the  applicable  rate  and  the  standard 
charge  of  the  commission  for  restoring  water 
service  to  said  premises. 

Section  8.  Initial  issue  of  notes  of  the 
Commission;  guarantee  by  the  Gty. 
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(a)  The  commission  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  provide  by  resolution  for  the 
issuance,  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  prior  to 
December  31,  1979,  of  notes  of  the  commission  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $50,000,000 
outstanding  at  any  one  time,  excluding  notes 
refunded  by  the  issue  of  notes  under  this  section, 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  (i)  paying 
the  costs  provided  in  clause  (1)  of  paragraph  (b)  of 
this  section;  (ii)  paying  the  cost  of  constructing  or 
acquiring  such  improvements,  extensions,  enlarge- 
ments, alterations,  reconstruction,  or  remodeling 
of  the  water  works  system  and  the  sewerage  works 
system  as  may  be  authorized  by  such  resolution; 
and  (iii)  providing  funds  for  paying  the  current 
expenses  of  the  commission  from  the  effective  date 
of  this  act  until  December  31,1977. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  notes 
issued  by  the  commission  in  accordance  with  this 
section  shall  be  issued  in  anticipation  of  bonds  to 
be  issued  by  the  commission  pursuant"  to  section  9 
of  this  act  and  shall  be  authorized,  issued  and  sold 
in  the  same  manner  as,  and  shall  otherwise  be 
subject  to  section  10  and  the  other  provisions  of 
this  act  relating  to,  such  bonds.  Such  notes  shall 
mature  at  such  time  or  times  as  provided  by 
resolution  of  the  commission  and  may  be  renewed 
from  time  to  time,  provided  that  all  such  notes  and 
renewals  thereof  shall  mature  on  or  prior  to 
December  31,  1979. 

(b)  The  proceeds  of  the  notes  authorized  by 
this  section  shall  be  applied  as  follows: 

(1)  An  amount  of  such  proceeds  equal  to 
the  amount  certified  to  the  commission  by  the 
auditor  of  the  city  as  the  estimated-  or  actual 
accumulated  deficit  in  the  water  and  sewer 
receipts  accounts  of  the  city  as  of  June  30, 
1977,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city; 

(2)  Such  amount  of  such  proceeds  as  may 
be  provided  in  the  resolution  of  the  commission 
for  paying  the  current  expenses  of  the 
commission  to  the  extent  not  paid  out  of  its 
revenues  from  the  effective  date  of  this  act 
until  December  31,  1977,  including  such 
amounts  as  may  be  payable  by  the  commission 
to  the  metropolitan  district  commission  on 
November  20,  1977,  shall  be  deposited  with  a 
corporate  trustee  in  accordance  with  section  10 
of  this  act  and  disbursed  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  resolution  of  the  commission; 

(3)  The  balance  of  such  proceeds  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  trustee  to  be  used  solely  for 
the  cost  of  improvements,  extensions,  enlarge- 
ments, alterations,  reconstruction,  or  re- 
modeling of  the  water  works  system  and  the 
sewerage  works  system  and  shall  be  disbursed  in 
such  manner  and  under  such  restrictions  as  may 
be  provided  in  the  resolution  of  the  com- 
mission. 

(c)  The  city,  acting  by  and  through  its 
collector- treasurer,  shall,  upon  application  of  the 
commission,  guarantee  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  notes  of  the  commission  issued  in  accordance 
with  this  section.  The  collector-treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  corporation  counsel 


and  without  further  authority,  may  approve  the 
form,  terms,  and  conditions  of,  and  may  execute 
and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  city  such  guaranty  and 
any  related  agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of 
the  holders  of  such  notes  containing  such  terms, 
conditions,  and  covenants  of  the  city  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may  deem  reasonable  including, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
provision  for  the  payment  of  notes  not  paid  or 
refunded  by  the  commission  by  application  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  loan  authorized  in  paragraph  (c)  of 
this  section  and  provision  for  the  payment  of  such 
notes  by  the  city  over  such  period  of  time  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may  approve.  The  full  faith  and 
credit  of  the  city  shall  be  pledged  for  any  such 
guaranty.  The  total  principal  amount  of  notes  to 
be  guaranteed  under  this  section  shall  not  exceed 
$50,000,000  in  the  aggregate,  provided,  however, 
that  any  note  being  refunded  by  the  issuance  of  a 
guaranteed  note  shall  not,  and  the  refunding  note 
shall,  be  included  within  such  total  amount.  The 
total  amount  of  notes  to  be  guaranteed  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  reduced  by  the  principal  amount  of  bonds 
issued  by  the  commission  to  refund  notes  so 
guaranteed.  Notes  guaranteed  by  the  city  under  the 
authority  of  this  section  shall  not  be  included  in 
determining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as 
established  by  law.  The  guaranty  of  the  city  of 
such  notes  shall  be  executed  on  each  note  by  the 
collector-treasurer.  It  shall  be  sufficient  if  the 
signature  of  the  collector-treasurer  upon  such  notes 
is  an  engraved,  printed,  or  stamped  facsimile 
signature,  provided  that  he  has,  by  writing  bearing 
his  written  signature  filed  with  the  commission, 
authorized,  his  facsimile  signature  to  be  placed 
thereon.  The  facsimile  signature  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  so  engraved,  printed,  or  stamped  shall 
have  the  same  validity  and  effect  as  his  written 
signature.  If  the  collector-treasurer  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  notes,  such 
signature  or  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  all  purposes  as  if  he  had 
remained  in  office  until  such  delivery. 

(d)  If  the  commission  shall  fail  or  otherwise  be 
unable  to  refund  or  pay  when  due  any  guaranteed 
note  or  notes  issued  by  the  commission  in 
accordance  with  this  section,  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  without  further  authority  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  for  the  purpose  of 
refunding  or  paying  such  guaranteed  notes,  to 
borrow,  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time,  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  outstanding 
principal  amount  of  and  interest  on  such  notes  so 
guaranteed  and  not  paid  or  refunded  by  the 
commission,  and  issue  and  sell  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  city  therefor,  payable  in  not  more  than  twenty 
years  from  their  dates.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  City  of  Boston, 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Reorganization,  Act  of 
1977,  shall  be  registered  or  with  interest  coupons 
attached,  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds  or  term 
bonds  or  both,  and  may  contain  such  provisions 
for  the  redemption  of  such  bonds  or  notes  prior  to 
maturity  at  the  option  of  the  city  and  at  such  price 
or  prices  and  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
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said  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  of  the  city  may  determine  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds  or  notes.  Bonds  or  notes 
issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  city  under  the 
authority  of  this  section  shall  not  be  included  in 
determining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as 
established  by  law,  but  shall,  except  as  herein 
provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions,  applicable 
to  the  city,  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws, 
including  the  provisions  of  section  17  thereof 
relative  to  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the 
issue  of  bonds  or  notes. 

Section  9.  Additional  bonds,  temporary  notes. 

(a)  In  addition  to  the  notes  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  section  8,  the  commission  may 
provide  by  resolution  for  the  issuance  from  time  to 
time  of  bonds  of  the  commission  for  any  of  its 
corporate  purposes  or  the  borrowing  of  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds.  Bonds 
may  be  issued  hereunder  as  general  obligations  of 
the  commission  or  as  special  obligations  payable 
solely  from  particular  funds.  Without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  such  bonds  may  be 
issued  to  pay  or  refund  notes  issued  by  the 
commission  pursuant  to  section  8,  to  pay  the  cost 
of  constructing  or  acquiring  any  improvement, 
extension,  enlargement,  alteration,  reconstruction, 
or  remodeling  of  the  water  works  system  or  the 
sewerage  works  system,  to  provide  such  reserves 
for  debt  service,  repairs  and  replacements  or  other 
capital  or  current  expenses  as  may  be  required  by  a 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  securing  bonds,  or 
any  combination  of  the  foregoing. 

(b)  The  commission  may  also  provide  by 
resolution  for  the  issuance  from  time  to  time  of 
temporary  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  revenues  to 
be  collected  or  received  by  the  commission  in  any 
year,  or  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  federal, 
commonwealth,  or  local  grants  or  other  aid.  The 
issue  of  such  notes  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds 
other  than  such  temporary  notes  as  the  same  may 
be  applicable;  provided  that  notes  issued  in 
anticipation  of  revenues  shall  mature  no  later  than 
than  one  year  from  their  respective  dates  and  notes 
issued  in  anticipation  of  federal,  commonwealth, 
or  local  grants  or  other  aid  and  renewals  thereof 
shall  mature  no  later  than  the  expected  date  of 
receipt  of  such  grants  or  aid.  Notes  in  anticipation 
of  revenues  issued  to  mature  less  than  one  year 
from  their  dates  may  be  renewed  by  the 
commission  from  time  to  time  by  the  issue  of 
other  temporary  notes  hereunder,  provided  the 
period  from  the  date  of  an  original  note  to  the 
maturity  of  any  note  issued  to  renew  or  pay  the 
same  or  the  interest  thereon  shall  not  exceed  one 
year. 

Section  10.  Provisions  applicable  to  all  bonds. 

(a)  The  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  on  all  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  unless  otherwise  provided  herein,  shall  be 
payable  solely  from  the  funds  provided  therefor 
from  revenues  as  herein  provided.  The  bonds  of 
each  issue  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at  such 
rate  or  rates,  shall  mature  at  such  time  or  times,  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  commission,  and  may 
be  made  redeemable  before  maturity  at  the  option 


of  the  commission  at  such  price  or  prices  and 
under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  commission  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  bonds. 
The  commission  shall  determine  the  form  of  the 
bonds,  including  interest  coupons  to  be  attached 
thereto,  and  the  manner  of  execution  of  the  bonds, 
and  shall  fix  the  denomination  or  denominations 
of  the  bonds  and  the  place  or  places  of  payment  of 
principal  and  interest,  which  may  be  at  any  bank 
or  trust  company  within  or  without  the  common- 
wealth. In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a 
facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  any 
bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer 
before  the  delivery  thereof,  such  signature  or  such 
facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient 
for  all  purposes  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained  in 
office  until  after  such  delivery.  The  commission 
may  also  provide  for  authentication  of  bonds  by  a 
trustee  or  fiscal  agent.  The  bonds  may  be  issued  in 
coupon  or  in  registered  form,  or  both,  and,  if 
notes,  may  be  made  payable  to  bearer  or  to  order, 
as  the  commission  may  determine  and  provision 
may  be  made  for  the  registration  of  any  coupon 
bonds  as  to  principal  alone  and  also  as  to  both 
principal  and  interest,  for  the  reconversion  into 
coupon  bonds  of  bonds  registered  as  to  both 
principal  and  interest  and  for  the  interchange  of 
registered  and  coupon  bonds.  With  respect  to  the 
issue  of  temporary  notes  under  section  nine  of  this 
act,  the  commission  may  by  resolution  delegate  to 
the  executive  director,  treasurer,  or  any  member  of 
the  commission  or  any  combination  of  them,  the 
power  to  determine  any  of  the  matters  set  forth  in 
this  section  including  the  power  to  award  such 
notes  to  a  purchaser  or  purchasers  at  public  sale. 
The  commission  may  sell  its  bonds  in  such  manner, 
either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for  such  price, 
as  it  may  determine  will  best  effect  the  purposes  of 
this  act. 

The  commission  may  issue  interim  receipts  or 
temporary  bonds,  with  or  without  coupons, 
exchangeable  for  definitive  bonds  when  such  bonds 
shall  have  been  executed  and  are  available  for 
delivery.  The  commission  may  also  provide  for  the 
replacement  of  any  bonds  which  shall  have  become 
mutilated  or  shall  have  been  destroyed  or  lost. 

(b)  In  the  discretion  of  the  commission,  any 
bonds  issued  hereunder  may  be  secured  by  a 
resolution  of  the  commission  or  by  a  trust 
agreement  between  the  commission  and  a 
corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust 
company  or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust 
company  within  or  without  the  commonwealth, 
and  such  trust  agreement  shall  be  in  such  form  and 
executed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  commission.  Such  trust  agreement  or  resolu- 
tion may  pledge  or  assign,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
revenues  and  other  moneys  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  commission,  including  the  revenues  from 
any  facilities  already  existing  when  the  pled 
assignment  is  made,  and  any  contrail  or  oilier 
rights  to  receive  the  same,  whethei  then  existing  or 
thereafter  coming  into  existence  and  whether  then 
held  or  thereafter  acquired  In  the  commission,  and 
the  proceeds  thereof,  hut  shall  not  convej  0) 
mortgage  the  water  works  system  or  the  sewerage 
works  system.  Such  trust  agreement  oi  resolution 
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may  contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and 
enforcing  the  rights,  security,  and  remedies  of  the 
bondholders  as  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
commission,  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in 
violation  of  law,  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  provisions  defining 
defaults  and  providing  for  remedies  in  the  event 
thereof  which  may  include  the  acceleration  of 
maturities  and  convenants  setting  forth  the  duties 
of,  and  limitations  on,  the  commission  in  relation 
to  the  acquisition,  construction,  improvement, 
enlargement,  alteration,  equipping,  furnishing, 
maintenance,  use,  operation,  repair,  insurance,  and 
disposition  of  the  water  works  system,  the 
sewerage  works  system  or  other  property  of  the 
commission,  the  custody,  safeguarding,  investment, 
and  application  of  moneys,  the  issue  of  additional 
bonds,  the  fixing,  revision  and  collection  of  fees, 
rates,  rents,  assessments,  or  other  charges,  the  use 
of  any  surplus  bond  proceeds,  the  establishment  of 
reserves,  and  the  making  and  amending  of 
contracts. 

(c)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust 
company  to  act  as  a  depository  or  trustee  of  the 
proceeds  of  bonds  or  of  revenues  or  other  moneys 
under  any  such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  and 
to  furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge 
such  securities  as  may  be  required  by  the 
commission.  Any  such  trust  agreement  or  re- 
solution may  set  forth  the  rights  and  remedies  of 
the  bondholders  and  of  the  trustees  and  may 
restrict  the  individual  right  of  action  by  bond- 
holders. In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  any  such 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  may  contain  such 
other  provisions  as  the  commission  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the 
bondholders.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  such  trust  agreement  or 
resolution  may  be  treated  as  current  expenses.  The 
pledge  by  any  such  trust  agreement  or  resolution 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed 
continuously  perfected  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code  from  the  time  when  the 
pledge  is  made;  the  revenues,  moneys,  rights,  and 
proceeds  so  pledged  and  then  or  thereafter 
acquired  or  received  by  the  commission  shall 
immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such  pledge 
without  any  physical  delivery  or  segregation 
thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  .any  such 
pledge  shall  be  valid  and  binding  against  all  parties 
having  claims  of  any  kind  in  tort,  contract,  or 
otherwise  against  the  commission,  irrespective  of 
whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither 
the  resolution  nor  any  trust  agreement  by  which  a 
pledge  is  created  need  be  filed  or  recorded  except 
in  the  records  of  the  commission,  and  no  filing 
need  be  made  under  the  Uniform  Commercial 
Code. 

(d)  Any  holder  of  bonds  issued  by  the 
commission  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of 
any  of  the  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  the 
trustee  under  a  trust  agreement  or  resolution 
securing  the  same,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights 
herein  given  may  be  restricted  by  such  trust 
agreement  or  resolution,  may  bring  suit  upon  the 
bonds  or  coupons  and  may,  either  at  law  or  in 
equity,    by    suit,    action,    mandamus,    or    other 


proceedings,  including  proceedings  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver  to  take  possession  and  control 
of  the  business  and  properties  of  the  commission, 
to  operate  and  maintain  the  same,  to  make  any 
necessary  repairs,  renewals,  and  replacements  in 
respect  thereof  and  to  fix,  revise,  and  collect  fees 
and  charges,  protect  and  enforce  any  and  all  rights 
under  the  law  of  the  commonwealth  or  granted 
hereunder  or  under  such  trust  agreement  or 
resolution,  and  may  enforce  and  compel  the 
performance  of  all  duties  required  by  this  act  or  by 
such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  to  be  performed 
by  the  commission  or  by  any  officer  thereof. 

Section  1 1 .  Refunding  bonds. 

The  commission  may  issue  refunding  bonds  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  any  of  its  bonds  at  maturity 
or  upon  acceleration  or  redemption.  The  refunding 
bonds  may  be  issued  at  such  time  prior  to  the 
maturity  or  redemption  of  the  refunded  bonds  as 
the  commission  deems  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 
The  refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  in  sufficient 
amounts  to  pay  or  provide  the  principal  of  the 
bonds  being  refunded,  together  with  any  redemp- 
tion premium  thereon,  any  interest  accrued  or  to 
accrue  to  the  date  of  payment  of  such  bonds,  the 
expenses  of  issue  of  the  refunding  bonds,  the 
expenses  of  redeeming  the  bonds  being  refunded 
and  such  reserves  for  debt  service  or  other  capital 
or  current  expenses  from  the  proceeds  of  such 
refunding  bonds  as  may  be  required  by  a  trust 
agreement  or  resolution  securing  bonds.  The  issue 
of  refunding  bonds,  the  maturities  and  other 
details  thereof,  the  security  therefor,  the  rights  of 
the  holders  thereof,  and  the  rights,  duties,  and 
obligations  of  the  commission  in  respect  of  the 
same  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  other  than  refunding 
bonds  insofar  as  the  same  may  be  applicable. 

Section  12.  Debt  of  commonwealth,  cities  or 
towns. 

Bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  debt  of  the 
commonwealth  or  of  any  city  or  town  or  a  pledge 
of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  commonwealth  or  of 
any  city  or  town,  unless  and  except  any  such  notes 
bear  the  guaranty  of  the  city  pursuant  to  section  8 
of  this  act,  but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the 
revenues  of  the  commission.  All  bonds  and  notes, 
except  notes  bearing  such  guaranty,  shall  contain 
on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to  the  effect  that 
neither  the  commonwealth  nor  any  city  or  town 
shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the  same  and  that  neither 
the  faith  and  credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of  the 
commonwealth  or  of  any  city  or  town  is  pledged 
to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  or  interest  on 
the  bonds  or  notes.  Every  bond  and  note  shall  also 
recite  whether  it  is  a  general  obligation  of  the 
commission  or  a  special  obligation  thereof  payable 
solely  from  particular  funds  pledged  to  its 
payment. 

Section  13.  Trust  funds. 

All  moneys  received  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  whether  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
bonds  or  notes  or  as  revenues  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  trust  funds  to  be  held  and  applied 
solely  as  provided  in  this  act. 
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Section  14.  Legal  investment  in  bonds. 

Bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  made  securities  in  which  all 
public  officers  and  public  bodies  of  the  common- 
wealth and  its  political  subdivisions,  all  insurance 
companies,  trust  companies  in  their  commercial 
departments,  savings  banks,  cooperative  banks, 
banking  associations,  investment  companies, 
executors,  administrators,  trustees,  and  other 
fiduciaries  may  properly  and  legally  invest  funds, 
including  capital  in  their  control  or  belonging  to 
them.  Such  bonds  and  notes  are  hereby  made 
securities  which  may  properly  and  legally  be 
deposited  with  and  received  by  any  state  or 
municipal  officer  or  any  agency  or  political 
subdivision  of  the  commonwealth  for  any  purpose 
for  which  the  deposit  of  bonds  or  obligations  of 
the  commonwealth  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  by  law. 

Section  15.  Bonds  and  notes;  investment 
securities. 

Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  any  recitals  in  any  bonds  or  notes  issued 
under  this  act,  all  such  bonds  and  notes  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  investment  securities  under  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  16.  Bonds  and  notes  issued  without 
ob  taining  consent. 

Bonds  and  notes  may  be  issued  under  this  act 
without  obtaining  the  consent  of  any  department, 
division,  commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency  of 
the  commonwealth  or  the  city,  and  without  any 
other  proceedings  or  the  happening  of  any  other 
conditions  or  things  than  those  proceedings, 
condition  or  things  which  are  specifically  required 
therefor  by  this  act,  and  the  validity  of  and 
security  for  any  bonds  and  notes  issued  by  the 
commission  shall  not  be  effected  by  the  existence 
or  non-existence  of  any  such  consent  or  other 
proceedings,  conditions  or  things. 

Section  17.   Tax  exemptions. 

The  commission  and  all  its  revenues,  income, 
and  real  and  personal  property  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  and  from  betterments  and  special 
assessments  and  the  commission  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  any  tax,  excise,  or  assessment  to  or 
for  the  commonwealth  or  any  of  its  political 
subdivisions.  Bonds  and  notes  issued  by  the 
commission,  their  transfer  and  the  income 
therefrom,  including  any  profit  made  on  the  sale 
thereof,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempt  from  taxation 
within  the  commonwealth. 

Section  18.  Annual  report. 

The  commission  shall  at  all  times  keep  full  and 
accurate  accounts  of  its  receipts,  expenditures, 
disbursements,  assets,  and  liabilities,  which  shall  be 
open  to  inspection  by  any  officer  or  duly 
appointed  agent  of  the  commonwealth  or  the  city. 
The  commission  shall  submit  an  annual  report  in 
writing  concerning  its  operation  to  the  mayor  and 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city,  the  city  council,  and 
the  state  auditor  within  one  hundred  and  twenty 
days  following  the  close  of  its  fiscal  year.  Such 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31, 
1978,  and  for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  shall 
include  financial  statement  relating  to  the 
operations    and    properties    of    the    commission 


audited  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principals  to  the  extent  applicable  by 
an  independent  certified  public  accountant  or  firm 
of  certified  public  accountants. 

Section  19.  Termination  or  dissolution;  vesting 
of  assets;  pledge  of  the  commonwealth. 

(a)  Upon  termination  or  dissolution  of  the 
commission,  the  title  to  all  funds  and  other 
properties  owned  by  it  which  remain  after 
payment  or  the  making  of  provision  for  payment 
ofalf  bonds,  notes,  and  other  obligations  of  the 
commission  shall  vest  in  the  city.  Notwithstanding 
the  foregoing,  if  the  commission  shall  fail  on  or 
before  December  31,  1979,  to  pay  or  refund  or 
provide  for  the  payment  of  all  notes  issued  by  the 
commission  and  guaranteed  by  the  city  pursuant  to 
section  8,  the  commission  shall  thereupon 
terminate  and  be  dissolved,  and  all  funds, 
properties,  assest,  and  liabilities  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  it  on  such  date  shall  immediately  vest  in 
and  be  assumed  by  the  city  by  operation  of  law. 

(b)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this 
section,  the  commonwealth  does  hereby  pledge  to 
and  agree  with  the  holders  of  the  bonds  of  the 
commission  that  the  commonwealth  will  not  limit 
or  alter  the  rights  hereby  vested  in  the  commission 
to  acquire,  construct,  maintain,  improve,  and 
operate  the  water  works  system  and  the  sewerage 
works  system,  to  establish  and  collect  fees,  rates, 
rents,  assessments,  and  other  charges  and  to  fulfill 
the  terms  of  any  agreements  made  with  or  for  the 
benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds  nor  terminate 
or  otherwise  dissolve  the  commission  or  in  any 
manner  impair  the  rights  and  remedies  of  the 
bondholders  until  the  bonds,  together  with  interest 
thereon,  have  been  fully  met  and  discharged. 

Section  20.  Certain  laws  as  to  Water  Works 
System  and  Sewerage  Works  System,  etc.,  to 
become  inoperative. 

Upon  title  to  the  water  works  system  and  the 
sewerage  works  system  becoming  vested  in  the 
commission  under  the  provisions  of  section  5  of 
this  act,  chapter  167  of  the  acts  of  1846  and  all 
acts  amendatory  thereof,  chapter  426  of  the  acts 
of  1897  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof,  chapter 
526  of  the  acts  of  1902  and  all  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  chapter  324  of  the  acts  of  1914,  and  all 
other  special  acts  and  parts  of  special  acts  and  all 
ordinances  of  the  city  and  parts  of  ordinances 
pertaining  to  the  water  works  system  and  the 
sewerage  works  system  and  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  inoperative  and  cease 
to  be  effective. 

Section  21.  Priority  of  act. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to 
provide  an  exclusive,  additional,  alternative,  and 
complete  method  for  the  doing  of  the  things 
authorized  hereby  and  shall  be  deemed  and 
construed  to  be  supplemental  and  additional  to, 
and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  conferred  upon 
the  commission  by  law,  provided,  however,  thai 
insofar  as  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  any  general  01  special  law, 
administrative  order  or  regulation,  >>[  an) 
limitation  imposed  by  ;<  corporate  or  municipal 
charter,  the  provisions  of  this  acl  shall  be 
controlling. 
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Section  22.  Liberal  construction. 

This  act,  being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the 
commonwealth  and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be 
liberally  construed  to  effect  the  purposes  hereof. 

Section  23.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and  if 
any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any 
circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any 
other  provisions  or  circumstances.  This  act  shall  be 
construed  in  all  respects  so  as  to  meet  all 
constitutuonal  requirements.  In  carrying  out  the 
purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act,  all  steps  shall 
be  takne  which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitu- 
tional requirements  whether  or  not  such  steps  are 
required  by  statute. 

Section  24.  Effective  date. 

This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL  RE 
CHANGING  MANNER  OF  APPOINT- 
MENT OF  ASSISTANT  CITY  CLERK  BY 
ORDINANCE 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department, 

May  6,  1977. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

You  have  requested  my  opinion  if  the  manner 
of  appointment  of  the  assistant  city  clerk  may  be 
changed  by  ordinance.  In  my  opinion,  such  a 
change  may  be  made. 

The  authority  for  the  appointment  of  an 
assistant  city  clerk  is  found  in  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  18, 
which  states: 

"A    city   may   by   ordinance   establish    the 

office  of  assistant  city  clerk,  and  prescribe  the 

manner    of  his   appointment .  .  ."    (Emphasis 

supplied.) 

There  is  nothing  in  that  statute  which  prohibits 
changing  the  method  of  appointment  once  selected 
in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  first  established. 
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I  am  of  the  further  opinion  that  the  prohibition 
against  taking  any  action  by  ordinance  with  respect 
to  reorganization  of  the  city  clerk  found  in  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  5,  as  amended  by  St.  1953,  c.  475, 
s.  1,  does  not  apply  to  the  appointment  of  the 
assistant  city  clerk,  since  the  language  of  that 
statute  applies  only  to  the  office  of  the  city  clerk 
and  does  not  refer  in  any  way  to  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  18. 

The  method  of  appointment  of  the  assistant 
city  clerk  currently  in  effect  may  be  found  in 
C.B.C.  Ord.  2,  s.  553,  which  provides,  "The  city 
clerk  shall  apoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  an  assistant  city  clerk." 

I  hope  the  foregoing  is  of  assistance.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
held  a  meeting  Wednesday,  May  4,  1977,  in  the 
City  Council  to  which  were  invited  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  Conservation  Com- 
mission, Law  Department,  and  Division  of 
Waterways  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

We  heard  from  Mr.  Weinberg  of  the  Con- 
servation Commission,  Mr.  John  Mahoney, 
attorney  for  the  petitioner,  Blue  Water  Trust, 
which  are  going  to  erect  buildings  on  Commercial 
Wharf  as  well  as  members  of  the  Downtown 
Waterfront  neighborhood. 

As  a  result  of  the  meeting,  I  have  drafted  a 
letter  which  was  sent  this  week  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  Herbert  Gleason  to  answer  some  questions 
concerning  the  legality  of  the  existing  notice  of 
intent  by  the  petitioner  for  permission  to  construct 
these  buildings. 

The  Building  Department  has  already  issued  a 
permit  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
entered  into  an  agreement  as  of  last  November  19, 
1976,  granting  them  a  license  to  build. 

I  am  enclosing  a  letter  which  is  part  of  this 
report  in  which  the  Committee  seeks  to  get  a  legal 
determination  on  the  status  of  the  current  petition 
which  was  withdrawn  by  the  petitioner,  Blue  Water 
Trust,  on  the  day  the  hearing  was  to  be  before  the 
Conservation  Commission.  It  is  the  intention  of 
your  Committee  to  pursue  this  matter  from  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  approval  to  the 
issuance  of  a  permit  from  the  Building  Department 
and  finally  whenever  the  Blue  Water  reapplies  for  a 
notice  of  intent  before  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission. 

As  soon  as  we  have  an  answer  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  this  Committee  will  meet 
again  and  bring  all  the  interested  parties  before  the 
meeting.

A  meeting  was  held  last  night  at  the  City 
Council  chamber  concerning  the  proposed  erection 
of  a  buildingin  the  Downtown  Waterfront  Project 
on  Commercial  Wharf  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Blue 
Water  Trust  which  own  Commercial  Wharf. 

The  facts  are  these.  An  agreement  was  reached 
between  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  Blue  Water  Trust  concerning 
the  erection  of  a  new  building  on  the  two  finger 
wharfs  on  the  outside  end  of  Commercial  Wharf. 
According  to  the  testimony  at  the  hearing,  the 
petitioner  has  merely  a  license  to  use  the  pier  and 
proposes  to  erect  two  permanent  three-story  steel 
frame  structures  to  be  used  as  office  buildings 
which  would  obstruct  the  view  of  the  people  who 
are  living  on  Commercial  and  Lewis  Wharfs  as  well 
as  the  Prince  Building  and  other  buildings  in  the 
Waterfront  area. 

The  petitioner  has  obtained  the  necessary 
building  permits  on  March  29,  1977,  and  has 
already  consumated  an  agreement  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  1976.  They  had  filed, 
on  April  6,  a  notice  of  intention  with  the 
Conservation  Commission  as  prescribed  by  chapter 
131,  section  40.  On  the  day  of  the  hearing,  the 
petitioner  withdrew  his  petition. 

Several  legal  questions  were  raised  at  last  night's 
hearing.  First  of  all,  whether  or  not  the  provisions 
of  chapter  310  are  still  in  effect  even  though  the 
Legislature  has  not  renewed  the  statute  which 
expired  January  1,  1977. 

Secondly,  whether  or  nor  it  was  applicable  to 
an  agreement  which  was  consummated  on  May  10, 
1976,  and  amended  November,  1976,  while  the  act 
was  still  in  effect. 

Next,  whether  or  not  a  chapter  91  license  under 
the  state  Department  of  Waterways  is  necessary. 
According  to  the  Building  Department,  this  is  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  not  a  preexisting 
building.  According  to  John  J.  Hannon,  chief 
engineer  of  the  Executive  Office  of  Environmental 
Affairs  Department  of  the  Division  of  Waterways, 
".  .  .  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  work  falls  into 
The  category  of  an  existing  structure."  Accordingly, 
he  determined  that  the  chapter  91  license  would 
not  be  required  for  the  work  proposed.  I  tend  to 
disagree  with  this  becuase  of  the  fact  that  this  is  an 
existing  structure  and  a  completely  different  use  is 
being  made  of  the  pier. 

Chapter  310,  section  3(c)  provides: 

"The  height  of  structures  constructed  on 
Lewis  Wharf  or  Commercial  Wharf  shall  be 
limited  to  the  height  of  the  tallest  structure 
existing  on  the  pier  as  of  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventy-two." 

Whether  or  not  this  means  the  actual  structure 
which  was  then  in  existence  on  the  pier  or  the 
height  of  the  tallest  structure  on  the  entire  wharf  is 
the  question.  As  you  know,  there  is  a  small 
building  on  one  of  these  finger  piers  and  then  there 
is  the  Commercial  Wharf  building  itself  which  is 
not  on  the  pier  but  rather  on  landfill. 
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As  to  the  Conservation  Commission,  which 
allowed  the  petitioner  to  cancel  a  hearing  on  the 
same  day  as  the  proposed  hearing  was  to  be  held 
on  April  26,  the  question  is  whether  or  not  they 
should  have  canceled  after  due  notice  to  all  the 
parties  and  notice  published  in  the  newspapers. 
The  question  comes  to  mind  of  whether  or  not  the 
petitioner  should  have  been  allowed  to  withdraw 
the  petition  but  rather  they  should  have  allowed 
the  people  who  had  been  notified  to  testify.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  a  standard  operating  procedure 
should  be  adopted  for  all  boards  within  the  city  so 
we  do  not  have  conflicting  rules. 

Next,  the  question  is  whether  or  not  the 
construction  of  a  building  by  the  replacement  of 
fourteen  steel,  cement-filled  pilings  constitutes  part 
of  the  building  so  it  then  becomes  a  replacement 
rather  than  a  maintenance  of  an  existing  structure. 
The  steel,  cement-filled  pilings  could  be  considered 
foundation.  I'm  sure  that  the  existing  pilings  could 
not  support  a  building  and  the  main^support  for 
this  building  would  be  fourteen  steel,  cement-filled 
pilings.  This  would  require  then  that  it  is  not  the 
maintenance  of  a  structure  as  delineated  by  the 
state  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  Division  of  Waterways. 

In  summary,  it  is  my  feeling  that  the  law 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  contract  is  the  law  that 
is  in  effect,  which  would  make  chapter  310 
applicable  to  this  case  at  hand. 

If  that  be  the  case,  the  question  is  whether  or 
not  the  height  of  these  buildings  must  conform 
with  the  height  of  the  tallest  structure  on  the  pier 
and  the  pier  could  not  be  the  landfilled  wharf,  but 
rather  the  pier  upon  which  construction  js  to  take 
place  and  since  there  is  an  existing  structure,  they 
could  not  build  higher  that  the  existing  structure 
that  is  on  there  now  and  if  there  was  no  structure 
on  the  pier,  they  could  not  build  a  building  at  all. 

Secondly,  as  I  understand  it  they  merely  have  a 
license  to  use  the  piers  and  a  license  does  not 
constitute  ownership  but  rather  a  right  to 
reasonably  use  these  piers.  The  construction  of  a 
permanent  steel  building  on  these  piers  would 
constitute  permanent  use. 

I  sincerely  request,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  City  Council,  your  legal  opinion 
on  the  matters  which  have  been  raised  on  this 
matter  at  the  hearing  so  that  I  might  make  a  report 
as  soon  as  possible  and  in  addition,  The 
Conservation  Commission  should  be  apprised  of  all 
this  as  well  as  the  Building  Department  where  they 
are  now  seeking  a  revised  building  permit  to  reduce 
the  height  limitation  of  the  buildings. 

I  would  hope  that  you  would  advise  these 
agencies  and  also  advise  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  of  your  interpretation  and  myself  as 
chairman  of  the  City  Council  Committee  of  the 
Executive,  and  those  opposed.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN  DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Development,  submitted  the  following: 
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Your  Committee  on  Urban  Development,  to 
which  was  referred  Docket  No.  3095,  message  and 
order  of  the  Mayor  for  the  appropriation  of 
$520,000  to  the  Economic  Development  Industrial 
Commission  for  the  Crosstown  Industrial  Park  and 
approving  designation  of  area  and  economic 
development  plan,  having  considered  the  same 
submits  the  following  report: 

I.  Your  Committee  held  a  public  hearing  duly 
advertised,  on  April  26,  1977,  at  7  p.m.,  at  the 
City  Council  chamber  on  Docket  No.  3095 
message  and  order,  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission  (Crosstown  Industrial  Park) 
approving  designation  of  area,  economic  develop- 
ment plan,  and  expenditure  for  the  Crosstown 
Industrial  Park. 

Among  those  present  at  the  hearing  were 
Michale  Westgate,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Com- 
mission, Marvin  Gilmore,  Community  Develop- 
ment Corporation  of  Boston,  Inc.,  and  Anthony 
Pengaro  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

Testimony  was  presented  establishing  that  the 
provisions  of  chapter  1097  of  the  Acts  of  1971 
were  satisfied. 

A  summary  of  the  Economic  Development  Plan 
for  the  Crosstown  Industrial  Park  follows: 

1.  Locus:  Approximately  five  acres  generally 
bounded  by  Harrison  Avenue,  Eustis  Street, 
Norfolk  Street,  Hampden  Street,  Gerald  Street, 
Chesterton  Street,  Massachusetts  Avenue,  and 
Albany  Street.  (See  attached  Exhibit  A.)  Presently 
the  land  is  vacant,  partially  owned  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  and  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

The  Economic  Development  Industrial  Com- 
mission, and  Community  Development  Corpora- 
tion of  Boston,  Inc.,  have  worked  jointly  on  the 
project  for  more  than  two  years.  They  have 
communicated  with  many  national  companies 
engaged  in  light  industry,  about  the  prospects  of 
participation  in  the  industrial  park.  At  least  three 
have  expressed  serious  interest. 

Before  the  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Commission  and  Community  Develop- 
ment Corporation  of  Boston,  Inc.,  can  begin 
serious  negotiations  with  any  company  they  must 
show  that-  they  have  the  authority  to  assemble  the 
land.  The  first  order  proposed  by  your  Committee 
would  accomplish  this. 

Once  the  land  is  assembled  the  Federal 
Economic  Development  Administration  would 
provide  a  grant  to  the  project  up  to  $600,000  with 
a  matching  share  from  the  city  of  approximately 
$250,000.  The  second  order  would  authorize  the 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Commission 
to  issue  general  obligation  bonds  to  satisfy  this 
requirement. 

It  is  anticipated  that  once  all  necessary 
approvals  are  obtained  that  the  first  phase  of 
construction  would  begin  by  July,  1977.  A  facility 
built  on  60,000  square  feet  would  create 
approximately  200  construction  jobs.  Once 
completed,  estimates  of  up  to  600  jobs  would  be 
cicateu  for  residents  of  the  surrounding  com- 
munities. 


Additionally  the  land  now  taxexempt  would 
become  tax-producing  by  in  lieu  tax  agreements 
whereby  a  percentage  of  gross  rental  would  be 
collected  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  endorses  the 
Crosstown  Industrial  Park  plan  as  having  a  major 
and  beneficial  impact  on  the  city  as  a  whole,  and 
this  area  of  the  city  in  particular. 

The  prospects  of  new  industry  coming  to  the 
City  of  Boston  will  have  a  positive  impact  on  our 
high  unemployment  rate,  broaden  our  tax  base, 
and  strengthen  our  economy. 

The  Boston  City  Council  is  most  anxious  to 
demostrate  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  all  in 
fostering  hope  for  the  future  of  our  city.

Summary  of  the  Economic  Development  Plan 
for  the  Crosstown  Industrial  Park 

The  Crosstown  Industrial  Park  (CTIP)  project  is 
an  effort  of  the  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  (EDIC)  working  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Community  Development  Corpora- 
tion of  Boston  (CDC).  EDIC  was  created  by 
chapter  1097  of  the  Acts  of  1971  with  the 
mandate  to  create  jobs  for  Boston  residents.  The 
CDC  grew  out  of  the  Model  Cities  Program  with 
the  purpose  of  creating  a  viable  economic 
surrounding  for  residents  in  the  Roxbury,  South 
End  communities. 

As   a  result  of  their  activities,   the  Economic 


Development  Plan  for  the  CTIP  has  been  prepared. 
The  EDP  calls  for  the  creation  of  an  approximately 
five-acre,  industrial  park  near  the  intersection  of 
Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Albany  Street.  The  site 
could  offer,  depending  on  final  design,  up  to 
100,000  square  feet  of  building  space  with  parking 
available  on  site.  Construction  of  the  park  is 
expected  to  generate  at  least  seventy  construction 
jobs.  When  the  project  is  completed  there  will  be 
up  to  200  full-time  positions  on  site,  primarily 
light  manufacturing,  assembly,  and  administrative. 

Currently  all  the  land  involved  in  the  project  is 
underutilized  and  primarily  vacant.  Development 
of  the  project  does  not  involve  the  relocation  of 
any  residence  or  business.  Land  assembly  for  the 
five-acre,  development  parcel  is  expected  to  be 
relatively  straightforward,  since  the  land  is  all 
publicly  held.  Approximately  205,000  square  feet 
of  project  land  is  currently  held  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  remaining  land 
area  of  approximately  31,000  square  feet  is  held 
by  the  state  Department  of  Public  Works.  The 
BRA  lands  involved  were  acquired  by  them  from 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment. A  final  disposition  price  for  this  land  will  be 
established  in  the  near  future.  The  DPW  land  was 
acquired  by  them  by  eminent  domain  pursuant  to 
their  former  plans  to  construct  the  South  West 
Corridor  1-95.  When  this  project  was  discontinued 
the  DPW  parcels  involved  in  the  CTIP  became 
excess.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  DPW  parcels 
necessary  for  development  of  the  CTIP  will  be 
acquired  at  no  cost  to  EDIC. 

EDIC  will  own  the  five-acre,  development 
parcel  and  will  subsequently  assign  a  long-term 
lease  to  the  CDC.  The  CDC  will  have  primary 
responsibilities  for  marketing  the  site.  When  a 
tenant  is  found  for  the  site  the  CDC  will  assign  a 
long-term  sublease  to  the  tenant.  EDIC  will  retain 
final  design  approval  of  the  site  as  well  as  final 
approval  of  the  prospective  tenant. 

Cost  estimates  of  the  development  of  the  CTIP 
have  been  developed.  Through  the  attached  plan, 
EDIC  is  requesting  $520,000  from  its  initial 
authorization  by  the  City  Council  in  1973,  of 
$7,000,000.  Of  this  amount  $3,700,000  still 
remains  unobligated  at  this  time.  The  requested 
funds  will  be  used  generally  to:  finance  land 
acquisition,  rental  of  temporary  facilities  including 
parking,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  interim 
facilities,  $250,000;  finance  the  matching  share  of 
a  $600,000  Economic  Development  Administra- 
tion Public  Works  Grant,  $180,000;  finance 
contingencies  arising  out  of  the  project,  $52,000;

Whereas,  The  African  Heritage  Institute,  8 
Warren  Street,  in  the  Roxbury  section  of  the  City 
of  Boston  has  sponsored  a  Day  of  Mourning  among 
the  non-neighborhood  student  population  at  South 
Boston  High  School  in  the  South  Boston  section  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,    As    part    of    then    Daj    "l    Mourning 
activities  the  non-neighborhood  student  population 

at  South  Boston  High  School  has  participated  in  a 
100  percent   effective   boycott   ol  classes  and  haw 
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demanded  an  immediate  closing  of  South  Boston 
High  School  followed  up  by  a  move  of  its  student 
body  and  faculty  to  what  the  African  Heritage 
Institute  has  termed  a  "neutral"  site  elsewhere  in 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  South  Boston  High  School  has  for 
generations  been  an  integral  part  of  the 
educational,  social,  recreational,  and  traditional  life 
of  the  South  Boston  community  representing  in 
effect,  the  very  symbol  of  South  Boston's  civic 
awareness  and  action;  and 

Whereas,  Any  move  of  the  student  body  and 
faculty  of  South  Boston  High  School  if  ac- 
complished would  effectively  leave  open  for 
community  and  privately  sponsored  educational, 
social,  and  recreational  activities  a  building  in 
which  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  taxpayers' 
money  has  been  poured  into  for  renovation  and 
restoration  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition,  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston  while  paying  a  total  of  $3,1(50  per  pupil, 
educational  expenses  citywide  have,  at  the  same 
time,  been  paying  a  total  of  $5,000  per  pupil  for 
educational  purposes  at  South  Boston  High  School 
and  over  $7,000  per  pupil  for  the  student  body  at 
Boston  Trade  High  School;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  ironic  that  while  the 
Boston  School  Department  has  poured  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars  in  taxpayer's  money  into  the 
physical  plant  at  South  Boston  High  School  and  is 
expending  $5,000  per  pupil  at  the  institution  for 
educational  purposes,  the  African  Heritage  In- 
stitute has  called  for  its  closing  and  the  relocation 
of  its  student  body  and  faculty  to  an  alternative 
site;  and 

Whereas,  While  ironic  and  tragic,  the  situation 
at  South  Boston  High  School  could  very  well  be 
salvaged  at  least  for  the  people  of  South  Boston 
and  their  children,  if,  in  the  unfortunate  event  the 
demands  of  the  African  Heritage  Institute  are  met 
by  the  Boston  School  Department,  whether 
unilaterally  or  in  conjunction  with  the  Federal 
District  Court  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, through  the  Declaration  of  Surplus  Status  by 
said  department  of  South  Boston  High  School,  and 
the  exchange  of  its  control  from  said  department 
to  community  control  under  the  auspices  of  a 
private,  community-based  Board  of  Trustees; now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  on  the  Boston  School 
Department,  in  the  event  it  meets  the  demands  of 
the  African  Heritage  Institute,  to  immediately  turn 
control  of  South  Boston  High  School's  physical 
plant  over  to  duly  designated  representatives  of  the 
South  Boston  community  who  will  be  charged 
with  continuing  South  Boston  High  School,  as  a 
center  of  community  activities  through  the 
establishment  of  a  private,  day  academy  open  to  all 
students  who  desire  a  quality  education,  and  also, 
of  social  and  recreational  programs  open  to  all  the 
residents  of  South  Boston,  as  well  as  a  continuing 
education  program  open  to  all  residents.

Whereas,  No  provisions  were  made  in  said 
budget  for  the  Community  Schools  Program 
causing  a  great  deal  of  consternation  among  the 
citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who  have  in  the  past

Canavan  of  the  South  Boston  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  Mrs.  Estella  Anderson  of  the  Roxbury 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Patricia  Kelly  and 
Kathryn  Whelan  of  the  Dorchester  section  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  worked  in  teams  of  two  to  exercise 
the  heart  and  apply  mouth-to-mouth  resuscitation 
to  sustain  their  teacher;  and 

Whereas,  The  ambulance  summoned  \o  help  the 
stricken  teacher  was  delayed  in  traffic  one-half 
hour,  but  the  four  women  students  continued  their 
lifesaving  efforts  to  the  point  of  exhaustion, 
thereby  saving  the  life  of  their  teacher;  and 

Whereas,  The  four  women  have  been  recom- 
mended for  the  American  Red  Cross  certificate  by 
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the  headmaster  of  the  Boston  Business  School  for 
their  heroic  efforts  in  saving  the  life  of  their 
stricken  teacher  who  was  hospitalized  but  is  now  at 
home  recovering;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  extends  its  highest  com- 
mendation to  these  four  heroic,  women  students  of 
the  Boston  Business  School  for  saving  the  life  of 
their  stricken  teacher,  and  joins  with  the 
headmaster  of  the  Boston  Business  School  in 
recommending  that  they  be  presented  with  the 
American  Red  Cross  Certificate.

Whereas,  This  stipend  usually  has  to  cover  all 
personal  expenses  such  as  laundry,  tobacco 
products  and  gifts,  leaving  barely  little  for  clothing, 
grooming  needs,  and  special  medications  not 
provided  by  Medicaid; and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  has  before  it  two 
measures:  Senate  Bill  No.  369  calling  for  a  3 
percent  annual  cots-of-living  increase  retroactive  to 


1974,  and  Senate  Bill  No.  371  for  an  increase  from 
$30  to  $40  in  the  monthly  stipend  for  indigent 
patients;  and 

Whereas,  Both  measures  received  favorable 
recommendation  from  the  Committee  on  Health 
Care  and  these  measures  were  sent  to  Senate  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  April  1  and  are  still  there 
under  consideration;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  add  its 
endorsement  to  passage  and  signature  this  session 
of  the  General  Court  to  Senate  No.  369  and  Senate 
No.  371  as  worthy  first  steps  to  help  alleviate  the 
plight  of  elderly  indigent  in  nursing  homes  and 
who  suffer  most  the  cruel  bite  of  inflation  into 
their  meagre  allowances.

DISAPPROVAL  OF  ORDINANCE  AMENDING 
CONDITIONS  FOR  GRANTING  PERMITS 
FOR  STREET  WORK 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

May  10,  1977. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  April  25,  1977,  "Amending 
Conditions  for  Granting  Permits  for  Street  Work." 
My  reason  for  disapproval  of  the  ordinance  in 
the  form  in  which  you  passed  it  is  that  it  attempts 


to  infringe  the  power  given  by  statute  St.  1962,  c. 
322,  s.  1)  to  the  police  commissioner  to  control 
"the  government  administration,  disposition,  and 
discipline"  of  the  Police  Department  by  requiring 
him  to  provide  one  Boston  police  officer  at  every 
bit  of  street  work  throughout  the  city.  Only  if  the 
police  commissioner  has  control  of  the  disposition 
of  officers,  even  on  an  off-duty  basis,  can  he  run 
his  department  efficiently. 

I  regret  that  the  ordinance  was  not  passed  in  its 
original  form,  simply  requiring  that  police  officers 
assigned  to  such  work  belong  to  the  Boston  Police 
Department.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section      1.  The     City      of     Boston     Code, 

Ordinances,  Title  11,  section  158,  paragraph  5  is 

hereby  amended  by  striking  out  paragraph  5  and 

inserting  the  following  new  paragraph: 

"5.  That  the  commissioner  shall  require  the 
person  receiving  the  permit  to  maintain  at  the 
expense  of  such  person  as  many  Boston  police 
officers  on  special  duty  (outside  their  regular 
tour  of  duty),  as  the  police  commissioner  may 
determine  necessary  to  protect  the  safety  and 
general  welfare  of  the  public  and  to  preserve 
the  free  circulation  of  traffic  (but  in  no  event 
less  than  one  (1)  Boston  police  officer).  This 
clause  shall  not  prohibit  reimbursement  of  such 
person  for  such  expense  if  a  contract  between 
such  person  and  the  city  or  any  other  person 
provides  such  reimbursement.  It  shall  be  the 
duty    of   the    public    works   commissioner    to 
ascertain   compliance  of  this  section  prior  to 
issuance  of  the  permit."

In  accordance  with  Rule  3  of  Schedule  A  of  the 
Compensation  and  Classification  Plans  for  the

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  PUBLIC  LANDS 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Commttee  on 
Public  Lands,  submitted  the  following: 

Interim  report  on  Docket  Numbers  3057,  3058, 
and  3059  (referred  February  28): 

This  interim  report  concerns  three  orders 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  on  February  28,  1977, 
which  transfer  the  care,  custody,  management,  and 
control  of  twelve  parcels  of  city  land  with  any 
buildings  thereon  to  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment. 

Your  committee  held  a  public  hearing  on  these 
matters  on  March  30,  1977.  On  that  occasion 
various  groups  and  individuals  expressed  interest  in 
acquiring  some  of  said  parcels  if  and  when  the 
council  transferred  them  to  the  Public  Facilities 
Department.  Your  committee  also  heard  from  Mr. 
Paul  Horn  of  Public  Facilities.  Mr.  Horn  on  that 
occasion  was  not  able  to  tell  your  committee,  with 
any  degree  of  certainty,  what  disposition  would  be 
made  of  the  property  once  Public  Facilites  was 
given  control.  Consequently,  your  committee 
asked  Mr.  Horn  to  prepare  a  report  for  the 
committee  indicating  what  specific  plans  his 
agency  had  for  each  parcel,  indicating  any 
conditions  of  any  deed  it  might  give,  including  the 
price  to  be  paid  for  each  parcel,  as  well  as  an 
indication  of  the  general  acceptance  of  the 
conveyance  by  the  community  in  which  the 
property  was  located. 

By  letter  of  April  13,  1977,  Mr.  Victor  E. 
Hagan,    Director,    Public    Facilities    Department, 
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wrote  to  me  concerning  the  matter.  While  that 
letter  did  contain  information  not  previously 
known  to  your  committee,  it  did  not  contain  the 
specifics  requested  of  Mr.  Horn.  Accordingly,  your 
committee,  on  April  15,  1977,  wrote  Mr.  Hagan 
requesting  the  specifics  as  to  parties,  provisions  of 
any  deed,  and  evidence  of  community  acceptance. 

Since  That  time  no  additional  information  has 
been  forthcoming  from  Public  Facilities. 

Attached  are  copies  of  the  correspondence 
referred  to  above.

Dear  Mr.  McDonough: 

In  response  to  your  recent  request,  I  am  writing 
to  provide  additional  information  on  the  twelve 
surplus  properties  whose  transfer  to  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  is  now  pending  before  your 
Committee.  I  understand  that  the  Committee 
members  are  primarily  interested  in  knowing  what 
new  uses  are  contemplated  for  these  properties. 

Circumstances  vary,  as  I  shall  indicate,  but  in 
general  it  is  our  wish  to  see  these  properties 
become  new  sources  of  tax  revenue  for  the  city. 
Depending,  of  course,  on  their  location,  structural 
soundness,  and  other  determinants  of  value,  the 
city's  surplus  facilities  represent  an  obviously  and 
relatively  simple  means  of  improving  the  city's 
fiscal  situation. 

Accordingly,  over  the  past  two  years  or  so,  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  has  developed  pro- 
cedures for  evaluating  the  development  potential 
of  surplus  properties,  soliciting  suitable  proposals 
for  their  reuse  and  working  with  designated 
developers  to  insure  that  their  plans  are  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  neighborhood  concerns,  as  well 
as  relevant  building  and  design  criteria.  You  will 
find  more  detailed  information  about  these 
procedures  in  the  enclosed  copy  of  our  "Developer 
Guidelines." 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  similar 
document  for  tax-exempt  organizations,  for  even 
during  a  period  of  fiscal  hardship,  we  recognize 
that  the  opportunity  to  create  new  tax  revenues 
for  the  city  may,  in  some  cases,  be  outweighed  by 
other  considerations.  Certainly,  where  the  effort  to 
attract  a  tax-producing  use  to  an  old  building 
fails-as  it  has  in  some  cases-it  is  clearly  preferable 
to  accommodate  a  worthy  tax-exempt  user  than  it 
is  to  demolish  a  building  or  see  is  destroyed  by 
vandalism. 

But  as  a  matter  of  fiscal  responsibility,  it  is  our 
conviction  that  the  city  can  no  longer  afford  to 
overlook  the  tax-producing  potential  of  these 
properties  and  should,  in  fact,  consider  this  aspect 
of  their  value  before  entertaining  reuse  proposals 
of  a  tax-exempt  nature.  We  hope  the  City  Council 
will  see  fit  to  endorse  this  position  as  a  standard 
city  policy. 

In  regard  to  the  specific  properties  before  the 
Public  Land  Committee,  I  hope  the  following 
information  will  be  heldful: 


(1)  Fire   House,   260  Sumner  Street,  East 
Boston. 

(2)  Fire     House,     60    Paris    Street,    East 
Boston. 

Once  released  to  our  custody,  our  procedure 
will  be  to  advertise  these  properties  as  "Develop- 
ment Opportunities"  and  evaluate  proposals 
according  to  the  criteria  outlined  in  our 
"Developer  Guidelines."  Should  appropriate  tax- 
producing  proposals  fail  to  materialize,  we  should 
then  entertain  proposals  of  a  tax-exempt  nature. 

(3)  Fire    House,    1 19   Dorchester   Avenue, 
Dorchester. 

We  are  aware  that  a  local  American  Legion  Post 
has  expressed  strong  interest  in  acquiring  this 
property  for  various  post  and  community 
activities.  Since  the  post's  proposal  apparently  has 
the  strong  support  of  both  the  Council  and 
community,  we  would  be  prepared  to  convey  this 
property  to  them,  otherwise  our  procedure  would 
be  to  advertise  it,  too,  as  a  development 
opportunity. 

(4)  Fire  House,  344  Congress  Street,  South 
Boston. 

Even  without  its  having  been  formally  ad- 
vertised, this  property  has  attracted  the  interest  of 
a  number  of  prospective  developers-an  interior 
design  firm  and  a  photography  studio,  for  example. 
Formal  advertisement  should  elicit  additional 
interest  of  a  tax-producing  nature.  Our  procedure 
would  be  to  consider  all  such  proposals  and 
designate  the  developer  whose  plans  promise  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  city  and  local  community. 

(5)  Fire      House,      16      Harvard      Street, 
Brighton. 

This  station  is  located  in  a  deteriorated  but 
relatively  stable  business  district.  Our  hope  would 
be  to  find  a  new  use  for  the  building  which  might 
stimulate  additional  commercial  activity  in  the 
area.  We  would  advertise  the  property  and  give 
careful  consideration  to  the  proposals  submitted 
by  both  local  businessmen  and  outside  developers. 

(6)  Police  Station  Site,  1891  Centre  Street, 
West  Roxbury. 

The  so-called  "Hastings  Street"  property  was 
advertised  for  developer  interest  in  January  of 
1976.  We  received  two  proposals;  one  from  the 
Boston  Five  Cent  Savings  Bank  (whose  Centre 
Street  branch  office  abuts  the  site),  and  the  other 
from  a  former  city  resident,  Mr.  George  Papps, 
who  owns  a  restaurant  in  the  area. 

In  concept,  the  proposals  were  very  similar, 
both  calling  for  new  off-street  parking,  as  well  as  a 
small  sitting  area/park  for  shopppers  and 
pedestrians.  We  studied  these  proposals,  met  on 
several  occasions  with  both  parties,  and  made 
recommendations  to  each  for  improving  their 
respective  schemes.  At  least  three  public  meetings 
were  also  held  to  consider  community  feelings  on 
the  subject. 

As  a  result  of  this  process,  we  concluded  tli.u 
the  bank's  plan,  with  the  modifications  they  agreed 
to  incorporate,  was  superior  to  thai  submitted  by 
Mr.  Papps.  Moreover,  we  felt  that  the  bank,  with 
its  greatej  financial  resources,  could  .iitord  not 
only  to  invest  more  monej  into  initial  construction 
but  could,  on  a  continuing  basis,  also  assure  the 
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city  of  better  maintenance  once  the  property  was 
developed. 

While  transfer  of  this  property  is  pending 
before  your  Committee,  we  have,  therefore,  named 
the  bank  as  tentative  developer  for  the  site.  We 
stand  by  this  choice  and,  if  necessary,  would  be 
happy  to  explain  our  reasons  in  more  detail.  In  any 
event,  I  wish  to  dispel  any  reports  or  claims  that 
Mr.  Papps'  proposal  was  not  given  scrupulous, 
unprejudiced,  and  thorough  consideration. 

In  dealing  with  the  following  group  of 
properties,  we  faced  special  problems  and  con- 
sidered it  both  necessary  and  prudent  to  deviate  to 
some  extent  from  what  we  were  trying  to  establish 
as  standard  procedures. 

The  locations  of  these  properties— in  areas 
suffering  from  a  high  incidence  of  vandalism, 
housing  abandonment,  and  general  decay-made  it 
extremely  unlikely  that  they  would  attract 
tax-producing  uses.  We  were  likewise  concerned 
that  if  left  vacant  for  any  period  of  time,  the 
buildings  would  create  additional  security 
problems  and  quite  possibly  might  be  destroyed  by 
vandalism. 

Our  approach,  therefore,  was  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  care  and  use  of  these  buildings  with 
certain  established,  reputable  organizations.  All  of 
these  groups  had  indicated  an  interest  in  assuming 
title  to  the  respective  properties  at  some  future 
date;  all  agreed  and  in  our  best  judgment  all  were 
well  qualified  to  assume  responsibility  for  them  in 
the  meantime. 

One  of  the  organizations,  the  Roxbury 
Multi-Service  Center,  has  already  invested  several 
thousand  dollars  in  physical  improvements  to  the 
fire  house  they  occupy.  The  others  are  ready  to  do 
likewise  once  they  are  given  formal  title.  It  is, 
therefore,  our  intention  to  expedite  formal 
conveyance  once  the  Council  has  transferred  these 
properties  to  our  custody.

The  site  has  been  designated  as  a  future 
off-street  parking  lot  to  serve  the  businesses  of 
Egleston  Square.  The  project  is  to  be  funded  under 
the  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
Program. 

(12)  Codman  Square  Library,  6  Norfolk 
Street,  Dorchester 


We  are  aware  of  and  have  no  immediate 
objection  to  the  interest  expressed  in  leasing  this 
property  by  the  Codman  Square  Health  Center, 
but  must  point  out  that  this  agency  (one  of  several 
already  serving  this  area)  must  first  obtain  a 
"Certificate  of  Need"  from  the  state  Department 
of  Public  Health  before  they  can  begin  to  operate  a 
clinic.  While  their  application  is  pending,  we  feel  it 
is  appropriate  to  advertise  the  property.  Should 
serious  developer  interest  fail  to  materialize,  we 
would  have  no  objection  to  transferring  custody  of 
the  building  to  the  Real  Property  Department  for 
such  leasing  arrangements  it  may  see  fit  to  make 
with  the  clinic  or  other  reputable  organizations. 

I  trust  this  information  clarifies  our  intended 
role  in  the  disposition  of  these  properties  and  will 
enable  Council  to  move  swiftly  in  approving  the 
orders  of  transfer.  If  the  Committee  has  any 
further  questions,  Mr.  Paul  Horn  of  my  staff  will 
be  able  to  assist  you  directly.

I  am  sympathetic  with  your  expressed  desire  to 
have  surplus  city  properties  become  new  sources  of 
tax  revenue  for  the  city  whenever  a  specific 
property  lends  itself  to  such  treatment. 

Accordingly  I  suggest  that  in  those  instances,  as 
set  forth  in  your  letter,  wherein  you  indicate  the 
possibility  of  such  a  new  use,  you  follow  the 
procedure  which  you  followed  in  the  case  of  the 
so-called  "Hastings  Street"  property.  Namely, 
proceed  to  advertise  for  taxable  developer  interest. 
Then,  in  the  event  there  is  such  interest,  you  may 
inform  me  of  your  recommendations  concerning 
the  property,  and  in  the  event  no  such  interest 
appears,  you  may  then  seek  possible  nontaxable 
reuse  and  inform  me  regarding  that. 

As  to  those  properties,  which  your  letter 
indicates  you  are  now  prepared  to  convey  to  a 
developer,  namely: 

Fire  House,  119  Dorchester  Avenue,  South 
Boston 

Fire  House,  434  Warren  Street,  Roxbury 
Fire  House,  27  Centre  Street,  Roxbury 
Fire  House,  198  Dudley  Street,  Roxbury

Fire  House,  3087  Washington  Street,  Roxbury 
Please  forward  a  written  proposed  agreement- 
setting  forth    the  names  of  parties   and  a   brief 
history    of  what   they   have   done   to   help   their 
communities  in  the  past  and  what  the  acquisition 
of  the  properties  would  be  used  for  that  might 
make  the  communities  stronger  and  more  livable. 
Also,  include   the  price  the  developer  would  be 
required  to  pay  for  the  property,  as  well  as  any 
proposed  restrictions  or  conditions  which  might  be 
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made  a  part  of  the  conveyancing  agreement. 
Finally,  it  would  be  desirable  for  you  to  furnish  us 
with  evidence  of  community  acceptance  of  the 
proposed  reuse. 

As  to  the  so-called  "Hastings  Street"  site  please 
send  me  a  written  listing  of  what  the  two 
prospective  developers  have  agreed  to  in  order  that 
I  may  compare  the  specifics  of  the  two  proposals 
and  please  point  out  wherein  you  regard  the  one 
superior  to  the  other. 

Since  time  appears  to  be  important  regarding 
these  transfers  may  I  have  your  early  reply?  It  is 
my  hope  that  reasonable  decisions  can  be  made 
regarding  all  of  them  without  undue  delay.

2.  Report  on  resolution  (referred  May  9)  that 
an  ordinance  be  drafted  prohibiting  the  sale  tor 
private  benefit  by  any  city  officer  or  employee  ol 
public  information  in  records  of 
city-recommending  thai  the  resolution  be 
adopted. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 
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3.  Report  on  communication  (referred  May  9) 
re  Master's  Report  concerning  the  closing  of  the 
Charles  Street  Jail: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
did  hold  a  hearing  last  Monday,  May  9,  on  the 
Master's  Report  concerning  the  closing  of  the 
Charles  Street  Jail. 

At  that  hearing,  we  had  testimony  from 
Attorney  Charles  Choate  representing  the  City 
Council,  as  well  as  the  Corporation  Counsel  Herb 
Gleason,  concerning  the  closing  of  the  jail. 
According  to  the  Master's  finding  there  were  181 
pretrial  detainees  unsentenced  at  Charles  Street 
Jail,  as  well  as  fifty-seven  inmates  convicted  who 
were  to  be  shipped  to  M.C.I.  Concord  or  Walpole, 
but  because  of  the  lack  of  facilities  they  were 
ordered  to  remain  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
pending  the  resolution  of  the  crowded  jail 
conditions  in  the  Commonwealth. 

According  the  Master's  Report,  the  solution  to 
closing  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail  would  be  to  find 
spaces  for  sixty-two  pretrial  detainees  at  the  City 
Prison  in  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House  and  for 
the  remainder,  if  no  space  could  'be  found  for 
them,  was  to  allow  them  to  be  released  on  bail 
pending  their  trial. 

There  was  also  discussion  of  the  possibility  of 
some  $15  million  dollars  available  if  legislation 
passes  through  Congress  for  the  construction  of  a 
jail  and  house  of  correction  on  the  Chardon  Street 
site  in  the  Government  Center.  This  is  rather 
indefinite  because  of  the  fact  that  this  money 
would  not  be  available  immediately.  Further,  the 
Judge's  order  only  covers  the  closing  of  the  Charles 
Street  Jail.  It  does  not  cover  the  closing  of  the 
Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  which  would  be 
necessitated  if  the  city  under  the  legislation  turns 
over  Deer  Island  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  for  a  sewerage  treatment  plant. 

There  is  some  question  as  to  the  amount 
necessary  to  cover  the  cost  of  renovation  of  the 
City  Prison.  Estimates  range  from  $350,000  to 
$750,000.  Subsequently,  Judge  Garrity  in  the 
Federal  Court  ordered  that  no  more  pretrial 
detainees  be  sent  to  Charles  Street  Jail  after 
November  1,  which,  in  effect,  would  leave  no  place 
of  incarceration  or  detainment  for  pretrial 
detainees.  In  effect,  it  would  close  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  except  for  those  who  are  already 
convicted  of  a  crime  such  as  the  fifty-seven  who 
are  sentenced  to  either  M.C.I.  Concord  or  Walpole. 

Subsequently,  the  Chairman  of  the  Court 
House  Commission,  Johnny  Powers,  issued  a 
statement  that  under  no  circumstances  would  he 
allow  pretrial  detainees  to  be  housed  at  the  City 
Prison  because  of  the  unfit  conditions  there.  Under 
the  1939  statute  creating  the  Suffolk  County 
Court  House  Commission,  the  Legislature  gave  the 
Court  House  Commission  the  right  to  have  care 
and  custody  of  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House. 
Whether  or  not  this  includes  the  right  to  prevent 
the  use  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  this  area 
is  another  question  which  has  to  be  resolved  prior 
to  any  decision  being  made  as  to  the  renovation. 

Similarly,  the  County  Commissioners  are  the 
City  Council  and  Mayor  and  under  the  old  statute 
the  County  Commissioners  had  the  right  to  erect 


or  maintain  a  jail  in  the  county  for  incarceration  ot 
pretrial  detainees.  The  question  to  be  answered  is 
whether  or  not  the  1939  statute  took  the  power 
away  from  the  County  Commissioners  to  house 
pretrial  detainees  at  the  Court  House.  Further,  the 
Public  Facilities  Act  was  passed  which  gives  the 
City  of  Boston  the  right  to  construct  public 
buildings.  The  question  is  whether  or  not  that 
power  was  taken  to  mean  that  the  Public  Faculties 
Department,  through  the  Mayor,  has  the  right  to 
order  the  use,  without  the  City  Council's 
permission,  of  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House  or 
whether  they  do  not  have  the  power  at  all. 

These  are  questions  which  must  be  answered 
because  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  will  be 
faced  with  the  proposition  on  November  1  that 
there  is  no  place  to  detain  pretrial  detainees.  This 
would  compel  the  courts  to  release  on  bail  anyone 
accused  of  any  crime  in  Suffolk  County.  This  is  a 
rather  dangerous  situation  and  the  matter  should 
be  resolved  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  City  Council  Executive  Committee,  to 
which  had  been  referred  this  matter  last  week, 
recommends  that  an  immediate  meeting  be  held  of 
all  the  parties  concerned  to  resolve  this  question, 
including  the  Mayor,  Corporation  Counsel,  Public 
Facilities,  City  Council,  acting  as  County  Com- 
missioners, the  Suffolk  County  Court  House 
Commission,  as  well  as  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  and  Superior  Courts,  the  District 
Attorney,  Police  Commissioner,  and  the  law 
enforcement  agencies  of  this  city. 

If  this  matter,  is  not  resolved  within  the 
immediate  future,  the  City  Council  would  then  be 
forced  as  County  Commissioners  with  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  contempt  charge  as  they  were  last  year 
by  Judge  Garrity  of  the  First  District  of  the 
Massachusetts  Federal  Court. 

Therefore,  action  is  necessary  immediately  on 
this  matter  because  the  final  responsibility  rests 
with  the  City  Council  in  the  event  there  is  an 
appropriation  order  necessary,  and  rather  than 
allow  the  passage  of  available  time  which  is 
necessary  to  provide  an  alternative,  this  matter 
should  be  discussed  immediately. 

The  report  was  accepted.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  BOSTON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


Coun.  TIERNEY  and  HICKS  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  shall  be  managed,  controlled,  and 
governed  by  five  members,  appointed  as 
provided  by  this  act,  three  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Four  members  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City  Council, 
and  one  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Each  member  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  five 
years. 

All  of  the  members  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  shall  be  residents  of  Boston  at  the 
time  of  their  appointment,  and  for  the  duration 
of  their  tenure  of  office. 

One  of  the  four  members  appointed  by  the 
mayor  shall  be  a  representative  of  organized 
labor  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
from  a  list  of  names  submitted  by  labor  unions 
in  the  city:  each  of  these  unions  may  submit  a 
list  which  contains  not  less  than  two,  or  more 
than  five  names  to  the  mayor  who  shall  make 
his  selection  from  the  lists  submitted  by  the 
respective  unions. 

If  no  such  list  of  names  is  submitted  within 
sixty  days  after  a  vacancy  occurs,  the  mayor 
may  appoint  any  representative  of  organized 
labor  of  his  own  choosing,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council. 

One  of  the  four  members  appointed  by  the 
mayor  shall  be  a  person  sixty-two  years  of  age 
or  over,  and  a  resident  of  a  development 
managed,  controlled,  and  governed  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority.  Said  person  shall  be 
appointed  to  the  first  vacancy  on  the  Board  of 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  after  the  passage 
of  this  act. 

Vacancies,  other  than  by  reason  of  ex- 
piration of  terms,  shall  be  filled  for  the  balance 
of  the  unexpired  term,  in  the  same  manner  and 
by  the  same  body.  Every  member,  unless 
sooner  removed,  shall  serve  until  the  qualifica- 
tion of  his'or  her  successor. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  qualification  of 
the  members  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
the  City  Clerk  shall  file  a  certificate  of  such 
appointment  with  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  II  the 
Secretary  of  State  finds  that  the  member  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  lias  been  appointed 
according  to  law,  he  shall  issue  .i  certificate,  and 
such  certificate  shall  be  conclusive  t    dence  of 
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the    appointment    of    the    members    of    the 
Authority. 

Whenever  the  membership  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  is  changed  by  appointment, 
resignation,  or  removal,  a  certificate  and  a 
duplicate  certificate  to  that  effect  shall  be 
promptly  so  filed.

You  have  asked  my  opinion  as  to  whether  a 
widower  would  be  eligible  to  receive  an  annual 
allowance  as  provided  for  in  s.  101  of  c.  32  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  or  would  such 
allowance  be  limited  to  the  widow  of  a  former 
employee  who  had  retired  for  reasons  of  disability. 
I  am  assuming  that  the  former  employee  who 
had  been  retired  was  a  married  woman  and  her 
surviving  spouse  is  seeking  an  annual  allowance 
under  G.L.  c.  32,  s.101,  be  being  her  widower. 
G.  L.  c.  32  s.  101  provides  that. 

"In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  former 
employee  who  had  been  retired  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  after  having  been 
found  to  be  incapacitated  for  further  duty  by 
reason  of  injuries  sustained  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  or  who  bad  been 
retired  for  ordinary  disability  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  under  which  annual 
allowance  to  be  paid  to  his  widow  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  there  shall  be  paid  to  such  widow 
an  annual  allowance  in  the  amount  of  sixteen 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (e)  of  section  1 02,  for 
as  long  as  she  remains  unmarried  provided,  that 
any  allowance  payable  under  this  section  shall 
be  in  the  alternative  to  any  allowance  to  which 
such  a  widow  would  be  entitled  under  his 
provisions  of  any  other  section  of  this  chapter. 
Any  allowance!  which  such  widow  may  be 
receiving  or  any  allowance  which  she  may  have 
potential  rights  to  receive,  based  on  her  own 
service  to  the  commonwealth  or  any  political 


subdivision     thereof,     shall     not     make    her 

ineligible  to  receive  the  allowance  provided  in 

this  section.  The  allowance    provided  by  this 

section    shall   be    paid    by    the    same  retiring 

authority  and  from  the  same  source  as  the 

allowance    payable    to    the    deceased    former 

employee  referred  to  this  section." 

In    recent   years,    the    Legislature,  apparently 

having   in    mind    the    fact   that   more  and   more 

women  are  being  employed  in  government  service, 

has   amended   several  sections  under  c.   32  and 

substituted  the  words  "surviving  apouse"  for  the 

word  "widow."  However,  although  the  Legislature 

in    1967   and  in  1972  amended  s.   101  in  spme 

respects,  the  word  "widow"  was  not  changed. 

Therefore,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  legislature 
intent  in  enacting  s.  101  of  G.  L.  c.  32,  was  to 
assist  widows  of  public  employees  retired  under 
this  chapter  for  ordinary  disability  and  does  not 
apply  to  a  widower.

You  have  requested  my  opinion  if  the  manner 
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of  appointment  of  the  assistant  city  clerk  may  be 
changed  by  ordinance.  In  my  opinion,  such  a 
change  may  be  made. 

The  authority  for  the  appointment  of  an 
assistant  city  clerk  is  found  in  G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  18, 
which  states: 

"A    city   may   by   ordinance   establish   the 

office  of  assistant  city  clerk,  and  prescribe  the 

manner  of  his  appointment    . .  ."  (Emphasis 

supplied.) 

There  is  nothing  in  that  statute  which  prohibits 
changing  the  method  of  appointment  once  selected 
in  the  same  manner  as  it  was  first  established. 

I  am  of  the  further  opinion  that  the  prohibition 
against  taking  any  action  by  ordinance  with  respect 
to  reorganization  of  the  city  clerk  found  in  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  5,  as  amended  by  St.  1953,  c,  475, 
s.  1,  does  not  apply  to  the  appointment  of  the 
assistant  city  clerk,  since  the  language  of  that 
statute  applies  only  to  the  office  of  the  city  clerk 
and  does  not  refer  in  any  way  to  G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  18. 

The  method  of  appointment  of  the  assistant 
city  clerk  currently  in  effect  may  be  found  in 
C.B.C.  Ord.  2,  s.  553,  which  provides,  "The  city 
clerk  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  an  assistant  city  clerk." 

I  hope  the  foregoing  is  of  assistance.

Whereas,  In  some  sections  of  the  nation,  senior 
citizens  have  learned  to  protect  themselves  against 
violent,  criminal  acts,  with  the  acquisition  of 
proper  knowledge  and  self-confidence  through 
participation  in  a  unique  program  known  as  the 
Community  Resource  Involvement  Council 
(CRIC);  and 

Whereas,  Through  participation  in  CRIC,  senior 
citizens  have  learned  that  the  better  informed  one 
is  in  crime  prevention  techniques  the  more  one's 
chances  are  reduced  of  becoming  a  victim ;  and 

Whereas,  Through  involvement  in  CRIC  pro- 
grams senior  citizens  are  provided  guidance  and 
training  in  special  crime  prevention  techniques,  and 
are  then  sent  out  into  their  communities  to  teach 
their  peers  the  same  information  in  an  effort  to 
educate  their  most  vulnerable  neighbors  in  ways  of 
protecting  property,  making  them  alert  for 
suspicious  or  unusual  activity,  and  encouraging 
them  to  report  immediately  any  activity  they  may 
deem  dangerous  to  themselves  or  their  neighbors; 
and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  working  directly  with 
senior  citizens  the  CRIC  program  also  works  with 
the  media  and  businesses  in  establishing  a  Senior 
Citizen  Crime  Prevention  Information  System; and 

Whereas,  In  addition,  the  CRIC  program  also 
contains  follow-up  provisions  whereby  actual 
senior  citizen  crime  victims  are  given  the  necessary 
psychological  and  social  services  needed  to  get 
them  through  the  trauma  of  victimization;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  on  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  institute,  through  the  City  of  Boston's 
Commission    on    the    Affairs    of    the    Elderly,    a

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  Allston  Civic 
Association  have  indicated  their  opposition  to  the

unsuccessful  in  their  attemps  to  contact  said

Whereas,  The  storing  of  such  a  large  amount  of 
flammable  material  in  the  Allston  section  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  a  definite  safety  hazard  to  the 
lives  and  property  of  the  residents  of  that  area,  and 
should  be  opposed  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  such  a 
definite  safety  hazard;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  joins  with  the  members  of  the 
Allston  Civic  Association,  the  residents  of  the 
Allston  section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  requesting 
the  voluntary  cooperation  of  Conrail  and  Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike  Authority  officials  in  not 
permitting  the  storage  of  such  a  large  amount  of

The  response  of  the  Mayor  as  reported  to  the 
Executive  Committee  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
was  that  the  Mayor  flatly  refused  to  submit  a  $1.4 
million  appropriation  for  the  Community  School 
program  at  this  time. 

Moved,  That  the  entire  City  Budget  be 
remanded  to  the  Mayor  with  the  provisions  that  it 
be  resubmitted  with  a  minimum  of  $1.4  million  in 
funding  for  the  operation  of  the  Community 
School  Program  with  community  control  and  with 
the  same  configuration  approved  by  the  Councils 
of  the  Community  Schools,  and  that  the  amount 
of  money  necessary  to  fund  the  Community 
School  Program  come  from  the  Reserve  Fund; and 
that  the  money  for  the  continued  operation  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Printing  Department  be  included  in 
the  resubmitted  budget:

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX  ORDERS  FOR 
CITY  AND  INCOME  DEPARTMENTS 
FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1977-78 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

June  5,  1977. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  resubmit  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter 
849  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended,  the 
operating  budget  of  the  City  and  Income 
Department  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1977-78. 

As  your  Honorable  Body  will  undoubtedly 
note,  this  budget  as  submitted  today  represents  a 
reduction     of    $578,000    from     the    budget    as 


originally  submitted  to  you  on  April  4,  1977.  Even 
with  this  reduction,  this  budget  contains  funding 
for  most  of  those  Mayoral  agencies  which  were  left 
out  of  the  original  budget  submission. 

The  decision  to  restore  the  Human  Service 
agencies  and  still  reduce  the  overall  budget 
represents  the  administration's  acceptance  of  $5.1 
million  in  cuts  in  line  departments  recommended 
by  Chairman  Kerrigan  on  behalf  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee.  Although  many  of  these  cuts 
will  be  difficult  to  live  with,  we  agree  with  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee's  judgment  that  these 
additional  cuts  are  preferable  to  the  outright 
elimination  of  such  valuable  agencies  as  the  Youth 
Activities  Commission,  the  Office  of  Public 
Service,  and  the  Community  Schools. 

I  would  further  like  to  call  the  Council's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  this  budget  consolidates 
several  of  the  smaller  Mayoral  agencies  into  a  single 
unit  called  the  Community  Services  Administra- 
tion. The  purpose  of  this  consolidation  is  to  enable 
more  efficient  and  cost-effective  administration  of 
federal  grants  and  to  avoid  costly  duplication  of 
administrative  overhead.  We  estimate  this  new 
agency  will  bring  in  and  administer  approximately 
ten  federal  dollars  for  every  city  dollar  reflected  in 
its  proposed  budget.

1978,  in  the  amount  of  $80,000,000,  to  meet  the 
city's  financial  requirements.  Such  action  is 
necessary  to  finance  expenditures  until  taxes  are 
received  on  or  about  November  1,  1977,  for  the 
current  fiscal  year.

After  an  extensive  review  of  the  Park  Plaza 
Urban  Renewal  Plan,  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs  issued  its  final  approval  of  said  plan 
on  November  23,  1976.  At  the  same  time  the 
department  approved  recommendations  for  a 
reduction  of  the  proposed  development  in  terms  of 
maximum  densities,  setbacks,  heights,  and  uses. 
For  example,  the  proposed  density  has  been 
reduced  by  sixty  percent  (60);  the  number  of 
towers  has  been  reduced  to  one  (1)  (including  the 
elimination  of  a  tower  on  Boylston  Street  opposite 
the  Public  Garden);  and  the  maximum  height  has 
been  reduced  from  six  hundred  and  fifty  (650)  feet 
to  three  hundred  (300)  feet. 

In  order  that  the  development  program  be 
consistent  with  the  recommendations  approved  by 
the  Department  of  Community  Affairs,  it  is 
desirable  that  the  plan  be  modified.  Accordingly, 
the  authority  on  May  12,  1977,  adopted  a 
resolution  approving  appropriate  amendments  to 
the  plan  and  corresponding  amendments  to  the 
Cooperation  Agreement  by  and  between  the  city 
and  the  authority,  which  agreement  is  dated 
January  6,  1972.

AMENDMENT  NO.  1 

THIS  AMENDMENT  NO.  1  ("Amendment") 
made  as  of  this  day  of  ,  1977  by  and  between 

the  BOSTON  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY, 
a  public  body  politic  and  corporate  organized  and 
existing  under  chapter  121B  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  (the  "Authority")  and  the  CITY  OF 
BOSTON,  a  municipal  corporation  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  (the  "City"). 
WITNESSETH: 

Whereas,  At  the  time  of  its  approval  of  the  Park 
Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Plan  (the  "Plan"),  the  City 
Council  approved  and  authorized  the  execution  by 
the  Mayor  of  that  certain  Cooperation  Agreement 
between  the  Authority  and  the  City  dated  January 
6,  1972  (the  "Cooperation  Agreement"); 

Whereas,  The  citizen,  governmental,  and  en- 
vironmental reviews  that  the  plan  has  undergone 
have  resulted  in  certain  recommendations  with 
respect  to  the  development  proposed  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  Authority; 

Whereas,  The  Authority  and  the  City  wish  to 
amend  the  Cooperation  Agreement  by  adopting 
such  recommendations; 

Now,  therefore,  on  consideration  of  the  mutual 
covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained  and  the 
mutual  benefits  to  be  derived  from  this  Amend- 
ment, the  parties  hereto  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  paragraph  of  the  Cooperation  Agree- 
ment beginning  with  the  last  sentence  on  page  3 
and  ending  on  page  4  is  hereby  deleted. 

2.  The  first  sentence  in  paragraph  2  of  the 
Cooperation  Agreement  is  hereby  amended  by 
deleting  the  words  "aforesaid  public  improve- 
ments" in  the  fourth  line  thereof  and  substituting 
the  words  "public  improvements  described  in  the 
plan"  in  place  thereof.  The  following  is  hereby 
added  at  the  end  of  such  paragraph  2:  "The 
provisions  of  chapter  859  of  the  Acts  of  1975  shall 
be  deemed  to  satisfy  the  foregoing  conditions  with 
respect  to  the  completion  of  the  first  phase  of  the 
project." 

3.  Paragraph  12  of  the  Cooperation  Agreement 
is  hereby  deleted  and  the  following  substituted  in 
place  thereof: 

"The  Authority  and  the  City  acknowledge 
that  Boston  Urban  Associates  has  deposited 
with   the  Authority   the  sum   of  one  hundred 


thousand  dollars  ($100,000).  The  Authority 
shall  include  a  provision  in  any  land  disposition 
agreement  executed  by  the  Authority  and 
Boston  Urban  Associates  requiring  Boston 
Urban  Associates  to  deliver  to  the  Authority  a 
letter  or  letters  of  credit  in  the  total  sum  of 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($400,000) 
when: 

(a)  the  schematic  design  for  the  hotel 
subparcel  has  been  approved  by  the  Authority; 
and 

(b)  Chapter  121 A  determinations  and 
approvals  have  been  favorably  obtained  and  are 
legally  effective  and  the  related  chapter  121A 
contract  with  the  City  has  been  duly  executed, 
with  respect  to  all  appropriate  elements  to  be 
developed  on  the  hotel  subparcel  under  chapter 
121 A  in  accordance  with  the  Land  Disposition 
Agreement. 

Such  sums  deposited  by  Boston  Urban 
Associates  shall  secure  the  acquisition  by  it  of 
the  hotel  subparcel,  and  four  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ($450,000)  thereof  may  be 
applied  by  Boston  Urban  Associates  toward  the 
purchase  of  the  hotel  subparcel.  The  balance 
thereof  may  be  applied  toward  the  purchase 
price  of  the  Arlington  Street/Hadassah  Way 
Subparcel." 

4.  Paragraphs  14  and  17  of  the  Cooperation 
Agreement  are  hereby  deleted. 

5.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  set  forth  in 
this  Amendment,  the  Cooperation  Agreement  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

These^"  amounts  include  originally  budgeted 
fringe  benefits  for  city  departments  and  outside 
agencies  who  operated  as  operating  agencies. 
Contracts  let  to  organizations  who  were  not 
operating  agencies  would  also  have  had  a  budget 
for  fringe  benefits. 

In  years  1  through  3  all  fringe  benefits  were 
budgeted  at  12  percent  of  payroll  costs.  The 
Retirement  Board  never  billed  the  Model  City 
Administration  for  retirement  costs,  and,  there- 
fore, costs  not  incurred  were  reprogrammed  into 
other  activities  prior  to  the  end  of  the  action  year 
so  that  the  funds  would  not  be  lost  by  the  city.  In 
subsequent  years  fringe  benefits  were  budgeted 
based  on  past  costs  which  resulted  in  a  reduction 
of  budgeted  fringe  benefits  for  city  departments  to 
a  range  of  1.2  percent  to  4  percent  of  payroll  costs. 

3.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  $950,000 
or  54  percent  of  the  $1,729,688  listed  in  Item  2 
was  utilized  for  fringe  benefits  as  originally 
budgeted. 

4.  The  only  amounts  paid  to  the  City  of 
Boston  for  fringe  benefits  were  for  the  employer's 
share  of  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  which  amounted  to 
approximately  1.5  percent  of  payroll  costs. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  TIERNEY  the  com- 
munication was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Post 
Audit  and  Oversight.

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL  RE 
FILING  OF  BUSINESS  CERTIFICATES 
AND  REQUIREMENTS  ON  SPOUSE

Dear  Councillor  Langone: 


May  23,  1977. 


You  have  requested  my  opinion  if  the 
provisions  of  G.L.  c.  110,  s.  5,  are  violated  when 
the  spouse  of  a  person  who  has  filed  a  certificate 
thereunder  writes  checks  from  a  joint  account  for 
general  family  expenses,  where  some  of  the  funds 
deposited  in  that  account  are  the  proceeds  of 
business  for  which  the  certificate  was  filed.  In 
other  words,  is  the  spouse  somehow  a  partner  in 
the  business  and  therefore,  subject  to  the  filing 
requirement?  In  my  opinion  such  facts  do  not 
amount  to  a  violation  of  G.L.  c.  1 10,  s.  5. 

G.L.  c.  110,  s.  5,  provides  in  pertinent  part  as 
follows: 

"Any    person    conducting  business  in   the 
commonwealth  under  any  title  other  than  the 
real    name    of    the    person    conducting    the 
business,  whether  individually  or  as  a  partner- 
ship, shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  every 
city  or  town  where  an  office  of  any  such  person 
or   partnership   may   be   situated   a  certificate 
stating   the   full   name  and  residence  of  each 
person    conducting   such   business,   the   place, 
including  street  and  number,  where,  and  the 
title  under  which,  it  is  conducted,  and  pay  the 
fee  as  provided  by  clause  (20)  of  section  34  of 
chapter  262.  Such  certificate  shall  be  executed 
under  oath  by  each  person  whose  name  appears 
therein  as  conducting  such  business  and  shall  be 
signed  by  each  such  person  in  the  presence  of 
the  city  or  town  clerk  or  a  person  designated  by 
him  or  in  the  presence  of  a  person  authorized 
to  take  oaths  ...  A  person  who  has  filed  such  a 
certificate  shall,  upon  his  discontinuing,  retiring 
or  withdrawing  from  such  business  or  partner- 
ship, or  in  the  case  of  a  change  of  residence  of 
such    person    or    of   the    location    where    the 
business  is  conducted,  file  in  the  office  of  said 
clerk    a    statement    under    oath    that   he   has 
discontinued,  retired,  or  withdrawn  from  such 
business  or  partnership,  or  of  such  change  of  his 
residence   or   change   of  the  location  of  such 
business .  .  .  Violations  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished    by    a    fine   of  not   more   than   one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  month  during  which 
such  violation  continues." 
The  statute  does  not  envision  the  filing  of  a 
certificate  for  every  person  in  any  way  involved  in 
the  business,   nor   for  all   the  employees  of  the 
business.  It  requires  a  filing  only  for  all  the  persons 
conducting  the  business.  Further  the  statute  does 
not  in  any  way  refer  to  what  is  done  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  business  once  they  are  realized.  As 
Mr.  Smith  stated  before  you  at  the  hearing,  the 
fact   that  an  attorney's  wife  spends  part  of  her 
husband's  fees  does  not  make  her  a  partner.  Nor 
would  she  be  a  partner  if  she  acted  as  a  secretary  in 
his  office  and  produced  the  document  that  may 
have  generated  the  fee. 

Although  from  the  facts  stated  some  of  the 
properties  of  a  partnership  are  present-that  is, 
some  sharing  of  profits-the  courts  have  held  that 
mere  sharing  of  profit  is  not  sufficient.  Rosenblum 
v.  Springfield  Produce  Brokerage  Co.,  243  Mass. 
Ill  (1923). 

The  court  in  Rosenblum  also  stated  that: 

"(in)    a    suit    between    the    parties,    not 
involving    the    rights    of   third    persons ...    a 
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partnership   commonly   is   held   to  exist  only 
when  such  is  the  intent  of  the  parties." 
Here  the  parties  appear  to  consider  the  business 
to  be  that  of  the  wife  and  not  held  in  the  form  of  a 
partnership.

Dear  Mr.  McNeil: 

You  have  requested  my  opinion  if  the  city  is 

authorized  to  use  an  automobile  immobilization 

device  known  as  the  Denver  Boot.  In  my  opinion 

such  a  device  may  be  employed. 

The   Traffic   and   Parking  Commission  by  St. 

1966,  c.  228,  as  amended,  commonly  known  as  the 

Tow  and  Hold  Statute,  is  authorized  to  empower 

certain  Police  Department  personnel: 

"to  remove  to  some  convenient  place  .  . . 
any  vehicle  .  .  .  parked  or  standing  on  any  part 
of  the  roadway  ...  in  violation  of  any  rule  or 
regulation  .  .  .  which  prohibits  the  parking  or 
standing  of  all  vehicles  on  such  part  at  such 
time .  .  .  and  may  impose  liability  for  the 
reasonable  charge  for  storage .  .  .  resulting 
therefrom.  In  addition,  a  motor  vehicle  may  in 
any  calendar  year,  if  in  such  year  and  in  the 
calendar  year  immediately  preceding,  five  or 
more  notices  in  the  aggregate  have  been  affixed 
to  said  vehicle  .  .  .  and  have  not  been  disposed 
of,  be  removed  to  and  stored  in  a  convenient 
place  in  the  city  until  all  charges  lawfully 
imposed  for  such  removal  and  storage  have 
been  paid  and  due  notices  have  been  received 
that  either .  .  .  the  fines  have  been  paid  or 
security  for  the  payment  thereof  has  been 
deposited."  (Emphasis  supplied.) 
The  Commission,  then,  pursuant  to  the  statute 

is  empowered  to  remove  and  store  certain  vehicles 

in  a  convenient  place  until  past  due  violations  have 

been  disposed  of. 


The  use  of  the  Denver  Boot  is  the  exercise  of 
only  a  portion  of  the  power  to  remove  and  store, 
that  is,  the  power  to  store.  The  term  "store,"  while 
variously  defined,  is  defined  in  Webster's  New 
International  Dictionary,  2nd  Ed.  as  meaning  "to 
hold."  In  the  instant  case  the  act  of  immobilization 
in  place  is  no  more  than  holding  or  storing  the 
automobile  pending  the  disposition  of  pending 
violations. 

Although  it  has  been  held  that  where  the  word 
"and"  is  used  in  a  statute  it  is  to  be  construed 
conjunctively,  the  better  rule  sems  to  be  that  set 
forth  in  Central  Trust  Co.  v.  Howard,  255  Mass. 
153  (1931),  where  at  page  159  the  court  stated: 

"that    construction    is    often    discarded   in 

order  to  effectuate  a  plain  legislative  purpose  or 

to  accomplish  the  intent  manifest  by  the  entire 

act." 

See  also,  U.S.  v.  Fisk  4  Wall.  445,  Somerset  v. 
Dighton  Water  District,  347  Mass.  738.  Clearly  the 
purpose  of  the  act  St.  1973,  c.  253,  is  not  to 
encourage  towing,  but  rather  to  foster  the 
collection  of  delinquent  parking  fines,  and  the  rule 
in  Central  Trust,  supra,  applies. 

The  only  qualification  on  the  power  to  store  is 
that  the  vehicles  must  be  stored  in  a  convenient 
place.  Certainly  no  more  convenient  place  for 
storage  may  be  found  than  at  the  place  originally 
chosen  by  the  operator  during  his  initial  act  of 
parking  the  vehicle.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  dis- 
approving order  passed  in  City  Council  \I.i\  J 
(referred  May  23)  altering  boundaries  of  Down- 
town Waterfront  Project  Area: 

The  Executive  Committee  oi  the  Boston  Qtj 
Council  held  a  public  hearing  Wednesday,  June  I. 
1977,  at  which  was  discussed  the  Ma)  or's  veto  ol  a 
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City  Council  order  sponsored  by  City  Councillor 
Frederick  C.  Langone  removing  Parcel  E-8  from 
the  Downtown  Waterfront  Urban  Renewal  Project 
by  changing  the  boundary  lines. 

This  Parcel  E-8  is  a  piece  of  land  bounded  on 
North,  Blackstone,  and  Clinton  Streets,  which  is 
presently  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  Real 
Property  Department  and  is  being  occupied  by  a 
parking  lot  operator  who  pays  the  city  annually 
$72,000  for  parking  approximately  200  cars. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  intended 
to  take  this  land  by  eminent  domain  and 
tentatively  designated  Peabody  Construction  Co.  as 
a  developer  to  build  and  operate  a  garage.  The 
purchase  price  originally  intended  in  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  kit  was  $315,000  for 
51,000  square  feet  of  land.  After  a  City  Council 
hearing  on  the  matter,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  subsequently  raised  the  purchase  price 
for  the  land  to  $515,000,  which  would  mean 
approximately  $10  a  square  foot. 

The  land  in  question  was  assessed  by  the  City 
of  Boston  as  far  back  as  1957  for  approximately 
$20  a  square  foot  and  according  to  a  1972 
appraisal  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
the  appraised  value  of  the  land  is  $5.76  a  square 
foot.  The  present  assessed  land  values  in  the  area 
on  Blackstone  Street  are  anywhere  from  $15  to 
$20  a  square  foot.  The  assessed  value  of  land  in  the 
city  is  not  at  100'  percent,  but  commercial 
properties  are  assessed  at  40  percent  of  the  actual 
value  of  the  land,  which  means  the  sale  value  of  the 
land  could  go  as  much  as  $40  to  $50  a  square  foot. 
In  addition,  this  is  one  of  the  hottest  pieces  of  real 
estate  in  the  entire  city  because  of  the  recent 
development  in  the  Quincy  Marketplace.  The  land 
values  have  drastically  escalated.  In  fact,  Quincy 
Marketplace  will  gross  this  year  $32  million  dollars 
in  gross  sales.  Initially,  under  a  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  agreement,  they  will  only  pay  us 
$200,000  as  payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  which  is 
characteristic  of  B.R.A.  urban  renewal  relation- 
ships with  these  so-called  developers  through  the 
years. 

In  the  May  5  report  of  Robert  Walsh,  director, 
to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  he  said 
that  the  land  value  was  erroneously  stated  in  the 
proposal  kits  that  were  sent  out  to  prospective 
developers  and  then  increased  the  price  to  $10  a 
square  foot.  Because  of  that,  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  land  is  greatly 
underpriced  in  value  and  that  the  property  is 
worth,  based  on  assessments  and  sales  of  land  in 
the  area,  in  the  vicinity  of  $40  to  $50  a  square 
foot.  The  sales  price  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  of  $10  a  square  foot  will  be  a  gross 
injustice  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  developer  should  be  paying  the  current  market 

At  the  hearing  it  was  brought  out  that  the 
income  of  a  600-car  garage  as  proposed  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  would  be 
$496,000  a  year.  In  effect,  this  was  another  error 
in  the  proposal  because  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  had  only  figured  on  a  $2  a  day  parking 
figure.  The  estimates  given  to  us  by  the  Real 
Property  Department  which  runs  seventeen  garages 
in   the  City   of  Boston   would  be  conservatively 


estimated  at  $1.1  million  and  possibly  much 
greater  because  of  the  short-term  parking  that 
would  be  in  effect  to  accommodate  shoppers  to 
which  it  would  be  orientated.  Based  on  the  present 
Government  Center  Garage,  the  city  receives  an 
annual  rental  of  $890,000  from  the  operator  who 
reported  a  gross  income  of  $1.4  million  which 
roughly  represents  65  percent  rental  of  the  gross 
annual  income  on  parking  fees  on  that  garage. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city  would  get  the  best  break  finally  if  the  Real 
Property  Department  were  to  build  this  garage 
since  they  have  some  $13  million  available  in  the 
unused  parking  fund  authorization.  At  a  cost  of 
maybe  $5  million  to  build  the  garage,  the  city 
would  realize  in  rental,  based  on  the  experience  of 
the  Government  Center  Garage  of  65  percent, 
perhaps  about  $650,000  annually.  In  less  than  ten 
years,  the  city  garage  would  be  amortized  and  the 
city  would  then  own  the  garage  outright.  The 
income  derived  from  parking  in  this  garage  would 
ultimately  reach  one  and  one-half  million  dollars  in 
annual  income  to  the  city  based  on  future 
projections  of  the  Quincy  Marketplace  operated  by 
Rouse  which  forecasts  gross  income  in  the  Quincy 
Marketplace  of  as  much  as  $50  to  $60  million  in 
sales  and  rentals. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the 
City  of  Boston  should  cancel  out  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  development  plans  and 
revoke  the  tentative  designation  of  the  Peabody 
Construction  Co.  as  developer  and  proceed  to  have 
the  Real  Property  Department  of  the  city  to 
construct  this  600-car  garage.  This  would  be  more 
economically  feasible  for  the  city  which  is  in 
desperate  need  of  funds  at  this  time. 

Further,  in  the  present  urban  renewal  setup  the 
garage  and  parking  lots  are  making  payment  in  lieu 
of  taxes  when  they  should  be  paying  taxes  with  the 
net  result  that  the  private  developers  in  privately 
owned  garages  and  lots  are  paying  upwards  of  33 
percent  to  50  percent  of  their  gross  income  for 
taxes  while  the  operators  of  the  urban  renewal 
project  garages  and  parking  lots  are  not  even 
paying  20  percent  in  taxes,  and  some  as  little  as  10 
percent  in  taxes.  This  practice  must  be  stopped  in 
order  that  we  might  get  the  full  measure  of 
payment  and  more  equitable  tax  collection 
procedures  so  that  it  is  evenly  applied  across  the 
board  with  all  parking  lot  and  garage  operators. 

An  example  of  urban  renewal  garages  and  their 
payment,  the  Charles  River  Park  Complex,  which  is 
in  an  urban  renewal  area,  is  mortgaged  for  $43 
million  and  there  is  only  a  total  assessment  of  $2 
million  on  approximately  700  apartments,  an 
office  building  and  a  1,200-car  parking  garage  with 
retail  stores,  with  a  total  payment  to  the  city  of 
approximately  one-half  million  dollars  in  actual 
taxes  collectible.  Prorating  that,  the  underground 
garage  will  pay  us  a  tax,  based  on  cost  of 
construction  of  roughly  $1.6  million,  about 
one-thirtieth  of  one-half  million  dollars'  which 
comes  to  about  $16,000  which  hardly  represents  a 
fair  share  of  tax  collection  when  other  garages  are 
paying  at  least  ten  times  that  amount  on  a 
1,200-car  garage.  So,  it's  quite  apparent  that  the 
taxpayer  is  not  getting  a  fair  and  just  share  of  taxes 
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from  the  garages  operated  within  the  urban 
renewal  system. 

As  to  the  legality  of  the  City  Council  in 
changing  the  urban  renewal  lines  in  downtown 
waterfront  projects,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  has  substantially  made  several  changes  in 
the  plans  without  coming  back  to  the  City  Council 
for  its  approval  even  though  the  changes  were 
substantially  different  form  the  urban  renewal 
project  as  proposed  under  Ed  Logue  and  passed  by 
the  City  Council  in  1964. 

In  the  Mayor's  letter,  the  Mayor  refers  to  the 
contractual  agreements  that  have  been  made  to 
construct  parking  facilities  on  this  site,  your 
Committee  is  not  recommending  that  the  land  use 
of  this  site  be  changed  but  rather  the  city  build  the 
garage  so  they  can  derive  greater  income  for  the 
benefit  of  the  taxpayers.  This  contention  by  the 
Mayor  that  the  City  Council  is  making  a  substantial 
change  is  not  valid.  We  are  merely  recommending 
that  the  city  build  the  garage  itself  so  that  the  net 
income  as  a  result  will  be  at  least  three  times  more 
than  what  would  be  derived  from  having  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  developer  do  it, 
and  further,  the  city  would  own  the  garage 
outright  whereas  in  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  plan  the  developer  would  own  the 
garage.  This  is  a  substantial  difference  in  equity. 
The  garage  could  be  worth  as  much  as  $10  million 
after  several  years  of  operation  which  would  be  an 
asset  upon  which  the  city  would  be  able  to  borrow 
money  in  the  event  it  was  necessary. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  recommends  the 
following: 

1.  That  the  Council  vote  to  override  the 
Mayor's  disapproval  of  the  Council  order  deleting 
Parcel  E-8  from  the  downtown  waterfront  urban 
renewal  project; 

2.  That  the  City  Council  recommend  that  the 
Real  Property  Department  do  now  proceed,  being 
the  rightful  owners,  to  make  plans  for  the 
construction  of  a  garage  on  the  site  of  this  land; 
and 

3.  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
cancel  out  the  tentative  designation  of  a  developer 
of  Parcel  E-8. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  moved  to  limit  debate  on  this 
issue  to  five  minutes  for  each  Councillor. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  LANGONE  the  order 
deleting  Parcel  E-8  was  passed  notwithstanding  the 
disapproval  of  the  Mayor. 


In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun. 
LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Real  Property  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  owns  a  parcel  of  land  bounded  by 
North  Street,  Fitzgerald  Expressway,  and  Clinton 
Street,  which  is  now  being  used  as  a  public  parking 
lot  operated  under  a  lease  within  their  department; 
and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  use  of  this  land  is  for 
parking;  and 

Whereas,  The  Real  Property  Department  of  the 
City    of  Boston   has  approximately    $13    million 


available  in  its  parking  fund;  and 

Whereas,  This  land  has  been  leased  for 
approximately  nine  years  to  a  private  parking  lot 
operator  and  chapter  612  of  the  Acts  of  1948, 
section  3,  provides  that  within  three  years  the 
operator  of  the  lot  to  whom  this  land  was  leased 
should  prepare  plans  for  the  construction  of  a 
parking  garage;  and  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  order  the  Real  Property 
Board  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  a 
600-car  parking  garage  on  the  site  of  this  land 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  612  of  the  Acts  of 
1948. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


2.  Report  on  order  (referred  February  7)  for 
election  of  City  Clerk  for  term  expiring  first 
Monday  in  February,  1980  -  recommending  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass.

Councillor  Kerrigan  moved  that  section  5, 
paragraph  (a)  be  amended  (as  recommended  by  the 
Committee)  to  read  as  follows:  "(a)  Upon  the 
issuance  of  the  notes  of  the  commission  authorized 
pursuant  to  section  8  of  this  act,  the  water  works 
system  and  the  sewerage  works  system  as  then 
existing,  together  with  all  contracts,  books,  maps, 
papers,  and  records  of  whatever  description 
pertaining  to  subjects  or  matters  relating  to  the 
design,  construction,  operation,  and  affairs  of  the 
water  works  system  and  the  sewerage  works  system 
shall  be  assigned,  transferred,  and  dedicated  to  the 
use  of  and  shall  thereafter  be  in  the  ownership, 
custody,  and  control  of  the  commission  without 
any  physical  delivery  thereof  and  the  commission 
is  empowered  to  take  possessession  thereof  for  its 
uses  and  purposes;  and  all  debts,  liabilities,  and 
obligations  of  the  city  pertaining  to  or  on  account 
of  the  water  works  system  and  the  sewerage  works 
system,  including  the  obligation  of  the  city  to  pay 
the  interest  and  principal  requirements  on  all 
bonds,  notes,  and  other  evidence  of  indebtedness 
issued  by  the  city  for  purposes  pertaining  to  the 
water  works  system  and  the  sewerage  works  system 
outstanding  on  June  30,  1977,  shall  be  assumed  by 
and  imposed  upon  the  commission;  provided  that, 
all  liabilities  of  the  city  in  tort,  whether  actual  or 
contingent,  pertaining  to  the  water  works  system 
or  the  sewerage  works  system  and  arising  out  of 
actions  or  events  which  occur  prior  to  the  transfer 
of  the  systems  to  the  commission  as  provided  in 
this  section  shall  not  be  assumed  by  or  imposed 
upon  the  commission  but  shall  continue  to  be  the 
liabilities  of  the  city.  Except  as  otherwise  provided, 
all  actions  and  proceedings  duly  pending  before,  all 
actions  and  proceedings  duly  pending  against,  and 
all  actions  and  proceedings  duly  begun  by  the  city 
or  the  department  of  public  works  thereof  and 
pertaining  to  the  water  works  system  or  the 
sewerage  works  system  shall  continue  unabated 
and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  notwithstanding 
the  passage  of  this  act  and  the  transfer  of  the  water 
works  system  and  the  sewerage  works  system 
contemplated  hereby  and  may,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court,  commission,  board,  or  other  body 
having  jurisdiction,  be  completed  before,  against  or 
by  the  commission.  All  orders,  rules,  regulations, 
and  ordinances  duly  promulgated  by  the  city  oi 
the  department  of  public  works  thereof  pertaining 
to  the  water  works  system  or  the  sewerage  works 
system  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effeel  to  the 
.extent  consistent  with   this  act   until  superseded, 


revised,  or  rescinded  by  the  commission.  All 
contracts,  including  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments, leases,  obligations,  and  rights  of  the  city 
and  the  department  of  public  works  thereof 
pertaining  to  the  water  works  system  and  the 
sewerage  works  system  shall  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect  in  accordance  with  law  and  shall  be 
transferred  to,  assumed  by,  and  imposed  upon  the 
commission  by  operation  of  law.  Without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  liability  of  the 
city  for  the  payment  of  assessments  payable  to  the 
commonwealth  pursuant  to  sections  5  through  8, 
inclusive,  and  section  26  of  chapter  92  of  the 
General  Laws  on  account  of  water  and  sewerage 
service  provided  to  the  city  by  the  metropolitan 
district  commission  for  the  calendar  year  ended 
December  31,  1976,  and  for  any  calendar  year  or 
part  thereof  thereafter  shall  be  assumed  by  and 
imposed  upon  the  commission.  Notwithstanding 
the  foregoing,  no  debts,  obligations,  or  liabilities  of 
the  city  shall  be  assumed  by  and  imposed  upon  the 
commission  to  the  extent  such  debts,  obligations, 
or  liabilities  are  considered  by  the  auditor  of  the 
city  in  determining  the  deficit  in  the  city  water  and 
sewer  receipts  accounts  in  accordance  with 
subparagraph  (1)  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  8."

DISAPPROVAL  OF  ORDINANCE  FURTHER 
AMENDING  THE  FEES  CHARGED  BY 
VARIOUS  DEPARTMENTS  IN  THE  CITY

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 


able Body  on  May  23,  1977,  "Further  Amending 
the  Fees  Charged  by  Various  Departments  of  the 
City." 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  new 
ordinance  would  deprive  the  city  of  well  over  half 
a  million  dollars  revenue  this  year.  The  ordinance 
also  requires  the  refunding  of  all  amounts  which 
the  city  has  received  in  excess  of  its  terms  in  1977. 
That  provision  alone  will  require  us  to  process  over 
1,000  refunds. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  bewilder- 
ment that  at  the  same  meeting  that  the  Council 
remanded  to  me  the  annual  budget  of  the  city 
because  it  did  not  contain  an  appropriation  of 
$1,400,000  for  the  Community  Schools  Program, 
it  reduced  our  revenue  by  an  equivalent  amount. 
Your  Honorable  Body  apparently  cannot 
comprehend  that  we  must  somehow  raise  the  funds 
we  spend. 

The  ordinance  which  you  passed  also  contains 
gross  inequities.  You  propose  that  a  single  pushcart 
in  Haymarket  will  pay  the  same  fee  as  the  largest 
restaurant  in  the  city.  A  canteen  truck  selling 
sandwiches  at  a  construction  site  will  pay  the  same 
fee  as  a  restaurant  with  up  to  250  seats.  A  pretzel 
cart  will  pay  a  higher  fee  than  a  restaurant  with  up 
to  100  seats. 

I  should  be  glad  to  ask  representatives  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  the 
Licensing  Board  to  confer  with  members  of  your 
Honorable  Body  concerning  any  amendment  which 
should  be  made  to  the  fee  structure  of  the  city.

(74)  Common  Victualler's  License.  The  fees 
for  a  common  victualler's  license  granted  by  the 
licensing  board  under  section  2  of  chapter  140  of 
the  General  Laws  shall  be  a  primary  fee  of  $40.00

The  fee  for  a  permit  granted  by  the  board  of  health 
and  hospitals  under  the  state  sanitary  code  for  the 
operation  of  a  food  service  establishment,  as 
defined  in  said  code,  shall  be,  in  the  case  of  a 
tavern  or  other  establishment  serving  only 
beverages  $10.00;  in  the  case  of  a  food  service 
establishment  having  forty-nine  or  less  seats  or 
places  at  which  patrons  can  be  accommodated 
$10.00;  in  the  case  of  a  food  service  establishment 
having  more  than  forty-nine  but  less  than  one 
hundred  seats  or  places  at  which  patrons  can  be 
accommodated  $20.00;  in  the  case  of  a  food 
service  establishment  having  more  than  ninety-nine 
but  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  seats  or  places 
at  which  patrons  can  be  accommodated  $30.00;  in 
the  case  of  a  food  service  establishment  having 
more  than  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  but  less

(288c)  Retail  Food  Establishment,  Permit  for. 
The  fee  for  a  permit  granted  by  the  board  of  health 
and  hospitals  for  the  operation  of  a  retail  food 


establishment  shall  be  a  primary  fees  of  $10.00; 
plus  an  additional  fee,  in  the  case  of  an 
establishment  having  a  merchandising  floor  area  of 
one  thousand  square  feet  or  less  of  $10.00;  in  the 
case  of  an  establishment  having  a  merchandising 
floor  area  of  more  than  one  thousand  square  feet, 
but  less  than  three  thousand  and  one  square  feet  of 
$25.00;  in  the  case  of  an  establishment  having  a 
merchandising  floor  area  of  over  three  thousand 
square  feet  of  $50.00.

The  legislation  was  designed  to  have  a 
significant  impact  on  employment  opportunities  in 
a  short  time  period  and  as  a  result  of  that  design, 
among  the  conditions  of  the  grant  is  that  work 
must  commence  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  the 
grant  award. 

Under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chapter  44, 
section  53A,  the  city  may  spend  this  grant  only 
with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
Mayor.  I  have,  therefore,  enclosed  an  order  which 
would  authorize  the  city  to  apply  for  and  expend 
the  sum  of  $15,963,000,  received  as  grants  from 
the  United  States  of  America  under  the  Public 
Works  Employment  Act  of  1977  (P.L.  95-28).

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Posting  of 

Political  Notices,  Advertisements,  or  Bills 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
the  following  words  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Candidate, "  any  individual  who  seeks  nomina- 
tion or  election  to  public  office,  whethei  oi  nol 
such  individual  is  nominated  or  elected. 

"Election,"  any  city  or  state  preliminary, 
primary,  or  election,  and  any  special  preliminary, 
primary,  or  election. 


"Political  Committee,"  and  committee,  as- 
sociation, organization,  or  other  group  of  persons, 
organized  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  the 
nomination  or  election  of  a  candidate,  or 
candidates,  or  of  presidential  and  vice-presidential 
electors,  or  for  the  purpose  of  opposing  or 
promoting  a  charter  change,  referendum  question, 
constitutional  amendment,  or  other  questions 
submitted  to  the  voters. 

Section  2.  No  candidate  for  any  office,  or 
political  committee  shall  allow,  or  suffer  to  remain, 
any  political  notice,  advertisement,  or  bill  bearing 
his  name,  or  the  name  of  the  candidate  or  question 
on  whose  behalf  the  political  committee  has  been 
organized,  to  be  posted  up  or  affixed  in  any 
manner  to  a  post,  pole,  fence,  tree,  wall,  buiding, 
or  other  structure  in  the  city  unless  he,  or  the 
political  committee,  has  previously  obtained  the 
written  consent,  on  a  form  provided  by  the  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
of  the  person  or  persons  having  possession  of  such 
post,  pole,  fence,  tree,  wall,  building,  or  other 
structure. 

Section  3.  No  candidate  for  any  public  office, 
or  political  committee  shall  allow  any  political 
notice,  advertisement,  or  bill  bearing  his  name,  or 
the  name  of  the  candidate  or  question  on  whose 
behalf  the  committee  has  been  organized,  to  be 
posted  up  or  affixed  in  any  manner  to  a  post,  pole, 
tree,  wall,  building,  or  other  structure  in  the  city, 
beyond  sixty  days  after  the  election  in  which  he 
was  a  candidate,  or  the  question  was  on  the  ballot. 

Section  4.  Each  candidate  for  public  office,  or 
political  committee,  shall  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  preceding  the  election  in  which  he,  or  the 
candidate  or  question  on  whose  behalf  the  political 
committee  is  organized,  is  on  the  ballot,  deposit 
with  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Boston  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  five 
hundred  dollars.  Said  bond  to  be  held  as  surety 
that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  not 
violated  by  the  candidate,  or  political  committee, 
or  anyone  acting  under  the  authority  or  in  behalf 
of  the  candidate  or  political  committee.

"of  this  section,  or  to  a  person  who  is  in 
violation  of  section  101." 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Or- 
dinances, Title  5,  s.  101,  be,  and  hereby  is, 
amended  as  follows: 

A.  by  striking  the  phrase  "section  102  of  this 
chapter"  where  it  appears  in  the  first  sentence  of 
said  section  and  substituting  therefor  the  phrase: 

"City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  s. 
351" 

B.  by  striking  the  second  to  last  sentence  of 
said  section  in  its  entirety  and  by  substituting 
therefor  the  following: 

"Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provisions 
contained  herein,  any  person  who  was  serving 
in  an  office  subject  to  this  section  on  October 
15,  1973,  whether  serving  at  that  time  in  a 
regular  term  or  holding  over  in  office  after  the 
expiration  of  a  regular  term,  shall  be  or  become 
a  resident  and  registered  voter  of  the  City  of 
Boston  on  or  before  September  1,  1977,  and 
the  provision  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  any 
such  person  after  that  date." 


C.  by  adding  at  the  end  therefor  the  following 

sentence:: 

"in  the  event  that  the  Mayor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council,  determines  it  to 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  public  to  do  so, 
the  provision  hereof  may  be  waived  with 
respect  to  a  particular  person  or  position,  but 
such  waiver  shall  not  act  to  defeat  the 
application  of  this  section  to  any  other  person 
or  position." 
Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 

CBC    Ord.    2,    s.    752,    this    ordinance    shall    be 

published   by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 

passing  the  same.

On  May  2,  1977,  the  Boston  City  Council 
passed  an  order  under  the  provisions  of  section 
17F  of  the  City  Charter  requesting  answers  to 
several  questions  concerning  Disposition  Parcel  E-8 
in  the  Downtown  Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Urban 
Renewal  Area. 

1.  The  number  of  years  the  City  of  Boston  has 
held  title  to  Parcel  E-8  in  the  Waterfront- 
Downtown  Urban  Renewal  Project. 

The  city,  acting  by  and  through  its  Real 
Property  Board,  acquired  the  formerly  privately 
owned  portion  of  Parcel  E-8  by  eminent  domain 
on  August  12,  1957.  This  inducates  the  city  held 
title  for  approximately  twenty  years. 

2.  The  name  of  the  city  department  that  holds 
the  title  of  said  parcel  together  with  the  date  of  the 
acquisition. 

As  of  May  2,  1977,  City  Council  order,  title  to 
the  parcel  was  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Boston.

You  have  requested  that  I  delineate  for  you  the 
ways  by  which  the  city  might  legally  convey  Parcel 
E-8,  so-called,  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

The  general  statutory  provision  for  the  sale  of 
real  property  is  set  forth  in  CBC,  St.  3,  s.  2.  That 
statute  requires  that  two-thirds  of  Council  approve 
the  sale  on  two  separate  occasions.  In  addition  to 
the  general  provision  the  Chairman  of  the  Real 
Property  Board,  in  accordance  with  CBC,  11,  s. 
254,  may  sell  at  public  auction  certain  city-owned 
property,  including  that  not  held  for  a  specific 
municipal  purpose.  The  Chairman  may  also  sell  to 
the  BRA  without  public  auction  and  without 
consideration  property  acquired  through  tax  title 
foreclosure  or  acquired  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  60,  s. 


While  these  procedures  relate  to  the  city's 
voluntary  selling  of  property,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  has  the  power  under  G.L. 
c.  121B,  s.  11(d)  to  take  the  property  by  eminent 
domain  and,  I  am  informed,  has  done  so  many 
times  in  similar  circumstances. 

Although  in  the  past  cooperation  agreements 
between  the  Mayor  and  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  with  respect  to  other  parcels  have 
included  specific  language  allowing  the  Mayor  to 
consent  to  proposed  takings,  the  absence  of  such 
language  does  not  limit  the  Authority's  statutory 
power. 

With  respect  to  your  question  concerning  the 
designation  of  a  developer  prior  to  the  Authority's 
acquiring  the  property,  I  am  informed  that  this  is 
common  practice  stemming  from  the  Authority's 
desire  not  to  obtain  property  prior  to  its  being 
needed.  Additionally,  such  an  arrangement  is 
merely  one  between  the  developer  and  the 
Authority  and  in  no  way  binds  the  city.

1.  The  towing  of  illegally  parked  vehicles  has 
always  been  an  ongoing  function  of  the  Police 
Department.  The  authority  is  cited  in  the  statutes 
of  1929,  chapter  263,  section  2,  as  amended,  and 
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the  Boston  Traffic 


in  the  Rules  and  Regulati 
and  Parking  Department. 

2.  a.  For  the  fiscal  year  approximately 
$654,000  of  the  department's  overall  budget  was 
expended  in  the  operation  of  towing  illegally 
parked  vehicles.  This  figure  includes  salaries  of 
civilian  employees,  truck  and  building  main- 
tenance, rentals,  electricity,  telephone,  etc. 

b.  Since  the  inception  of  the  tow-and-hold  law 
in  May  of  1973,  thirty-four  tow  trucks  have  been 
purchased. 

c.  At  the  present  time  there  are  thirty-four  tow 
trucks  engaged  in  this  operation,  one  of  which  is  a 
heavy-duty  tow  truck  and  two  Vandura  trucks 
used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  equipment, 
Denver  boots,  etc.

There  are  also  seventeen  police  officers 
in  this  function. 

During  the  fiscal  year  from  July  of  1976,  to 
January  of  1977,  eighteen  civilian  employees  were 
hired.  Over  a  period  of  five  years  due  to 
terminations,  etc.,  thirty  civilians  have  been  hired.

Dear  Mr.  McGlynn: 

By  your  letter  of  May  23,  1977,  you  invited 
memoranda  of  law  on  the  questions  raised  by  oui 
request  dated  May  11,  1977,  for  an  opinion  on 
public  access  to  "attendance  books"  maintained  by 
the  City  of  Boston  on  its  employees.  Counsel  to 
the  Boston  Globe  wrote  to  you  on  May  20,  1977. 
urging  a  ruling  that  such  records  are  public  records 
under  G.L.  c.  4,  s.  7(26).  I  appreciate  your  giving 
me  this  opportunity  to  respond  to  the  Globe's 
statement. 

The  narrow  question  before  you  is:  Are 
attendance  records  and  records  of  vacations  and 
medical  leave  earned  and  used  personnel  records 
under  G.L.  c.  4,  s.  7  (26)(C)?  it  is  difficult  to 
conceive  of  a  more  appropriate  entry  in  a 
personnel  file  than  information  relating  to 
attendance  at  work,  vacation  schedule,  and  medical 
leave  records.  The  Globe  does  not  really  argue  that 
the  information  is  not  properly  categorized  as  a 


personnel  file,   but    only    that   it   should   not  be 
exempt  from  disclosure. 

The  Globe  argues  that  public  employees  have 
no  "legitimate  expectation  of  privacy"  in  the 
matters  covered  by  the  information  requested.  This 
is  not  a  question  of  "reasonable  search  and 
seizure"  under  the  Fourth  Amendment  to  the  U.S. 
Constitution,  and  a  standard  of  "reasonable"  or 
even  "legitimate  expectation  of  privacy"  is  not  an 
appropriate  standard.  See  Terry  v.  Ohio,  392  U.S. 
1  20  L.  Ed.  2d  889  (1968).  The  Legislature  has 
determined  that  personnel  files  are  not  in  the 
public  domain,  and  the  statute  leaves  no  room  for 
debate  as  to  reasonable  expectations  of  employees. 
The  reason  for  the  Globe's  confusion  is  evident 
in  its  resort  to  cases  interpreting  the  federal 
Freedom  of  Information  Act  5  USC  s.  552  (FOIA). 
The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  dealt  with  the 
definition  of  "personnel  file"  in  Department  of  the 
Air  Force  v.  Rose,  425  U.S.  352,  48  L.  Ed.  2d  11 
(1976),  but  the  case  has  no  bearing  on  the 
Massachusetts  statute,  which  is  critically  different. 
The  federal  act  contains  the  following  exemption: 
"(6)  personnel  and  medical  files  and  similar 
files  the  disclosure  of  which  would  constitute  a 
clearly  unwarranted  invasion  of  personal 
privacy."  5  U.S.C.  s.  522(6). 
The  Massachusetts  act  contains  the  following 
exemption: 

"(c)    personnel    and    medical    files    or    in- 
formation; also   any    other   materials   or  data 
relating  to  a  specifically  named  individual,  the 
disclosure  of  which  may  constitute  an  invasion 
of  personal  privacy."  G.L.  c.  4,  s.  7  (26)  (c). 
The  federal  definition  of  "personnel  files"  for  the 
purpose  of  FOIA,  is  substantially  qualified  by  the 
clause  "the  disclosure  of  which  would  constitute  a 
clearly  unwarranted  invasion  of  personal  privacy." 
In  Rose  the  Supreme  Court  made  it  quite  clear  in 
Part   IV  of  its  opinion  that  this  qualification  is 
significant  and  substantial.  48  L.  Ed.  2d  at  26. 

The  Massachusetts  statute  contains  no  such 
qualification;  the  exemption  is  clear  and  absolute. 
This  legislative  intent  is  made  more  emphatic  by 
the  fact  that  the  Massachusetts  statute  follows  so 
closely  the  federal  model,  yet  it  drops  the 
limitation  on  personnel  files.  In  Massachusetts 
there  is  no  "balancing  test"  and  no  "tilt"  toward 
disclosure  of  personnel  records  as  there  is  in  the 
federal  law.  See  Columbia  Packing  Co.,  Inc.  v.  U.S. 
Dept.  of  Agriculture,  417  F.  Supp.  651,  654  (D. 
Mass.  1976). 

The  legislative  rationale  for  exempting  per- 
sonnel files  from  disclosure  in  Massachusetts  is 
equally  obvious.  Federal  employees  are  protected 
by  the  Privacy  Act,  5  U.S.C.  s.  522a.  Section 
552a(b)  of  the  Privacy  Act  severely  limits  the 
information  relating  to  an  individual  which  can  be 
released  without  his  consent.  In  the  Rose  case, 
certain  information  was  released  under  FOIA,  but 
only  after  the  names  of  individuals  were  excised. 
The  federal  law  provides  a  complex  system  of 
protection  of  individual  privacy  which  comple- 
ments the  FOIA.  No  such  protection  exists  in 
Massachusetts.  Here,  Public  employees  are  pro- 
tected in  their  privacy  only  by  having  all  personnel 
records  exempt  from  public  disclosure  under  the 
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Public  Records  Law. 

Finally,  the  Globe  argues  that  no  employee 
could  be  harmed,  embarrassed,  or  subjected  to 
other  "untoward  results"  by  having  attendance 
books  made  public.  The  Legislature  has  already 
responded  to  that  argument  by  protecting 
personnel  files.  But  perhaps  it  should  be  stated  that 
many  persons,  for  an  infinite  variety  of  personal 
reasons,  would  not  want  their  vacation  and  sick 
time  made  available  to  every  journalist,  rejected 
suitor,  salesman,  or  even  burglar,  who  asks  for  it. 
Public  employment  does  not  mean  a  loss  of  privacy 
to  that  degree.  Undoubtedly,  a  release  of  such 
information  might  expose  some  wrongdoing  which 
would  serve  the  public  interest,  but  the  Legislature 
has  already  weighed  that  interest  against  the 
interest  of  the  privacy  of  public  employees  and  has 
exempted  personnel  files  from  disclosure. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  attendance  books  are 
a  part  of  a  personnel  file  and,  therefore,  not  public 
records.

When  the 
city  makes  known  the  fact  of  non-collection, 
therefore,  it  is  not  revealing  information  from  a 
document  filed  with  the  Commissioner,  and  it  does 
not  appear  that  G.L.  c.  62C,  s.  21,  would  be 
violated  by  the  city  in  those  circumstances. 

You  have  recently  ruled,  notwithstanding  G.L. 
c.  60,  s.  8,  and  Hardman  v.  Collector  of  Taxes,  317 
Mass.  439,  that  records  of  delinquent  real  estate 
taxes  are  public  records.  There  is  no  justification 
for  withholding  motor  vehicle  excise  records  if  real 
estate  tax  records  are  public.  The  confidentiality 
provisions  of  chapter  62C  seem  designed  to  protect 
the  type  of  personal  financial  information  found  in 
income  tax  returns.  There  is  no  such  private 
material  found  in  excise  tax  records. 

I  hope  you  will  be  able  to  agree  that  the  city 
may  make  public  its  motor  vehicle  excise  tax 
records.  I  feel  that  this  position  is  consistent  both 
with  chapter  62C  and  with  your  position  on  real 
estate  taxes.

Section  21  (a)  proscribes  the  public  release  of 
any  information  "contained  in  or  set  forth  by  any 
return  or  document  filed  with  the  Commissioner 
other  than  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
filing  it .  .  ."  As  I  understand  the  procedure  under 
chapter  60A,  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  makes 
up  the  excise  bills  and  transmits  them  to  the  city 
for  posting  and  collection.  There  is  no  return, 
document  or  record  of  collection  or  non-collection

Regarding  your  request  of  May  26,  1977,  for  an 
opinion  relative  to  the  meaning  of  the  term 
"actually  worked"  as  it  is  used  in  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  Ill 
and  its  interplay  with  Collective  Bargaining 
Agreements  between  the  School  Committee  and 
the  Custodians'  Association,  I  must  reaffirm  the 
opinion  which  I  expressed  in  my  letters  of  March 
11,  1969,  to  Mr.  Leo  Burke  and  May  7,  1969,  to 
Mr.  Edward  Winter.  This  is  so  notwithstanding  the 
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change   in    the   collective   bargaining  law  G.L.  c. 
150E,  s.  7  which  took  effect  in  the  interim. 

As  it  now  reads  G.L.  c.  150E,  s.  7  provides  that 
where  there  is  a  conflict  between  the  terms  of  G.L. 
c.  41,  s.  Ill  and  the  Collective  Bargaining 
Agreement  the  latter  will  prevail.  The  question 
arises  whether  there  is  a  conflict  between  the 
vacation  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  Ill  which 
reads: 

In  any  city  or  town  which  has  accepted 
chapter  two  hundred  and  seventeen  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen  or  has 
accepted  this  section  in  any  form,  or  which 
accepts  this  section  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  or  has  accepted  earlier  provisions  of 
this  section,  every  permanent  civil  service 
employee  as  well  as  every  person  classified  as  a 
common  laborer,  skilled  laborer,  mechanic  or 
craftsman,  shall  be  granted  a  vacation  of  not 
less  than  two  weeks  without  loss  of  pay  in  each 
calendar  year  if  he  has  actually  worked  for  such 
city  or  town  for  thirty  weeks  in  the  aggregate 
during  the  twelve  months  preceding  the  first 
day  of  June  in  such  year.  Such  vacation  shall  be 
granted  by  the  head  of  the  respective 
department  of  the  city  or  town  at  such  time  as 
in  his  opinion  will  cause  the  least  interference 
with  the  performance  of  the  regular  work  of 
the  city  or  town.  Any  official  of  a  city  or  town 
whose  duty  it  is  to  grant  a  vacation  as  provided 
by  this  section  who  willfully  refuses  to  grant 
the  same  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  The  depart- 
ment of  labor  and  industries  shall  enforce  this 
section  and  shall  have  all  necessary  powers 
therefor, 
and  the  vacation  provisions  of  the  Custodians' 
Collective  Bargaining  Agreement  which  reads: 
ARTICLE  X 
VACATIONS 
Section  1.  All  persons  entering  the  bargain- 
ing unit  shall  be  placed  on  the  step  of  the  salary 
schedule  and  be  credited  with  service  for 
vacation  to  which  their  years  of  service  in  the 
state,  city,  or  county  entitle  them. 

Section  2.  All  members  of  the  bargaining 
unit  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  vacation 
leave: 

2  weeks  vacation  for  employees  with  up  to 
one  (1)  year  of  service. 

3  weeks  vacation  after  one  (1)  year  of 
service. 

4  weeks  after  five  (5)  years  of  service. 

5  weeks  vacation  after  nineteen  (19)  years 
of  service. 

Section  3.  If  an  employee  dies  before 
receiving  all  of  the  vacation  leave  to  which  he  is 
entitled,  the  remaining  vacation  pay  will  be 
paid  to  his  estate. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  insofar  as  the 
Collective  bargaining  Agreement  provides  for 
greater  than  two  weeks  of  vacation  time,  there  is 
such  a  conflict  and  the  agreement  prevails.  I  find 
no  such  conflict,  however,  between  the  use  of  the 
word  "service"  in  the  agreement  and  the  words 
"actually  worked"  in  G.L.  c.  41,  s.  111. 

Therefore,    in    order  for   these   custodial   em- 


ployees to  be  eligible  for  the  vacation  provisions 
provided  for  in  their  Collective  Bargaining 
Agreement,  they  must  also  have  satisfied  the 
statutory  requirement  of  actually  having  worked 
for  the  School  Department  "for  thirty  weeks  in  the 
aggregate  during  the  twelve  months  preceding  the 
first  day  of  June  in  such  year."  In  conformance 
with  my  earlier  opinion,  I  find  that  a  sick  leave  or 
other  absence  is  not  actual  work  and  thus  the  time 
spent  on  such  absence  does  not  qualify  as  part  of 
the  thirty-week  period.

During  the  public  hearing 
held  in  the  City  Council,  each  of  the  respective 
commissioners,  Police,  Fire,  Health  and  Hospitals, 
and  Elderly  Affairs,  was  requested  to  send  to  the 
Council  how  the  funds,  if  appropriated,  were 
scheduled  to  be  used.  In  the  Contractual  Services 
section  of  Elderly  Affairs,  this  is  the  first  time  this 
type  of  allocation  can  be  used  with  these  funds. 
Prior  to  this  the  use  of  these  funds  was  specifically 
prohibited  by  the  Revenue  Sharing  Regulations. 
These  funds  will  also  enable  the  Commission  to 
hire  buses,  vans,  and  operate  the  very  successful 
"Bright  Eyes"  program  in  conjunction  with  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind  and  our 
own  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.

On  May  23,  1977,  the  Council  by  a 
vote  of  8  to  0  remanded  the  entire  city  budget  to 
the  Mayor  with  the  provision  that  it  be 
resubmitted  with  a  minimum  funding  of  1.4 
million  ($1,400,000)  for  the  operation  of  the 
Community  School  Program  with  community 
control  and  with  the  same  configuration  approved 
by  the  Councils  of  Community  Schools. 

I  wrote  a  letter  on  June  3,  1977,  to  the  Mayor 
in  which  I  outlined  for  him  where  I,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  thought 
reductions  in  the  amount  of  $7,1  80,000  in  various 
departments  could  be  made.  I  would  like  to 
suggest,  and  I  believe  these  views  are  shared  by  my 
fellow  Councillors,  that  the  funds  made  available 
by  these  reductions  be  used  to  provide  funding  for 
the  Community  School  Program,  the  Office  of 
Public  Service,  ami  the  other  human  Hivice 
agencies  of  the  city.  While  1  am  in  agreement  with 
you  as  to  the  necessity,  H  .it  .ill  possible,  to  avoid 
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another  serious  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  I  believe 
that  the  human  service  programs  are  of  vital 
inportance  to  the  people  of  the  city.  It  would  be 
better,  therefore,  to  make  deeper  reductions  in 
other  departments  rather  than  eliminate  these 
programs  entirely.  As  a  result  of  this  letter  and  the 
rejection  of  the  budget  by  the  Council,  the  Mayor 
submitted  to  the  Council  a  budget  which 
incorporated  a  large  portion  of  our  recommended 
cuts,  and  which  included  budgets  for  the  Little 
City  Halls,  Community  Schools,  Summerthing, 
Drug  Abuse,  Consumer  Affairs,  Youth  Activities 
Commission,  and  Safe  Streets. 

It  was  apparent  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  that  in  the  latest  budget  submission  to  the 
City  Council,  there  are  appropriations  in  excess  of 
$6,000,000  in  various  city  departments  for  data 
processing  services,  hardware,  and  rentals.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  that  this  is  an  excessive 
appropriation  for  this  purpose.  It  is  the  Com- 
mittee's feeling  that  centralization  of  these 
activities  would  result  in  a  substantial  reduction  in 
the  amount  needed  to  fund  this  service. 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  we  have  recom- 
mended reductions  in  the  amount  of  $950,000  in 
the  following  agencies:  Boston  City  Hospital, 
Library,  Administrative  Services,  and  Police- 
hoping  that  it  would  result  in  a  centralized  data 
processing  unit  within  .the  city,  serving  both  city 
and  county  agencies. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  realizes  that 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  is  underfunded  at  this 
time.  We  urge  that  the  Mayor  take  full  advantage 
of  countercyclical  funds  as  available  and  any 
surplus  General  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to 
supplement  the  budget  before  our  body  today. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  which

City    of  Boston   Code,  Title   1,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  11  thereof, 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following  new  section: 
Section     11.  All    automobiles    owned    or 
leased  by  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  painted  a 
uniform  distinctive  color,  bearing  on  each  side 
the    words    "City    of    Boston"    and    also    a 
designation     in     words     showing    by     which 
department  such   automobiles   are   used;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  emergency  vehicles  of  the 
police,   fire,  and  health  and  hospitals  depart- 
ments   may    be    painted    a    color    or    colors 
designated     by     the    commissioners    of    said 
departments,     and,     provided     further,     that 
automobiles  of  the  police  department,  operated 
by     non-uniformed     police     officers    in     the 
performance     of     official     duties,     shall     be 
exempted   from   bearing   the   words   "City    of 
Boston"  and  the  words  "Police  Department" 
on  each  side. 

No  automobile  owned  or  leased  by  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  garaged  overnight  outside  the 
City  of  Boston  without  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  city  council.  Any  employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  who  after  having  been  given  a 
proper  hearing  by  the  director  of  administrative 
services,  has  been  found  to  be  in  violation  of 
this  provision  shall  cease  to  be  employed  by  the 
city. 

No  person  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston 
in  any  department,  agency,  or  division  shall  be 
assigned  to  any  position  where  his  or  her  duties 
would  primarily  be  that  of  chauffeuring  any 
other  employee  of  the  city  without  the 
approval  of  the  department  head  or  like  officer, 
the  mayor,  and  the  city  council.  Any 
department  head  or  like  officer  who,  after 
having  been  given  a  proper  hearing  by  the 
director  of  administrative  services,  has  been 
found  to  have  allowed  or  directed  an  employee 
to  serve  in  violation  of  this  provision  shall  cease 
to  be  employed  by  the  city. 

The  director  of  administrative  services,  shall, 
within  thirty  days  of  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  promulgate  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  procedures  to  be  followed  during 
hearings   to  be   conducted    for  any  employee 
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All  automobiles  owned  or  leased  by  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  equipped  with  a  log  book 
provided  by  the  administrative  services  depart- 
ment and  each  and  every  operator  shall  be 
required  to  enter  daily  into  said  log  book  the 
number  of  miles  said  automobile  was  operated. 
Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
thirty  days  after  its  passage. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 

section  752  of  Title  2  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 

Ordinances,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 

the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

FAVORING  PASSAGE  OF  H.R.  4479  AND 
H.J.R.  378  RE  FORCED  BUSING  TO 
ATTAIN  RACIAL  INTEGRATION 

Couns.  HICKS  and  O'NEIL  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  issue  of  busing  children  to  attain 
racial  integration  in  the  schools  has  already  caused 
considerable  violence  in  this  country  and  has  only 
succeeded  in  hampering  the  educational  process 
involving  thousands  of  children;  and 

Whereas,  Forced  busing  is  also  a  serious 
invasion  by  the  federal  government  into  local 
affairs  and  a  threat  to  the  rights  of  parents  to 
control  their  own  public  schools  and  the  education 
of  their  children,  a  traditional  concept  for  over  two 
hundred  years  in  this  nation;  and 

Whereas,  The  federal  courts  are  still  considering 
more  busing  of  children  in  various  jurisdictions 
throughout  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  has 
both  the  Constitutional  power  and  duty  under  our 
system  of  checks  and  balances  to  nullify  the 
excesses  of  the  federal  courts,  and  these  Con- 
gressional powers  arc  explicitly  defined  in  Article 
III  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  Congressman  Lawrence  P.  McDonald 
of  Georgia  on  March  3,  1977,  introduced  a  bill 
(H.R.  4479)  which  would  eliminate  federal  court 
jurisdiction  as  concerns  forced  busing, 

"Pursuant  to  Article  III,  section  I  and  II,  of 
the  United  States  Constitution,  no  court  of  the 
United  States  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  to 
make  any  decision  or  issue  any  order  which 
would  have  the  effect  of  requiring  any 
individual  to  attend  any  particular  school";  and 
Whereas,  Article  V  of  the  United  States 
Constitution  reads  in  part: 

"The  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both 
houses     shall     determine     it     necessary,     shall 


propose  amendments  to  this  Constitution  .  .  . 

and    such    amendments    shall    be    valid    when 

ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of 

several  states .  .  .  .";  and 

Whereas,  Representative  Ronald  M.  Mottl  of 
Ohio  has  introduced  a  joint  resolution  (H.J.R. 
378),  which,  if  passed  by  Comgress  would  be  the 
first  step  toward  a  constitutional  amendment 
prohibiting  forced  busing,  and  the  resolution  reads: 
"Section  1.   'No  student  shall  be  compelled 

to  attend  a  public  school  other  than  the  one 

nearest  his  residence.' 

Section    2.  'The    Congress    shall    have   the 

power   to  enforce,  by  appropriate  legislation, 

the  provisions  of  this  article  and  to  ensure  equal 

educational      opportunity     for     all     students 

wherever  located.'  " 

Whereas,  This  Joint  Congressional  Resolution  is 
bottled  up  in  the  House  Judiciary  Committee 
(Subcommittee  on  Civil  and  Constitutional 
Rights);  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  requests  that  each  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  Congressional  Delegation, 
especially  those  members  representing  the  various 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  sign  the  discharge 
petition  allowing  both  of  these  bills  to  come  before 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senate  for  a 
direct  vote  in  order  that  the  will  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States  in  regard  to  forced  busing  may 
be  sent  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states  or 
ratification  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States.

CODE  RE  RESTRICTIONS  ON  PARK 
FRONTAGES

City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  7,  section  109,  as 
follows: 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  this  ordinance 
is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Any  building  or  portion  thereof  within  one 
hundred  feet  of  the  nearest  street  line  ol  any  street 
described  below  shall  not  exceed  the  height 
specified  for  such  streel  as  follows: 


a.  Park  Street:  65  feet  maximum  height. 

b.  Tremont  Street  from  Hamilton  Place  to 
West  Street:  125  feet  maximum  height. 

c.  Tremont  Street  from  West  Street  to 
Boylston  Street:  155  feet  maximum  height. 

d.  Boylston  Street  from  Tamworth  Street 
to  Park  Square:  130  feet  maximum  height. 

e.  Boylston  Street  from  Park  Square  to  the 
westerly  sideline  of  Hadassah  Way,  to  a  depth 
of  75  feet  from  Boylston  Street:  130  feet 
maximum  height;  beyond  said  depth  of  75  feet: 
155  feet  maximum  height. 

f.  South  side  of  Boylston  Street  from  the 
westerly  sideline  of  Hadassah  Way  to  a  point 
100  feet  west  of  Arlington  Street,  to  a  depth  of 
50  feet  from  Boylston  Street:  85  feet 
maximum  height;  beyond  said  depth  of  50  feet: 
130  feet  maximum  height. 

g.  Arlington  Street,  from  Newbury  Street 
to  Commomwealth  Avenue:  155  feet  maximum 
height  at  parapet  line;  height  to  top  of  roof 
may  be  185  feet,  provided  that  the  portion  of 
the  building  above  155  feet  is  set  back  a 
minimum  of  20  feet  from  any  parapet  line 
facing  a  street  more  than  25  feet  wide. 

4.  By  striking  out  section  15-3  respecting 
increase  in  floor  area  ratio  for  abutting  public  open 
spaces. 

5.  By  striking  out,  in  section  15-4,  respecting 
increase  in  floor  area  ratio  for  large  lots  in  H-5 
districts,  the  words  "subject  to  the  provisions  of 
section  15-5"  as  they  appear  at  the  beginning  of 
the  sentences  labeled  (a)  and  (b),  respectively. 

6.  By  striking  out  section  15-5,  respecting 
limitation  to  excess  floor  area  ratio  provisions 
under  sections  15-3  and  15-4. 

7.  By  striking  out,  in  footnote  No.  (1)  of  Table 
B  in  section  13-1,  the  words  "15-3  and." 

8.  Strike:  "and  provided  further,  however,  that 
for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet  running  westerly 
along  Commonwealth  Avenue  where  it  intersects 
with  Arlington  Street,  Berkeley  Street,  Clarendon 
Street,  and  Dartmouth  Street  the  following 
provisions  shall  apply,  anything  hereinbefore 
contained  in  this  section  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding:"  and  sections  (1),  (2),  (3),  (4), 
and  (5).

original  page  and  one  duplicate  page  to  be  made 
simultaneously  with  an  original;  provided  that  the 
liability  of  the  city  under  such  contract  shall  not 
exceed  seventy-five  hundred  dollars;  the  expenses 
of  such  contract  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  City  Council,  Contractual  Services.

Section  5.  Any  person  who  is  a  registered  voter 
of  the  city  may  be  a  candidate  for  nomination  to 
the  office  of  Committee  member  for  the  district  in 
which  the  person  resides,  provided  that  a  petition 
for  the  nomination  of  such  person  is  obtained, 
signed,  and  filed  as  hereinafter  provided,  with 
signatures  of  petitioners  thereon  to  the  number 
hereinafter  provided,  certified  as  hereinafter 
provided  by  the  board  of  election  commissioners. 

Section  6.  A  nomination  petition  shall  be 
issued  for  the  office  of  Committee  member  in  the 
manner  described  in  City  of  Boston  Code,  Statutes, 
title  2,  chapter  5,  sections  218  and  219 
(hereinafter  cited  at  "CBS  Stat.,  t.  ,  c.  ,  , 
s.       "),  except  that: 

(a)  the  statement  of  candidacy  shall  be 
subscribed  between  September  7  and  14,  1977, 
inclusive,  and  the  nomination  petition  shall  be 
issued  by  noon  of  the  next  business  day 
following  the  subscription  to  the  statement  of 
candidacy; 

(b)  the  prescribed  form  for  the  statement 
of  candidacy  shall  be  altered  as  follows:  the 
words  "Boston  Charter  Committee  Member 
from  District  (here  insert  the  number  set  forth 
in  section  4  above)"  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
appropriate  place  to  describe  the  office  for 
which  nomination  is  sought;  and 

(c)  the  prescribed  form  for  the  nomination 
petition  shall  be  altered  as  follows:  the  words 
"Boston  Charter  Committee  Member  from 
District  (here  insert  the  number  set  forth  in 
section  4  above)"  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
appropriate  place  to  describe  the  office  to 
which  the  petition  relates;  the  words  "any 
other  nomination  petition  for  said  office"  shall 
be  inserted  following  the  words  "Each  of  the 
undersigned  does  hereby  certify  that  he  or  she 
has  not  subscribed,"  and  the  third  paragraph  of 
the  test  shall  be  deleted;  and 

(d)  not  more  than  twenty-five  nomination 
petition  sheets  shall  be  issued  to  any  candidate 
for  the  office  of  Committee  member. 

Section  7.  The  nomination  petition  for  the 
office  of  Committee  member  shall  be  signed,  filed, 
and  the  signatures  thereon  certified  in  the  manner 
described  in  CBC  Stat.,  t.  2,  c.  5,  SS  220  and  221. 
The  sheets  of  the  nomination  petition  shall  be  filed 
by  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Spetember  30, 
1977,  and  the  election  commission  shall  complete 
certification  of  the  signatures  thereon  within  one 
week  thereafter.  The  nomination  petition  for  the 
office  of  Committee  member  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  two  hundred  and  fifty  registered  voters  of  the 
city  residing  in  the  district  from  which  the 
candidate  seeks  to  be  elected.  No  voter  may  sign  as 
petitioner  more  than  one  nomination  petition  for 
the  office  of  Committee  member.  If  the  name  of 
any  voter  appears  as  petitioner  on  more  then  one 
nomination  petition,  that  name  shall,  in  deter- 
mining the  number  of  petitioners,  be  counted  only 
on  the  nomination  petition  bearing  that  name  first 
filed  with  the  election  commission. 


Section  8.  Objections  to  nomination  petitions 
for  the  office  of  Committee  member  shall  be  made 
in  the  manner  described  in  CBC  Stat.,  t.  2,  c.  5,  S. 
222,  except  that  objections  shall  be  filed  by 
October  7,  1977. 

Section  9.  The  list  of  candidates  for  the  office 
of  Committee  member  from  each  district  shall  be 
posted  in  the  manner  described  in  CBC  Stat.,  t.  2, 
c.  5,  S.  224,  by  October  14,  1977,  and  the 
candidates  whose  names  are  so  posted  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office. 

Section  10.  Officials  ballots  for  the  regular 
election  shall  contain  the  name  of  every  person 
deemed  under  section  9  above  to  have  been 
nominated  for  the  office  of  Committee  member 
and  shall  be  prepared  in  the  manner  described  in 
CBC  Stat.,  t.  2,  c.  5,  S.  229,  except  that  the  name 
of  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Committee  member 
shall  appear  on  the  ballot  only  in  the  district  from 
which  that  person  is  a  candidate.  The  names  of  the 
candidates  for  the  office  of  Committee  member 
shall  appear  after  the  names  of  the  candidates  for 
all  other  offices  and  the  referendum  question  shall 
be  listed  in  the  order  determined  by  drawing  by  lot 
by  the  election  commission.  The  provisions  of  CBC 
Stat.,  t.  2,  c.  5,  SS  230  and  231  shall  apply  to  the 
election  of  Committee  members.  The  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Committee  member  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  each  district  shall  be 
deemed  elected  the  Committee  member  from  that 
district. 

Section  11.  Every  person  elected  Committee 
member  in  the  regular  election  shall  assume  office 
immediately  after  the  results  of  the  election  have 
been  declared  and  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  office,  make  an  oath  or  affirmation  to 
support  the  Constitutions  of  the  United  States  and 
tire  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  to 
execute  the  duties  of  the  office  in  good  faith  to  the 
best  of  the  person's  ability,  which  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  administered  by  any  of  the 
persons  authorized  to  do  so  in  CBC  Stat.,  t.  2,  c.  1. 
S.  2. 

Section  12.  Promptly  after  the  results  of  the 
regular  election  have  been  certified,  the  Committee 
shall  meet  and  organize,  shall  elect  a  presiding 
officer  and  such  other  officers  as  it  sees  fit,  shall 
adopt  rules  of  procedure,  and  shall  commence  the 
execution  of  its  duties  as  outlined  in  section  2 
above.  Subsequent  to  its  organizational  meeting, 
the  Committee  shall  file  a  notice  of  organization 
which  the  clerk  of  the  city,  reporting  substantially 
the  results  of  such  meeting. 

Section  13.  Each  member  of  the  Committee 
shall  serve  without  compensation  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  from  the  Committee's  account  for 
expenses  lawfully  incurred  by  the  member  in  the 
performance  of  duty.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  on 
the  Committee,  the  vacant  seat  shall  be  filled  by 
the  candidate  from  same  district  as  the  person 
vacating  the  seat,  which  candidate  received  the 
next  highest  number  of  votes  in  the  regular 
election  after  the  person  vacating  the  seat,  or,  if 
there  is  no  such  candidate,  the  vacant  seat  shall  be 
filled  by  vote  of  three  remaining  members  of  the 
Committee,  who  shall  elect  a  registered  voter 
residing  in  the  same  district  as  the  person  vacating 
the   seat.   The   existence   of  a   vacancy  shall  not 
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prevent  the  Committee  from  conducting  its 
business. 

Section  14.  The  City  of  Boston  shall. provide 
the  Committee,  free  of  charge,  with  suitable  office 
space,  with  reasonable  access  to  facilities  for 
holding  public  hearings,  and  with  suitable  clerical 
assistance,  which  shall  be  deemed  at  the  minimum 
to  be  not  less  than  one  full-time  secretarial 
assistant.  Within  two  weeks  after  the  election  of 
the  Committee,  the  auditor  of  the  city  shall  credit 
to  the  account  of  the  Committee,  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars.  Further  sums  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  credited  to  the  account  of  the  Committee. 
Expenditure  of  funds  credited  to  the  account  of 
the  Committee  shall  be  governed  as  provided  in  the 
rules  adopted  by  the  Committee  pursuant  to 
section  12  above.  Within  thirty  days  after 
submission  of  its  final  report,  the  Committee  shall 
file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  a  complete  account 
of  all  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  which  account 
shall  be  open  for  public  inspection.  Any  balance 
remaining  in  the  account  of  the  Committee 
thereafter  shall  be  credited  to  the  city's  surplus 
revenue  account. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  shall  be  permitted 
to  consult  with  and  obtain  advice  and  information 
from  elected  officials  and  employees  of  the  city. 
The  Committee  may  obtain  legal  services  from  the 
corporation  counsel  of  the  city,  from  outside  legal 
counsel  which  the  Committee  may  independently 
retain,  or  from  both.  In  the  event  that  the 
Committee  retains  outside  counsel,  any  legal  fees 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Committee  from  funds 
provided  to  it  under  section  14  above.  The 
Committee  may  hire  clerical  or  administrative 
personnel  in  addition  to  those  provided  by  the  city 
pursuant  to  section  14  above.  Any  such  personnel 
shall  not  be  subject  to  any  civil  service  laws  or 
requirements  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  Committee 
from  funds  provided  to  it  under  section  14  above. 
The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  conduct 
public  hearings.  Such  hearings  shall  be  held  within 
the  city  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  specified 
in  a  notice  published  at  least  one  week  prior  to 
the  hearing  in  a  newspaper  having  general 
circulation  in  the  city.  Such  hearings  may  be 
adjourned  from  time  to  time  without  further 
published  notice. 

Section  16.  For  the  purpose  of  executing  its 
duties,  the  Committee  shall  hold  a  public  hearing 
by  January  16,  1978.  By  May  1,  1978,  the 
Committee  shall  prepare  a  preliminary  report, 
including  the  text  of  the  petition  for  legislation 
revising  the  city  charter  which  the  Committee 
intends  shall  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  and 
any  explanatory  information  the  Committee  deems 
desirable,  shall  cause  such  report  to  be  published  in 
a  newspaper  having  general  circulation  in  the  city, 
shall  provide  copies  ol  the  preliminary  report  to 
interested  parties  requesting  the  same,  and  shall 
furnish  two  copies  to  the  attorney  general.  By  lime 
I,  1978,  the  Committee  shall  hold  one  or  more 
public  hearings  upon  the  preliminary  report.  By 
June  l,  1978.  the  attorney  general  shall  furnish  the 
Committee  with  a  written  opinion  setting  forth 
.my  conflict  bwtween  the  proposed  charter  revision 

and    the   Constitution    and    laws    ol    the  Common 


wealth.  By  September  I,  1978,  the  Committee 
shall  have  prepared  its  final  report,  which  shall 
include  the  lull  text  and  an  explanation  of  the 
proposed  petition  for  legislation  revising  the 
charter,  such  comments  as  the  Committee  deems 
desirable,  an  indication  of  the  major  differences 
between  the  current  and  proposed  charters,  and  a 
statement  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  words 
by  the  Committee  minority,  if  any,  provided  such 
statement  is  filed  with  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Committee  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the 
Committee's  vote  approving  such  report.  The  final 
report  of  the  Committee,  along  with  any  minority 
statement,  shall  forthwith  be  transmitted  to  the 
attorney  general  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  17.  Upon  receipt  of  the  final  report  of 
the  Committee,  the  attorney  general  shall  prepare  a 
concise,  full,  and  fair  summary  of  the  proposed 
petition  for  legislation  revising  the  charter,  which 
summary  shall  be  suitable  for  inclusion  as  a 
non-binding  referendum  question  on  the  statewide 
election  ballots  within  the  City  of  Boston  in  1978. 

Section  18.  By  September  15.  1978,  the 
attorney  general  shall  transmit  the  summary  of  the 
proposed  petition  for  legislation  revising  the 
charter  to  the  state  secretary,  who  shall  cause  the 
summary  to  be  placed  on  the  official  ballots  to  be 
used  within  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  biennial  state 
election  in  1978  as  a  non-binding  referendum 
question. 

Section  19.  If,  at  the  biennial  statewide 
election  in  November,  1978,  the  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  within  the  City  of  Boston  on  the 
referendum  question  concerning  the  proposed 
petition  for  legislation  revising  the  charter  are  in 
the  affirmative,  the  clerk  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  immediately  upon  the  declaration  of  the 
result  of  the  statewide  election  transmit  to  the  City 
Council  the  final  report  of  the  Committee,  and  the 
proposed  petition  for  legislation  revising  the 
charter  drafted  by  the  Committee  shall  be 
considered  by  the  City  Council  as  the  first  step  in 
revising  the  city  charter  by  special  law  under  the 
provisions  of  amended  article  2,  section  8  (1)  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  20.  On  December  1,  1978,  the 
Committee  shall  cease  to  exist.

LOAN  OF  $1,500,000  FOR  PLANS  AND 
SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  COUNTY 
DETENTION  AND/OR  PENAL- 
CORRECTIONAL  FACILITIES 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

July  18,1977. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

In  1973,  the  United  States  District  Court 
ordered  that  the  Charles  Street  Jail  be  closed.  Since 
that  time,  numerous  proposals  for  the  construction 
of  a  replacement  facility  have  been  introduced.  No 
single  plan  has  received  the  necessary  support  of  all 
parties  involved  to  be  able  to  be  implemented. 

Recently,  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts 
offered  to  convey  to  the  city  a  parcel  of  land  about 
100,000  square  feet,  located  on  New  Chardon 
Street,  for  a  new  jail.  At  the  same  time,  legislation 
was  introduced  in  the  U.  S.  Congress  which  would 
authorize  funds  for  the  acquisition  and  construc- 
tion of  a  major  sewerage  treatment  plant  on  Deer 
Island. 

With  the  opportunity  to  build  on  a  downtown 
site  offered  to  the  city  by  the  state,  and  the  real 
possibility  of  substantial  federal  funding,  the 
Public  Facilities  Commission  has  begun  preliminary 
planning  for  the  facility  on  New  Chardon  Street 
and  has  tentatively  designated  an  architectural  firm 
to  undertake  the  design. 

When  federal  money  becomes  available,  the 
City  of  Boston  will  be  able  to  satisfy  the  federal 
court  order  with  respect  to  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
and  also  replace  the  outmoded  House  of 
Correction  at  Deer  Island  and  streamline  the  entire 
criminal  justice  system  in  Suffolk  County.  This 
$1,500,000  needed  for  design  is  part  of  the  city's 
share. 

I  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  the  attached 
order.

The  City  of  Boston  has  been  ordered  by  the 
United  States  District  Court  to  renovate  the  City 
Prison  in  the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse  as  an 
interim  facility  to  house  prisoners  now  at  the 
Charles  Street  Jail,  pending  construction  of  a 
permanent  replacement  therefor.  The  cost  of  the 
renovation  work  is  estimated  to  be  $850,000. 

While  the  federal  court's  order  is  very  explicit 
regarding  City  Prison  as  the  location  for  some  of 
the  interim  facilities  needed,  we  see  it  as  a  poor 
investment  of  funds  and  a  less  than  desirable 
solution  to  this  long-standing  problem.

after   referred    to    as   the   Licensor   and  Official, 

respectively,  and  hereinafter  called 

the  Licensee.  The  Licensor  hereby  grants  to  the 

Licensee  an  exclusive  license  in  Category to 

occupy  space  on  City  Hall  Plaza  adjacent  to  the 
Cambridge  Street  sidewalk  and  conduct  operations 
thereon  during  the  period  from  June  6,  1977, 
through  October  7,  1977,  inclusive,  subject  to  the 
following  terms  and  conditions. 

1.  The  premises  are  to  be  used  by  the  Licensee 
solely  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food  items  in 

Category of  the  proposal.  No  variations 

or  substitutions  of  or  for  the  items  in  said  category 
shall  be  permitted  except  as  may  be  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  Official. 

2.  The  Licensee  shall  pay  to  the  City  of

It       Enclosure  panels  and  awning  shall  be  vinyl  coated  canvas 
completely  fire  resistent.   Color  shall  be  terra  cotta.   Material 
samples  must  be  submitted  to  Licensor  for  approval  before  beginning 
fabrication. 

2.  Panels  shall  enclose  three  sides  only.   The  fourth  side,  facing 
Cambridge  Street,  shall  be  used  as  a  serving  counter  and  shall  be  of 
Licensee's  own  design,  but  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  line  established 
by  the  side  panels.

The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  Development, 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Com- 
mission, has  been  seeking  ways  to  stimulate  the 
purchase  of  locally  made  products,  recognizing  the 
importance  of  local  industry  and  business  to  the 
city's  overall  economy. 

Statistics  have  shown  that  over  $4  billion  is 
spent  every  year  by  New  England-based  businesses 
to  purchase  products,  goods,  and  services  obtained 
from  firms  located  outside  of  New  England. 

These  same  products,  goods,  and  services 
purchased  outside  of  New  England,  can  all  be 
obtained  from  local  firms. 

Research  conducted  by  EDIC  this  past  spring 
indicates  that  up  to  $1  billion  is  spent  every  year 
by  major  Boston  corporations  to  purchase  goods 
from  other  firms  located  outside  of  the  city  and 
state.  If  this  $1  billion  were  spent  locally,  there 
would  be  a  significant  increase  in  jobs.  As  many  as 
4,000  jobs  would  be  created,  and  business  activity 
in  the  City  of  Boston  would  receive  a  tremendous 
boost. 

One  reason  why  many  smaller  Boston  firms 
have  not  been  able  to  compete  for  the 
billion-dollar  purchases  of  major  Boston  corpora- 
tions, is  that  there  exists  an  information  gap 
between  the  buyers  and  sellers,  i.e.,  small  Boston 
firms  do  not  know  how  to  go  about  approaching 
major  corporations  to  sell  their  goods  and  services. 

It  is  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  a  small 
businessman  to  approach  a  purchasing  agent  of  a 
major  corporation.  Sometimes  after  weeks  and 
months  of  phone  calls  and  visits  by  a  small 
businessman  who  is  "trying  to  get  his  foot  in  the 
door,"  the  small  businessman  is  unable  to  get  an 
appointment  with  the  purchasing  agent  of  a 
corporation  which  spends  millions  in  purchasing 
for  his  company. 

On  March  30-31,  1977,  EDIC  sponsored  the 
first  "Business  for  Boston  Conference"  .it  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston  campus.  The 
goal  of  the  conference  was  to  gel  the  purchasing 
agents  from  fifty  major  Boston  corporations 
together  with  owners,  and  operators  ol  small 
Boston  businesses  to  stimulate  the  purchase  i>t 
products  made  and  sold  locally  to  Boston's  largest 
buyers. 
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Ten  thousand  invitations  were  sent  to  local 
Boston  businessmen  to  attend  the  conference, 
which  we  believe  was  the  first  conference  of  its 
kind  to  be  sponsored  by  any  city  in  the  United 
States.  The  businessmen  who  attended  the 
conference  were  thrilled  at  the  opportunities  made 
available  via  the  conference  and  many  business 
deals  were  consummated  at  the  conference  itself. 

EDIC  will  be  sponsoring  similar  conferences  of 
this  nature  judging  by  the  success  of  the  first 
"Business  for  Boston  Conference." 

EDIC  and  the  city  Law  Department  are 
currently  working  in  conjunction  to  draft  and 
propose  legislation  that  would  give  a  slight 
preference  to  Boston-located  firms  in  bidding  for 
contracts  of  the  City  of  Boston.  A  summary  of  this 
proposed  legislation  and  its  effects,  is  as  follows: 

The  City  of  Boston  will  attempt  to  add  a  major 
boost  to  the  city's  economy  by  means  of  directing 
a  larger  share  of  its  purchasing  power  to  Boston 
businesses.  This  will  be  accomplished  by  exempting 
City  of  Boston  contractors  from  the  general 
requirement  that  they  accept  the  lowest 
responsible  bid  submitted  in  response  to  any 
contract  offered.  In  place  of  this  requirement  will 
be  the  provision  that  city  contractors  may  accept  a 
bid  by  a  Boston  business  that  is  less  than,  or  equal 
to,  5  percent  greater  than  the  lowest  responsible 
bid  offered.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  provision  will 
allow  expenditures  of  millions  of  dollars  annually 
to  be  directed  into  the  local  economy,  funds  which 
would  otherwise  be  siphoned  off  to  other  areas. 

A  program  of  this  nature,  which  may  increase 
city  costs  initially,  has  long-term  advantages  which 
more  than  offset  these  short-term  costs.  Local 
businesses  which  benefit  from  this  program  will  be 
encouraged  to  remain  in  Boston  and  thereby  help 
to  maintain  the  strength  of  the  city's  economy. 
Furthermore,  by  means  of  their  increased 
activities,  businesses  will  hopefully  expand  their 
employment  in  the  city,  and  consequently  add  a 
vital  element  to  residential  stability  in  the  future. 

The  city  through  all  its  subdivisions,  including 
those  people  who  receive  funding  from  the  city, 
will  be  affected  by  the  5  percent  over  provision  on 
all  contracts  for  the  provision  of  goods  and 
services.  It  is  estimated  that  those  agencies  coming 
under  the  above  description,  will,  by  means  of  the 
5  percent  over  provision,  direct  as  much  as  $70 
million  annually  into  the  city's  economy  (esti- 
mated). 

In  an  effort  to  concentrate  its  impact,  the  city 
will  limit  those  businesses  who  are  able  to  qualify 
under  this  provision.  Qualified  firms  will  generally 
be  those  businesses  which  do  a  substantial  portion 
of  their  business  in  Boston  or  rely  on  their  location 
within  the  city  for  a  substantial  portion  of  their 
business.  There  will  be  different  criteria  established 
for  firms  to  qualify  as  a  Boston  business.  To 
qualify  a  firm  would  have  to  meet  at  least  one  of 
the  following  criteria:  maintain  its  principal  place 
of  business  within  the  city ;  or  the  firm  shall  have  a 
certain  number  of  employees  in  Boston  for  a 
certain  dollar  amount  of  the  contract;  or  the  firm 
shall  have  at  least  one-half  of  the  personnel 
required  to  perform  the  work  required  under  the 
contract  in  its  Boston  facility. 


In  conclusion,  both  the  "Boston  Conference" 
and  proposed  legislation  granting  a  "preference"  to 
Boston-located  firms  in  bidding  for  City  of  Boston 
contracts  are  positive  programs  designed  to 
stimulate  the  purchase  of  locally  made  products.

of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

An  Act  to  End  Discrimination  by  Age 
Against  City  of  Boston  Employees 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of 
law,  including  chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws,  to 
the  contrary,  no  City  of  Boston  employee  who  is  a 
member  of  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System 
shall  hereafter  be  involuntarily  retired  solely 
because  of  age. 

Section  2.  Every  member  of  the  State-Boston 
Retirement  System  in  the  employ  of  the  city  and 
in  active  service  on  or  after  the  effective  date 
hereof  shall,  within  six  months  before  attaining  the 
age  of  seventy  if  classified  in  Group  1  under 
chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws,  or  the  age  of 
sixty-five  if  classified  in  Group  2  or  Group  4,  and 
annually  thereafter  prior  to  his  birthday,  or  upon 
the  request  of  his  department  head,  whichever 
occurs  first,  submit  to  a  physical  examination  to 
determine  fitness  for  continued  performance  of 
duty  by  a  physician  appointed  for  the  purpose  by 
the  city  at  its  expense.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
member  to  arrange  for  such  an  examination  and  a 
failure  by  such  a  member  without  just  cause  to 
submit  to  such  examination  shall  be  deemed  a 
conclusive  finding  of  physical  unfitness  for  further 
service.  The  city  may  by  ordinance  (a)  establish  an 
exclusive  procedure  to  resolve  disputes  as  to  fitness 
for  duty;  and  (b)  make  regulations  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act  to  accomplish  its  purpose  which  is  to 
allow  those  who  are  fit  for  performance  of  their 
duties  to  continue  to  be  employees  of  the  city 
beyond  the  age  previously  established  by  law, 
should  such  employee  choose  to  do  so. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  that  the  order  be 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following: 

"Provided  that  notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  this  will  not  interfere  with  any 
collective  bargaining  agreement  presently  existing

JULY  26  RE  POLLUTION  OF  BOSTON 
HARBOR 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  the  Boston  Downtown-Waterfront 
area  and  Boston  Harbor,  there  has  been  incidence 
of  sewerage  and  water  drains  dumping  waste  into 
the  harbor  creating  pollution;  and 

Whereas,  This  situation  has  created  a  problem 
not  conducive  to  good  living  to  not  only  the 
people  who  live  on  the  wharves  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  harbor  but  likewise  for  the  people 
in  the  entire  area ;  and 

Wherea's,  It  has  been  reported  that  the  City  of 
Boston  has  not  connected  these  waste  lines  to  the 
main  pumping  and  sewerage  treatment  center  at 
Deer  Island;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  expended  in  excess  of  one  million  dollars 
installing  sewer  lines  in  this  area  without  having  the 
proper  means  of  disposing  of  this  waste  except 
directly  into  the  Boston  Harbor  area  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Downtown-Waterfront;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  should  make  tests  of  the 
water  in  the  vicinity  of  the  waterfront  at  various 
times  and  tide  levels  to  ascertain  the  pollutant  and 
coliform  levels  to  determine  whether  or  not  this 
situation  is  at  such  a  dangerous  level  that  some 
action  should  be  taken  to  prevent  any  serious 
health  problem,  immediately ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  made  an 
application  on  September  28,  1967,  for  an  initial 
request  of  $1,316,000  for  improvements  to  the 
Boston  main  drainage  system  to  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  Metropolitan

Whereas,  The  Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee  report 
came  about  as  a  result  of  this  application  and 
subsequent  application  for  additional  funds  which 
the  federal  government  did  not  fund; and 

Whereas,  There  is  presently  before  the  federal 
government  a  request  for  $55  million  dollars  for 
cleaning  up  Boston  Harbor;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
Committee  of  the  Executive  hold  a  public  hearing 
on  July  26,  at  7:30  p.m.,  inviting  all  the  residents 
in  the  area,  as  well  as  the  environmental  groups  and 
public  officials,  such  as  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Works 
Department,  the  Conservation  Commission, 
Engineering   Department,   as  well   as   officials   of 


Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee,  who  made  an  extensive 
study  of  the  pollution  in  Boston  Harbor  and  made 
recommendations  for  the  elimination  of  waste 
disposal  in  the  harbor;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  various  agencies  involved 
with  the  waste  disposal  and  construction  of  sewer 
lines  furnish  at  the  time  of  the  public  hearing  the 
expenditures  of  funds  for  the  construction  of  new 
sewer  and  water  lines  in  theii  relocation  on 
Atlantic  Avenue  and  other  streets  immediately  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  North  End-Waterfront  area;  and

This  facility 
consists  of  two  primitive  examination  rooms  and 
one  small  laboratory.  Plans  have  been  formulated 
to  renovate  the  auditorium  of  this  building, 
approximately  4,000  square  feet,  to  house  the 
center  permanently.  At  the  completion  of  the 
renovation  project,  the  center  will  begin  to  offer 
dentistry,  speech,  hearing  and  language  and  other 
primary  health  care  services,  in  addition  to 
expansion  of  existing  services. 

The  need  for  a  health  center  in  the  southwest 
section  of  the  city  has  been  documented  in  various 
studies  which  indicate  felt  need,  inappropriate  use 
of  hospital  emergency  rooms,  and  a  projected  crisis 
in  physician  availability  to  local  residents  by  1980. 
The  Massachusetts  Public  Health  Council,  in 
consideration  of  this  documentation  has  granted 
Determination  of  Need  to  the  Greater  Roslindale 
Health  Organization,  Inc.,  on  July  29,  1975,  and 
again  on  April  27,  1976.  The  floor  plan  for  the 
renovation  has  been  approved  by  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  Real  Property  (December,  1975), 
the  Department  of  Public  Facilities,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Bureau  of  Construction  and  Engineering.  A  sealed 
bid  process  on  the  project  culminated  on  April  20, 
1977.  A  contractor  has  been  selected  and  the 
financial  account  mechanisms  are  in  place. 

The  total  cost  of  renovations  will  be  in  the 
range  of  $200,000,  which  will  be  financed  by  a 
combination  of  CDBG  funds  and  capital  im- 
provement funds. 

Proposed  building  plans  and  service  policies 
have  been  discussed  over  a  period  of  three  years 
with  community  groups  in  the  greater  Roslindale 
area  and  we  have  been  greeted  with  enthusiastic 
support  and  cooperation;  supportive  members  of 
our  Board  of  Directors  are  associated  with  several 
of  these;  Southwest  Boston  Senior  Services,  the 
Roslindale  Board  of  I'rade,  Roslindale    \ssoeiation 

for  Communitj  Development,  Senioi  l  ask  force, 

Roslindale    and    West    Roxbur)     Little   Cm     Halls. 

Parkway  Litle  League,  and  various  programs 
affiliated  with  Southwesl  Boston  Communitj 
Servii  es,  Inc. 
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There  are  currently  over  800  families  registered 
for  service  at  GRHC  and  the  center's  providing  350 
visits  per  month  in  the  temporary  site.  With  the 
impending  start-up  of  adult  medicine,  these 
statistics  will  double  in  a  matter  of  months;  a  point 
at  which  the  current  facility  will  be  totally 
inadequate  for  the  health  center  to  continue  to 
provide  high  quality  services.  Our  pediatrics, 
podiatry,  and  obs/gyn  services  are  already  booked 
several  weeks  in  advance  and  there  is  no  room  for 
expansion  of  these  services  until  the  permanent  site 
is  built.  For  these  reasons  we  urgently  request  that 
you  do  all  that  is  within  your  power  to  move  the 
lease  request  through  the  city  approval  process  to 
insure  timely  action.

Sergeant  Lawrence  McCarthy,  of  the  Staff 
Inspection  Division,  interviewed  Mr.  Jean  Pierre 
who  was  quoted  in  a  newspaper  article  as  stating  he 
called  911  several  times  complaining  of  youths  on 
the  premises  at  761  Washington  Street.  Mr.  Pierre 
stated  this  was  in  error  as  he  made  only  one  call  to 
911  and  this  was  done  during  the  fire  and  not 
before  as  indicated  in  the  Globe  article. 

A  monitoring  of  the  tapes  of  incoming 
telephone  calls  and  review  of  printouts  by 
Lieutenant  John  G.  Geagan  of  the  Operations 
Division  failed  to  reveal  that  anyone  called  for 
assistance  as  stated  in  the  Globe  story.  The 
printout  also  disclosed  a  call  was  received  from  Mr. 
Pierre  at  12:44  a.m.  This  call  was  received 
approximately  nineteen  minutes  after  the  3-1  car 
and  the  301  wagon  had  been  dispatched  to  the 
scene  of  the  fire  at  761  Washington  Street. 

In  relation  to  that  part  of  the  article  stating 
Mrs.  Curley  called  District  3  shortly  before  the  fire, 
all  personnel  on  duty  at  the  time  responsible  for 
answering  telephones  were  interviewed  in  this 
regard.  None  received  Mrs.  Curley's  phone  Call. 

As  a  result  of  an  investigation  into  the  fire  by 
the  newly  formed  Police-Fire  Arson  Squad,  two 
Dorcheter  youths  residing  in  the  area  of  761 
Washington  Street  were  arrested  and  charged  with 
arson.

normal  closing  hour  of  city  hall,  hereby 
deemed  to  be  five  (5)  p.m.  In  the  case  of  an 
attache  assigned  to  prepare  the  council  for 
the  opening  of  the  business  day,  he  shall  be 
dismissed  an  hour  before  the  normal  closing 
hour   of  city   hall,  and  in   the  case  of  an 
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attache  assigned  to  maintain  the  operation 
of  council  business  beyond  the  normal 
closing,  he  shall  report  to  work  an  hour 
after  the  normal  opening  hour  of  city  hall. 
Provided  further,  that  when  the  council,  or 
any  of  its  committees  is  still  in  session  after 
the  normal  working  hours  the  staff  director 
shall  assign  a  permanent  attache  to  maintain 
the  call  directory. 

(b)  All  permanent  attaches  shall  be 
scheduled  to  work  on  regular  work  shifts, 
assigned  by  the  staff  director,  with  the 
approval  of  the  president,  and  each  work 
schedule  shall  have  a  regular  starting  and 
quitting  time. 

(c)  All  permanent  attaches  of  the  city 
council,  who  when  authorized  by  the  staff 
director,  with  the  approval  of  the  president, 
work  over  and  above  the  prescribed  hours 
during  any  week  shall  be  allowed  an  hour's 
compensatory  time  for  each  hour  that  he  so 
worked  during  that  particular  week; 
provided,  however,  that  if  a  permanent 
attache  who  has  left  work  after  having 
completed  his  regular  scheduled  work  shift 
is  called  back  to  work,  he  shall  receive  for 
each  hour  worked  one  and  a  half  hours  of 
compensatory  time  and  in  no  event  shall  he 
be  credited  with  less  than  four  hours 
worked;  and  provided  further,  that  if  a 
permanent  attache  is  required  to  work  on  a 
Saturday,  Sunday,  or  legal  holiday,  he  shall 
receive  for  each  hour  worked  two  hours  of 
compensatory  time  and  in  no  event  shall  he 
be  credited  with  less  than  four  hours 
worked. 

(d)  The  responsibility  for  the  cleanliness 
and  physical  appearance  of  the  council 
chamber,  rooms,  and  offices  shall  rest  with 
the  city  messenger,  who  shall  make  daily 
inspections  and  report  his  findings  or 
complaints  to  the  staff  director  who  shall 
see  that  any  and  all  deficiencies  of  whatever 
nature  are  immediattely  corrected. 

9.  Personal  Attaches: 

(a)  Subject  to  the  discretion  of  the 
council  member  and  as  he  deems  ap- 
propriate, the  personal  attaches  shall  assist 
the  councillor  in  all  activities  connected 
with  the  office  of  councillor,  and  under  his 
direction  perform  all  duties,  whatever  their 
nature,  related  to  the  conduct  of  the 
business  and  affairs  of  the  office  of  city 
councillor. 

(b)  The  regular  work  week  for  personal 
attaches  (legislative  and  administrative  as- 
sistants) of  each  councillor  shall  be  forty 
(40)  hours.  The  regular  workday  for  every 
person  holding  the  position  of  legislative 
assistant  or  administrative  assistant  shall  be 
eight  (8)  hours  with  a  sixty  (60)-minute 
lunch  period,  and  the  regular  work  week  for 
legislative  assistants  and  administrative  as- 
sistants shall  consist  of  five  (5)  days, 
Monday  through  Friday,  Inclusive. 

(c)  All  legislative  assistants  and 
administrative  assistants  shall  be  scheduled 


to  work  on  regular  work  shifts,  designated 
by  each  councillor,  and  each  work  schedule 
shall  have  a  regular  starting  and  quitting 
time;  provided,  however,  that  such  work 
schedule  shall  not  deviate  by  more  than 
ninety  (90)  minutes  from  the  normal  hours 
of  operation  of  city  hall,  hereby  deemed  to 
be  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  A  copy  of  said 
work  schedule  shall  be  filed,  by  each 
councillor,  with  the  staff  director,  who  shall 
cause  said  schedule  to  be  kept  on  file  during 
the  time  it  is  in  force. 

(d)  The  major  duties  of  a  personal 
attache  shall  be  performed  at  city  hall, 
unless  a  councillor  deems  it  necessary  for 
said  attaches  to  be  elsewhere  to  perform 
duties  related  to  the  conduct  of  official 
business  and  affairs  of  the  office  of  city 
councillor;  provided,  however,  that  when- 
ever the  duties  related  to  the  conduct  of  the 
official  business  and  affairs  of  the  office  of 
city  councillor  necessitate  the  absence  of  a 
legislative  assistant  or  administrative  as- 
sistant from  city  hall  for  a  period  exceeding 
two  consecutive  regular  workdays,  the 
councillor  authorizing  such  absence  shall 
notify  the  staff  director  in  writing  of  his 
authorization.  Said  notification  to  contain  a 
general  description  of  the  work  being  done 
by  the  attache. 

(e)  Legislative  assistants  and  administra- 
tive assistants  shall  be  paid  a  salary  to  be 
determined  from  time  to  time  by  order  of 
the  council  and  approved  by  the  mayor. 

(f)  Legislative  assistants  and  administra- 
tive assistants  shall  be  entitled  to  ten 
working  days  vacation  pay  yearly. 

(g)  Legislative  assistants  and  administra- 
tive assistants  who  work  over  and  above  the 
prescribed  hours  during  any  week  may,  at 
the  councillors  discretion,  be  allowed 
compensatory  time  for  the  period  of  time 
that  he  worked  during  that  particular  week.

COUNCILLOR  McDONOUGH 

During   tin'   p.ist   yeai    the  Council's  copying 

machine  n-w.ulcd  a  total  ol"  339,982  copies  nude. 
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a  monthly  average  of  28,332.  This  number  is  far  in 
excess  of  what  might  be  expected  to  be  normal  for 
City  Council  business. 

Under  its  contract  with  IBM  the  Council  was 
allowed  9,500  copies  a  month  at  a  basic  charge  of 
$279.36;  extra  copies  were  charged  at  $1.94  each. 
The  machine  actually  cost  $3,320.31  in  basic  copy 
charge-plus  $4,922.73  in  extra  copy  charges. 

As  these  figures  suggest,  the  copying  machine  is 
more  abused  than  used. 

In  the  hope  that  future  use  of  Council  office 
machines  might  be  in  line  with  actual  need  for 
Council  business,  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following: 

Rule  33a.  Use  of  Council  Office  Machines. 

Office  machines  of  the  City  Council  shall  not 
be  used  except  for  City  Council  business  during 
regular  business  hours  or  meetings  of  the  Council 
or  its  committees.  No  person  except  a  Councillor,  a 
legislative  or  administrative  assistant,  or  a 
permanent  attache  shall  use  such  machines.  In  the 
case  of  a  copying  machine,  copies  of  any  document 
in  excess  of  twenty-five  shall  not  be  permitted 
except  with  the  written  approval  of  the  President. 

The  amendments  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee were  adopted. 

Coun.  DiCARA  moved  that  the  amendment  of 
Coun.  McDONOUGH  be  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  words,  "or  his  designee." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  motion  of  Coun.  McDONOUGH,  as 
amended,  was  carried. 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Rule  23:

ORDINANCE  AS  SUBSTITUTED  FOR  DOCK- 
ET 3189  TO  BE  PRESENTED  TO  MAYOR 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the 
City  Clerk  has  failed  to  submit  to  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  the  Committee  report  as  contained  in 
Docket  No.  3189,  passed  on  July  11  in  the  Boston 
City  Council-"Ordinance  Further  Amending  the 
Fees  Charged  By  Various  Departments  of  the 
City;"  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  passed  by  a  voice 
vote  an  amendment  offered  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  to  substitute  the  Committee 
report  for  an  adverse  vote  failing  to  override  the 
Mayor's  veto;  and 

Whereas,  Such  conduct  by  the  City  Clerk  is 
intolerable  and  a  gross  disobedience  of  the 
legislative  mandate  of  the  City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  This  is  not  the  first  instance  where  the 
City  Clerk  has  failed  to  follow  the  mandate  of  the 
City  Council  despite  a  majority  vote  of  the  Mayor's 
veto  On  June  6  the  City  Council  overrode  the 
Mayor's  veto  on  an  amendment  for  an  ordinance 
which  would  provide  that  at  least  one  police 
officer  would  be  provided  by  the  contractor  when 
breaking  a  public  street  for  construction.  The  City 
Clerk  interpreted  the  law  as  being  ineffective  and 
disobeyed  the  City  Council's  legislative  mandate; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  quite  apparent  that  such  conduct 
on  the  part  of  the  City  Clerk  can  only  be  justified 
by  one  of  two  conclusions:  he  is  not  familiar  with 
the  parliamentary  procedures  and  the  duties  of  the 
City  Clerk;  or  secondly,  his  failure  to  comply  with 
the  legislative  mandate  constitutes  gross  dis- 
obedience; and 

Whereas,  As  he  has  held  the  job  very  briefly,  it 
is  incumbent  upon  the  City  Council  to  take  steps 
to  insure  that  this  type  of  error  does  not  occur  in 
the  future.  Because  of  the  importance  of  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance,  it  could  have  a  great 
effect  on  the  public  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
general  public;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  passed  on  ordinance 
several  years  ago  stating  that  the  passage  of  such  an 
ordinance  is  in  effect  upon  the  presentation  to  Mis 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  after  fifteen  days;  and 

Whereas,  Since    the  City  Council   passed    the 


order,  therefore  the  matter  is  considered  presented 
and  after  the  passage  of  fifteen  days,  would  be  in 
effect;  and 

Whereas,  This  type  of  situation  seriously  affects 
the  proper  operation  of  the  city,  and  the  conduct 
of  the  City  Clerk  in  both  these  instances  has 
jeopardized  the  effective  operation  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  instance  of  the  police  detail  at  the 
construction  site  would  pose  a  serious  public  safety 
factor.  Also,  there  are  more  than  3,000  licensees 
including  restaurants,  sub  shops,  coffee  shops, 
grocery  stores,  etc.,  whose  license  fees  were 
affected;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  ordered 
immediately  to  present  to  the  Mayor  the  order  as 
substituted  by  the  Council  in  the  instance  of  the 
Council's  Docket  No.  3189;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  placed 
on  notice  that  such  conduct  will  no  longer  be 
tolerated  by  the  Council.  His  individual  interpreta- 
tion of  orders  and  ordinances  is  far  beyond  the 
scope  of  the  duties  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  such 
action  will  not  be  condoned  in  the  future.  In  the 
event  this  type  of  action  occurs  on  the  part  of  the 
City  Clerk,  he  is  hereby  warned  that  more  severe 
action  will  be  taken. 

Coun.  LANGONE  moved  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DiCARA  moved  that  the  question  be 
divided.

l  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  thai  sou 
adopt  a  home  rule  petition  allowing  the  i  u\  ol 
Boston  lo  indemnify  fire  fighters  and  policemen  foi 
damages  they  incur  in  the  operation  ol  motoi 
vehicles  in  amounts  larger  than  presently  allowed  by 
I  he  General  1  ,nu. 
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Although  the  Legislature  recognized  as  early  as 
1888  that  firemen  and  policemen  were  exposed  to 
risks  beyond  those  faced  by  other  city  employees, 
the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  was  not  among  those 
contemplated.  Only  in  1931  did  the  Legislature  allow 
municipalities  to  indemnify  any  employee  for 
damages  incurred  in  the  operation  of  automobiles, 
but  the  limit  of  recovery  was  $15,000.  In  1973,  the 
city  accepted  a  statute  which  increased  the  ceiling  to 
$40,000. 

In  1972,  however,  John  O'Brien,  while  on  duty  as 
a  policeman,  was  involved  in  a  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dent in  which  Bridget  Neville  was  seriously  injured. 
After  trial  of  the  case,  a  jury  awarded  her 
$103,288.83.  It  has  been  impossible  to  settle  this  case 
for  no  more  than  $15,000,  and  the  plaintiff  has  at- 
tached Mr.  O'Brien's  property. 

Accordingly,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  appropriate  that 
the  statutory  limit  of  recovery  be  raised.  The  city 
yesterday  filed  legislation  which  would  amend  the 
General  Laws  (G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  100)  in  that  respect.  In 
the  event  that  proposal  for  amendment  of  general 
law  encounters  opposition  from  other  cities  and 
towns,  I  think  Boston  alone  should  seek  an  elimina- 
tion of  what  is  now  an  artificially  low  ceiling  with 
respect  to  claims  brought  against  its  fire  fighters  and 
policemen. 

Accordingly,  I  think  the  attached  home  rule  peti- 
tion should  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  as  a 
safeguard  to  assure  protection  of  the  police  and 
firemen  we  employ  and  ask  to  undertake  extraor- 
dinary risks.

but  said  city  shall  not  indemnify  under  this  section 
for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  in  the  defense  or 
settlement  of  any  action  or  any  claim  unless  the 
defense  or  settlement  of  such  action  or  claim  is 
made  by  the  corporation  counsel  of  said  city. 
Section  2.     This  act  shall  apply  to  indemnifica- 
tion   petitions    now    pending    or    hereafter    filed, 
regardless  of  the  time  when  expenses  or  damages 
under  section  1  were  incurred  by  a  fire  fighter  or 
police  officer. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

1.  On  November  25,  1974,  the  Boston  City 
Council  mandated  that  the  Boston  Public  Service 
Employment  Program  fill  all  unskilled  positions  by 
a  random  selection  process.  Applicants,  therefore, 
were  chosen  by  a  lottery  to  fill  PSE  positions  that 
did  not  require  special  skills,  experience,  knowledge, 
and/or  training.  In  October  1975,  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Department  of  Labor  entered  into 
negotiations  regarding  the  use  of  the  lottery  to  fill  all 
positions,  regardless  of  skill.  An  agreement  was 
reached  whereby  hiring  for  the  Boston  PSE  Program 
would  be  accomplished  by  a  lottery.  Except  in  cases 
where  special  circumstances  dictated  the  necessity  of 
waiving  the  lottery,  or  conducting  lotteries  on  a 
particular  sub  group  (i.e.,  elderly,  ex-offenders,  etc.) 
all  CETA  applicants  were  hired  by  the  lottery.  Lists 
have  been  prepared  documenting  those  instances 
where  special  hiring  was  done.  (Sec  response  to  No. 
7.)  In  all  cases,  PSE  applicants  must  be  CETA- 
eligible  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Attachment  I  and  IA  will  explain  in  more  detail  the 
City  of  Boston's  hiring  selection  process. 
Attachment  IA  is  an  amendment  to  attachment  1, 
utilizing  the  computer  in  the  lottery  selection 
process. 

2.  As  of  July  1 ,  1977,  there  were  a  total  of  1 ,730 
public  service  employment  positions  available.  Of 
that  number,  121  positions  were  filled  without  a 
lottery.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  these 
positions    were    filled    according    to    the    original 


agreement  with  the  City  Council  and  the 
Department  of  Labor  to  waive  the  lottery  for  skilled 
positions  prior  to  January,  1976.  Since  January, 
1976,  only  eight  positions  were  filled  without  a 
lottery.  The  reasons  for  these  waivers  are 
enumerated  in  the  response  to  No.  7. 

3.  A  computer  generates  lists  of  names 
sequentially  according  to  specific  significant 
segments  each  applicant  fills.  Using  these  lists,  a 
manual  lottery  is  conducted  by  the  Hiring  Unit, 
spinning  "bingo  cages"  until  the  desired  number  of 
applicants  are  selected. 

4.  The  list  of  names  of  applicants  who  are 
selected  by  the  lottery  system  is  compiled  by  the 
Hiring  Unit  and  is  observed  by  a  representative  of 
the  Department  of  Labor.  This  is  supervised  by  the 
Deputy  Director. 

5.  The  Boston  PSE  Administration  is 
responsible  for  compiling  the  list  of  applicants  in  the 
Boston  PSE  Program. 

6.  All  applicants  regardless  of  skill  are  registered 
for  the  lottery. 

7.  One  hundred  twenty  one  PSE/CETA 
positions  were  filled  prior  to  January,  1976,  in 
accordance  with  the  City  Council  and  the 
Department  of  Labor's  mandate  to  waive  the  lottery 
in  filling  skilled  positions.  The  remaining  eight 
positions  filled  since  January,  1976,  were  filled 
without  a  lottery  for  one  or  a  combination  of  the 
following  reasons: 

A.  Imposition  of  a  hiring  schedule.  Failure  to 
hire  the  required  number  of  positions  by  a 
particular  date  could  result  in  a  loss  of  CETA 
federal  funds. 

B.  Special  age,  language,  or  neighborhood  re- 
quirements) necessary  to  fill  some  positions. 

C.  Bilingual  individual  required  for  the  job. 

D.  Special  skill  requirement.  For  example, 
those  selected  by  the  lottery  to  fill  pool  assistant 
for  Boston  Community  Schools  were  unable  to 
pass  swimming  test.  Therefore  a  special  screening 
of  the  CETA  files  was  necessary  to  fill  the  job.

EMPLOYEES  FOR  EXPENSES  OR 
DAMAGES  RESULTING  FROM  MOTOR 
VEHICLE  CLAIMS 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  for  all  the  Councillors,  of- 
fered the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  indemnify  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  city, 
including  a  fire  fighter  or  police  officer,  or  in  the 
event  of  the  death  of  such  officer  or  employee,  his 
estate,  to  an  amount  not  more  than  the  amount  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor,  for  expenses  or  damages  in- 
curred by  such  officer  or  employee  in  the  defense  or 
settlement  of  an  action  brought  against  him  for  acts 
done  by  him  while  acting  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties,  including  the  operation  of  a  motor  vehicle. 
The  City  of  Boston  shall  also  indemnify  an  officer  or 
employee  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided, for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  by  him  in 
the  defense  or  settlement  of  a  claim  against  him  for 
acts  done  by  him  while  acting  as  such  officer  or 
employee  including  operation  of  a  motor  vehicle; 
but  said  city  shall  not  indemnify  under  this  section 
for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  in  the  defense  or 
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settlement  of  any  action  or  any  claim  unless  the 
defense  or  settlement  of  such  action  or  claim  is  made 
by  the  corporation  counsel  of  said  city,  nor  shall  any 
indemnification  be  made  for  expenses  or  damages 
paid  or  payable  under  any  insurance  policy. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  apply  to  indemnifica- 
tion petitions  now  pending  or  hereafter  filed, 
regardless  of  the  time  when  expenses  or  damages 
under  section  1  were  incurred  by  an  officer  or 
employee.

RE  RETIREMENT  OF 

PATROLMAN  JOHN  J.  RIZZOTTO 

Coun.  CONNOLLY,  for  Coun.  KERRIGAN,  of- 
fered the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  this  section  8  of  article  2,  as  amended,  under 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  said  city, 
shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to  be 
paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments,  John  J. 
Rizzotto,  a  patrolman  in  the  Police  Department  of 
said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result  of 
injuries  sustained  by  him  when  shot  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty  on  May  11,  1968.  Such  pension 
shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular  compen- 
sation which  would  have  been  paid  to  him  had  he 
continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement. 

Upon  his  death,  leaving  a  widow  surviving  him. 
said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains  un- 
married, an  annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by  $312  for 
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each  child  of  said  widow  by  said  John  J.  Rizzotto 
during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under  eighteen 
years  of  age  and  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated 
from  earning.  If  said  widow  remarries,  said  city  shall 
pay,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an 
annuity  of  $520  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  each  such 
child  during  the  time  aforesaid.  Upon  his  death  said 
city  shall  also  pay  an  annuity  of  $520  to  the  legal 
guardian  of  each  other  child  of  John  J.  Rizzotto  for 
each  such  other  child  under  eighteen  years  of  age  or 
over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally  in- 
capacitated from  earning.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  FURTHER  AMEND- 
ING THE  FEES  CHARGED  BY  VARIOUS 
DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  CITY 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  to  you  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  August  10,  1977,  "Further  Amending  the 
Fees  Charged  by  Various  Departments  of  the  City." 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  twofold. 

The  new  ordinance  would  deprive  the  city  of  over 
half  of  a  million  dollars  in  revenue  this  year.  I  can- 
not conceive  of  how  your  Honorable  Body  could 


support  an  ordinance  that  would  result  in  such  a 
serious  loss  of  revenue.  Your  ordinance  would  result 
in  even  less  revenue  than  we  were  able  to  generate 
several  years  ago.  The  fee  schedules  you  propose 
would  not  come  near  to  covering  the  cost  of  the  in- 
spectional  and  licensing  services  we  are  required  to 
provide.  We  must  somehow  raise  the  funds  that  we 
spend.  The  ordinance  also  requires  refunding  of  all 
amounts  which  the  city  has  received  in  excess  of  its 
terms  of  1977.  That  provision  alone  will  require  us 
to  process  over  1,500  refunds,  a  costly  and  cumber- 
some procedure. 

I  further  disaprove  of  your  ordinance  because  it 
contains  gross  inequities.  Large  retail  food  and  food 
service  establishments  are  unduly  favored  by  your 
proposal.  Under  the  new  ordinance,  a  small  variety 
store  with  less  than  500  square  feet  of  floor  space 
would  have  its  fee  reduced  from  $45  to  $20  —  a  $25 
savings  to  the  operator.  A  large  supermarket  with 
more  than  5,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  would 
have  its  fee  reduced  from  $225  to  $60  —  a  $165  sav- 
ings. A  single  pushcart  in  Haymarket  will  pay  a 
higher  fee  than  the  largest  supermarket  or  the  largest 
restaurant  in  Boston. 

I  cannot  approve  of  an  ordinance  that  has  such  il- 
logical and  discriminating  consequences. 

I  encourage  your  Honorable  Body  to  confer  with 

the  Boston  Licensing  Board  and  the  Department  of 

Health  and  Hospitals  concerning  any  alternative 

changes  you  may  consider  proposing.

1.  As  of  July  1,  1977,  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Schools  was  responsible  for  mainte- 
nance of  swimming  pools  in  Community  Schools. 
This  department  will  continue  to  operate  and  main- 
tain the  pools  in  the  coming  year. 

2.  Pool  directors  and  other  pool  personnel  at- 
tended pool  maintenance  workshops  directed  by  the 
Whitten  Corporation  which  was  the  construction 
contractor  for  ten  of  the  twelve  Community  School 
pools.  Proper  procedures  for  vacuuming,  backwash- 
ing,  chemical  treatment,  and  preventive 
maintenance  were  taught.  In  addition,  all  pool  direc- 
tors received  a  manual  outlining  these  procedures. 
These  workshops  were  followed  by  individual  in- 
struction at  each  pool  site.  Bob  Terrell  of  B  &  F 
Associates  instructed  each  pool  director  on  the 
operation  of  their  system  and  gave  a  detailed  set  of 
instructions  on  backwashing  procedures. 

The  new  maintenance  operation  began  on  July  1, 
1977,  at  the  expiration  of  the  FY  '76-'77  swimming 
pool  maintenance  contract.  Since  that  date,  com- 
munity school  participants  and  staff  have  felt  that 
the  level  of  maintenance  is  better  than  it  has  been. 
Staff  who  use  the  pools  on  a  daily  basis  are  responsi- 
ble for  keeping  them  in  operation  and  this  is  a  strong 
incentive  to  keep  the  pools  clean  and  at  peak 
operating  levels.  In  addition,  the  director  of  swim- 
ming for  the  Boston  School  Department  made  an  in- 
spection tour  last  week  and  was  very  pleased  with  the 
quality  of  the  water  and  cleanliness  of  the  pool 
areas.

Memorandum  and  Order 
Entered  September  2,  1977 


Defendant-appellant  Boston  City  Councillors 
urges  us  to  stay  two  of  Judge  Garrity's  orders  of 
June  30,  1977.  until  we  have  heard  their  appeal: 

1.     The  order  that  the  defendants  "take  such 


steps  and  expend  such  sums  as  are  reasonable  and 
necessary  to  complete  the  repairs  and  renovations 
and  to  provide  the  fixtures  and  furnishings  which 
have  been  found  necessary  to  the  proposed  use  of 
the  city  prison  facility",  by  November  1,  1977. 

2.  The  order  that  "after  November  1,  1977,  no 
pretrial  detainees  or  other  prisoners  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Charles  Street  Jail.  Prisoners  incarcerated 
there  as  of  November  1,  1977,  may  be  held  there  un- 
til criminal  charges  pending  against  them  have  been 
disposed  of  by  the  courts." 

We  see  no  reason  to  issue  a  stay  of  the  second 
order.  Certainly  as  far  as  pretrial  detainees  are  con- 
cerned, the  substantive  issues  of  this  case  have  been 
resolved  long  ago.  See  Inmates  of  Suffolk  County 
Jailv.  Eisenstadt,  360  F.  Supp.  676  (D.  Mass.  1973). 
In  that  case  it  was  decided  that  incarcerating  pretrial 
detainees  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  violated  the  con 
stitutional  rights  of  the  detainees  and  that  such  in- 
carceration should  be  halted  by  June  30,  1976. 

It  is  now  September,  1977.  The  district  court's 
order  does  not  go  into  effect  until  November  1 .  Not 
only  have  defendants  failed  to  present  any  evidence 
that  they  will  suffer  irreparable  harm  pending  appeal 
but  on  any  reasonable  balance  of  the  equities  in- 
volved, it  is  the  plaintiff  class  whose  interests  have 
been  kept  in  a  legal  limbo  while  the  court  has  at- 
tempted to  accommodate  constitutional  require- 
ments with  the  practical  considerations  preventing 
immediate  redress.  That  class  cannot  be  denied  its 
rights  interminably.  As  the  court  explained  in  Rhem 
v.  Malcolm,  507  F.  2d  333  (2d  Cir.  1974)  when  con- 
fronted with  a  similar  situation  involving  New  York 
City's  infamous  "Tombs"  (Manhattan  House  of 
Detention  for  Men),  "[P]retrial  detainees  are 
people,  not  outcasts,  who  are  presumed  to  be  inno- 
cent of  any  crime  and  who  have  rights  guaranteed  by 
the  Constitution,  as  do  we  all.  When  a  district  court 
is  presented  with  a  claim  of  violation  of  those  rights, 
its  proper  function  is  to  decide  the  case  before  it, 
whatever  sympathy  it  may  have  for  those  who 
manage  a  great  metropolis  beset  by  grievous  prob- 
lems. Nor  can  similar  considerations  deflect  us  from 
the  issues  on  appeal."  Id.  at  342. 

While  there  is  more  of  a  substantive  legal  question 
as  to  the  appropriateness  of  the  district  court's  order 
as  it  pertains  to  "other  prisoners",  defendants  again 
fail  to  indicate  what  additional  irreparable  harm 
they,  or  anyone  else,  will  suffer  from  the  inclusion 
of  "other  prisoners"  in  the  order.  The  appropriate 
time  for  evaluating  the  order,  in  these  circum- 
stances, will  be  when  defendants'  appeal  is  heard. 

The  request  to  stay  the  renovation  of  the  city 
prison  raises  far  more  difficult  problems.  Clearly  if  a 
significant  part  of  this  work  is  completed  before  an 
appeal  is  heard,  the  question  of  whether  or  not  to  af- 
firm the  order  for  the  renovation  will  be  for  all  prac- 
tical purposes  moot.  Courts  are  properly  reluctant  to 
order  the  expenditure  of  funds  by  a  state  or 
municipal  body  for  major  construction  or  renova- 
tion of  prison  facilities.  Indeed,  several  courts  have 
declaimed  the  power  to  do  so.  See  Hamilton  v. 
Love,  328  F.  Supp.  1182,  1194  (E.  D.  Ark.  1971); 
Jones  v.  Wittenberg,  330  F.  Supp.  707,  712  (N.  D. 
Ohio  1971),  aff'dsub.  nom  Jones  v.  Metzger,  456  F. 
2d  854  (6th  Cir.  1972);  Padgett  v.  Stein,  406  F. 
Supp.  287,  302-303  (M.  D.  Pa.  1975);  accord,  De- 
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lainees  of  Brooklyn  House  of  Detention  for  Men  v. 
Malcolm,  520  F.  2d  392,  399  (2d  Cir.  1975). 

This  court  and  others  have,  when  necessary, 
ordered  relief  for  prisoners  that  would  require  the 
expenditure  of  considerable  funds.  See  Martinez 
Rodriguez  v.  Jimenez,  537  F.  2d  I  (1st  Cir.  1976); 
Hamilton  v.  Landrieu,  351  F.  Supp.  549  (E.  D.  La. 
1972);  Mitchell  v.  Untreiner,  421  F.  Supp.  886  (N. 
D.  Florida  1976).  As  was  noted  in  Rhem  v. 
Malcolm,  supra,  at  341  n.  19,  "[W]here  the 
unconstitutionally-administered  governmental  func- 
tion must  be  kept  operating  in  any  event  ...  a  court 
might  have  no  choice  but  to  order  an  expensive, 
burdensome  or  administratively  burdensome 
remedy."  The  Supreme  Court  has  approved  such 
remedies  in  school  desegregation  suits  on  several  oc- 
casions. See  Milliken  v.  United  States,  45  U.S.L.W. 
4873  (June  27,  1977);  Griffin  v.  County  School 
Board  of  Prince  Edward  County,  377  U.S.  218 
(1964). 

However,  recognizing  that  a  court  has  a  particular 
authority  or  power  says  little  about  the  guidelines 
under  which  it  should  be  exercised.  We  have  no 
reason  to  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  district  court  and 
the  master's  report  in  determining  that  the  renova- 
tion of  the  city  prison  is  the  only  reasonable  alter- 
native for  incarcerating  pretrial  detainees  after 
November  1.  However,  it  may  be  preferable  in  this 
case  to  issue  a  more  general  order  as  to  the  standards 
that  must  be  met  before  pretrial  detainees  can  be  in- 
carcerated after  Charles  Street  Jail  ceases  to  be 
available.  This  would  allow  defendants  to  choose  to 
renovate  the  City  Prison,  or  to  take  other  measures 
to  provide  pretrial  detainees  incarceration  that 
would  be  constitutionally  adequate.  See  Rhem  v. 
Malcolm,  supra,  at  340-341.  Whenever  possible 
these  decisions  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
elected  officials,  acting  within  the  mandate  of  the 
Constitution. 

We  reach  this  decision  with  reluctance,  in  light  of 
the  extensive  period  of  time  during  which  the  district 
court's  efforts  have  not  met  with  any  forthcoming 
positive  action  to  solve  this  long-festering  problem. 
We  do  so  partly  because  of  the  imminence  of  the 
determination  of  the  appeal  and  partly  from  our 
desire  to  give  defendants  the  fullest  measure  of  op- 
portunity to  fulfill  Constitutional  obligations  and 
their  responsibilities  to  the  state  and  local  com- 
munity before  requiring  submission  to  an  order  of 
court. 

To  permit  us  to  consider  arguments  that  a  less 
specific  remedy  should  be  ordered,  we  grant  defen- 
dants' request  for  a  stay  of  that  part  of  the  district 
court's  order  of  June  30,  1977,  requiring  the  renova- 
tion of  the  City  Prison.  Defendants'  request  that  the 
order  prohibiting  the  admission  of  pretrial  detainees 
or  other  prisoners  to  the  Charles  Street  Jail  after 
November  1,  be  stayed,  is  denied.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  O'NEIL,  for  the  Committee  on  Penal  Mat- 
ters, submitted  the  following: 

On  August  23,  1977,  the  Penal  Committee  for  the 
Boston  City  Council  conducted  a  tour  of  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction.  Those  in  attendance 
were  Councillors  Albert  L.  O'Neil  (Chairman), 
Councillor  Louise  Day  Hicks,  and  Councillor 
Frederick  C.  Langone. 

After  having  toured  the  entire  complex,  the 
following  report  is  submitted  for  review  of  the  entire 
City  Council.  It  was  found  that  if  more  money  could 
be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  painting  and 
cleaning  of  the  cell  areas  of  the  Hill  Prison,  it  would 
make  living  conditions  much  better  for  the  inmates 
of  this  institution.  Having  talked  with  the  chairman 
of  the  Inmates  Committee,  he  stated  that  the  plumb- 
ing was  in  very  bad  shape  and  that  something  should 
be  done  about  it  right  away.  We  concur.  The  Com- 
mittee talked  with  Miss  Dixon  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  payroll  at  the  Island,  and  she  stated  that  she  does 
not  have  access  to  the  overtime  payroll  and  that  it  is 
controlled  entirely  by  the  Commissioner's  office. 
We  talked  with  the  Union  officials  on  the  Island, 
and  they  stated  that  there  was  a  tendency  to  give  the 
overtime  to  a  select  few  and  that  it  should  be  spread 
out  evenly  to  all  personnel  on  the  Island.  The  over- 
time given  out  to  a  select  few  runs  on  an  average  of 
$9,000  per  month  and  the  Committee  now  makes  a 
request  to  the  Commissioner's  office  to  forward 
copies  to  the  Committee  for  the  past  year.  Also,  the 
Union  officials  state  that  the  promotion  status  on 
the  Island  is  not  in  conformity  with  their  desires  and 
that  the  system  they  now  have  should  cease  im- 
mediately. In  other  words,  seniority  does  not  count. 
The  Committee  now  makes  a  request  that  all  the 
promotions  that  have  been  given  out  in  the  past  two 
years  be  forwarded  to  Committee  for  their  review: 
names,  addresses,  titles,  salary  increases,  etc.  also 
length  of  service. 

Further,  that  the  Department  of  Public  Facilities 
make  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  Island  and  see 
that  the  plumbing  and  the  painting  be  brought  up  to 
decent  standards  so  that  human  dignity  can  prevail 
in  this  institution.  Copies  of  this  report  shall  be  sent 
to  the  following  departments: 


Penal  Commissioner's  office;  Public  Facilities  of- 
fice; Union  officials  on  the  Island  (Mr.  Logan).

Section  1.  That  all  applicants  for  city  positions 
which  are  not  classified  Civil  Service,  or  if  classified 
Civil  Service,  and  for  which  there  has  been  a  list 
published  and  no  applicants  ready,  willing,  and  able 
to  take  those  positions,  shall  be  filled  by  a  job  lottery 
system,  unless  those  positions  require  special  skill, 
training,  experience,  and  education.  The  job  lottery 
shall  be  held  publicly  and  after  publication  in  a 
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newspaper  three  weeks  before  the  lottery  and 
the  City  Clerk  shall  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  all  ap- 
plicants and  shall  certify  that  the  lottery  was  held  as 
prescribed.  In  the  event  that  there  are  no  applicants 
for  said  positions  then  they  may  be  filled  through  the 
office  of  Administrative  Services  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

APPLICANTS  FOR  EMPLOYMENT

In  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-seven. 

An  Ordinance 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

That  each  and  every  department  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  which  employs  summer  help,  be  directed  to 
conduct  a  lottery  system.  Applications  shall  be 
available  in  all  Little  City  Halls,  and  then  forwarded 
to  Mr.  John  Murphy,  Personnel  Director  for  the 
Mayor's  office,  for  a  public  drawing  to  be  held  in 
the  City  Council  Chamber  in  full  view  of  the  public. 
Proof  of  residence  shall  be  submitted  along  with 
each  application. 

Further,  Court  Houses  —  Applications  for  sum- 
mer help  in  each  and  every  courthouse,  shall  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  clerk  of  each  court,  and  the  applicants 
for  these  summer  jobs  shall  reside  in  that  district. 
These  applications  shall  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  John 
Murphy,  Personnel  Director  for  the  Mayor,  and 
separate  lotteries  for  each  courthouse  shall  be  drawn 
in  the  Boston  City  Council  for  public  view.  Only 
residents  located  in  the  specified  Courthouse  district 
shall  be  eligible  for  summer  jobs. 

Further,  The  Suffolk  County  Courthouse,  located 
in  Pemberton  Square  shall  accept  applications  from 
persons  throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  These  ap- 
plications shall  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  John  Murphy, 
Personnel  Director  for  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  These 
applications  shall  be  drawn  in  the  City  Council 
Chamber  in  full  view  of  the  public.

RE  ESTABLISHING  A  RIGHT  OF  FREE 
PETITION  AND  PROVIDING  INITIATIVE 
AND  REFERENDUM  PROCEDURES  FOR 
THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 
Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  (he  General  Corrt,  ac- 


companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as  amended,  under  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 
An  Act  Establishing  a  Right  of  Free  Petition  and 
Providing  Initiative  and  Referendum  Pro- 
cedures for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  1.  Chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  37  the 
following  section: 

Section  37A 

Free  Petition  and  Initiative  and  Referendum 

Procedures  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  1.  Initiative  procedures  shall  be  started 
by  the  filing  of  an  initiative  petition  with  the  city 
clerk.  The  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee,  and  shall  contain  a 
request  for  the  passage  of  a  particular  measure  set 
forth  in  the  petition  and  shall  be  signed  by  ten 
registered  voters  of  the  city  as  certified  by  the  board 
of  election  commissioners.  If  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  so  certify,  said  board  shall 
notify  the  city  clerk  to  that  effect  and  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  proposed  measure  to  the  city  council  or 
the  school  committee. 

Section  2.  The  city  council  or  school  committee 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  with  respect  to  every  pro- 
posed measure  submitted  which  is  accompanied  by  a 
petition  addressed  to  it  signed  by  at  least  ten 
registered  voters  in  accordance  with  section  1.  The 
hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  city  council  or  school 
committee,  or,  in  either  case,  by  the  committee  or 
subcommittee  thereof  not  later  than  forty-five  days 
after  the  petition  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  Hearings 
on  two  or  more  petitions  filed  under  this  section  may 
be  held  at  the  same  time  and  place.  The  clerk  shall 
mail  notice  of  the  hearing  to  the  petitioners  whose 
names  appear  in  the  first  five  places  on  each  petition 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  hearing. 

Section  3.  The  word  "measure"  as  it  is  used  in 
this  section  shall  mean  an  ordinance  passed  or  which 
could  be  passed  by  the  city  council  or  an  order, 
resolution,  vote,  or  other  proceeding  passed  or 
which  could  be  passed  by  the  city  council  or  the 
school  committee,  including  a  specific  item  in 
the  city  budget  or  school  committee  budget  but  ex- 
cluding 

(1)  an  emergency  measure  passed  in  con- 
formity with  the  city  charter; 

(2)  the  city  budget  as  a  whole  or  the  school 
committee  budget  as  a  whole; 

(3)  a  revenue  loan  order; 

(4)  any  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the 
city's  debts  or  obligations; 

(5)  the  provisions  of  chapter  150E  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws; 

(6)  any  proceeding  or-^iart  i hereof,  relating  to 
the  election,  employment,  appointment,  suspen- 
sion, transfer,  demotion,  removal,  or  discharge 
of  any  city  officer  or  employee; 

(7)  any  proceeding  providing  for  the  submis- 
sion or  referral  of  a  matter  to  the  registered 
voters  of  the  city  at  an  election  or; 

(8)  any  proceeding  repealing  or  rescinding  a 
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measure,  or  part  thereof  which  is  protested  by 
referendum  procedures; 

(9)  any    ordinance    passed    pursuant    to    St. 
1909,  chapter  486,  section  5  a,  b,  c,  e,  f,  g; 

(10)  The  abolition   of  any   position   in  any 
agency,  department,  board,  or  commission. 

provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  allow  an  initiative  measure  to  be 
proposed  which  could  not  otherwise  be  proposed  by 
the  city  council  or  the  school  committee.  Provided 
further,  however,  that  the  term  "specific  item" 
above  shall  mean  one  item. 

The  words  "initiative  measure"  shall  mean  a 
measure  proposed  by  initiative  procedures  under  this 
section  and  the  words  "referendum  measure"  shall 
mean  a  measure,  or  part  of  a  measure  which  is  pro- 
tested by  referendum  procedures  under  this  section. 
Whenever  the  city  clerk  is  required  by  section  5  or 
section  12  to  give  written  notice  to  the  petitioners,  he 
shall  cause  such  notice  to  be  delivered  to  the 
residences  of  the  people  whose  names  appear  in  the 
first  five  positions  on  the  initiative  petition,  the  sup- 
plemental initiative  peition,  or  the  referendum  peti- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  4.  After  the  city  clerk  receives  the 
notification  as  provided  by  section  1,  the  signatures 
of  additional  registered  voters  of  the  city  shall  be 
gathered  on  forms  prepared  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 11.  The  separate  pages  bearing  additional 
signatures  shall  be  filed  at  one  time  with  the  city 
clerk  not  more  than  six  months  after  the  city  council 
or  school  committee  has  held  the  hearing  pursuant 
to  section  2  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  in- 
itiative petition.  Such  additional  signatures  to- 
gether with  those  of  the  ten  filers  of  the  petition 
shall  amount  to  at  least  ten  thousand  signatures  of 
registered  voters  of  the  city. 

Section  5.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number  and 
validity  of  signatures  to  an  initiative  petition  shall  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  section  12.  Within 
thirty  days  after  an  initiative  petition  is  presented  to 
the  city  council  or  the  school  committee,  the  council 
or  committe  shall  act  with  respect  to  the  initiative 
measure  by  passing  it  without  change,  or  by  rejec- 
ting it,  or  by  passing  some  other  measure  stated  to  be 
in  lieu  thereof.  The  passage  of  a  measure  in  lieu  of 
an  initiative  measure  shall  be  deemed  a  rejection  of 
the  initiative  measure.  If  the  council  or  the  commit- 
tee fails  to  act  with  respect  to  the  initiative  measure 
as  required  by  this  section  within  thirty  days  after 
presentation,  the  measure  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  rejected  on  the  thirtieth  day  after  presentation. 
If  an  initiative  measure  is  rejected,  the  city  clerk 
shall  within  five  days  give  written  notice  of  that  fact 
to  the  petitioners  whose  names  appear  in  the  first 
five  positions  on  the  petition.  The  city  clerk  shall 
also  transmit  a  copy  of  said  measure  to  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  within  said  period. 

Section  6.  Within  ten  days  after  his  receipt  of 
the  proposed  measure  the  corporation  counsel  shall 
send  the  city  clerk  an  advisory  opinion  stating  in 
writing  whether  the  measure  may  be  proposed  by  in- 
itiative procedures  and  whether  it  may  be  lawfully 
passed  by  the  city  council  or  school  committee.  The 
failure  of  the  corporation  counsel  to  send  such  an 
opinion  within  the  time  prescribed  above  shall  be 
deemed  to  mean  that  in  his  opinion  such  proposed 
measure  may  be  proposed  by  initiative  procedures 


and  may  be  lawfully  passed  by  the  city  council  or  the 
school  committee.  The  city  clerk  shall  furnish  a  copy 
of  the  corporation  counsel's  opinion  or  a  certifica- 
tion that  no  such  opinion  was  sent  within  the  time 
prescribed  to  the  people  whose  names  appear  in  the 
first  five  positions  on  the  initiative  petition. 

Section  7.  Within  thirty-five  days  after  notice  of 
the  rejection  of  an  initiative  petition  addressed  to  the 
city  council  on  forms  prepared  in  accordance  with 
section  1 1  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  The  sup- 
plemental initiative  petition  shall  be  signed  by  no  less 
than  two  thousand  and  five  hundred  registered 
voters  of  the  city.  Provided,  however,  that  a  petition 
containing  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  signatures 
submitted  pursuant  to  section  13  (1)  shall  be  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  not  later  than  sixty  days  after 
notice  of  rejection.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number 
and  validity  of  signatures  to  a  supplemental  in- 
itiative petition  shall  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  section  1 2.  If  the  number  of  signatures  to  a  sup- 
plemental initiative  petition  is  sufficient  the  city 
council  shall  provide  for  a  submission  of  the  in- 
itiative measure  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  in 
accordance  with  section  13. 

Section  8.  Any  measure  passed  by  the  city  coun- 
cil or  the  school  committee,  including  a  measure 
proposed  by  initiative  procedures  and  passed  by  the 
council  or  the  committee,  may  be  protested  and 
referred  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  Referendum  procedures  shall  be 
started  by  the  filing  of  a  referendum  petition 
with  the  city  clerk  before  or  within  thirty  days  after 
the  final  passage  by  the  city  council  or  the  school 
committee  of  the  measure  to  which  the  petition 
relates.  The  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the  city 
council  or  the  school  committee  on  forms  prepared 
in  accordance  with  section  1 1  and  shall  be  signed  by 
at  least  twelve  thousand  registered  voters  of  the  city. 
Whenever  referendum  procedures  are  started  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  section,  the  measure  to  which  the 
referendum  petition  relates  shall  thereupon  be 
suspended  from  taking  effect,  and  suspension  shall 
remain  in  force  until  (1)  it  is  determined  that  there  is 
an  insufficient  number  of  signatures  to  the  petition; 
or  (2)  the  referendum  measure  has  been  repealed  or 
rescinded  by  the  city  council  or  the  school  commit- 
tee; or  (3)  the  question  whether  the  measure  should 
take  effect  has  been  determined  by  the  registered 
voters.  The  city  council  may  submit  the  referendum 
issue  to  the  voters  in  a  special  election  in  accordance 
with  section  13  if,  upon  receipt  of  the  referendum 
petition,  a  majority  of  councillors  so  vote. 

Section  10.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number  and 
validity  of  signatures  to  a  referendum  petition  shall 
be  determined  in  accordance  with  section  12.  Within 
thirty  days  after  a  referendum  petition  is  presented 
to  the  city  council,  it  shall  reconsider  the  referendum 
measure  and  shall  repeal  or  rescind  it,  or  the  council 
shall  provide  for  referring  the  matter  to  the 
registered  voters  of  the  city  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 13.  Within  thirty  days  after  a  referendum  peti- 
tion is  presented  to  the  school  committee  it  shall 
likewise  reconsider  and  repeal  or  rescind  the  referen- 
dum measure  or  shall  notify  the  city  council  that  it 
has  failed  to  take  such  action  with  respect  to  the 
measure.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  the  city  council 
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shall  thereupon  provide  for  referring  the  matter  to 
the  registered  voters  of  the  city  in  accordance  with 
section  13. 

Section  11.  (a)  Signatures  to  initiative,  sup- 
plemental ixitiative  and  referendum  petitions  need 
not  all  be  on  one  paper. 

(b)  Each  separate  page  of  an  initiative  petition 
on  which  signatures  in  addition  to  those  of  the  ten 
original  filers  of  the  petition  are  obtained  shall  bear 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  ten  original  filers  of 
the  peitition  and  shall  also  have  two  sentences  in 
substantially  the  following  form  at  the  top: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the  (city 
council)  (school  committee)  of  the  City  of 
Boston  pass  the  following  measure: 
(set  forth  initiative  measure  in  full).  Each  of  the 
undersigned  certifies  that  he  is  a  registered  voter 
of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not  signed  this 
initiative  petition  more  than  once. 

(c)  Each  separate  page  of  a  supplemental 
initiative  petition  shall  have  two  sentences  in 
substantially  the  following  form  at  the  top: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the 
following  measure  which  was  presented  by  an 
initiative  petition  and  then  rejected  by  the 
(city  council)  (school  committee)  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  submitted  to  all  the  reg- 
istered voters  of  the  city:  (set  forth  initiative 


measure  in  full).  Each  of  the  undersigned 
certifies  that  he  is  a  registered  voter  of  the 
city  and  that  he  has  not  signed  this  supple- 
mental initiative  petition  more  than  once. 

(d)  Each  separate  page  of  a  referendum  petition 
shall  have  two  sentences  in  substantially  the  follow- 
ing form  at  the  top: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  protests  the  action  of 
the  (city  council)  (school  committee)  of  the 
City  of  Boston  whereby  it  passed  the 
following  measure:  (set  forth  the  protested 
measure  in  full),  and  requests  that  such 
measure  be  repealed  or  rescinded.)  or  (Each  of 
the  undersigned  protests  the  action  of  the  (city 
council)  (school  committee)  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  passing  (describe  measure  in 
general  terms)  insofar  as  said  measure  con- 
tains the  following  provisions:  (set  forth  the 
protested  provisions  in  full),  and  requests  that 
such  provisions  be  repealed  or  rescinded.)  and: 
Each  of  the  undersigned  certifies  that  he  is  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not 
signed  this  referendum  petition  more  than  once. 

(e)  All  initiative,  supplemental  initiative,  and 
referendum  petitions  shall  require  the  following 
information  to  be  furnished  by  each  signer  in 
accordance  with  the  following  instructions  which 
shall  appear  on  each  page:

If  objections  are 
so  filed,  the  clerk  shall  promptly  give  written  notice 
of  that  fact  to  the  petitioners.  Objections  to  the  suf- 
ficiency or  validity  of  the  signatures  on  any  petition 
shall  be  disposed  of  forthwith  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  section  12  of  chapter  53  and  to  the  extent 
required  the  board  of  election  commissioners  shall 
revise  the  certificate  accordingly.  If  the  certificate  of 
the  board  of  election  commissioners  or  his  revised 
certificate,  if  any,  shows  that  the  number  of  signa- 
tures to  the  petition  is  insufficient,  the  city  clerk 
shall  give  written  notice  of  that  fact  to  the  first  five 
petitioners  and  shall  retain  the  petition  for  at  least 
six  months,  after  which  period  the  clerk  may  destroy 
the  petition.  If  such  original  or  revised  certificate 
shows  that  the  number  of  signatures  is  sufficient,  the 
clerk  shall  present  the  petition  and  the  applicable 
certificate  to  the  city  council  or  the  school  commit- 
tee, as  may  be  appropriate. 

Section  13.  Whenever  an  initiative  measure  is  to 
be  submitted  to  the  registered  voters  or  a  referendum 
measure  is  to  lie  referred  to  them,  the  cil\  council 
shall  provide  for  submission  .it  the  nexl  regulai  elec 
tion  unless  (I)  the  supplemental  initiative  petition

Whenever  an  initiative  measure  or  referendum 
measure  is  to  be  submitted  or  referred  to  the 
registered  voters,  the  city  clerk  shall  furnish  a  copy 
of  such  measure  to  the  corporation  counsel.  If  the 
corporation  counsel  deems  it  necessary  or  desirable, 
he  shall  prepare  a  fair  and  concise  summary  of  the 
measure  for  use  on  the  ballot  or  ballot  label  in  lieu  of 
the  full  text  of  the  measure.  In  addition,  if  only  part 
of  a  measure  is  being  referred  to  the  voters,  the  cor- 
poration counsel  may  add  such  explanatory  material 
as  he  deems  necessary  in  order  to  indicate  what  ef- 
fect the  repeal  of  such  part  will  have. 

Section  15.  An  initiative  measure  shall  take  ef- 
fect and  a  referendum  measure  shall  not  take  effect, 
if  a  majority  of  the  persons  voting  on  the  question  so 
vote. 

Section  16.  If  two  or  more  questions  are  sub- 
mitted or  referred  to  the  registered  voters  at  one  elec- 
tion and  as  a  result  of  the  election  inconsistent 
measures,  which  were  contained  in  such  questions, 
would  be  in  effect  thereafter,  only  the  measure 
receiving  the  greater  number  of  votes  in  favor  of  its 
effectiveness  shall  take  effect  or  remain  in  effect.  In 
the  event  of  a  tie  none  of  the  measures  would  take 
effect  and  they  would  automatically  be  placed  on  the 
ballot  at  the  next  election. 

Section  17.  The  city  council  may  submit  any 
measure  which  it  could  pass,  and  on  the  request  of 
the  school  committee  shall  submit  any  measure 
which  the  school  committee  could  pass,  to  the 
registered  voters  for  their  approval  or  disapproval  at 
a  regular  or  special  city  election. 

Section  18.     An  initiative  measure  may  be  pro- 


posed to  the  city  council  or  to  the  school  committee 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  but  no 
measure  which  is  substantially  the  same  as  any  other 
measure  submitted  or  referred  to  the  voters  and 
disapproved  by  them  may  be  resubmitted  until  after 
the  city  council  and  school  committee  elected  at  the 
next  regular  municipal  election  assume  office  and  no 
measure  which  would  have  the  effect  of  repealing 
any  measure  so  submitted  or  referred  and  approved 
by  the  voters  may  be  proposed  by  initiative  pro- 
cedures until  after  the  city  council  and  school  com- 
mittee elected  at  the  next  regular  municipal  election 
assume  office. 

Section  19.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  impair  the  mayor's  power  to  veto  action  by 
the  city  council  to  the  extent  that  such  power  is  con- 
ferred on  him,  except  that  he  shall  not  have  any 
power  to  veto  city  council  proceedings  providing  for 
the  submission  of  an  initiative  measure  or  the  refer- 
ral of  a  referendum  measure  to  the  registered  voters. 
If  the  mayor  vetoes  an  initiative  measure  passed  by 
the  council  or  vetoes  proceedings  of  the  council 
repealing  or  rescinding  a  referendum  measure  and 
the  council  fails  to  override  the  mayor's  veto,  the 
council  shall  then  provide  for  submitting  the  in- 
itiative measure  or  referring  the  referendum  to  the 
registered  voters.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance,  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  September  7,  which  would  require  in 
effect  that  with  certain  exceptions  all  applications 
for  city  and  county  summer  employment  be 
selected  by  a  job  lottery  system. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  a  lottery 
system  will  prevent  our  using  rational  standards  in 
selecting  candidates  for  summer  jobs.  The  criteria 
which  I  think  must  be  employed  are:  fair 
representation  of  racial  groups,  of  both  sexes,  of  all 
geographic  areas  of  the  city  and,  as  the  Council 
suggested  at  a  hearing  last  week,  consideration  of 
economic  need. 

The  additional  requirement  which  you  have 
placed  that  all  persons  be  residents  of  the  city  is 
redundant  since  our  present  residency  ordinance 
requires  that  all  persons  hired  by  the  city  after  July 
1,  1976,  reside  therein.

Job  Lottery  of  Applicants  for  Employment. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 

Section  1.  That  all  applicants  for  city  and 
county  summer  employment  which  are  not 
classified  Civil  Service,  or  if  classified  Civil  Service, 
and  for  which  there  has  been  a  list  published  and 
no  applicants  ready,  willing,  and  able  to  take  those 
positions  shall  be  filled  by  a  job  lottery  system, 
unless  those  positions  require  special  skill,  training, 
experience  and/or  education.  The  job  lottery  shall 
be  held  publicly  and  after  publication  in  a 
newspaper  three  weeks  before  the  lottery  and  the 
City  Clerk  shall  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  all 
applicants  and  shall  cejtify  that  the  lottery  was 
held  as  prescribed.

As  you  are  aware,  all  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth  are  required  by  the  State  Tax 
Commission  acting  under  a  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
Order  of  1974  (the  so-called  Sudbury  decision)  to 
reassess  all  property  throughout  their  jurisdictions. 
The  State  Tax  Commission,  through  the  Attorney 
General's  Office,  is  actively  pursuing  implementa- 
tion of  this  decision.  Complying  with  this  mandate 
requires  more  time  and  resources  than  can  be 
supplied  by  the  Assessing  Department  alone. 

On  July  18,  1977,  we  proposed  a  supplemental 
appropriation  to  fund  this  effort.

The  Assessing  Department  faces  a  very  serious 
challenge  which  requires  your  immediate  attention. 
We  are  now  confronted  with  a  number  of 
abatement  cases  both  at  the  Appellate  Tax  Board 
and  in  the  Superior  Court  which  raise  the  issue  of 
disproportionate  assessments.  Last  week,  a  class 
action  suit  was  filed  in  Suffolk  Superior  Court 
challenging  the  city's  assessing  practices  and 
seeking  to  halt  the  issuance  of  1978  tax  bills. 

Damage  to  the  city  by  an  injunction  against 
collection  of  taxes  or  a  hasty  and  ill-considered 
decision  in  any  of  these  cases  would  be  severe,  if 
not  catastrophic.  We  must  develop  and  present  to 
the  various  tribunals  to  which  we  are  being 
challenged  a  detailed  exposition  of  present 
practices.  I  am  confident  it  will  show  the  city  to  be 
in  far  greater  compliance  with  legal  requirments 
than  is  generally  assumed.

Whereas,  Dr.  David  S.  Sherman  established  a 
program  for  the  treatment  of  persons  with  the 
double  affliction  of  alcoholism  and  tuberculosis 
and  in  1958  he  founded  the  first  halfway  house  in 
the  country  for  the  tubercular-alcoholic; and 

Whereas,  Throughout  his  career  of  dedication 
and  service  to  the  health  needs  of  the  people  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Dr.  David  S.  Sherman  has  always 
been  recognized  as  a  great  humanitarian  as 
exemplified  by  his  volunteer  service  with  the 
Boston  Boys'  Club  for  thirty-four  years  as  their 
examining  physician;  and 

Whereas,  Dr.  David  S.  Sherman  has  served  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  forty  years  with 
conscientious  fervor  and  tie  has  brought  ureal 
honor  to  himself  and  justifiable  pride  to  all  who 
have  known  and  worked  with  him;  now,  therefore. 
be  it

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  does 
hereby  endorse  H.  4460,  a  bill  pending  in  the  Great 
and  General  Court  that  would  prohibit  the  use  of 
antibuse  without  the  person  being  administered 
advised  as  to  the  effects  and  possible  dangers 
involved  in  the  use  of  the  drug,  and  all  other 
particulars  contained  within  the  bill.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  reference  to  Council  order  dated  August  1, 
1977,  regarding  the  city's  contract  with  the  firm  of 
Coopers  &  Lybrand  for  an  independent  audit  of 
the  city's  financial  statements,  I  have  the  following 
comments: 

1.  The  contract  with  Coopers  &  Lybrand  will 
be  drawn  with  the  assistance  and  approval  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel.  While  the  contract  will  be  a 
public  document,  and  we  would  be  happy  to 
discuss  it  with  members  of  the  Council,  I  have  to 
leave  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  question  of 
whether  the  City  Council  should  participate  in  the 
actual  drafting  of  the  contract. 

2.  All  members  of  the  professional  staff  of 
Coopers  &  Lybrand  submit  semimonthly  time 
sheets.  The  time  sheets  for  staff  members  working 
on  the  City  of  Boston  assignment  will  be  available 
for  our  inspection.  We  plan  to  inspect  these  time 
sheets  on  a  spot-check  basis.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  that  significant  amounts  of  time  on  the 
assignment  may  be  worked  in  the  Coopers  & 
Lybrand  office,  particularly  when  reports  are  being 
drafted  or  reviewed.  Therefore,  it  is  not  practical 
to  keep  time  records  on  staff  members  who  are 
actually  in  City  Hall  or  various  departments  of  the 
city. 

3.  Monthly  invoices  from  Coopers  &  Lybrand 
will  show  by  project  the  hours  spent  by  each 
category  of  staff.  These  hours  can  be  broken  down 
by  individual  staff  members  and  checked  back  to 
time  sheets  at  the  time  time  sheets  aie 
spot-checked.  This  system  of  billing  will  permit  us 
to  relate  work  accomplished  on  each  project  with 
the  hours  spent  on  the  project. 

We  believe  that  these  procedures  are  sufficient 
to  insure  that  the  proposed  number  of  hours  are 
actually  spent  on  the  project.

Re:  Transient  Vendor  Licenses. 
Dear  Mr.  O'Donnell: 

The  Boston  Police  Department  is  making  an 
effort  to  enforce  the  transient  vendor  licensing 
requirements  of  G.L.  c.  101,  sections  1  through  12, 
and  CBC  Ord.  14,  sections  418  through  422.  Police 
officers  in  District  1  have  raised  the  question  of 
whether  these  requirements  apply  to  the  vendors 
who  offer  prepared  food  for  sale  on  City  Hall  Plaza 
under  licenses  issued  by  the  Assistant  Com- 
missioner of  Real  Property. 

The  City  Hall  Plaza  vendors  are  licensed  to  sell 
prepared  food  from  June  6,  to  October  6,  1977. 
The  license  agreement  requires  that  food  be  sold 
from  portable  booths  at  specific  locations  on  the 
Plaza.  Although  the  agreement  makes  no  attempt 
to  delineate  what  licenses  and  permits  are  required, 
it  does  provide  that  vendors  shall  conform  to  the 
statutes  and  ordinances  regulating  the  services  to 
be  performed  under  the  agreement. 

Under  G.L.  c.  101,  s.  1,  a  transient  vendor  is 
defined  as  "any  person,  either  principal  or  agent, 
who  engages  in  a  temporary  or  transient  business  in 
the  commonwealth  selling  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise,  either  in  one  locality  or  in  traveling 
from  place  to  place."  a  "temporary  or  transient 
business  is  any  exhibition  and  sale  of  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise  which  is  carried  on  in  any  tent, 
booth  (emphasis  added),  building,  or  other 
structure,  unless  such  place  is  open  for  business 
during  the  usual  business  hours  for  a  period  of  at 
least  twelve  consecutive  months." 

Although  the  transient  vendor  licenses  issued 
by  the  state  are  seldom  issued  for  the  sale  of 
prepared  foods,  neither  the  statute  nor  the  case  law 
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draws  a  distinction  between  the  sale  of  food  and 
the  sale  of  other  goods.  Moreover,  the  statute 
defining  hawkers  and  peddlers  uses  the  phrase 
"goods,  wares,  or  merchandise;"  yet  it  is  clear  from 
the  case  law  and  other  provisions  relating  to 
hawkers  and  peddlers  that  prepared  foods  aie 
goods. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  plaza  vendors 
aie  in  a  temporary  business  because  they  operate 
from  booths  and  they  are  in  business  for  only  four 
months. 

Section  2  of  chapter  101  makes  various 
exceptions  to  the  transient  vendor  definition. 
Exempted  are  "sales  by  commercial  travelers,  by 
selling  agents  to  dealers,  sales  by  sample  for  future 
delivery,  sales  by  a  domestic  corporation  by  a 
person  who  engages  in  another  temporary  business 
in  a  town  in  which  taxes  have  been  assessed  upon 
his  stock  in  trade  during  the  current  year,  and  sales 
by  those  who  fit  the  statutory  definition  of 
hawkers  and  peddlers."  If  any  of  these  exceptions 
apply  to  the  Plaza  vendors,  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  particular  vendor  to  claim  the  exception. 

Therefore,  it  is  my  determination  that  the 
transient  vendor  statute  applies  to  the  Plaza 
vendors  and  that  transient  vendor  licenses  may  be 
issued  to  them  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
CBC  Ord.  14,  s.  419,  upon  payment  of  the  fee  as 
prescribed  by  CBC  Ord.  14,  s.  450,  cl.  (345).

Whereas,  In  November  of  1976,  the  senior 
citizen  tenants  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
were  given  a  sharp  increase  in  their  rent  as  a  result 
of  a  cost-of-living  increase  that  they  had  received  in

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  through  the 
chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee,  City 
Councillor  Frederick  C.  Langone,  by  legal  action  in 
the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  able 
to  obtain  a  ruling  allowing  the  appeal  of  these  rent 
increases  to  be  effective  November,  1976; and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  in  1976  held 
many   hearings   on  rent  increases  concerning  the 


elderly  and  were  able  to  obtain  a  six-month 
moratorium  on  rent  increases,  particularly  for  the 
elderly  and  senior  citizens  whose  increases  were 
due  to  cost-of-living  increases  in  their  Social 
Security  allowances  that  year; and 

Whereas,  Inflation  has  caused  the  senior  citizens 
to  be  the  hardest  hit  through  increased  costs  of 
food,  clothing,  and  other  essentials  of  life  with  the 
net  result  that  many  of  them  can't  even 
sufficiently  sustain  their  everyday,  dietary  re- 
quirements and  clothing  needs; 

Whereas,  It  has  been  publicly  stated  at  our 
hearings  by  Housing  Authority  officials  that  45  to 
50  percent  of  the  tenants  are  not  even  paying  any 
rent,  which  has  caused  in  excess  of  a  $2,000,000 
deficit  in  last  year's  Housing  Authority  budget;  and 

Whereas,  The  senior  citizens  are  without  doubt 
the  best  rent-paying  tenants  in  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  with  more  than  98  percent  who  pay 
their  rent  on  time;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
requests  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  to  declare  a 
moratorium  on  any  rent  increases  sent  out  to  all 
tenants  in  public  housing;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Housing  Committee  hold  a 
public  hearing  on  this  matter  as  soon  as  possible  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  rent  increases  are 
justifiable  and  to  insure  that  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  is  following  the  Housing  Court  guide- 
lines in  the  case  brought  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  Committee  on  Housing  this  year.

It  is  axiomatic  that  almost  anything 
tovernment  does  will  cost  more,  and 
provide  fewer  benefits  than  almost  any- 
thing done  privately. 

This  certainly  seems  to  be  true  of 
public  housing,  which  invariably  costs 
more  to  operate  than  most  quality  pri- 
vate housing  —  and  frequently  winds  up 
qualifying  as  a  slum. 

The  prime  example  of  this  is  the 

Boston  Housing  Authority,  which  pres- 
ently provides  housing  for  about  55- 
60.000  people,  or  about  10  percent  of  the 
city's  total  population. 

The  housing  is  anything  but  luxuri- 
ous Indeed,  a  Channel  5  editorial  series 
recently  called  BHA  conditions  "nothing 
less  than  scandalous  "  But  the  costs  of 
operating  BHA  housing  are  from  30  to 
60  percent  above  the  costs  of  operating 


some  of  the  city's  better -quality  me- 
dium and  upper  income  housing 

Repeat  30  to  60  percent  more,  to  op- 
erate BHA  housing  than  top  quality  pri- 
vate rental  housing 

While  the  average  rent  in  the  57  Bos- 
ton public  housing  projects  is  about  S61 
a  month,  the  average  cost  of  operating 
these  projects  is  about  $161  —  plus  in- 
terest, but  without  taxes 

This  means  the  taxpayer  is  providing 
a  direct  subsidy,  on  operating  expenses 
alone,  of  about  S100  per  month,  per  tenr 
ant.  plus  another  $50  to  $60  per  month  in 
debt  interest 

When  we  first  came  upon  these 
costs,  they  struck  us  as  unusually  high, 
so  we  checked  around  with  private  rent- 
al management  companies  to  find  out 
what  their  costs  were. 

The  Niles  Company,  one  of  the  city's 
largest  rental  management  firms,  runs 
its  family  and  garden  apartment  units

lor  an  average  operating  cost  of  from 
S77  to  $110  a  month  including  every  cost 
except  interest,  taxes,  and  electrice 
light. 

Nordblom  has  a  similar  range  of 
from  S80  per  month  to  about  $110  for 
luxury  housing  —  again,  excepting  only 
interest,  taxes,  and  light. 

This  means  that  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority's  average  operating  cost  of 
$160  per  month  is  about  50  to  60  percent 
above  the  costs  of  two  of  Boston's  lead- 
ing rental  housing  management  com- 
panies. 

This  is.  however,  a  somewhat  unfair 
comparison,  since  the  average  size  of 
the  Nordblom  and  Niles  apartments  is 
smaller  than  the  average  size  of  the 
BHA  units

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The  housing  is  anything  but  "luxurious.1 
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To  gel  a  more  scientific  comparison, 
we  obtained  a  copy  of  the  Annual  In- 
come and  Expense  Analysis  for  Apart- 
ments. Condominiums  and  Coopera- 
tives." published  by  the  Real  Estate 
Management  Institute  of  the  National 
Association  of  Realtors  in  Chicago. 

Using  their  survey  of  Boston  rental 
housing  costs,  leaving  out  interest  and 
taxes  (but  adding  in  electric  lighti.  we 
compared  them  with  the  average-sized 
Boston  public  housing  units  ill  rooms 
per  unit  for  the  Department  of  Commu- 
nity Affairs  projects:  and  3  96  rooms 
per  unit  for  the  HUD  projects).

for  all  of  its  very  high  costs,  is  appar-

As  the  recent  Channel  5  editorial 
series  pointed  out.  "A  large  percentage 
of  "he  city's  17.000  units  —  perhaps  the 
majority  —  violate  the  state  sanitary 
code  In  other  words,  they're  not  fit  to 
live  in." 

Indeed,  the  BHA  is  now  operating 
under  a  260-page  Court  consent  decree, 
issued  by  the  Boston  Housing  Court. 
which  charges  the  BHA  with  failing  to 
provide  adequate  maintenance,  modern- 
ization and  sanitary  standards. 

As  Channel  5  pointed  out.  "Public 
housing,  where  nearly  10  percent  of 
Boston's  people  live,  is  a  classic  case  of 
government  penalizing  the  poor. 

Yet.  it  is  also  the  classic  case  of  gov- 
ernment penalizing  taxpayers,  because 
while  the  tenants  of  the  BHA  may  be 
living  in  tepid  squalor,  the  taxpayers 
are  paying  for  luxury-level  living  —  at 
least  in  terms  of  operating  costs  The 
monthly  operating  expense  on  several  of 
Boston's  luxury  high-rise  apartments  is

Hardly  a  week  goes  by  that  some 
public  official  or  politician  doesn't  chas- 
tize Americans  for  wasting  energy  But 
some  of  the  biggest  energy  wasters  of 
all  are  to  be  found  in  government  itself 

The  classic  case  of  this  is  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  which  currently  owes 
Boston  Gas.  Boston  Kdison.  aiid  as- 
sorted other  fuel  companies  a  total  of 
more  than  S5  million  in  unpaid  bills, 
some  of  which  go  back  as  far  as  two  or 
three  years. 

The  major  reason  why  the  BHA  is  so 
far  in  arrears  on  its  utility  and  fuel  bills 
is  that,  compared  with  the  private  sec- 
tor, it  is  a  veritable  energy  sponge. 

In  1976  the  average  total  utility  bill 
'heat  light^jvam  sewn  h"j_iyalpr' 
per  private  apartment  unit  in  Boston 
was  about  >A8  00  per  month. 

The  average  cost  for  the  same  sized 
units  (four  rooms)  in  the  BHA  was 
about  $64  —  or  30  percent  more  than  the 
private  rental  housing  units.

A  second  reason  for  the  high  heating] 
costs  in  the  BHA  is  the  number  of  units 
using  electric  heat  in  the  recently  built

projects  i.  / 

Two  of  these  units  are  running  $50  a 
month  and  more  for  heating  costs  for 
one  bedroom  and  studio  apartments, 
nearly  three  times  the  cost  of  many  of 
the  oil-fired  elderly  units  where  the 
heating  costs  are  closer  to  $15-18  a 
month. 

Interestingly  enough,  the  Massachu- 
setts Housing  Finance  Agency  iMIIFAl 
is  still  completing  construction  on  a. 
number  of  electric-heated  public  hous- 
ing projects,  despite  the  generally  r£Cj. 
ogmzed  fact  that  this  type  of  heating  is\ 
the  most  energy  costly  that  can  be  builty 
today. 

The  major  reason  for  this,  of  course, 
is  that  the  utilitv  companies,  in  order  to 
promote  electric  heat  1 1969-731  in  the 
pre-OPEC  daysi.  purposely  cut  their  in- 
stallation costs  on  electric  heating  sys- 
tems to  make  them  more  attractive  on 
the  original  construction. 

But  now  HLU's  own  analysis  of  its 
projects  in  the  Metropolitan  Boston  area 
shows  that  heating  costs  for  electric^. 
units  are  substantially  higher  than  oily 
and  gas:

People  are  always  more  careful  with 
their  use  of  utilities  when  they  have  to 
pay  for  them  directly  than  when  they 
are  simply  lumped  into  the  overall  cost 
of  the  unit,  or  subsidized  totally  by  the 
government. 

This- is  why  the  average  light  costs 
for  the  individual  BHA  units  arc  about 
$16-17  a  month  whereas  the  average 
bills  to  individual  Iwo-bcdioom-apari- 
ment-units  in  Boston,  lor  electric  light 
alone,  runs  about  S12  per  month 

More  important  though,  the  average 
rent  paid  to  the  BHA  of  .$61  per  month 
does  not  even  cover  the  average  total 
utilities  costs  of  about  $64  per  unit  per 
month. 

In  other  words,  the  'average  BHA 
tenant  uses  up  more  in  utilities  alone 
than  his  monthly  rent  could  cover.  And 
there  is  no  incentive  whatsoever  to  en- 
courage this  tenant  to  be  careful  about 
his  fuel  or  utility  costs  Indeed,  the  sub- 
sidy itself  rewards  the  most  fuel  abu- 
sive tenants. 

There  is  one  very  simple  solution  to 
this  problem  It  is  called  '  check  meter 
ing."  and  it  involves  a  determination 
through  an  individual  metering  system 
as  to  which  apartment  units  arc  using 
the  most  energy.

1.  That  a  complete  speed  limit  survey  be 
taken  of  Blue  Hill  Avenue  and  that  the  results 
of  this  survey  be  submitted  to  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

2.  That  a  complete  survey  be  done  of  the 
street  and  traffic  lighting  on  Blue  Hill  Avenue 
and  that  the  results  of  this  survey  be  submitted 
to  the  Boston  City  Council. 

3.  What  exactly  is  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  doing  to  improve  the  general 
safety  of  Blue  Hill  Avenue?

Whereas,  finally  in  1973,  in  a  significant  step 
forward,  the  Massachusetts  Osteopathic  Hospital 
purchased  its  neighbor,  the  Longwood  Hospital,

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  was  very  fortunate 
to  have  this  man  of  God  serving  in  the  South  End 
at  Our  Lady  of  Annunciation  Church  on  Warren 
Avenue  prior  to  its  relocation  in  the  West

Whereas,  His  Excellency,  Archbishop  Bassoul, 
initially  attempted  with  his  parishioners  the 
movement  of  his  church  from  the  South  End  to 
West  Roxbury  through  action  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  and  land  was  made  available  to  his 
Excellency  and  his  successor,  Monsignor  Lucien 
Maloof-a  piece  of  park  land  at  the  intersection  of 
Centre  Street  and  V.F.W.  Parkway  which  now 
comprises  a  rather  large  congregation  and  parish 
consisting  of  a  church,  a  school,  and  soon  to  be 
dedicated  parish  hall  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Most  Rev.  Monsignor  Lucien  Maloof ;  and 

Whereas,  The  late  Archbishop  was  very  well 
loved  and  revered  by  his  parishioners  during  his 
service  here  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Archbishop  Bassoul  served  at  Our 
Lady  of  Annunciation  Church  as  the  leader  of  the 
congregation  from  1959  until  1962; 

Whereas,  Archbishop  Bassoul  was  born  May  7, 
1920,  in  Maghdouche,  Lebanon,  of  parents  named 
Elias  Bassoul  and  Martha  Azar  Khoury  Bassoul  and 
studied  at  St.  Sazior,  Lebanon,  and  became  a  priest 
in  1943; 

Whereas,  Archbishop  Bassoul  was  a  teacher  and 
Vice-Superior  at  St.  Savior,  Lebanon,  from  1943 
until  1952,  and  from  1952  to  1955,  presided  as 
Superior  of  the  Seminary  and  College  there; 

Whereas,  From  1955  until  1959,  Archbishop 
Bassoul  was  Vicar  General  of  Zahle,  Lebanon,  and 
was  founder  of  the  Diocesan  Bulletin,  as  well  as 
organizer  of  missions  and  villages  and  a  preacher  in 
various  cities  in  Lebanon  and  Syria;  and 
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Whereas,  On  Christmas  of  1959,  he  became 
Pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Annunciation  Church  it  156 
Warren  Avenue,  Boston,  where  he  served  until 
December  5,  1961,  when  he  was  elected 
Archbishop  of  Horns,  Syria,  and  in  1962  he  was 
proclaimed  Archbishop  by  His  Holiness,  the  Pope; 

Whereas,  Archbishop  Bassoul,  in  1962,  was 
consecrated  at  Holy  Cross  Cathedral  in  Boston  by 
his  very  dear  and  personal  friend,  Richard  Cardinal 
Cushing,  and  in  the  same  year  he  presided  at  the 
Melkite  Convention  in  Central  Falls,  Rhode  Island, 
on  behalf  of  the  Patriach  Maximum  IV;  and 

Whereas,  In  August,  1962,  Archbishop  Bassoul 
departed  America  to  assume  his  duties  in  Syria 
where  he  died  in  Lebanon  on  August  9,  197  7,  at 
the  very  young  age  of  fifty-seven;  and 

Whereas,  A  Holy  Mass  is  going  to  be  celebrated 
on  this  Sunday,  October  9,  at  Our  Lady  of 
Annunciation  Church  in  West  Roxbury  in  his 
Memory;  therefore,  be  it

commemorates  the  memory  of  this  great  man  of 
God,  His  excellency,  the  Archbishop  John  Bassoul,

"Candidate  for  public  office"  means  any 
individual  who  seeks  nomination  or  election  for 
Mayor,  City  Council,  or  School  Committee, 
whether  or  not  such  individual  is  nominated  or 
elected.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  an 
individual  shall  be  deemed  to  be  seeking 
nomination  or  election  to  such  office  if  he  has: 

(1)  received  a  contribution  or  made  an 
expenditure,  or  has  given  his  consent  for  any 
other  person  or  committee  to  receive  or  make 
an  expenditure,  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
his  nomination  or  election  to  such  office, 
whether  or  not  the  specific  public  office  for 
which  he  will  seek  nomination  or  election  is 
known  at  the  time  the  contribution  is  received 
or  the  expenditure  made;  or 

(2)  taken  the  action  necessary  under  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  qualify  himself 
for  nomination  or  election  to  such  office,  or,  if 
said  individual  holds  elective  public  office  at 
the  state  or  county  level,  whether  elected  or 
appointed  in  such  office;  and  he  has 

(3)  received  any  money  or  anything  of 
value,  or  made  any  disbursement  resulting  from 
said  individual,  or  a  committee,  or  a  person 
acting  on  behalf  of  said  individual  or 
committee,  whether  through  the  device  of 
tickets,  advertisement,  or  otherwise,  for  any 
find-raising  activity  including  a  testimonial, 
regardless  of  the  purpose  of  said  activity,  held 
on  behalf  of  said  individual  at  any  time  while 
he  holds  said  public  office. 

Section  1.  Statement  of  Financial  Interests 
Required  to  be  Filed. 

(a)  Effective  January  8,  1978,  the  Mayor,  each 
member  of  the  City  Council,  each  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  any  candidate  running  for 
the  above  offices  upon  the  filing  of  nomination 
papers  shall  file  annually  with  the  City  Clerk  a 
report  containing  a  full  and  complete  statement  of 
financial  interest  for  the  preceding  calendar  year. 

(b)  Reports  required  by  this  ordinance  shall  be 
filed  with  the  City  Clerk  not  later  than  May  15  of 
each  calendar  year.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who 
shall  cease  before  May  15,  or  commence  after  May 
15,  in  any  calendar  year  to  occupy  the  office  the 
occupancy  of  which  imposes  upon  him  or  her  the 
duty  to  file  the  report  required  by  this  ordinance, 
he  or  she  shall  file  such  report  within  one  month  of 
time  he  or  she  ceases  or  commences  to  occupy 
such  office. 

(c)  Reports  required  by  this  ordinance  shall  be 
in  such  form  as  the  City  Clerk  may  prescribe. 

(d)  No  public  official  shall  be  allowed  to  take 
the  oath  of  office  or  enter  or  continue  upon  his 
duties,  nor  shall  he  receive  compensation  from 
public  funds,  unless  he  has  filed  a  statement  of 
financial  interests  with  the  City  Clerk  as  required 
by  this  act. 

(e)  The  City  Clerk  shall  make  such  statements 
available  for  public  inspection  and  copying  during 
regular  office  hours  and  make  copying  facilities 
available  at  cost  not  to  exceed  actual  cost. 


(0  The  City  Clerk  shall  provide  at  least  one 
copy  of  each  report  for  the  use  of  the  Finance 
Commission. 

Section  2.  Statement  of  Financial  Interests. 

(a)  The  statement  of  financial  interests  filed 
pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  on  a  form  prescribed 
by  the  commission  and  shall  be  signed  under 
penalty  of  perjury  by  the  person  required  to  file 
the  statement. 

(b)  The  statement  shall  include  the  following 
information  for  the  preceding  calendar  year  with 
regard  to  the  person  required  to  file  the  statement 
and  the  members  of  his  or  her  immediate  family: 

(1)  the  name,  address,  nature  of  association, 
and  amount  of  interest  in  any  business  with 
which  he  was  associated  and  in  any  entity  in 
which  a  position  as  trustee  was  held;  and,  if  the 
business  or  entity  has  done  business  with  or 
been  regulated  by  the  state  or  any  political 
subdivision  thereof,  the  date  and  nature  of  such 
business  or  regulation; 

(2)  the  name  and  amount  held,  at  fair 
market  value,  of  stock,  commodity  options,  or 
mineral  rights  worth  $1,000  or  more; 

(3)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the 
most  recent  tax  bill,  of  all  real  property  in  the 
state,  the  assessed  value  of  which  exceeds 
$5,000  in  the  aggregate,  in  which  a  direct  or 
indirect  financial  interest  was  held,  and,  if  the 
property  was  transferred  during  the  preceding 
calendar  year,  a  statement  of  the  amount  and 
nature  of  the  consideration  received  or  paid  in 
exchange  for  such  interest,  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  furnishing  or  receiving 
such  consideration; 

(4)  the  name  and  address  of  each  creditor  to 
whom  the  value  of  $1,000  or  more  was  owed 
and  the  original  amount,  the  amount  out- 
standing, the  terms  of  repayment,  and  the 
security  given  for  each  such  debt;  providing 
that  debts  arising  out  of  a  retail  installment 
transaction  or  directly  on  account  of  medical, 
dental,  or  mental  health  expenses  need  not  be 
included ; 

(5)  if  the  person  required  to  file  has  either 
formally  or  informally  appeared,  with  or 
without  compensation,  before  any  agency  of 
the  state  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  on 
behalf  of: 

(A)  any  business  with  which  he  is 
associated ; 

(B)  any  business  in  which  the  person  or 
his  immediate  family  holds  stock,  com- 
modity options,  or  mineral  rights  worth 
$1,000  or  more  at  fair  market  value;  or 

(C)  any  customer  or  client  of  any 
business  with  which  the  person  is  associated 
who  has  paid  that  business  $1,000  or  more 
during  the  calendar  year; 

the  person  must  report  on  whose  behalf  he 
appeared,  the  agency  he  appeared  before,  the 
date,  and  circumstances  of  each  appearance; 

(6)  the  name  and  address  of  any  person 
from  whom  a  gift  or  gifts  valued  in  the 
aggregate  at  $50  or  more  was  received,  and  the 
value  and  the  circumstances  of  each  gift;  and 
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(7)   such  other  information  as  the  person 

required  to  file  the  statement. 

(c)  Where  an  amount  is  required  to  be  reported 
pursuant  to  subsections  (b)  (1)  through  (5)  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  report  whether  the 
amount  is:  less  than  $2,500;  $2,500-5,000; 
$5,000-10,000;  $10,000-25,000;  $25,000-50,000; 
or  more  than  $50,000. 

Section  3.  As  used  in  this  ordinance  unless  the 
context  requires  otherwise: 

(a)  "Income"  means  any  money  or  thing  of 
value  received,  or  to  be  received  as  a  claim  on 
future  services,  whether  in  the  form  of  a  fee, 
salary,  expense,  allowance,  reimbursement,  for- 
bearance, forgiveness,  interest,  dividend,  royalty, 
rent,  capital  gain,  or  any  other  form  of  recompense 
or  any  combination  thereof; 

(b)  "Gift"  means  payment,  entertainment, 
subscription,  advance,  services,  or  anything  of 
value,  unless  consideration  of  equal  or  greater  value 
is  received.  "Gift"  shall  not  include  a  political 
contribution  otherwise  rejected  by  law,  a  com- 
mercially reasonable  loan  made  on  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  or  a  gift  received  from  a 
member  of  the  person's  immediate  family  or  from 
a  relative  with  the  third  degree  of  consanguinity  of 
the  person  or  of  the  person's  spouse  or  from  the 
spouse  of  any  such  relative; 

(c)  "Immediate  family"  means  a  spouse  residing 
in  the  person's  household  and  dependent  children; 

(d)  "Political  contribution"  means  a  contribu- 
tion of  money  or  anything  of  value  to  an 
individual,  candidate,  political  committee,  or 
person  acting  on  behalf  of  said  individual, 
candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said 
individual  or  candidate  shall  include: 

(1)  gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit 
of  money,  or  thing  of  value; 

(2)  transfer  of  money  or  anything  of  value 
between  political  committees; 

(3)  payment,  by  any  person  other  than  the 
candidate  or  political  committee,  or  compensa- 
tion for  the  personal  services  of  another  person 
which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or 
committee; 

(4)  purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate, 
or  political  committee,  or  person  acting  on 
behalf  of  said  individual,  candidate,  or  political 
committee,  whether  through  the  device  of 
tickets,  advertisements,  or  otherwise,  for 
fund-raising  activities,  including  testimonials, 
held  on  behalf  of  said  individual,  candidate,  or 
political  committee,  to  the  extent  that  the 
purchase  price  exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the 
goods  sold  or  services  rendered ; 

(5)  discount  or  rebate  not  available  to  other 
candidates  for  the  same  office  ami  to  the 
general  public; and 

(6)  forgiveness  of  the  indebtedness  >>t 
payment  of  indebtedness  by  anothei  person 

but  shall  not  include  the  rendering  ol  services  by 
speakers,  editors,  writers,  poll  checkers,  01  Others, 
nor  the  payment  by  those  rendering  such  wniu's 
of  such  personal  expenses  .is  may  be  incidental 
thereto,  nor  the  exercise  ol  ordinarj  hospitality. 

Section    6.   Whoever    wilfully    tails    to    file    tin- 


report  required  by  this  ordinance,  or  knowingly 
and  wilfully  files  a  false  report,  shall  be  fined  $50. 
Each  day  after  filing  day  specified  in  section  2  of 
this  ordinance  during  which  the  required  report 
remains  wilfully  unfiled,  or  a  false  report  remains 
knowingly  and  wilfully  uncorrected  shall  cinstitute 
a  separate  offense.  The  computation  of  days  for 
the  purposes  of  this  section  shall  include  only  days 
on  which  the  City  Clerk's  office  is  open  to  receive 
the  required  report  and  shall  not  include  days  later 
than  one  year  after  the  filing  day  specified  in 
section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
severable,  and,  if  any  of  its  provisions  should  be 
found  unconstitutional  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions.

Whereas,  Many  of  these  buildings  are 
structurally  sound  and  could  continue  to  be 
valuable  resources  but  for  lack  of  funds  to  convert 
and  recycle  these  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  With  the  closing  of  a  school,  a 
community  is  left  with  an  abandoned  shell  of  a 
once-useful  building  which  becomes  a  target  for 
vandals;  and 


Whereas,  Communities  should  determine  the 
most  efficient,  creative,  and  economical  manner  in 
which  to  convert  and/or  recycle  their  vacant  school 
buildings;  and 

Whereas,  Senator  John  Heinz  of  Pennsylvania 
has  introduced  into  the  United  States  Congress  S. 
792  "A  Bill  to  Authorize  the  Secretary  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  to  Make  Grants  to  Local 
Governments  Not  to  Exceed  80  percent  of  the 
Estimated  Cost  of  Renovating  Closed  School 
Buildings  to  Efficient,  Alternate  Uses;"  and 

Whereas,  S.  792  has  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Banking,  Housing  and  Urban 
Affairs;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Banking,  Housing  and  Urban 
Affairs,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Congressional  delegation  to  give  S.  792  their 
full  support  for  approval  by  the  Congress  as  soon

SUPPORTING  NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF 
LETTER  CARRIERS  IN  THEIR  SUIT  IN 
FEDERAL  COURT 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Letter  Carriers  Union  has 
filed  a  suit  in  theJ     United  States  District  Court  to 
prevent   the   implementation    of  the  Area  Bench 
Plan  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  National  Association  of  Letter 
Carriers  are  opposed  to  this  plan  because  they  feel 
that  the  concept  represents  a  delay  of  mail  to 
postal  customers;  is  a  contractual  violation;  and 
represents  irreparable  harm  to  the  letter  carrier 
workforce ;  and 

Whereas,  The  intent  of  the  injunctive  relief 
sought  by  the  Boston  Letter  Carriers  Union  is  to 
prevent  the  Post  Office  from  implementing  the 
plan  until  an  arbitrator  has  an  opportunity  to  hear 
the  case  and  write  an  award; and 

Whereas,  The  Area  Bench  Concept  provides  for 
eliminating  carriers  from  bid  assignments  where 
their  services  are  needed,  to  areas  where  they  will 
be  detailed  to  other  jobs  in  the  Boston  Postal 
District  that  are  now  being  filled  by  carriers  whose 
own  bid  assignments  are  being  eliminated ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Letter  Carriers  Union  feels  that 
this  plan  represents  a  contractual  violation,  poor 
management,  and  will  further  inconvenience  the 
general  public  by  delaying  the  mail;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Letter  Carriers  Union 
continues  its  efforts  to  alert  the  general  public  to 
the  cutbacks  in  service  inherent  in  opening 
incoming  mail  facilities  in  Braintree  and  Chelsea. 
The  plan  calls  for  the  closing  of  post  offices  on  the 
North  and  South  Shore  to  be  replaced  by 
storefronts  which  will  provide  only  financial 
service  to  the  affected  communities;  and 

Whereas,  Every  action  taken  by  the  Letter 
Carriers  Union  is  intended  to  prevent  further 
cutbacks  in  service  to  postal  customers  and  protect 
the  members  of  Branch  No.  34,  National 
Association  of  Letter  Carriers;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  present  time  Branch  No.  34  has 
found  it  necessary  to  file  an  unfair  labor  practice 
against  the  postmaster  for  taking  actions  contrary 
to  the  rights  of  their  membership  under  the  Firsl 
Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  by  refusing  to  post  a  notice  on  post  office 
bulletin  boards  informing  the  members  of  their

by  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau.  The  mayor 
shall   from  time  to  time  designate  one  of  the 
members     as     chairperson     and     another     as 
vice-chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first 
appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for 
one  year  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1976,  two 
for  two  years  from  said  date,  two  for  three 
years  from  said  date,  and  two  for  four  years 
from  said  date.

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,   \  verj  serious  traffic  condition  is  in 
existence     in     the     Downtown-Waterfronl     area. 
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particularly  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  because  of  a 
large  influx  of  automobiles  due  to  the  opening  of 
the  Quincy  Market  in  1976,  and  further  expansion 
in  1977; and 

Whereas,  The  Blackstone  Street  Pushcart 
Market  is  immediately  adjacent  to  that  area  which 
further  adds  to  this  chaotic  traffic  situation ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  held 
public  hearings  on  this  matter  and  has  made 
recommendations  to  the  City  of  Boston  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  relative  to  the  solution  of 
this  problem  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  dated  December 
27, 1976; and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Parking  and 
Traffic  Commission  has  not  taken  sufficient  steps 
to  alleviate  this  rather  difficult  situation;  and 

Whereas,  The  situation  has  deteriorated  since 
the  City  Council  report  recommending  that  steps 
be  taken;  and  . 

Whereas,  The  recommendation  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  have  not  been  followed  and  as  a  result 
a  rather  dangerous  situation  exists  in  this  area  of 
the  Quincy  Market  and  Waterfront  in  the 
Downtown  Urban  Renewal  area  as  well  as  portions 
of  the  Government  Center;  therefore  be  it 

Ordained,  That  because  of  this  congestion  and 
unsafe  situation  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
authorize  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  to 
set  up  a  special  Downtown-Waterfront  Traffic 
Zone. 

This  traffic  zone  shall  be  bounded  by  New 
Congress  Street,  Haymarket  Square,  Blackstone 
Street,  Service  Road,  Commercial  Street,  Atlantic 
Avenue,  State  Street,  Broad  Street,  Doane  Street 
and  Kilby  Street,  including  the  City  of  Boston 
parking  facility  garage.  Subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  majority  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
mission, the  following  rules  shall  be  instituted: 

1.  All  parking  lots  and  garages  within  this  zone 
be  allowed  to  remain  open  twenty-four  hours. 

2.  Two-hour,  metered  parking  be  permitted  on 
all  streets  within  the  area  except  in  the  following 
circumstances: 

a.  within  12  feet  of  an  intersection; 

b.  adjacent  to  fire  hydrants 

3.  Two-hour,  metered  parking  shall  be  per- 
mitted on  all  these  streets  where  now  permitted 
until  twenty-four  hours. 

4.  The  streets  in  this  traffic  zone  will  be  posted 
stating  the  permissible  parking  hours  and  they  shall 
be  enforced. 

5.  Parking  will  be  permitted  on  the  following 
streets  on  one  side: 

a.  on  State  Street  on  the  even  side; 

b.  special  two-hour  parking  will  be  per- 
missible in  the  vicinity  of  the  Custom  House 
from  6  p.m.  to  2  a.m.; 

c.  parking  will  be  permissible  on  both  sides 
of  Atlantic  Avenue  where  metered  for  two 
hours. 

6.  The  fines  for  overtime  parking  in  these  areas 
will  be  those  fines  which  would  be  permissible 
under  the  Zone  "A"  regulations  now  in  existence. 

7.  Residential  parking  for  residents  will  be 
permitted  after  6  p.m.  on  Commercial  Street  from 


Cross    Street    to    Atlantic   Avenue   providing   the 
vehicle  has  a  resident  sticker. 

8.  These  rules  will  be  in  effect  unless  there  is  a 
specific  prohibition  in  writing  by  the  Fire 
DEpartment  because  of  the  safe  passage  of 
emergency  vehicles. 

9.  This  ordinance  will  take  effect  upon 
acceptance  by  the  majority  of  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  no  later  than  fifteen  days 
after  passage  by  the  Boston  City  Council.

Whereas,  Long  Island  is  the  site  of  the  Long 
Island  Hospital,  a  facility  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  as  such  it 
fulfills  a  vital  health  care  delivery  function  for  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  A  state  maximum  security  prison 
should  not  be  located  anywhere  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  City  of  Boston  especially  not  on 
Long  Island  or  at  the  Boston  State  Hospital  in  the 
Mattapan  section  of  the  City  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in

VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE 
PURCHASE,  LEASING,  OR  RENTING  OF 
CITY  AUTOMOBILES

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  September  29,  forbidding  the 
city  from  purchasing  passenger  automobiles  having 
a  city  mileage  rate  of  less  than  twenty-two  miles 
per  gallon.  My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that 
your  effort  to  reduce  municipal  expenditure  on 
gasoline,  although  commendable,  is  unrealistic. 
While  such  a  measure  might  be  feasible  a  year  from 
today,  it  is  not  so  at  this  time.  Automobile 
manufacturers  have  made  significant  progress  in 
reducing  the  fuel  consumption  of  1978  auto 
models,  but  very  few  cars  are  able  to  provide 
twenty-two  miles  per  gallon  in  city  driving  as  yet. 

Unfortunately,  the  federal  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (EPA),  which  rates  the  fuel 
consumption  of  all  cars,  has  not  yet  had  an 
opportunity  to  rate  the  1978  models.  We  have, 
however,  checked  with  General  Motors'  Chevrolet 
Division  and  the  Ford  Motor  Company,  and  are 
informed  that  it  would  be  unrealistic  for  the  city 
to  anticipate  receiving  much  better  than  eighteen 
miles  per  gallon  in  city  driving  from  any  car  larger 
than  a  sub-compact. 

The  federal  Government  Services  Administra- 
tion (GSA),  and  other  governmental  units  which 
have  substantial  experience  in  the  operation  of 
large  vehicle  fleets,  rarely  use  sub-compact  cars. 
Most  use  compact  cars  for  standard  government 
business,  reserving  sub-compacts  for  limited 
situations.

Whereas,  Senators  Bob  Packwood  of  Oregon 
and  Daniel  Patrick  Moynihan  of  New  York  have 
introduced  a  tuition,  tax-credit  act  in  the  United 
States  Senate  which  would  help  provide  financial 
relief  to  students  of  all  levels  of  education; and 

Whereas,  The  Tuition  Tax-Credit  Act,  if  passed, 
will  provide  freedom  of  choice  to  the  educational 
consumer;  and 

Whereas,  If  the  7.7  million  students  now 
enrolled  in  private  institutions  were  enrolled  in 
tax-supported  schools,  the  additional  bill  to  the 
taxpayer  would  be  17  billion  dollars  annually ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  Tuition  Tax  Credit  Vt.  the 
revenue  loss  to  the  Treasury  will  be  4.7  billion 
dollars,  a  figure  representing  less  than  1  percent  of 
the  national  projected  budget  for  1980;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

strongly  supports  the  Tuition  Tax  Credit  Act  of 
1977  of  Senators  Packwood  and  Moynihan  which 
will  alleviate  the  financial  burden  on  those

DECLARING  NOVEMBER  13,  1977,  AS 
MONSIGNOR  LUCIEN  MALOUF  DAY  IN 
BOSTON

Whereas,  The  Right  Reverend  Monsignor 
Lucien  Malouf  was  the  driving  force  behind  the 
construction  and  relocation  of  the  Cathedral  of 
Our  Lady  of  Annunciation  from  the  South  End  to

Whereas,  Untirelessly  and  unselfishly  he  has 
devoted  all  his  living  moments  to  this  cause  and 
parish  to  the  extent  that  he  has  driven  himself  to  a 
point  of  physical  exhaustion  at  times  and  he  is  now 
rightly  honored  by  the  Lebanese  Veterans  of  World 
War  II  for  his  efforts  in  their  behalf  as  spiritual 
leader;  and 

Whereas,  Monsignor  Malouf  was  born  December 
31,  1917,  at  Tebnire,  South  Lebanon,  and  he  was 
ordained  a  priest  on  July  11,  1943,  and  he  has 
served  in  various  positions  as  a  teacher  and 
director.  He  arrived  in  this  country  on  October  21, 
1953,  and  started  the  foundation  of  the  Methuen 
Seminary  as  well  as  having  founded  and  built  Our 
Lady  of  Cedars  Church  in  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire,  and  then  on  November  1,  1962,  he 
became  Pastor  of  Our  Lady  of  Annuciation  and 
worked  so  diligently  to  raise  funds  and  provide  the 
leadership  which  culminated  in  the  dedication  of 
the  beautiful  cathedral  on  April  24,  1966.  He  was 
then  promoted  to  Archimandrite  on  May  28,  1967, 
and  in  1968,  he  was  further  promoted  to  be  the 
Regional  Superior  in  the  Salvatorian  Fathers  in  the 
United  States,  Canada,  and  South  America. 
Through  his  diligence  and  his  efforts,  the  mortgage 
on  the  Cathedral  of  Our  Lady  of  Annunciation  was 
paid  up  on  March  28,  1971 ;  and 

Whereas,  He  was  further  promoted  to  Vicar 
General  of  the  Melkite  Order  in  March  1972,  and 
in  March,  1973,  was  decorated  with  the  Grand 
Medal  of  the  Order  of  the  Cedars  of  the  Republic 
of  Lebanon  and  in  March,  1977,  commenced  the 
building  of  the  new  auditorium  at  the  ground- 
breaking; and 

Whereas,  Due  to  his  present  condition  he  has 
relinquished  the  post  of  Pastor  so  that  he  might 
renew  his  energy  and  rebuild  his  body  so  that  he 
might  resume  his  wonderful  work  in  behalf  of  the 
Melkite  Order  in  this  country; and 

Whereas,  There  is  going  to  be  a  dedication 
which  is  the  culmination  of  his  dream  of  a  total 
complex  on  the  grounds  of  Our  Lady  of  Cedars  of 
Lebanon  with  the  final  construction  of  the  Parish 
On  November  13,  1977;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  who 
are  responsible  for  furnishing  the  land  upon  which 
the  Our  Lady  of  Annunciation  Church  was  built, 
do  hereby  in  session,  offer  its  sincere  congratula- 
tions and  commendation  to  a  great  man  of  God, 
Monsignor  Lucien  Malouf  for  all  his  work  and 
labor  in  behalf  of  his  beloved  church ;  and

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
AN  ACT  ESTABLISHING  A  RIGHT  OF 
RECALL  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

An  Act  Establishing  a  Right  of  Recall  for  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Section  1.  Application.  Any  member  of  the 
City  Council  or  School  Committee  or  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  with  more  than  six  months  remaining  in 
the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  may  be  recalled 
therefrom  by  the  voters  in  the  manner  provided  in 
this  section. 

Section  2.  Recall  Petition.  Five  hundred  or 
more  qualified  voters  may  file  with  the  city  clerk 
an  affidavit  containing  the  name  of  the  officer 
whose  is  sought  and  a  statement  of  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  petition  is  based.  At  least  twenty 
of  the  names  of  the  votes  shall  be  from  each  of  the 
twenty-two  wards  into  which  the  city  is  divided. 
The  city  clerk  shall  thereupon  deliver  to  said  voters 
petition  blanks  demanding  such  recall,  printed 
forms  of  which  he  shall  keep  available.  The  blanks 
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shall  be  issued  by  the  city  clerk  with  his  signature 
and  official  seal  attached  thereto.  They  shall 
contain  the  name  of  the  individual  whose  recall  is 
sought,  the  grounds  for  recall  as  stated  in 

the  affidavit;  and  shall  demand  the  election  of  a 
successor  to  the  said  office.  A  copy  of  the  affidivit 
shall  be  entered  in  a  record  book  to  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk.  The  recall  petitions  shall  be 
entered  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk  within  sixty 
days  following  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
affidavit,  signed  by  at  least  10  (ten)  percent  of  the 
registered  voters  and  containing  their  names  and 
addresses;  provided  however,  that  not  more  than 
(20)  twenty  percent  of  the  total  number  shall  be 
from  any  one  ward. 

The  city  clerk  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  of 
receipt,  submit  the  petitions  to  the  board  of 
election  commissioners  who  shall  forthwith  certify 
thereon  the  number  of  signatures  that  are  names  of 
voters. 

Section  3.  Recall  Election.  If  the  petition  shall 
be  certified  by  the  board  of  election  commissioners 
to  be  sufficient,  they  shall  forthwith  submit  the 
same  with  their  certificate  to  the  city  clerk.  Upon 
his  receipt  of  the  certificate,  the  clerk  shall 
forthwith  give  written  notice  of  such  petition  and 
certificate  to  the  officer  whose  recall  is  sought.  If 
said  officer  does  not  resign  his  office  within  five 
days  after  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  city  council 
shall  order  an  election  to  be  held  not  less  than 
thirty-five  nor  more  than  forty  days  after  the  date 
of  the  board  of  election  commissioners'  certifica- 
tion of  the  sufficient  number  of  signatures.  If 
however,  any  other  election  in  the  city  is  to  occur 
within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  the  certificate, 
the  recall  election  shall  be  held  until  the  time  of 
the  regular  election.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said 
office  after  a  recall  election  has  been  ordered,  the 
election  shall  nevertheless  proceed  as  provided  in 
this  section,  and  the  ballots  for  candidates  shall, 
not  withstanding  a  recall  provision  to  the  contrary, 
be  counted. 

Section  4.  Nomination  of  Candidates.  Any 
officer  whose  recall  is  sought  may  not  be  a 
candidate  to  succeed  himself  in  the  recall  election. 
The  nomination  of  candidates  and  the  conduct  of 
the  election  shall  all  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  elections,  and 
furthermore  subject  to  the  guidance  of  the  city 
clerk's  office  and  the  board  of  election  com- 
missioners concerning  any  specifics  involving  a 
recall  election,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  this 
section. 

Section  5.  Propositions  on  Ballot.  Ballots  used 
in  a  recall  election  shall  state  the  following 
propositions  in  the  order  indicated: 

For  the  recall  of  (name  of  officer) 
Against  the  recall  of  (name  of  officer) 

Adjacent  to  each  proposition,  there  shall  be  a  place 
to  vote  for  either  of  the  said  propositions.  After 
the  proposition  shall  appear  the  word  "candidates" 
and  the  names  of  the  candidates  nominated.  If  a 
majority  of  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  recall  is 
in  the  affirmative,  the  candidate  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected. 
If  a   majority   of  votes  on  the  question  is  in  the 


negative,  the  ballots  for  candidates  need  not  be 
counted. 

Section  6.  Officeholder.  The  incumbent  shall 
continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  until 
the  recall  election.  If  he  is  not  recalled  in  the 
election  he  shall  continue  in  his  office  for  the 
remainder  of  his  unexpired  term,  subject  to  recall 
as  before,  except  as  provided  in  this  section. 

If  he  is  recalled  in  the  election,  he  shall  be 
deemed  removed  upon  the  qualifications  of  his 
successor  who  shall  hold  office  during  the 
unexpired  term.  If  the  successor  fails  to  qualify 
within  five  days  after  receiving  notification  of  his 
election,  the  incumbent  shall  thereupon  be  deemed 
removed  and  the  office  vacant. 

Section  7.  Repeat  of  Recall  Petition.  No  recall 
shall  be  filed  against  an  officer  within  six  months 
after  he  takes  office,  or  in  the  case  of  an  officer 
subject  to  a  recall  election  and  not  recalled 
thereby,  until  at  least  six  months  after  the  election 
at  which  his  recall  was  submitted  to  the  voters. 

Section  8.  Not  withstanding  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  all  provisions  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts 
of  1948  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of 
1951,  including  certain  subsequent  changes 
regarding  elections,  shall  be  applicable  towards  a 
recall  election.

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
made  available  to  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  the  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  the  Real  Property  Department, 
the  Director  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  the 
Assistant  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Nurses  Anne 
Hargreaves.

DEVELOPMENT  PLAN 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  are  currently  over  30,000 
persons  unemployed  plus  over  60,000  persons 
earning  less  than  adequate  wages,  residing  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  through  its 
E.D.I.C.  on  June  14,  1977,  purchased  the  Boston 
Marine  Industrial  Park,  which  is  the  choicest  piece 
of  waterfront  industrial  property  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  in  order  to  generate  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park 
with  its  102  acres  of  land,  65  acres  of  lands  under 
water,  1,400,000  square  feet  of  industrial 
buildings,  two  hugh  dry  docks,  and  highly 
developed  utility  system  represent  the  best 
opportunity  in  our  lifetime  to  produce  several 
thousand  blue  collar  jobs  in  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  through  its 
E.D.I.C.  is  committed  to  paying  $12,800,000  in 
principal  and  interest  alone  for  the  acquistion  of 
this  City  Council  that  said  lease  is  in  confirmity 
with  the  Economic  Development  property  and  is 
already  investing  $4.8  million  in  federal  funds, 
$2.2  million  in  city  funds,  and  $2  to  $7  million  in 
private  capital;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  Economic  Development 
Plan  for  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park,  which 
was  approved  by  the  City  of  Boston  by  its  Mayor 
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and  City  Council  on  June  15,  1976,  and  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  by  its  Govern- 
ment Land  Bank  on  July  22,  1976,  after  due 
public  hearings;  and 

Whereas,  The  U.S.  Navy  at  one  time  had  25,000 
persons  working  at  this  site; and 

Whereas,  The  stated  goal  of  this  plan  is  to 
maximize  the  number  of  jobs  on  this  site;  and 


Whereas,  3,000  to  7,500  jobs  is  a  reasonable 
target;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeeting  assembled,  that  prior  to  the  execution  of 
any  long-term  lease  (in  excess  of  ten  years):  1.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  must 
certify  to  the  Clerk  of  the  City  Council  that  said 
lease  is  in  confirmity  with  the  Economic 
Development  Plan;  2.  The  Executive  Director  of 
E.D.I.C.  must  certify  to  the  Clerk  of  the  City 
Council  that  said  lease  is  consistent  with  the  stated 
minimum  goal  of  3,000  jobs  on  this  site. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules. 

REQUESTING  LEGISLATION  FOR 
MANDATORY  SENTENCING  FOR 
CONVICTED  MANUFACTURERS  OR 
SELLERS  OF  "ANGEL  DUST" 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Recent  reports  indicate  that  the 
presence  of  a  hallucinogen  drug,  PCP,  known  on 
the  streets  as  "Angel  Dust"  is  widely  available  on  a 
black  market  basis  to  young  people; and 

Whereas,  PCP  has  been  described  by  one  expert 
as  "one  step  below  LSD  in  its  potency,  and 
produces  bizarre  reactions  when  taken  by 
humans;"  and 

Whereas,  The  manufacture  of  PCP  is  taking 
place  illicitly  in  laboratories  not  licensed  to 
manufacture  drugs;  and 

Whereas,  Many  believe  that  the  solution  to  the 
abuse  of  angel  dust  by  unsuspecting  young  people 
is  to  "clean  up  the  clandestine  laboratories"  which 
produce  the  drug;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  on  the  Great  and  General 
Court  for  the  Commonwealth  to  enact  legislation 
to  provide  for  the  mandatory  sentencing  for  those 
convicted  for  the  first  time  of  illegally 
manufacturing  or  selling  the  drug  known  as  PCP  or 
angel  dust. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules. 


On  motion  of  Councillor  Langone,  Rule  10  of 
the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in 
order  to  introduce  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

Coun.  KERRIGAN,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances  submitted  the  following: 

A  very  serious  traffic  condition  is  in  existence 
in  the  Downtown-Waterfront  area,  particularly  on 


Fridays  and  Saturdays  because  of  a  large  influx  of 
automobiles  due  to  the  opening  of  the  Quincy 
Market  in  1976,  and  further  expansion  in  1977. 

This  area  of  the  Downtown-Waterfront-North 
End  area  was  already  a  congested  area  due  to  the 
Blackstone  Street  Market  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays 
and  the  increase  in  new  housing  which  brought 
many  hundreds  more  new  tenants  and,  in  addition 
to  that,  the  opening  of  new  restaurants  in  the 
North  End  area  and  Waterfront  has  helped  to 
congest  the  traffic. 

The  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  has 
not  found  or  provided  any  new  means  and  facilities 
for  parking  in  this  area  and  it  was  testified  at  the 
hearing  at  which  some  twenty-five  restaurant 
owners  appeared  representing  places  in  the  North 
End-Waterfront  and  Quincy  Market  area  of  the  city 
that  in  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  tremendous 
increase  in  the  number  of  traffic  violations  triple 
what  it  was  last  year. 

In  addition,  there  are  as  many  as  half  a  dozen 
tow  trucks  every  night  towing  out  of  the  area  and 
the  opening  of  the  Qunicy  Market  has  resulted  in 
an  additional  70,000  to  80,000  persons  weekly 
coming  into  the  area,  particularly  on  Friday, 
Saturday  and  Sunday  nights.  This  is  good  in  that  it 
helped  revitalize  the  area  which  was  quiet  from 
Friday  night  until  Sunday  morning.  However,  the 
problem  it  created  resulted  in  the  police  stepping 
up  their  tagging  and  towing. 

Testifying  at  the  meeting  were  Deputy 
Superintendent  Anthony  Leone  as  well  as  re- 
presentatives of  the  Boston  Police  Department,  as 
well  as  representatives  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission. 

The  Council  presented  some  suggestions  from 
Deputy  Superintendent  Leone  which  were 
incorporated  into  the  proposed  ordinance  as  well 
as  an  eight-point  program  from  the  restaurant 
owners  and  a  suggestion  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  that  we  have  shuttle  bus 
service  from  the  parking  garages  in  the  vicinty  of 
the  North  End-Waterfront-  Haymarket  Square  area. 
All  these  suggestions  have  been  incorporated  in  a 
proposed  ordinance  which  included  suggestions 
from  the  Fire  Department,  which  included  a 
ten-foot  safety  passage  on  any  street.  Deputy 
Superintendent  Leone  provides  a  plan  whereby 
there  will  bw  a  more  circular  traffic  movement  in 
the  Quincy  Market,  Tunnel,  Fitzgerald  Expressway 
Road  area,  as  well  as  State  Street. 

it  has  been  suggested  that  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  put  new  signs  posting  the 
parking  regulations.  The  thrust  of  the  ordinance  is 
to  completely  update  all  the  traffic  regulations  for 
this  entire  area,  such  as  new  signs,  new  hours  for 
parking  making  it  permissible  on  those  streets  in 
the  ordinance  to  have  evening  parking  without 
tagging  and  towing,  but  keeping  the  streets  open 
for  any  emergency  vehicles  which  must  go  through 
and  also  providing  for  a  steady  flow  of  traffic. 

The  City  Council's  thrust  is  to  present  this 
ordinance  setting  up  a  special  traffic  zone.  (See 
accompanying  map  which  would  provide  a  Sel  of 
regulations  for  the  area  )  li  eiuompasses  Govern- 
ment      Center.       North-!-  rui-W.itert'roiu.       North 
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Station,  and  the  entire  Waterfront  as  well  as  the 
Quincy  Market,  State  Street,  Broad  Street,  and 
Custom  House  area. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  through  the  city  officials  negotiate 
with  the  United  States  Government  to  allow 
parking  in  the  plaza  of  the  Custom  House  area  and 
shuttle  buses  will  allow  for  parking  in  the  area  at 
parking  garages  which  will  be  kept  open  in  the 
early  mornin?  hours  so  employees  can  park  in 
these  areas  with  shuttle  bus  service  all  night. 

This  Committee  hopes  that  this  problem  which 
the  Council  addressed  last  fall,  namely,  December, 
should  be  implemented.  The  North  End  residential 
parking  part  of  the  plan  has  already  been 
accomplished  by  providing  residential  parking  in 
the  North  End.  This  report  will  take  care  of  the 
commercial  areas  of  the  North-End-Waterfront, 
North  Sattion  areas  so  that  there  is  a  comprehen- 
sive parking  plan  fro  the  area. 

The  ordinance  is  on  the  accompanying  pages 
which  the  Committee  recommends  ought  to  pass. 

Whereas,  A  very  serious  traffic  condition  is  in 
existence  in  the  Downtown-Waterfront  area, 
particularly  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  because  of  a 
large  influx  of  automobiles  due  to  the  opening  of 
the  Quincy  Market  in  1976,  and  further  expansion

Whereas,  The  Blackstone  Street  pushcart 
market  is  immediately  adjacent  to  that  area  which 
further  adds  to  this  chaotic  traffic  situation;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  held 
public  hearings  on  this  matter  and  has  made 
recommendations  to  the  City  of  Boston  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  relative  to  the  solution  of 
this  problem  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  dated  December 
27, 1976; and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Parking  and 
Traffic  Commission  has  not  taken  sufficient  steps 
to  alleviate  this  rather  difficult  situation;  and 

Whereas,  The  situation  has  deteriorated  since 
the  City  Council  report  recommending  that  steps 
be  taken; and 

Whereas,  The  recommendations  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  have  not  been  followed  and  as  a  result 
a  rather  dangerous  situation  exists  in  this  area  of 
the  Quincy  Market  and  Waterfront  in  the 
Downtown  Urban  Renewal  area  as  well  as  portions 
of  the  Government  Center;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  That  because  of  this  congestion  and 
unsafe  situation  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
authorize  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  to 
set  up  a  special  Downtown-Waterfront  traffic  zone. 

This  traffic  zone  shall  be  bounded  by  New 
Congress,  Haymarket  Square,  Blackstone,  Surface 
Road,  Commercial  Street,  Atlantic  Avenue,  State 
Street,  Broad  Street,  Doane  Street,  and  Kilby 
Street,  including  the  City  of  Boston  parking 
facility  garage.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
majority  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission, 
the  following  rules  shall  be  instituted: 

1.  All  parking  lots  and  garages  within  this  zone 
be  allowed  to  remain  open  twenty-four  hours; 

2.  Two-hour  metered  parking  be  permitted  on 
all  streets  within  the  area  except  in  the  following 
circumstances:  a.  within  20  feet  of  an  intersection; 


b.    within    10    feet    either    side   adjacent   to   fire 
hudrants; 

3.  Where  it  is  now  permitted  on  all  these 
streets  for  two  or  three  posted  hours.  The  streets  in 
these  traffic  zones  will  be  State  Street  on  the  even 
side;  special  two-hour  parking  in  the  vicinty  of  the 
Custom  House  from  6  p.m.  to  2  a.m.  and  parking 
garages  will  be  open. 

4.  The  streets  in  this  traffic  zone  will  be  posted 
stating  the  permissible  parking  hours  and  they  shall 
be  enforced. 

5.  Parking  will  be  permitted  on  the  following 
streets  on  one  side:  a.  on  State  Street  on  the  even 
side;b.  special  two-hour  parking  will  be  permissible 
in  the  vicinty  of  the  Custom  House  from  6  p.m.  to 
2  a.m.;  c.  parking  will  be  permissible  on  both  sides 
of  Atlantic  Avenue  where  metered  for  two  hours; 

6.  The  fines  for  overtime  parking  in  these  areas 
will  be  those  fines  which  would  be  permissible 
under  the  Zone  "A"  regulations  now  in  existence; 

7.  Residential  parking  for  residents  will  be 
permitted  after  6  p.m.  on  Commercial  Street  from 
Cross  Street  to  Atlantic  Avenue  providing  the 
vehicle  has  a  resident  sticker; 

8.  That  there  be  a  minimum  of  10  feet  safe 
passage  for  emergency  vehicles  on  any  street; 

9.  Change  the  traffic  flow  on  Clinton  Street. 
Presently  Clinton  Street  is  one-way  from  Surface 
Road  to  North  Street.  I  recommend  it  be  changed 
to  one-way  from  North  Street  to  Surface  Road; 

10.  Currently,  Commercial  Street  has  two-way 
traffic  on  it.  I  recommend  the  portion  of 
Commercial  Street  between  Surface  Road  and 
State  Street  be  made  one-way,  with  the  traffic 
flowing  from  Surface  Road  to  State  Street. 

11.  In  conjunction  with  9  and  10  above,  a 
survey  on  traffic  flow  should  be  conducted  and  the 
time-cycle  on  the  traffic  signals  at  Clinton/Com- 
mercial Streets  and  Surface  Road  be  adjusted 
accordingly ; 

12.  If  Commercial  Street  is  made  one-way  as 
recommended  above,  then  I  further  recommend 
that  parking  meters  be  installed  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Commercial  Street.  The  meters  should  allow  for 
only  one-half  hour  parking  and  be  in  effect  from  8 
a.m.  to  midnight,  seven  days  a  week; 

13.  I  strongly  recommend  that  consideration 
be  given  to  relocating  the  entrance  to  the  parking 
lot(s)  bounded  by  State  Street,  Commercial  Street, 
and  Surface  Road.  Presently,  the  entrance  is 
located  on  Commercial  Street  and  creates  a  serious 
condition  of  motor  vehicles  backed  up  waiting  to 
get  into  the  lot.  If  the  entrance  were  located  on 
State  Street  or  Surface  Road  it  would  relieve  the 
congestion  on  Commercial  Street; 

14.  Make  State  Street  a  no-parking  tow  zone 
from  Surface  Road  to  New  Congress  Street; 

15.  Because  of  the  great  numbers  of  people 
that  are  attracted  to  the  New  Quincy  Market  area, 
there  is  a  definite  need  to  establish  taxicab  stands 
in  the  area.  North  Street  is  too  narrow  to  allow 
parking  (currently  this  is  one  of  the  worst  problem 
areas,  especially  with  taxis  parking  on  it).  If  9,  10, 
and  12  above  were  to  be  implemented,  then  I 
suggest  that  taxicab  stands  be  established  at:  a. 
Commercial  Street  at  its  intersection  with  Surface 
Road;  b.  Clinton  Street  near  North  Street;  c.  New 
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Congress    Street    from    North   Street   going  back 
towards  State  Street; 

16.  Police  on  horseback,  motorcycle,  or 
patrolmen  assigned  to  the  Waterfront,  Faneuil  Hall, 
and  lower  State  Street  areas  to  assist  people  on 
where  to  park  and  other  courtesies  that  may  be 


needed  for  the  safe  flow  of  traffic  and  proposed 
parking; 

17.  This  ordinance  will  take  effect  upon 
acceptance  by  the  majority  of  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  no  later  than  fifteen  adys 
after  passage  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 
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Coun.  O'NEIL  in  the  chair.

OTHER  HELP  FOR  AMERICAN  ARABIC 
BENEVOLENT  ASSOCIATION  TO 
CONSTRUCT  ELDERLY  NURSING 
HOME  FACILITY 

Coun.  LANGONE  and  HICKS  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  In  this  city  there  is  a  large 
Lebanese-Syrian-American  population;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  as  many  as  500  elderly  of 
this  ethnic  group  and  many  require  nursing  home 
and  hospitalization;  and 

Whefeas,  There  is  not  a  single  medical  housing 
facility  where  they  can  be  treated;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  they  are  scattered  in 
nursing  homes  throughout  the  city  and  are  unable 
to  communicate  with  the  employees  in  these 
facilities  who  attend  them; and 

Whereas,  The  American  Arabic  Benevolent 
Association,  which  has  been  organized  since  1974 


and  is  under  the  direction  of  Edward  Sion,  West 
Roxbury,  are  attempting  to  construct  a  combina- 
tion housing  for  the  elderly  and  nursing-home-type 
facility  in  the  West  Roxbury-Roslindale  area  for 
these  chronically  ill  and  elderly  Lebanese-Syrian 
people;  and 

Whereas,  They  are  in  dire  need  of  a  site  location 
convenient  to  this  so-called  Parkway  area  for  the 
construction  of  such  a  senior  citizen  facility ;  and 

Whereas,  These  people  formerly  lived  in  the 
South  End  of  Boston  where  they  settled  since  their 
first  arrival  from  Syria  and  Lebanon,  and  because 
of  circumstances  and  the  shift  in  the  population  as 
well  as  the  social  and  economic  conditions  that 
existed  in  that  area  in  the  last  twenty-five  years 
were  displaced  and  their  churches  were  moved  out 
to  the  West  Roxbury  Parkway  area,  and  they 
relocated  to  be  close  to  their  houses  of  worship; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  have  helped  other 
philanthropic,  ethnic  groups  in  the  past  by 
allowing  the  sale  of  public  lands  and  making 
available  certain  federal  funds  to  other  groups  of 
people,  such  as  the  Jewish  philanthropy  in  the  case 
of  Wallingford  Road  property  which  was  formerly 
a  public  works  yard  in  Brighton,  and  the 
Community  Development  Revenue  Sharing  money 
for  the  Lena  Park  residents  to  pay  their  mortgages, 
the  Columbus  housing  in  the  North  End  for  the 
elderly,  and  many  other  projects;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered;  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  today,  urges  the  Mayor  through  his  various 
agencieswhich  have  control  of  city  lands  and  the 
Community  Development  and  Planning  director  to 
find  ways  and  means  to  provide  land  and  whatever 
other  help  for  this  most  noble  purpose  of  the 
American-Arabic  Benevolent  Association  of 
Boston; and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Housing  hold 
a  public  hearing  on  this  matter  in  the  Parkway  area 
to  determine  the  need  and  the  extent,  to  determine 
the  number  of  people  that  are  in  need  of  this 
facility  among  this  group,  and  to  determine  what 
aid  can  be  made  available  to  this  benevolent, 
nonprofit  association. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  LANGONE,  the  rules  were 
suspended;  the  order  was  passed.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  SECTION  360  OF 
TITLE  2  OF  CITY  OF  BOSTON  CODE 
ORDINANCES  RE  SALARY  OF  MAYOR

Dear  City  Councillors: 

As  you  know,  the  salaries  of  many  of  the  city's 
top  management  positions  are  fixed  within 
categories  by  municipal  ordinance.  Because  these 
categories  have  not  been  revised  in  nearly  a  decade, 
the  city's  capacity  to  compete  for  talent  with  other 
levels  of  government  and  the  private  sector  is 
rapidly  diminishing.  In  order  to  reestablish 
Boston's  competitive  position,  and  to  attract  and 
retain  the  caliber  of  executive  needed  to  oversee 
the  delivery  of  high  quality  city  services  at 
minimum  cost,  I  believe  it  is  essential  that  these 
salary  categories  be  upgraded. 

Before  the  salaries  of  other  city  officials  are 
upgraded,  however,  I  believe  the  Council  should 
-take  immediate  steps  to  increase  the  salary  of  the 
Mayor.  Although  it  is  awkward  for  me  to  include 
my  own  salary  in  this  revision,  and  to  single  it  out 
for  immediate  action,  under  current  state  law  any 
salary  increase  granted  a  Mayor  cannot  take  effect 
in  the  year  in  which  it  is  voted.  Because  this 
prohibition  applies  to  no  other  administration 
official  whose  salary  is  controlled  by  ordinance, 
and  because  the  Mayor's  salary  should  naturally 
establish  a  ceiling  for  all  other  salaries,  it  seems 
logical  to  request  that  the  Council  act  now  on  the 
Mayor's  salary.  In  that  event,  the  further 
adjustment  of  the  salary  structure  can  go  forward 
in  the  new  year  with  the  Mayor's  salary  as  a 
reference  point.  Since  the  Council  is  prohibited 
from  voting  any  salary  increases  between  election 
day  and  the  end  of  the  year,  I  will  submit  the  full 
package  of  proposed  ordinance  changes  affecting 
department  heads'  salaries  at  the  beginning  of  the 
new  Council  term  in  January. 

I  am  appending  some  data  which  indicates  how 
our  government  salaries  compare  with  those  in  the 
private  sector  and  in  other  governmental  jurisdic- 
tions. I  believe  that  there  is  a  strong  case  for  the 
upward  revision  of  our  executive  salary  categories. 
The  existing  ordinance  governing  salary  cate- 
gories establishes  a  proper  basis  for  determining 
just  compensation  (section  105,  Ordinance  5, 
chapter  3)  "In  fixing  such  salary,  the  Ma\  or  shall 
consider  the  salaries  paid  equivalent  o  If  ices  by 
comparable  governmental  units  elsewhere  in  the 
United  States  and  the  salary  necessary  to  attract  or 
retain  competent  individuals  in  the  city's  service." 
I  am  increasingly  unable  to  make  such  con- 
siderations, however,  because  the  categories  as  thej 
now  stand  are  simply  too  low. 
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This  has  several  consequences.  First  inflation 
works  a  great  hardship  on  those  individuals  trapped 
in  executive  categories  over  a  period  of  years.  In 
effect,  the  continuing  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  has 
cut  real  income  by  over  40  percent  since  1967. 
Beyond  that,  according  to  the  Department  of 
Labor,  Boston  has  the  highest  cost  of  living  of  any 
major  city  in  the  United  States.  Second,  the  issue 
of  equity  becomes  important  when  we  acknowl- 
edge that  city  salaries  in  general  have  not  remained 
static  over  this  period.  Indeed,  some  groups,  like 
the  fire  fighters,  have  enjoyed  salary  hikes  of  over 
100  percent.  Finally,  and  most  important,  the  city 
is  fast  losing  the  battle  for  scarce  executive  talent, 
talent  needed  more  than  ever  before  in  view  of  the 
city's  managerial  requirements. 

I  urge  favorable  action  on  the  enclosed 
ordinance.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  DIRECTING  RE- 
MOVAL OF  CERTAIN  NAMES  FROM 
VOTING  LISTS

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body,  on  October  12,  1977,  requiring  that  I  direct 
the  Election  Department  to  remove  from  the 
voting  lists  any  names  of  those  people  who  are  not 
located  by  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  when  they  deliver 
the  informational  bulletin  on  the  referendum 
relative  to  the  so-called  "Galvin  Bill." 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  city 
may  not  enact  such  limitations  on  voter  eligibility 
in  the  absence  of  specific  authority  of  the 
Legislature.  The  Home  Rule  Amendment  (Const. 
Amend.  Art.  LXXXIX,  s.  7)  provides: 

"Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  deemed  to 

grant  to  any  city  or  town  the  power  to  (1) 

regulate  elections  other  than  those  prescribed 

by   sections  three  and  four  .  .  ."  This  section 

further  provides  that: 

"  .  .  .the  foregoing  enumerated  powers  may 

be  granted  by  the  general  court  in  conformity 

with    the    constitution    and    with   the   powers 

reserved  to  the  general  court  by  section  eight." 

Legislation    dealing    with    the    registration    of 

voters    and    the    maintenance    of   voting   lists    is 

legislation  regulating  elections.  See  Opinion  of  the 

Justices,  247  Mass.  583  (1925). 

Since  such  regulation  of  elections  can  be 
imposed  only  by  the  General  Court,  the  City  of 
Boston  cannot  act  in  this  area  without  a  power 
specifically  delegated  to  it  by  the  General  Court  in 
accordance  with  Const.  Amend.  Art.  LXXXIX,  s  7. 
I  know  of  no  such  delegation. 

Additionally,  this  proposed  order  comes  in 
direct  conflict  with  state  statutes  and  the  City 
Charter.  There  are  but  two  ways  to  remove  a  name 
for  a  voting  list,  either  through  the  annual  listing 
process,  or  after  a  hearing  held  pursuant  to  G.  L.  c. 
51,  ss.  48-49.  In  the  instant, case,  the  annual  listing 
process  has  been  completed  for  several  months  and 
the  order  cannot  be  used  to  call  for  a 
supplementary  annual  listing.  Secondly,  if  the 
order  were  to  be  construed  to  be  a  direction  to  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners  to  initiate  the 
procedure  set  forth  in  G.  L.  c.  51,  ss.  4849,  such 
action  would  be  an  impermissible  intrusion  by  the 
City  Council  into  the  executive  business  of  the  city 
in  violation  of  s.  17G  of  the  Charter.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING 
A  DORCHESTER  HISTORICAL  COM- 
MISSION

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honora- 
ble Body  on  October  12,  1977,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  Establishing  a  Dorchester  Historical 
Commission,"  My  reasons  for  disapproving  this 
ordinance  follow. 

The  idea  of  establishing  a  commission  to 
develop  a  Dorchester  Historical  Trail,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  three  hundred  and  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Dorchester,  is  a 
good  one  which  I  wholeheartedly  support.  It  is 
only  the  form  of  the  commission  proposed  in  the 
ordinance  with  which  I  disagree. 

As  you  know,  the  Boston  Landmarks  Com- 
mission was  established  by  chapter  772,  of  the 
Acts  of  1965  for  the  express  purpose  of 
identifying,  recognizing,  conserving  and  enhancing 
sites,  structures,  and  areas  which  are  historical  or 
architecturally  significant  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Commission  is  also  the  historical  commission 
for  the  city.  It  is  currently  in  the  process  of 
completing  an  architectural  and  historical  survey  of 
Dorchester,  and  has  begun  to  carry  out  detailed 
studies  of  some  of  the  sites  identified  in  the  survey 
as  significant  to  Dorchester. 

The  Landmarks  Commission's  legislation  pro- 
vides for  the  creation  of  a  study  committee  for  a 
particular  area,  consisting  of  five  members  of  the 
Commission  and  six  persons  who  have  demonstra- 
ted interest  in  the  area  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council. 

I  believe  that  establishment  of  a  study 
commission  for  a  Dorchester  Historical  Trail  would 
accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  ordinance  passed 
by  the  City  Council,  and  yet  pose  no  danger  of 
overlapping  or  conflicting  plans  as  might  arise  with 
a  commission  established  outside  of  the  Landmarks 
Commission. 

I     am     concurrently     recommending    to     the 
Landmarks   Commission  that  it  establish  a  com- 
mittee under  its  legislation  to  study  the  develop- 
ment of  a  Dorchester  Historic  Trail.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Dorchester  Historical 

Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 
Section     1.  There     shall     be     established     a 
Dorchester     Historical     Commission     of    unpaid, 
public-spirited   residents   in   the  district   to   plan, 


implement,  and  administer  a  Dorchester  Historical 
Trail  in  connection  with  the  three  hundred  and 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Dorchester 
in  1980. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five 
members  selected  as  follows:  one  member 
appointed  by  the  mayor;  one  person  who  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  City  Council;  one  person 
chosen  by  the  Dorchester  United  Neighborhood 
Association  selected  by  written  ballot  at  an  open 
membership  or  announced  executive  board  meet- 
ing of  the  association;  one  member  designated  by 
the  leadership  board  of  the  historic  First  Parish 
Church  in  Dorchester;  and  one  person  chosen  by 
ballot  vote  of  members  of  the  Dorchester 
Historical  Society.  Each  appointing  authority  may 
designate  an  alternate  in  the  same  manner  as  it 
.chose  a  principal  and  such  alternate  shall  serve  in 
the  absence  of  the  principal  at  any  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as 
chairperson  and  shall  designate  other  official  roles 
for  Commission  members  as  the  Commission  may 
deem  advisable. 

Section  4.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  be  the  recognized  agency  charged 
with  selecting,  laying  out,  and  administering  a 
Dorchester  Historic  Trail  which  shall  include  actual 
sites,  structures,  historic  cemeteries,  and  natural 
resources  or  commemorative  plaques  of  events  or 
structures  having  historical  significance  for  Dor- 
chester. In  order  to  assist  it  in  its  functions,  the 
Commission  may  call  for  assistance  of  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission  and  its  professional  staff, 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  its 
planning  specialist  for  Dorchester  as  well  as  other 
professional  staff,  and  the  city  building,  parks  and 
recreation,  public  works,  assessing,  and  other  city 
departments  for  documents  or  services  they  can 
provide. 

Section  5.  Upon  establishment  of  the  Dor- 
chester Historical  Trail,  the  Commission  is 
authorized  to  have  printed  copies  of  maps 
depicting  the  trail  and  promote  through  private 
contributions  and  limited  public  matching  funds 
the  use  and  visitation  of  the  trail  by  the  public  in 
connection  with  the  sesquitricentennial  observance 
of  the  founding  of  Dorchester. 

Section  6.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  survey  sites  in  every  section  of 
the  original  Town  of  Dorchester  and  shall  endeavor 
to  include  in  the  trail  places  of  historic  significance 
representative  of  each  neighborhood  in  Dorchester. 

Section  7.  The  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  shall  be  authorized  to  draw  upon  an 
initial  funding  of  $1,000  for  necessary  expenses 
and  thereafter  be  reimbursed  in  an  aggregate  not 
exceeding  an  additional  $9,000  for  itemized, 
public  expenditures.  The  auditor  is  to  establish  a 
separate  account  for  the  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission  and  authorized  reimbursements  shall 
be  recorded  as  encumbrances  against  the  account 
balance  upon  approval  of  proper  vouchers. 

Section  8.  As  an  agency  established  for  a 
specific  purpose,  the  Dorchester  Historical  Sites 
Commission   shall  have  a  limited   tenure,   but  its 
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goals  may  be  carried  on  by  neighborhood 
organizations.  The  Commission's  life  shall  expire 
on  or  before  July  1,  1981,  as  Commission  members 
deem  appropriate  after  completion  of  all  activities 
to  be  associated  with  the  three  hundred  and 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Dorchester. 
The  life  of  the  Commission  may  be  extended 
beyond  July  1,  1981,  by  ordinance  should  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  at  that  time  deem  it 
appropriate.

In  response  to  your  request  regarding  renova- 
tions at  my  office,  the  following  applies: 

As  a  part  of  a  court  house  package,  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  has 
sent  out  public  bids  for  structural  renovations  for 
three  or  four  various  departments.  The  bids  are  due 
on  September  29.  Public  Facilities  has  all 
information  relating  to  dates,  bid  proposals,  etc. 
I  have  requested  bids  on  the  following: 

1.  Ventilation  for  windowless  office  and 
bathroos; 

2.  Overhead  lighting  repaired  (suspended  ceil- 
ings were  installed  in  the  past  administration, 
However  light  fixtures  were  not  renovated  to 
accommodate); 

3.  Carpeting. 

All  carpeting,  furnishings,  and  fixtures  are  the 
property  of  the  civil  deputies,  which  is  a  private 
corporation.  These  are  gradually  being  stored  and 
replaced  with  secondhand  furniture  owned  by  the 
Court  House  Commission.  The  exception  is 
carpeting  which  is  not  available  at  the  court  house. 

Work  men  permanently  employed  by  the  Court 
House  Commission,  stripped  and  stored  away  the 
wall  paneling,  which  is  also  owned  by  the  civil 
deputies.  These  workmen  painted  the  stripped 
walls  at  an  estimate  cost  of  $35.

Submitted  herewith  for  your  consideration  is  a

the  City  Council's  failure  to  approve  funds  for  the 
construction  of  a  replacement  for  the  Charles 
Street  Jail,  which  the  Federal  District  Court  has 
ordered  may  no  longer  accept  detainees  after 
November  1,  1977.

Whereas,  The  spiraling  property  tax  rate  of  the 
City  of  Boston  puts  undue  hardship  on  city

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING 
TRAFFIC  AND  PARKING  COMMISSION 
TO  SET  UP  SPECIAL  DOWNTOWN- 
WATERFRONT  TRAFFIC  ZONE 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  October  19,  1977,  which 
purports  to  authorize  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  to  set  up  a  special  Downtown-Water- 
front Traffic  Zone.  My  reasons  for  disapproval 
follow. 

The  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  has  by 
statute  the  exclusive  authority  to  regulate  traffic 
and  parking  within  the  city.  As  a  matter  of  law, 
therefore,  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  have  no 
power  to  affect  that  authority  by  ordinance. 
Although  the  ordinance  as  passed  simply  au- 
thorizes the  Commission  to  act.  the  Commission 
already  has  that  authority,  and  the  ordinance 
would  have  no  legal  impact  in  any  event.  Finally, 
there  are  serious  deficiencies  in  the  form  of  the 
ordinance,  where,  in  paragraphs  l>.  10,  12.  and  13. 
recommendations  are  made  in  the  first  person. 

There  are  main  excellent  suggestions  in  the 
proposed    ordinance    however,    winch     should    he 
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considered  by  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission 
during  its  present  study  of  the  feasibility  of  a 
parking  zone  such  as  described  in  the  ordinance.  I 
recommend,  therefore,  that  the  ordinance  be 
reconsidered  in  the  form  of  a  resolution  presenting 
proposals  to  the  Commission  for  a  special 
Downtown-Waterfront  Traffic  Zone.

ORDINANCE 

Whereas,  A  very  serious  traffic  condition  is  in 
existence  in  the  Downtown-Waterfront  area, 
particularly  on  Fridays  and  Saturdays  because  of  a 
large  influx  of  automobiles  due  to  the  opening  of 
the  Quincy  Market  in  1976,  and  further  expansion 
in  1977;  and 

Whereas,  The  Blackstone  Street  Pushcart  Market 
is  immediately  adjacent  to  that  area  which  further 
adds  to  this  chaotic  traffic  situation;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  held 
public  hearings  on  this  matter  and  has  made 
recommendations  to  the  City  of  Boston  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission  relative  to  the  solution  of 
this  problem  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  dated  December 
27,  1976;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Parking  and  Traffic 
Commission  has  not  taken  sufficient  steps  to 
alleviate  this  rather  difficult  situation; and 

Whereas,  The  situation  has  deteriorated  since  the 
City  Council  report  recommending  that  steps  be 
taken;  and 

Whereas,  The  recommendations  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  have  not  been  followed  and  as  a  result 
a  rather  dangerous  situation  exists  in  this  area  of 
the  Quincy  Market  and  Waterfront  in  the 
Downtown  Urban  Renewal  Area,  as  well  as 
portions  of  the  Government  Center;  therefore,  be 
it 

Ordained,  That  because  of  this  congestion  and 
unsafe  situation  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
authorize  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  to 
set  up  a  special  Downtown-Waterfront  Traffic 
Zone. 

This  traffic  zone  shall  be  bounded  by  New 
Congress,  Haymarket  Square,  Blackstone  Street, 
Surface  Road,  Commercial  Street,  Atlantic 
Avenue,  State  Street,  Broad  Street,  Doane  Street, 
and  Kilby  Street,  including  the  City  of  Boston 
parking  facility  garage.  Subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  majority  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
mission, the  following  rules  shall  be  instituted: 

1.  All  parking  lots  and  garages  within  this  zone 
be  allowed  to  remain  open  twenty-four  hours. 

2.  Two-hour  metered  parking  be  permitted  on 
all  streets  within  the  area  except  in  the  following 
circumstances: 

a.  within  20  feet  of  an  intersection; 

b.  within  10  feet  either  side  adjacent  to  fire 
hydrants. 

3.  Where  it  is  now  permitted  on  all  these  streets 
for  two  or  three,  posted  hours.  The  streets  in  these 
traffic  zones  will  be  State  Street  on  the  even  side; 
special    two-hour   parking  in    the   vicinity  of  the 


Custom  House  from  6  p.m.  to  2  a.m.  and  parking 
garages  will  be  open. 

4.  The  streets  in  this  traffic  zone  will  be  posted 
stating  the  permissible  parking  hours  and  they  shall 
be  enforced. 

5.  Parking  will  be  permitted  on  the  following 
streets  on  one  side: 

a.  on  State  Street  on  the  even  side; 

b.  special  two-hour  parking  will  be  per- 
missible in  the  vicinity  of  the  Custom  House 
from  6  p.m.  to  2  a.m.; 

c.  parking  will  be  permissible  on  both  sides 
of  Atlantic  Avenue  where  metered  for  two 
hours. 

6.  The  fines  for  overtime  parking  in  these  areas 
will  be  those  fines  which  would  be  permissible 
under  the  Zone  A  regulations  now  in  existence. 

7.  Residential  parking  for  residents  will  be 
permitted  after  6  p.m.  on  Commercial  Street  from 
Cross  Street  to  Atlantic  Avenue,  providing  the 
vehicle  has  a  resident  sticker. 

8.  That  there  be  a  minimum  of  10  feet  safe 
passage  for  emergency  vehicles  on  any  street. 

9.  Change  the  traffic  flow  on  Clinton  Street. 
Presently  Clinton  Street  is  one-way  from  Surface 
Road  to  North  Street.  I  recommend  it  be  changed 
to  one-way  from  North  Street  to  Surface  Road. 

10.  Currently,  Commercial  Street  has  two-way 
traffic  on  it.  I  recommend  that  the  portion  of 
Commercial  Street  between  .Surface  Road  and 
State  Street  be  made  one-way,  with  the  traffic 
flowing  from  Surface  Road  to  State  Street. 

11.  In  conjunction  with  9  and  10  above,  a 
survey  on  traffic  flow  should  be  conducted  and  the 
time  cycle  on  the  traffic  signals  at  Clinton/Com- 
mercial Streets  and  Surface  Road  be  adjusted 
accordingly. 

12.  If  Commercial  Street  is  made  one-way  as 
recommended  above,  then  I  further  recommend 
that  parking  meters  be  installed  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Commercial  Street.  The  meters  should  allow  fbr 
only  one-half-hour  parking  and  be  in  effect  from  8 
a.m.  to  midnight,  seven  days  a  week. 

13.  I  strongly  recommend  that  consideration  be 
given  to  relocating  the  entrance  to  the  parking 
lot(s)  bounded  by  State  Street,  Commercial  Street 
and  Surface  Road.  Presently,  the  entrance  is 
located  on  Commercial  Street  and  creates  a  serious 
condition  of  motor  vehicles  backed  up  waiting  to 
get  into  the  lot.  If  the  entrance  were  located  on 
State  Street  or  Surface  Road  it  would  relieve  the 
congestion  on  Commercial  Street. 

14.  Make  State  Street  a  no  parking-tow  zone 
from  Surface  Road  to  New  Congress  Street. 

15.  Because  of  the  great  numbers  of  people  who 
are  attracted  to  the  New  Quincy  Market  area,  there 
is  a  definite  need  to  establish  taxicab  stands  in  the 
area.  North  Street  is  too  narrow  to  allow  parking 
(currently  this  is  one  of  the  worst  problem  areas, 
especially  with  taxis  parking  on  it).  If  9,  10,  and  12 
above  were  to  be  implemented,  then  I  suggest  that 
taxicab  stands  be  established  at: 

a.  Commercial  Street  at  its  intersection  with 
Surface  Road; 

b.  Clinton  Street  near  North  Street; 

c.  New  Congress  Street  from  North  Street 
going  back  towards  State  Street. 
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16.  Police  on  horseback,  motorcycle,  or  patrol- 
men assigned  to  the  Waterfront,  Faneuil  Hall,  and 
lower  State  Street  areas  to  assist  people  on  where 
to  park  and  other  courtesies  that  may  be  needed 
for  the  safe  flow  of  traffic  and  proposed  parking. 

17.  This  ordinance  will  take  effect  upon 
acceptance  by  the  majority  of  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Commission  no  later  than  fifteen  days 
after  passage  by  the  Boston  City  Council.

NEED 


The  Administrative  Service  Department  Personnel  Division  is 
presently  organized  into  functional  areas.  1.  Personnel 
Records,  2.  Classification  and  Compensation,  3.  Recruitment, 
4.  Training,  Development  and  Orientation,  5.  Labor  Relations. 

The  Supervisor  of  Personnel  is  charged  with  the  responsibility 
for  the  maintenance  of  current  and  accurate  records  and  the 
administration  of  all  compensation  plans  for  the  city  and 
county. 

Personnel  Records  Section  serves  lamely  as  a  processing  d\\6 
recording  agency  responsible  for  reviewing  and  approving  all 
personnel  transactions  and  ail  personnel  records.  This 
procession  is  directed  towards  mcqtinq  the  technical  require- 
ments of  the  Civil  Service  laws,  enforcing  compliance  to  rules 
of  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plans,  and  monitoring 
a  position  budgetary  allocation  system. 

There  are  approximately  30  city  departments  and  2')   agencies  in 
Suffolk.  County  encompassing  14, 431  .city  employees.-  About  50,000 
personnel  transactions  are  manually  processed  on  ^   annual 
basis  for  the  16,000  employees  utilizing  the  appropiate  city 
and  civil  forms.  Sixty-two  (62)  percent  or  10,000  employees 
are  subject  to  civil  service  laws. 

c,ome  examples  of  the  type  of  transactions  requiring 
separate  multiple  copy  forms  for  the  city  and  civil  services 
approval  are  appointments,  adjustment  in  compensation,  transfers 
terminations,  demotions,  leave  of  absences,  discharges,  etc. 
and  the  certification  of  eligibles  for  civil  service  lists. 

Those  transactions  are  filed  in  multiple  conies  ranging  from 
eight  to  fourteen  copies  for  the  same  employees  requiring 
the  original  signatures  of  the  appointing  authority,  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  and  the  Supervisor  of 
Personnel  before  the  personnel  action  can  be  implemented. 
Considering  the  magnotude  of  personnel  action  involved 
and  duplication  effort  involved  in  preparation  and  approval, 
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the  need  is  apparent  and  co-ordin  tou  with  out  proposed 
automated  data  based  and  do  1  .oga  t  i  .mi  planning  efforts  will 
standardize  and  streamline  form  processing  in  local  and 
state  agencies. 

A  Personal  history  card  is  maintained  for  each  transaction  i ; u  1 
separate  documentation  is  filed  chronologically  by  departments . 
The  terminology  and  information  contained  on  the  card  is  not 
compatable  with  data  necessary  to  assume  the  delegation  of  the 
record  keeping  function. 

Operating  department  personnel  units  prepare  appreciate  per- 
sonnel forms  .-and  maintain  similar  personnel  files,  time  ana 
sick  leave  data  correspondence,  record  of  disciplinary  action, 
employment  forms. 

The  city's  personnel  record  keeping  practices  are  incomprc- 
hensive  and  inccrnpat  ib  1  <  •  with  i  he  proposed  delegation  of  civil 
service  or  modern  personnel  management  techniques. 
Recent  rc-orgo.nir.  Ttionul  efforts  have  consolidated  the  city's 
personnel  resources  and  the  administration  intends  to  establish 
an  integrated  modern  personnel  system.   The  fundamental  tool  foi 
accomplishing  this  objective  would  be  an  automated  personnel 
info rn a t ion  s y s  t em . 

Since  the  City  of  boston  and  County  of  Suffolk's  personnel 
transactions  comprise  approximately  -ll'-i  of  the  workload  of  the 
Massachusetts  Civil  Services  or  Bureau  of  Personnel  Adminis- 
tration; and  the  city  intends  to  pursue  an  effective  plan  for 
the  implementation  of  the  delegation  process,  an  analysis  and 
evaluation  of  mutual  record  keeping  requirements  would  be 
invaluable  toward  assuming  of  the  initial  phase  (personnel 
record  keeping)  of  the  proposed  delegated  responsibility.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  new  city-owned 
lighting  units  that  have  been  installed  on  Blue  Hill 
Avenue  to  date. 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  (Dudley  Street  to  Seaver  Street) 

The  initial  city-owned  lighting  installation  on 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  from  Dudley  Street  to  Washing- 
ton Street  in  which  20,000-lumens,  high-intensity, 
mercury-vapor,  vehicular,  lighting  units  were  used 
was  on  July,  1970,  with  a  second  installation  of 
48,000-lumens,  high-intensity,  sodium-vapor 
vehicular  lighting  units  being  installed  from 
Stanwoud  Street  to  Seaver  Street  in  December, 
1976,  overlapping  the  initial  installation  from 
Stanwood  Street  to  Washington  Street. 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  (Intersection  of  Columbia  Road) 

Presently,  20,000-lumens,  high-intensity, 
mercury-vapor,  vehicular,  city-owned,  lighting 
uni'ts  are  being  installed  at  the  intersection  of  Blue 
Hill  Avenue  and  Columbia  Road  in  conjunction 
with  the  relighting  of  Columbia  Road.

High-intensity,  mercury-vapor,  vehicular, 
lighting  units,  20,000-lumens  were  installed  at  the 
intersection  of  Blue  Hill  Avenue  and  Talbot 
Avenue  in  February,  1973,  in  conjunction  with  the 
relighting  of  Talbot  Avenue. 
Blue  Hill  Ave.  (Walk  Hill  Street  to  Norfolk  Street) 

Currently,  Blue  Hill  Avenue  from  Walk  Hill 
Street  to  Norfolk  Street  is  being  relit  with 
city-owned,  high-intensity,  sodium-vapor, 
vehicular,  lighting  units,  48,000-lumens,  in  con- 
junction with  the  relighting  of  Norfolk  Street.  This 
installation  will  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  1977. 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  (Balsam  Street  to  Landor  Road) 

This  installation  of  high-intensity,  sodium-vapor, 
vehicular,  lighting  units,  48,000-lumens,  on  Blue 
Hill  Avenue  from  Balsam  Street  to  Landor  Road 
was  completed  in  two  phases.  The  first  phase,  the 
new  lighting  was  installed  from  Woodrow  Avenue 
to  Morton  Street  in  January,  1975,  with  the 
second  phase  lighting  the  area  from  Balsam  Street 
to  Woodrow  Avenue  and  Morton  Street  to  Landor 
Road  in  June,  1977.

To  have  and  to  hold  for  the  term  stated  in 
Schedule  B  hereto  annexed  unless  sooner 
terminated  in  accordance  with  the  charges, 
covenants,  conditions,  and  schedules  herein  set 
forth. 

Conditions:  (1)  This  license  is  upon  the  express 
condition  that  if  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  shall  notify  the  Licensee  in  writing  by 
registered  mail,  addressed  to  the  Licensee  at  the 
licensed  premises,  this  license  shall  terminate  on 
the  thirtieth  day  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice. 
Charges  will  be  apportioned  as  of  the  date  of  such 
termination.  Upon  the  termination  of  the  license  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  condition, 
the  Licensee  will  remove  from  the  premises  all 
goods  and  effects  not  the  property  of  the 
Authority  and  will  peaceably  yield  up  to  the 
Authority  the  premises  in  good  repair,  order,  and 
condition  in  all  respects. 

Yielding  and  paying  therefor,  at  the  office  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  ninety-five 
hundred  dollars  per  month,  payable  in  advance. 

The  Authority  covenants  with  the  Licensee  that 
the  Licensee  on  paying  the  charges  herein  reserved 
and  performing  and  observing  the  covenants  and 
conditions  herein  on  the  part  o(  (lie  1  icensee 
contained  shall  and   may   peaceabh   and  quietly 

have,   hold   and   enjoy    the    premises    tor  the   term 
aforesaid     WithoUl    an)     interruption    bj     the    Au- 
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thority  or  any  person  rightfully  claiming  under  the 
Authority. 

The  Licensee  covenants  with  the  Authority  that 
during  the  aforesaid  term  and  for  such  further  time 
as  the  Licensee  or  any  person  or  persons  claiming 
under  the  Licensee  shall  hold  the  premises  or  any 
part  thereof: 

1.  The  Licensee  will  pay  to  the  Authority  the 
said  charges  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner 
aforesaid. 

2.  The  Licensee  will  pay  all  charges  for  water, 
electricity  and  other  commodities,  if  any,  used  on 
the  premises,  and  keep  the  sidewalks  adjacent 
thereto  clear  of  snow  and  ice. 

3.  The  Licensee  will  neither  make  nor  suffer 
any  waste  of  the  premises,  but  will  keep  the  same 
in  good  repair,  order,  and  condition. 

4.  The  Licensee  will  neither  make  any  change 
in,  nor  erect  nor  place  any  building,  structure  or 
sign  (except  price  signs  and  no-trespassing  signs) 
upon  the  premises  unless  the  consent  of  the 
Authority  thereto  has  first  been  obtained  in 
writing. 

5.  The  Licensee  will  permit  the  Authority  or  its 
duly  authorized  agent  to  enter  upon  the  premises 
at  any  time,  either  to  view  and  inspect  the  same  or 
to  remove,  without  being  held  responsible  therefor, 
any  building  structure  or  sign  (except  a  price  or  a 
no- trespassing  sign)  not  expressly  consented  to. 

6.  The  Licensee  shall  permit  the  Authority,  or 
any  other  appropriate  agency  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  their  agents  to  enter  upon  the  premises 
at  any  time  to  view  the  same,  and/or  to  gather 
empirical  data  relative  to  the  usage  of  the  lot  as  it 
affects  the  neighboring  street  system  or  traffic 
conditions  or  the  effect  of  the  lot  in  the  overall 
supply  of  parking  in  the  City  of  Boston  or  the 
general  area.  The  Licensee  shall  not  hinder  the 
work  of  these  agents  in  any  way  so  long  as  said 
agents  do  not  impede  or  obstruct  the  efficient 
operation  and  proper  functioning  of  the  parking 
lot.  This  provision  in  no  way  authorizes  or  permits 
the  examining  of  any  of  the  Licensee's  books  or 
records  by  anyone. 

7.  The  Licensee  at  any  one  time  shall  not  park 
within  the  facility  more  than  the  number  of  cars 
stated  in  Schedule  C  hereto  annexed  and  must 
conform  with  all  other  provisions  listed  in 
Schedule  C  and  Schedule  D. 

8.  The  Licensee  will  maintain  in  company  or 
companies  authorized  to  do  business  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  keep  on  file 
with  the  Authority,  policies,  binders,  or  certificates 
evidencing  the  maintenance  of  insurance  (a) 
insuring  the  Licensee  against  property  damage  to 
the  extent  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  for 
each  accident;  and,  to  the  extent  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  for  any  one  person; 
and  to  the  extent  of  one  million  dollars 
($1,000,000)  for  any  one  accident,  against  legal 
liability  for  loss  or  damage  on  account  of  injury  or 
death  of  any  person  (other  than  a  servant  or  agent 
of  the  Licensee  while  covered  by  Workmen's 
Compensation  Insurance)  while  on  or  about  the 
premises  or  any  street,  way,  or  sidewalk  adjacent 
thereto;  (b)  insuring  the  payment  of  Workmen's 
Compensation   benefits   to  all  employees   of  the 


Licensee;  (c)  insuring  the  Licensee  to  the  extent  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  against 
legal  liability  for  loss  or  damage  originating  from 
fire,  explosion  (except  explosion  of  tires),  theft  of 
(if  the  entire  motor  vehicle  is  taken),  or  to,  motor 
vehicles  which  are  the  property  of  others  and  in 
the  custody  of  the  Licensee  on  the  premises,  and 
riot  and  civil  commotion  and  malicious  mischief 
and  vandalism,  with  a  maximum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  ($25.00)  deductible  on  riot  and  civil 
commotion  or  malicious  mischief. 

9.  The  Licensee  will  neither  cause  nor  suffer 
any  nuisance  on  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof. 

10.  The  Licensee  will  use  the  premises  for  the 
parking  of  motor  vehicles  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  hereinafter  set  forth  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

11.  The  Licensee  will  abide  by  the  following 
regulations  with  respect  to  the  use,  operation,  and 
occupancy  of  the  premises  (in  the  regulations 
called  "the  parking  facility"): 

Regulations 

I.  The  parking  area  shall  be  open  for  business 
between  7  a.m.  and  2  a.m.  of  the  following  day 
and  there  shall  be  at  least  one  attendant  on  the 
premises  at  all  times  while  the  lot  is  open  for 
business.  On  Sundays  and  holidays,  the  lot  may  be 
closed  only  with  prior  approval  of  the  Authority. 

II.  Use  of  the  parking  area  shall  be  restricted  to 
automobiles,  beach  wagons,  and  motorcycles. 
Parking  of  buses,  trucks,  and  other  commercial 
vehicles  shall  not  be  allowed  on  the  parking 
facility. 

III.  Subject  to  the  limitations  imposed  by 
Regulation  II  and  to  the  rights  of  the  Licensee  to 
charge  for  use,  space  for  parking  any  motor 
vehicle,  shall,  upon  reasonable  request  therefor,  be 
furnished  to  any  person  without  discrimination. 

IV.  The  Licensee  shall  not  by  rule,  regulation, 
sign,  or  otherwise  require  any  person  whom  it 
suffers  to  enter,  be  upon,  or  leave  the  parking 
facility,  or  to  park  a  motor  vehicle  thereon,  to  do 
so  at  his  own  risk. 

V.  Motor  vehicles  shall  be  permitted  to  enter 
and  leave  the  parking  facility  only  at  places  where, 
at  the  time,  the  curbs  are  cut. 

VI.  The  Licensee  shall  at  all  times  maintain  in  a 
conspicuous  place  on  the  parking  facility  a  price 
sign,  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the  Authority, 
bearing  the  words  "public  parking  facility"  and 
stating  the  name  of  the  Authority,  the  name  and 
business  address  of  the  Licensee,  the  hours  during 
which  the  parking  facility  is  open  for  business,  and 
the  Licensee's  rates  or  charges  for  use  of  the 
parking  facility.  The  sign  must  conform  in  all 
respects  with  the  requirements  set  forth  in  Rule 
No.  6  of  the  City  of  Boston  Traffic  and  Parkine 
Department  Rules  regulating  open  air  parking  lots. 

VII.  The  Licensee  shall  indemnify  and  hold 
harmless  the  Authority  from  any  and  all  claims  for 
injury,  loss  or  damage  suffered  by  any  person  or 
property  on  or  about  the  premises. 

VIII.  The  Licensee  shall  not  conduct,  nor 
permit  any  person  to  conduct,  any  business  on  the 
premises  incidental  to  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles  or  affecting  parked  motor  vehicles. 
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The  Licensee  further  covenants  with  the 
Authority: 

A.  That  the  Licensee  will  not  assign,  sell,  or 
mortgage  this  license  nor  sublet  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  premises  without  first  obtaining  on 
each  occasion  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
Authority. 

B.  That  at  the  expiration  of  this  license  or  the 
termination  thereof  otherwise  than  by  an  eminent- 
domain  taking,  the  Licensee  will  remove  from  the 
premises  all  goods  and  effects  not  the  property  of 
the  Authority  and  will  peaceably  yield  up  to  the 
Authority  the  premises  in  good  repair,  order,  and 
condition  in  all  respects. 

C.  That,  if  the  Licensee  fails  to  maintain,  or  to 
keep  on  file  with  the  Authority  policies,  binders, 
or  certificates  evidencing  the  maintenance  of 
insurance  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  if  the 
Licensee  suffers  any  snow  or  ice  to  remain  upon 
the  sidewalks  adjacent  to  the  licensed  premises  for 
more  than  two  (2)  hours  between  sunrise  and 
sunset,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Authority  to 
maintain  such  insurance  or  to  clear  such  snow  or 
ice;  and  the  Licensee  shall  reimburse  the  Authority 
for  the  amount  which  the  Authority  shall  from 
time  to  time  expend  in  so  doing. 

D.  Thet  the  Licensee,  notwithstanding  any 
other  provisions  contained  in  this  license,  will  at  all 
times  maintain  and  operate  the  parking  facility  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Department 
and  the  City  of  Boston  Air  Pollution  Control 
Commission  and  in  a  manner  fully  satisfactory  to 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and 
promptly  and  completely  comply  with  whatever 
rules  and  directions  the  Authority,  in  the  exercise 
of  its  discretion,  shall  issue. 

E.  That  the  Licensee  will  pay  all  reasonable 
costs,  attorneys'  fees,  and  expenses  that  shall  be 
made  or  incurred  by  the  Authority  in  enforcing  the 
covenants,  agreements  and  conditions  of  this 
license. 

Provided  always,  that  in  case  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  premises  shall  be  taken  by  eminent 
domain  or  by  military  or  other  public  authority, 
and  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  are  as  a  result 
of  such  taking  rendered  unfit  for  use  for  the 
purpose  hereinbefore  specified,  this  license  shall 
immediately  terminate.  If  this  license  is  thus 
terminated  during  any  month  for  which  the 
Licensee  has  paid  charges,  the  Authority  shall 
refund  to  the  Licensee  such  part  of  said  monthly 
charges  as  is  proportionate  to  the  unexpired  part  of 
said  month.  The  Authority  hereby  expressly 
reserves  and  excepts  all  rights  to  all  direct 
consequential  damages  to  the  premises  and  the 
estate  hereby  created  which  may  accrue  by  reason 
of  any  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  or 
by  reason  of  anything  lawfully  done  in  pursuance 
of  any  public  or  other  authority;  and  the  Licensee 
hereby  covenants  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Authority  such  instruments  of  assignment  of  such 
rights  as  the  Authority  may  from  time  to  time 
request. 

Provided  also,  and  this  license  is  upon  this 
condition,  that  if  the  Licensee  shall  neglect  or  fail 
to  perform   or  observe  any  of  the  covenants  and 


agreements  herein  contained  and  on  the  part  of  the 
Licensee  to  be  performed  or  observed,  or  if  the 
estate  hereby  created  shall  be  taken  on  execution 
or  by  other  process  of  law,  or  if  any  assignment 
shall  be  made  of  the  Licensee's  property  for  the 
benefit  of  creditors,  or  if  a  receiver,  guardian, 
conservator,  or  other  similar  officer  shall  be 
appointed  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to 
take  charge  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  Licensee's 
property,  or  if  the  Licensee  commits  any  act  of 
bankruptcy,  or  if  a  petition  is  filed  by  or  against 
the  Licensee  under  any  bankruptcy  law,  then,  and 
in  any  of  said  cases  (notwithstanding  any  licenses 
or  any  former  breach  of  covenant  or  waiver  of  the 
benefit  hereof  or  consent  in  a  former  instance),  the 
Authority  lawfully  may,  immediately  or  at  any 
time  thereafter,  and  without  demand  or  notice, 
enter  upon  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  the 
name  of  the  whole,  and  repossess  the  same  as  of 
the  Authority's  former  estate  and  expel  the 
Licensee  and  those  claiming  through  or  under  the 
Licensee  and  remove  their  effects  (forcibly  if 
necessary)  without  being  deemed  guilty  of  any 
manner  of  trespass,  and  without  prejudice  to  any 
remedies  which  might  otherwise  be  used  for  arrears 
of  charges  or  preceding  breach  of  covenant,  and 
upon  entry  as  aforesaid  this  license  shall  terminate; 
and  the  Licensee  covenants  that  in  case  of 
termination  under  the  provisions  of  statute  because 
of  default  of  the  Licensee,  the  Licensee  will 
indemnify  the  Authority  against  all  loss  and 
damage  which  the  Authority  may  suffer  or  incur 
by  reason  of  such  termination,  whether  through 
decreased  charges  during  the  residue  of  the 
aforesaid  term  or  otherwise. 

Any  notice  for  the  Authority  to  the  Licensee 
shall  be  deemed  duly  served  if  sent  by  registered 
mail  addressed  to  the  Licensee  at  the  premises  and 
any  notice  from  the  Licensee  to  the  Authority 
shall  be  deemed  duly  served  if  sent  by  registered 
mail  addressed  to  the  Executive  Director,  Boston 
Redevlopment  Authority,  Room  910,  New  City 
Hall,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  the  customary  registered 
mail  receipt  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  such 
service. 

The  Licensee's  covenants  are  joint  and  several  if 
the  Licensee  is  several  persons,  and  are  obligations 
of  the  partnership  and  of  each  partner  if  the 
Licensee  is  a  partnership.

Whereas,  The  supply  of  substandard  housing  has 
accelerated  at  a  greater  pace  than  the  increase  of 
new  and  good  rehabilitated  housing;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  much  confusion  resulting  from 
the  Olins  Report  and  the  Administration's 
announcement  of  their  abandonment  of  said 
Report;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  does  not  have  any

death  of  Arnold  W.  James  leaving  Catherine  F. 
James,  his  wife,  surviving  him,  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  pay  to  her  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried 
an  annuity  in  the  amount  of  three-quarters  of  the 
amount  of  the  pension  payable  to  said  Arnold  W. 
James  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  Arnold 
W.  James  under  the  provisions  of  section  1,  the 
retirement  board  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
forthwith  pay  to  said  Arnold  W.  James  all  amounts 
standing  to  his  credit,  in  the  annuity  savings  fund 
of  the  retirement  system  of  said  city.

Whereas,  Section  354  of  chapter  14  replaced 
section  97  of  chapter  29  in  the  Boston  City  Code 
with  a  very  general  nuisance  clause  to  cover  any 
other  noise  source  that  the  APCC  did  not  have  a 
specific  regulation  for;  and 

Whereas,  As  the  Boston  City  Code  and  the 
regulations  set  down  by  the  APCC  presently  stand, 
construction,  demolition,  repair,  and  excavation 
projects  may  conduct  their  activities  without 
regard  to  hours;  and 

Whereas,  While  the  APCC  is  good  at  dealing  with 
long-term,  noise-making  sources,  it  cannot  ef- 
fectively handle  immediate,  offensive,  noise 
violations  such  as  all-night  parties  that  would  deny 
neighborhood  residents  the  right  to  sleep; and 

Whereas,  As  the  APCC  lost  more  and  more  of  its 
federal  monetary  support,  it  was  forced  to 
drastically  cut  down  its  staff;  and 

Whereas,  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission 
now  has  more  power  than  it  can  effectively  handle; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  under  section  17F  of  the  City 
Charter,  calls  upon  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  either 
personally  or  through  his  appointees,  to  answer  the 
following  questions  within  two  weeks  of  the 
passage  of  this  order. 

1.  What  legislative  act  is  necessary  to 
regulate  the  hours  that  construction,  de- 
molition, repair,  and  excavation  projects  may 
conduct  their  activities? 

2.  What  legislative  act  is  necessary  to  give 
some  of  the  noise  enforcement  authority  that 
the  APCC  presently  has  to  the  Boston  Police 
Department? 

3.  What  legislative  act  is  necessary  to  give  a 
portion  of  the  noise  regulatory  authority  to  the 
Building  Department  whereby  the  hours  that 
noise-making  work  may  be  conducted  and 
tolerable  noise  levels  may  be  spelled  out  with 
the  issuance  of  Building  Department  permits?

As  a  result  of  City  Council  ordej  dated  October 
5,  1977.  concerning  traffic  conditions  on  Blue  Hill 
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Avenue,  the  department  made  a  speed  zone  study. 
Attached  is  a  copy  of  the  results  and  also  a  copy  of 
a  study  conducted  in  1959.  A  comparison  of  the 
two  studies  shows  that  there  has  been  a  general 
increase  of  approximately  2  to  4  miles  per  hour  in 
the  speed  of  traffic  since  the  original  study.  The 
increase  in  speed  is  more  pronounced  between 
Stratton  Street  and  Babson  Street  The  study  also 
shows  there  is  a  high  percentage  of  motorists 
violating  the  existing  posted  speeds. 

A  detailed  survey  of  all  traffic  signals  was 
conducted  along  Blue  Hill  Avenue.  All  the  signals 
were  found  to  be  in  perfect  operating  condition. 
However,  at  several  locations  there  were  defective 
pedestrian  push  buttons  which  have  been  replaced. 

This  department,  in  cooperation  with  a  con- 
sultant, has  completed  a  detailed  construction 
contract  for  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  from  Grove  Hall  to 
Morton  Street,  and  these  plans  were  submitted 
September  30,  1977.  to  Emily  Lloyd,  Mayor's 
Transportation  Advisor,  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
funding  and  implementation  as  an  "Urban 
Systems"  project.  Attached  is  a  copy  of  the 
preliminary  engineering  report  associated  with  the 
contract. 

As  a  result  of  input  from  the  community,  we 
are  in  the  process  of  changing  the  existing  flashing 
pedestrian  signals  at  the  intersection  of  Wellington 
Hill  Street  and  Fessenden  Street  to  stop-and-go 
operation,  which  should  be  a  partial  speed 
deterent.  We  have  also  submitted  a  design  for 
reconstruction  of  the  intersection  to  the  Public 
Works  Department. 

A  redesign  of  the  intersection  of  Blue  Hill 
Avenue,  Culbert  Street,  and  Woodhaven  Street  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Planning  and 
Development  for  funding.  This  design  would 
include  new  signals  and  a  restriction  of  the  existing 
pavement  area. 

As  a  result  of  community  input,  we  have  added 
the  design  of  a  signal  installation  at  Blue  Hill 
Avenue  and  Hansborough  Street  to  the  consult- 
ant's report.

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  any  person  who 
has  completed  not  less  than  two  years  of  service  as 
a  police  cadet  in  the  police  department  of  the  city 
of  Boston  under  the  provisions  of  section  21A  of 
chapter  147  of  the  General  Laws  may,  subject  to  a 
program  established  by  the  police  commissioner  of 
said  city  and  approved  by  the  personnel  adminis- 
trator of  the  state  division  of  personnel  administra- 
tion and  the  Massachusetts  criminal  justice  training 
council,  be  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  a  position 
in  the  lowest  grade  in  the  police  force  of  said  city 
without  certification  from  an  eligible  list  prepared 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws,  provided,  however,  that  such  person  either  is 
on  a  police  entrance  eligible  list  prepared  under 
said  chapter  or  passes  a  qualifying  examination  to 
be  given  by  said  personnel  administrator.  Such 
program  shall  include  provisions  for  recruitment  of 
applicants  for  appointment  as  police  cadets  in  said 
city  and  for  appointment  from  an  eligible  list 
prepared  after  a  competitive  examination  adminis- 
tered under  the  supervision  of  the  police 
commissioner  of  said  city.  Appointments  from 
such  list  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  police 
commissioner,  be  made  on  a  selective  basis  for  the 
purposes  of  affirmative  action  in  the  employment 
of  qualified  veterans,  females,  and  other  minorities 
as  police  cadets. 

Section  2.  If  any  federal  or  state,  administrative 
or  court  order,  requires  the  listing  of  candidates  in 
separate  groups,  each  group  to  be  listed  according 
to  the  law  of  the  commonwealth,  then  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  such  listing. 

Section    3.   Not    more    than    five    or    33    1/3 
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percent,  whichever  is  greater,  of  the  total  number 
of  appointments  to  the  regular  police  force  of  the 
city  of  Boston  in  any  calendar  year,  shall  be  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  police 
commissioner  shall  report  in  writing  forthwith  to 
the  personnel  administrator  in  said  division  of 
personnel  administration  of  any  appointment  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  section  20D  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to 
appointments  made  under  this  act.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CERTAIN 
RESIDENTIAL  RENTS 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-seven. 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain 

Residential  Rents 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  elderly  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and  unless  certain 
residential  rents  are  regulated  so  that  rents  will  not 
be  increased  unreasonably  and  landlords  will 
receive  a  fair  return  for  their  efforts  and 
investment,  such  emergency  and  the  inflationary 
pressures  resulting  therefrom  will  produce  a  serious 
threat  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation.  Article 
2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47,  of  the  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  ol 
1969,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  ol  i In- 
City  of  Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  units  exists  because  ol  <  I  )  the 
deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing  housing; 
(2)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  housing;  .ind  (3) 
inadequate  municipal  tools  presently  available  to 
regulate  residential  rents;  and 

Also  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by 
law,  including,  without  limitation,    Vrticle  2,  .is 


amended,  and  Article  47,  of  the  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(a)  Voluntary  Rent  Grievance  Board  or  the 
Board:  The  voluntary  rent  grievance  board  within 
the  Housing  Inspection  Department  established  by 
section  2. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  Any  rehabilitation, 
addition,  or  improvement  in  excess  of  $5,000  for 
any  one  unit  including  the  proportionate  share  of 
improvements  to  common  areas,  which  appreciably 
adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or  prolongs  its 
life,  or  both,  but  not  including  ordinary  repairs  and 
maintenance. 

(c)  Housing  accommodation:  Any  building  or 
structure,  permanent  or  temporary,  located  within 
the  city,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  occupied 
or  intended  for  occupancy  by  one  or  more 
individuals  as  a  residence,  but  not  including  the 
following: 

(i)  housing  accommodations  which  are 
owned  or  operated  or  insured  or  subsidized  or 
the  rents  of  which  are  fixed,  regulated,  or  paid 
by  the  United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under 
the  laws  thereof; 

(ii)  housing  accommodations  which  have 
been  vacated  at  any  time  since  January  1,  1976; 

(iii)  housing  accommodations  created  by 
new  construction  or  by  conversion  from  a 
nonhousing  use  completed  after  December  1, 
1968. 

(iv)  housing  accommodations  for  which  the 
monthly  rent  in  effect  on  December  1,  1977, 
was  at  least:  two  hundred  dollars  in  the  case  of 
an  apartment  with  no  separate  bedroom;  two 
hundred  dollars  in  the  case  if  an  of  an 
apartment  with  one  bedroom;  three  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  in  the  case  of  an  apartment  with 
two  or  more  bedrooms; 

(v)  housing  accommodations  in  con- 
dominiums or  cooperatives; 

(vi)  housing  accommodations  in  any  motel, 
hotel,  inn,  rooming  house,  hospital,  extended 
medical  care  facility,  convent,  monastery,  or 
nonprofit  home  for  aged; 

(vii)  housing  accommodations  to  which 
capital  improvements  as  defined  in  section  1(c) 
hereof  have  been  made. 

(d)  Landlord  An  owner,  lessor,  sublessor,  or 
other  person  entitled  to  receive  renl  tor  the  use 
and  occup.nK>  ol  an)  housing  accommodation,  oi 

.in  .ii'ciil  ol  ,m>  of  the  foregoing. 

ic»  Tenant  \  tenanl  >>r  lessee,  entitled  under  the 
terms  oi  .i  cental  holism.'  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancj  ol  an)  housing  accommodation. 

in  Rent  [he  consideration  paid  oi  payable, 
according  to  the  terms  >>t  .>  rental  housing 
agreement,  foi  the  use  and  occupancj  of  a  housing 
accommodation. 

(g)  Rental  housing  agreement     \n  agreement, 
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verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  and  for  housing  services; 

(h)  Eligible  elderly  tenant:  A  tenant  over 
sixty-two  years  of  age  on  a  fixed  income,  living 
alone  or  with  no  more  than  one  other  eligible 
elderly  tenant  who  is  certified  by  the  City  of 
Boston  Elderly  Commission  as  to  age  and  having 
annual  income  of  not  more  than  $7,200  for  one 
person  and  $8,750  for  two  people. 

Section  2.  Voluntary  Rent  Grievance  Board. 

(a)  Composition:  There  shall  be  in  the  city 
within  the  Housing  nspection  Department  aboard, 
known  as  the  Voluntary  Rent  Grievance  Board, 
consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city  appointed  by 
the  mayor,  including  one  tenant  who  owns  no 
housing  accommodations,  one  landlord  who  owns 
or  manages  at  least  twelve  rental  units  in  the  city, 
and  three  members  representing  the  public  interest, 
who  may  own  or  manage  no  more  than  five  rental 
units  in  the  city,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chairman. 
Members  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a 
term  expiring  December  31,  each  year. 

(b)  Compensation.  The  board  members  shall 
serve  without  compensation. 

(c)  Powers  and  duties.  The  board  shall  observe, 
study,  and  investigate  the  housing  accommodations 
of  the  city  during  its  term  and  shall  report  its 
findings  to  the  mayor  and  the  city  council 
annually.  The  board  shall  periodically,  but  not  less 
frequently  than  quarterly,  establish  a  rate  of  rent 
increase  which  gives  consideration  to  increases  in 
the  cost  of  living  index,  real  estate  taxes,  insurance, 
fuel,  and  other  building  operating  expenses  which 
rate  shall  be  made  public  on  February  15,  May  15, 
August  15,  and  November  15.  In  no  event  shall  a 
quarterly  rate  be  established  at  less  than  the 
Boston  MSMA  cost-of-living  index  for  the  period  as 
reported  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 
The  board  may  receive  and  consider  complaints  of 
rent  increases  brought  by  tenants  in  housing 
accommodations  not  excluded  in  section  1(c) 
hereof,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  board  receive  or 
consider  a  complaint  from  a  tenant,  except  eligible 
elderly  tenants  as  defined  in  section  l(i),  where  the 
rate  of  increase  of  rent  complained  of  does  not 
exceed  the  cumulative  rate  of  increases  allowed  by 
the  board  since  the  previous  rent  increase. 
Whenever  the  rent  increase  exceeds  the  recom- 
mended rate,  the  board  shall  seek  to  resolve  any 
such  rent  increase  dispute  by  voluntary  written 
agreement  of  the  parties.  In  the  event  that  a 
voluntary  agreement  is  not  reached  within  thirty 
days  from  the  filing  of  the  complaint,  or  in  the 
event  that  the  board  determines  that  no  good-faith 
negotiations  are  taking  place,  the  board  shall  send 
its  recommendation  to  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  action 
thereon,  which  action  shall  be  taken  in  not  more 
than  thirty  days  from  such  transfer. 

Section  3.  Adjustment  of  Rents.  The  Housing 
Inspection  Department  shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
any  case  referred  to  it  by  the  Voluntary  Rent 
Grievance  Board  of  rent  increase  effective  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance.  In  any  such  case, 
the  Housing  Inspection  Department  shall  have 
power    to    set    the    rent    increase    at    a    level   in 


conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(a)  Increased  Expense.  For  purposes  of  this 
subsection  a  cost  increase  shall  be  considered 
justifiable  to  the  extent,  and  only  to  the  extent, 
that  it  is  attributable  to: 

(i)  increases  in  operating  expenses  such  as, 
but  not  limited  to,  insurance,  fuel,  water, 
sewer,  taxes,  gas,  electricity,  repairs  and 
maintenance,  labor,  extermination. 

(ii)  completion  of  work  commenced  after 
January  1,  1977,  on  a  capital  improvement  of 
less  than  $5,000  per  unit  over  and  above  any 
such  improvement  required  to  be  ma'de  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  or  by  law; 
provided,  however,  that  the  rent  shall  not  be 
adjusted  upward  for  this  purpose  by  an  amount 
exceeding  the  cost  of  the  capital  improvement 
amortized  by  the  straight-line  or  level-payments 
method  over  its  projected  lifetime,  plus  an 
allowance  for  interest  on  any  indebtedness 
incurred  in  connection  therewith  computed  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  the  prevailing  market 
interest  rate  for  such  indebtedness  (the 
landlord's  treatment  of  amortization  of  the 
capital  improvement  on  his  federal  income  tax 
return  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  its 
proper  treatment  for  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance); 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  administered, 
implemented,  and  enforced  by  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
utilizing  Housing  Inspection  Department  personnel 
including  inspectors,  hearing  officers,  deputy 
commissioners,  and  commissioner  to  perform  the 
following  functions: 

(a)  investigate,  at  the  request  of  the  board,  any 
rental  complaint  brought  by  a  tenant  for  any  rent 
which  is  excessive  with  reference  to  the  standards 
set  forth  in  section  three  of  this  ordinance; 

(b)  refer  any  complaint  or  portion  of  any 
complaint  to  the  Assessing,  Building,  Fire  or 
Housing  Inspection  Departments  where  ap- 
propriate; 

(c)  seek  to  resolve  any  rental  dispute  by 
voluntary  written  agreement  of  the  parties; 

(d)  bring  appropriate  proceedings  in  a  court  of 
law  to  enforce  any  order; 

(e)  reduce  any  increase  to  an  eligible  elderly 
tenant  by  an  amount  not  more  than  50  percent  of 
the  allowable  increase; 

(f)  shall  represent  eligible  elderly  tenant  in  court 
proceedings  commenced  by  a  landlord  for  eviction. 

Section  5.  Proceedings  before  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department. 

(a)  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  from  the  board, 
a  docket  number  shall  be  assigned  to  the  case  and  a 
permanent  file  shall  be  established. 

(b)  Notice  shall  be  mailed  by  registered  or 
certified  mail  to  each  party  to  the  controversy 
giving  the  parties  adequate  identification  of  the 
premises  and  of  the  facts  in  question,  setting  a  date 
for  a  hearing  which  shall  be  within  fifteen  days  of 
date  of  transfer  of  complaint  from  the  board. 

(c)  Hearings.  A  hearing  officer  shall  preside  at 
any  hearing  wherein  each  party  shall  have  an 
opportunity  to  examine  evidence  and  witnesses 
and    may    be    represented    by   an   attorney.   Pro- 
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ceedings  shall  be  informal  and  should  not  require 
that  an  attorney  be  present  in  order  for  either 
party  to  understand  the  purpose  and  process. 

(d)  Orders.  After  conducting  any  hearing 
required  by  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  after 
considering  all  relevant  evidence  and  testimony, 
the  Housing  Inspection  Department  shall  issue  an 
order  within  ten  days  of  the  hearing,  and  such 
order  shall  be  effective  for  a  period  to  be 
determined  by  the  Housing  Inspection  Depart- 
ment, but  not  less  than  one  year  nor  longer  than 
three  years. 

(e)  Judicial  review.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  an 
order  of  the  Housing  Inspection  Department  shall 
be  entitled  to  judicial  review  thereof  in  the  district 
court  within  the  jurisdiction  wherein  the  housing 
accommodation  is  situated  or  in  the  Housing  Court 
of  the  City  of  Boston  within  twenty-one  days  of 
the  order. 

Section  6.  Prohibitions  and  Penalties.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  request  or  receive  from 
a  tenant,  in  consideration  for  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation  or  for 
the  transfer  of  a  lease  to  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion, any  money,  goods,  services,  or  other  thing  of 
value  in  excess  of  a  rent  established  by  order  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  or,  by  harassment, 
eviction  proceedings,  or  exclusion  of  a  tenant,  to 
attempt  to  circumvent  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  Each  such  request  or  receipt  and  each 
additional  day  of  harassment,  eviction  proceedings, 
or  exclusion,  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 
Whoever  violates  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  violation. 

Section  7.  Exemption  of  Disputes  Subject  to 
Binding  Arbitration.  The  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  dispute  or 
controversy  between  a  tenant  and  a  landlord  which 
is  subject  to  binding  arbitration  according  to  the 
terms  of  a  written  agreement  between  said  tenant 
and  said  landlord  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
board  or  Housing  Inspection  Department. 

Section  8.  Provision  of  Information.  Upon 
referral  of  a  complaint  by  the  board  to  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  due  to  a  rent  increase,  the 
landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  within  fourteen  days  of  notice  all  the 
information  pertaining  to  the  housing  unit  involved 
in  the  complaint. 

Whoever  wilfully  withholds  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  or  whoevei 
gives  false  statements  in  connection  therewith  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  day 
for  each  refusal  or  false  Statement. 

Disclosure  by  any  employee  of  the  board  or 
Housing  Inspection  Department  of  any  informa- 
tion  tiled   under   tins  section,  except   tO  the  board 

or  Housing  Inspection  Department,  shall  be 
punishable  bj  a  Bne  ol  up  to  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  9.  Duration,  [his  ordinance  shall  remain 
in  effeel  until  December  31,  1980,  <u  until  .1  prioi 
determination  by  the  mayoi  and  citj  council  that 
the  present  rental  housing  emergencj  no  longei 
exists,  termination  oi  tins  ordinance  shall  ""'  be 
effective  to  terminate  anj  outstanding  ordi  i  ol  the 
board. 

Section    10.    Termination  of  Prior  Ordinance, 


Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975  is  hereby 
terminated  and  be  it  hereby  declared  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  the  emergency 
declared  therein  no  longer  exists.

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Housing  made  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  conditions  at  the  Warren 
Towers  Housing  Development  concerning  the  lack 
of  maintenance  and  improper  management.  The 
Committee  on  Housing  made  several  on-site 
inspections  at  the  Warren  Towers  at  280  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.  Boulevard,  Roxbury,  and  found 
that  some  of  the  allegations  about  improper 
maintenance  were  correct. 

The  heating  system  was  faulty  and  the 
consistent  maintenance  in  the  building  was  less 
than  desirable.  There  was  evidence  that  the 
building  was  not  properly  heated  and  that  the 
fumigation  was  not  being  properly  adhered  to. 
People  were  complaining  of  mice  and  cockroaches. 
In  one  apartment  the  tenant  was  there  eight  years 
since  the  building  opened  and  had  to  pay  $200  to 
have  the  apartment  painted  by  an  outside 
contractor.  The  local  maintenance  man  was  very 
frequently  unavailable.  He  would  leave  the  building 
for  long  periods  of  time.  The  security  there  was 
not  as  it  should  be.  The  back  door  was  left  open 
and  unauthorized  people  were  allowed  into  the 
building  during  the  evening. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  this  building  has  only  been 
recently  constructed,  about  eight  years  ago,  it  is 
quite  apparent  that  the  maintenance  is  not  as  great 
as  other  comparable  buildings. 

Over  fifty  of  the  approximately  100  tenants 
there  signed  a  petition  calling  for  the  removal  of 
the  local  maintenance  man  and  complaining  about 
the  failure  of  the  manager  to  ever  be  at  the 
development.  About  a  dozen  witnesses  all  sub- 
stantiated the  fact  that  the  local  resident 
maintenance  man  is  not  doing  the  full  potential 
that  the  job  calls  for  but  this  is  not  within  the 
province  of  the  City  Council  but  within  the 
province  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  is  going  to 
recommend  that  we  review  the  policy  established 
by  the  Housing  Authority  whereby  the  local 
maintenance  man  lives  right  in  the  development 
and  is  paid  a  substantial  salary  and  that  some  of 
the  time  attributed  to  the  job  includes  the  time  for 
sleeping  and  evening  hours  and  that  they  are  not 
actually  performing  maintenance. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  is  going  to  re- 
commend that  the  Housing  Authority  look  into 
this  particular  situation  in  the  Warren  Towers 
Development  to  answer  the  complaints  of  the 
tenants  about  the  conduct  of  the  local  resident 
maintenance  man  and  his  harassment  of  anybody 
that  makes  a  complaint  and  the  fact  he  has  ignored 
many  complaints  and  further  allegations  thai  in 
order  to  get  things  done,  according  to  the 
testimony  of  several  witnesses,  they  musl  give  him 
a  gift  in  one  form  or  another,  I  lus  is  entirelj 
improper.  These  allegations  should  be  looked  into 
and  be  investigated  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  recommends  thai  the 
maintenance  practice  of  the  people  being 
compelled  to  call  an  outside  numbej  when  thej 


have  a  complaint  and  the  failure  to  respond  over  a 
long  period  of  time  about  these  complaints  causes 
the  residents  a  great  deal  of  harm,  particularly 
when  it  involves  the  comfort  of  heat,  should  be 
changed  so  that  the  local  maintenance  man  or 
manager  be  responsible  for  forwarding  these 
complaints  for  compliance.  Secondly,  that  the 
local  resident  manager  be  required  to  account  more 
readily  to  the  administration  for  the  time  actually 
devoted  to  maintenance  of  their  projects  and, 
further,  that  the  Committee  on  Housing  recom- 
mends to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  that  a 
hearing  be  held  on  the  complaints  and  petitions  of 
the  tenants  on  the  conditions  at  the  local  Warren 
Towers. 

In  addition  to  our  inspection  and  investigation 
of  the  Warren  Towers,  your  Committee  on  Housing 
also  inspected  the  Old  Colony  Housing  Project  in 
South  Boston  relative  to  the  reopening  of  the 
Washington  Village  Library  which  was  located 
there  for  many  years.  The  library  was  forced  to 
close  because  of  sewerage  problems,  backups,  and 
draining  in  the  area  of  the  project  where  the  library 
was  located. 

The  Council  held  two  pufelic  hearings  in  South 
Boston  and  also  made  on-site  inspections  with  the 
Housing  Authority  officials  there.  The  Library 
Department  was  also  involved  in  the  discussions 
and  meetings.  The  Committee  found  that  they  do 
have  a  sewerage  problem  which  has  existed  for 
many  years  and  that  the  solution  is  going  to 
require  a  great  amount  of  money  which  Authority 
to  date  has  not  made  any  definite  steps  to  obtain 
specifically  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  the 
serious  problem  there.  In  our  conversations  with 
the  Library  and  the  Public  Facilities  Department, 
we  have  learned  that  the  Library  Trustees  have 
already  proposed  a  temporary  site  immediately 
opposite  thfe  closed  Washington  Village  location. 
They  are  now  in  the  process  of  making 
arrangements  of  having  Public  Facilities  to  rent  a 
temporary  site  for  the  use  of  the  neighborhood  to 
have  a  library  while  the  sewerage  problem  is  still 
under  consideration. 

In  addition,  the  director  of  the  Library  informed 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  that  a  bus  mobile 
has  been  assigned  regularly  to  the  Old  Colony 
Project  and  the  area.  The  Committee  will  continue 
to  explore  the  solution  of  this  problem  until  its 
Finality.  In  the  meantime,  we  arc  in  frequent 
contact  with  all  officials  with  regard  to  a 
temporary  site  for  the  Washington  Village  Library. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  make  requisition  for 
enough  funds  to  rectify  the  sewerage  problems  at 
the  Old  Colony  Project  SO  thai  there  can  be  a 
permanenl  solution  ol  this  matter,  the  Committee 
recommends  also  that  the  City  of  Boston  mike  a 
survey  bj  the  Water  and  Sewer  Divisions  ol  the 
conditions  on  the  public  ways  adjacenl  to  the  Old 
Colony  Proje<  i.

On  December  16,  1977,  the  City  Council 
requested  that  you  obtain  and  deliver  the  following 
information  pursuant  to  section  17F  of  the  City 
Charter.

Gentlemen: 

We  are  aware  that,  since  the  March,  1974, 
decision  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Community  Affairs  (the  "Department")  approving 
the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Plan  (the  "Plan"), 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (the  "- 
Authority")  has  undertaken  a  building  mass,  use, 
and  location  study  and  a  related  environmental 
impact  report  with  respect  to  Stage  I  (as  described 
in  the  Plan)  of  the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal 
Project  (the  "Project").  We  are  also  aware  that  the 
Commonwealth  has  expressed  its  intention  to 
acquire  and  develop  a  site  within  this  portion  of 
the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area  (the 
"Project  Area")  for  a  Department  of  Transporta- 
tion Building  in  which  various  public  agencies  and 
authorities  will  be  located. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  you  have  informed 
Boston  Urban  Associates  ("Urban")  that  the 
Authority  wishes  to  carry  out  the  Plan  for  the 
Project  but  with  certain  changes  in  the  previously 
proposed  development  contemplated  under  the 
Plan.  In  particular,  the  Authority  has  expressed  its 
preference  that  the  total  development  be  reduced 
in  overall  density  and  height,  that  the  development 
by  Urban  be  lessened  in  size  and  within  a  smaller 
area,  and  that  the  new  Department  of  Transporta- 
tion Building  be  included  in  the  Project.  The 
Authority's  propsed  reductions  in  the  overall 
density,  height,  and  area  of  the  private  develop- 
ment will  significantly  decrease  the  role  and 
participation  of  Urban  as  the  redeveloper.  The 
Authority  has,  therefore,  proposed  various  modi- 
fications of  the  agreements  between  the  Authority 
and    Urban    to    recognize    and    effectuate    these 


Urban  has  to  the-  date  hereof  incurred 
substantial  costs  in  connection  with  the  Project 
and  has  furnished  to  the  Authority  a  certified 
statement  of  such  costs  totaling  in  excess  of 
$1,600,000,  which  costs  may  be  subject  to 
independent  audit.  Urban  is  willing,  however,  to 
proceed  on  the  terms  herein  set  forth  with  the 
development  with  certain  changes  and  limitations 
as  proposed  by  the  Authority. 

Accordingly,  this  letter,  setting  forth  our 
agreement  with  respect  to  the  Project,  combines 
and  restates  Urban's  previously  restated  and 
supplemented  letter  of  intent  with  such  modifica- 
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tions  as  are  now  appropriate  in  view  of  the  changes 
required  by  the  Authority  in  the  previously 
proposed  development.  When  this  letter  shall  have 
been  duly  executed  by  both  parties  and  shall  have 
been  approved  by  all  requisite  public  agencies,  and 
when  the  building  study  hereinafter  described  shall 
have  been  approved,  as  hereinafter  defined,  this 
letter  shall  be  deemed  to  set  forth  the  entire 
agreement  between  the  Authority  and  Urban  in 
place  of  any  and  all  prior  agreements  which  shall 
have  no  further  effect  and  under  which  neither 
party  shall  make  any  claim. 

This  letter  covers,  and  Urban's  obligations  shall 
be  limited  to,  the  portion  of  the  Project  Area 
located  west  of  Charles  Street  and  identified  on  the 
plan  annexed  to  this  letter  and  marked  Exhibit  I 
(the  "BUA  Development  Site"). 

The  Authority's  right  and  power  to  undertake 
the  Project  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Plan 
under  chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
hereinafter  defined  for  the  purpose  of  this  letter; 
and  Urban's  performance  hereunder  is  subject  to 
the  Authority's  obtaining  such  approvals  within  a 
reasonable  time  and  to  the  performance  by  the 
Authority  of  its  obligations  hereunder,  including 
the  acquisition  and  disposition  of  land  to  Urban, 
pursuant  to  a  schedule  to  be  agreed  and  to  be 
contained  in  the  Land  Disposition  Agreement 
hereinafter  described  (the  "Schedule"). 

The  Authority  and  Urban  agree  to  cooperate 
with  each  other  to  carry  out  the  development 
contemplated  by  the  Plan  and  this  letter  within  the 
BUA  development  site.  The  Authority  shall  use  its 
best  efforts  to  carry  out  the  remaining  elements  of 
the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  Plan,  including 
making  land  within  the  Project  Area  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  BUA  development  site  available  for 
development  in  accordance  with  the  Plan  for  a 
Department  of  Transportation  Building. 
Part  I. 
Introductions  and  Definitions 

Urban  has  been  designated  as  the  redeveloper  of 
the  BUA  development  site  subject  to  agreement 
between  Urban  and  the  Authority  upon  a 
satisfactory  form  of  land  disposition  agreement  or 
agreements  (herein  collectively,  the  "Land  Dis- 
position Agreement")  and  formal  execution, 
delivery,  and  performance  thereof.  The  develop- 
ment which  Urban  proposes  consists  of  the 
following  elements: 

(a)  building  areas  intended  for  use  as  business 
offices  ("Offices"); 

(b)  building  areas  intended  for  use  as  retail 
shopping  and  service  facilities  ("Retail"); 

(c)  a  building  area  intended  to  be  used  as  a 
hotel  ("Hotel"); 

(d)  building  areas  to  be  used  as  garages 
("Garages"); 

(e)  building  areas  to  be  used  as  apartments 
("Apartments"); 

and  finally 

(f)  pedestrian  walkways  between  building  areas. 
In  addition,  open  areas  (the  "Open  Areas")  in 

and  about  the  BUA  development  site,  and  a  part  of 
the  Project  proper,  retained  by  the  Authority  (or 
the  city),  shall  be  developed  as  a  public  plaza  by 
the    Authority   (or    the   city)    incident   to  and  in 


coordination  with  Urban's  construction  of  portions 
of  the  Project.  Such  Open  Areas,  including  the 
public  plaza,  shall  be  improved  by  the  Authority 
(or  the  city)  by  amenities  such  as  landscaping, 
lighting,  street  furniture,  and  other  items  suitable 
and  appropriate  to  the  Project  in  accordance  with 
the  Plan.  After  the  completion  of  the  public  plaza 
and  the  improvements  thereof,  Urban  shall  assume 
responsibility  for  the  ordinary  maintenance  there- 
of, in  consideration  for  which  Urban  shall  be 
entitled  to  construct  and  use  a  parking  facility 
under  the  public  plaza  or  a  portion  thereof  in 
which  event  (i)  Urban,  at  its  expense,  shall  design 
and  construct  the  parking  facility  with  a 
foundation  and  columns  sufficient  to  support  the 
public  plaza  and  improvements  thereof;  and  (ii)  in 
addition  to  the  surface  costs,  the  Authority,  at  its 
expense,  shall  design  and  construct  the  building 
slab  on  which  the  public  plaza  and  improvements 
will  be  constructed.  The  Authority  and  Urban  will 
coordinate  and  cooperate  in  the  design  of  Open 
Areas  so  that  the  public  facilities  constructed  by 
the  Authority  (or  city)  and  the  private  develop- 
ment constructed  by  Urban  will  be  compatible  as 
to  functions  and  design. 

The  land  within  the  BUA  development  site  will 
be  put  to  multiple  uses.  For  example,  certain  of 
the  Apartments  will  be  constructed  over  retail 
stores,  and  certain  offices  will  likewise  be 
constructed  over  retail  stores. 

For  convenience  of  reference,  land  within  the 
BUA  development  site  has  been  redivided,  as 
shown  on  Exhibit  I,  into  three  portions,  namely, 
the  land  located  between  Charles  Street  and 
Hadassah  Way  (the  "Charles  Street/Hadassah  Way 
Subparcel"),  the  land  located  between  Arlington 
Street  and  Hasassah  Way  (the  "Arlington  Street/ 
Hadassah  Way  Subparcel")  and  the  remaining  land 
located  in'  and  around  Park  Square  (the  "Park 
Square  Subparcel").  It  is  intended  that  the  Hotel 
will  be  developed  either  on  the  Charles  Street/ 
Hadassah  Way  Subparcel  or  the  Park  Square 
Subparcel  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Plan  as  in  effect  at  the  time;  and  for  convenience 
of  reference,  the  particular  subparcel  on  which  the 
Hotel  is  developed  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein 
as  the  "Hotel  Subparcel."  The  actual  timing  and 
program  of  Urban's  development  will  be  adjusted, 
as  agreed,  by  the  Authority  and  Urban,  to  reflect 
causes  beyond  Urban's  reasonable  control,  future 
delays  in  public  approvals,  and  undertakings  of  the 
Project,  the  availability  of  land  for  the  various 
stages  of  development,  and  other  factors.  The  term 
"causes  beyond  Urban's  reasonable  control"  as 
used  in  this  letter,  shall  not  include  interest  rate 
levels  or  market  conditions  or  Urban's  inability  to 
obtain  financing  ,  but  if  national  fiscal  policy  or 
governmental  restrictions  as  manifested,  for  ex- 
ample, by  official  operations  by  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  the  United  States,  eliminate 
available  credit  on  feasible  terms  for  large-scale 
development.  Urban  shall  be  entitled  to  extensions 
of  time  by  reason  thereof  up  to  twelve  months 
based  upon  the  revised  time  schedule.  References 
hereinaftei  in  anj  stage  (which  shall  be  more 
particularly  described  in  the  Land  Disposition 
Agreement  and  which  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  i 
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"Stage")  of  the  development  described  therein  or 
to  the  timing  of  any  Stage  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  such  agreed  adjustments. 

The  designation  of  subparcels  within  the  BUA 
development  site,  and  the  division  lines  among 
such  subparcels,  are  diagrammatic  only,  and  are 
not  intended  to  indicate  with  precision  property 
boundary  lines,  since  the  determination  of  such 
boundary  lines  cannot  usefully  be  made  until  plans 
have  reached  a  more  definitive  stage. 

The  Authority  shall,  incident  to  the 
development  of  the  Project,  be  responsible  for 
performing  or  causing  to  be  performed  (with  state, 
city,  or  other  funds)  site  work  such  as  the 
rebuilding  and  resurfacing  of  existing  streets  and 
the  construction  of  new  streets  in  and  adjacent  to 
the  BUA  development  site,  including  the  relocation 
of  public  ways,  easements,  and  utilities  and  the 
installation,  alteration,  or  improvement  of  street 
lighting;  high-service  water  systems;  low-service 
water  systems;  high  pressure  fire  systems;  surface 
drainage  systems;  sanitary  sewer  systems;  traffic 
control  systems;  street,  traffic,  and  directional 
signs;  and  police  signal  and  fire  alarm  systems. 
Without  limitation  to  or  of  the  foregoing,  the 
Authority  shall  be  responsible  for  the  costs  of  all 
public  facilities,  whether  or  not  located  on  the 
BUA  development  site,  including  streets  and  ways, 
the  public  plaza  hereinbefore  described,  utilities, 
and  items  related  thereto,  such  as  public  land, 
engineering,  construction,  and  legal  costs. 
Part  II. 
First  Phase  Activities 
Section  2.1.  Building  Study  and  Schematic  Design. 

A  building  mass,  use,  and  location  study  (the 
"Building  Study")  and  a  supplemental 
environmental  impact  report  related  thereto  has 
been  prepared  as  a  public  responsibility  by  the 
Authority  and  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Department  and  to  the  Secretary  of  Environmental 
Affairs,  together  with  a  certification  by  the 
Director  of  the  Authority  (the  "Director")  that  the 
work  program  for  the  Building  Study  and 
supplemental  environmental  impact  report  has 
been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  its  terms  in  all 
material  respects  and  with  the  letterof  intent  It  is 
understood  that  the  Secretary  shall  review  such 
Building  Study  and  supplemental  environmental 
impact  report  related  thereto  and  issue  a  written 
statement  indicating  whether  or  not  such  report 
adequately  and  properly  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  section  62  of  chapter  30  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws.  It  is  further  under- 
stood that  the  Department  will  then  make  a 
further  environmental  finding  as  to  whether  all 
feasible  measures  have  been  taken  to  avoid  or 
minimize  environmental  impact,  which  will  include 
a  review  with  the  Secretary  of  Environmental 
Affairs  and  will  incorporate  therein  the  comments 
by  the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs. 

Promptly  after  approval,  as  hereinafter  defined, 
of  the  Building  Study,  Urban  shall  commence  the 
preparation,  in  conformity  with  such  approved 
Building  Study,  of  the  Schematic  Design  for  the 
Hotel  SubDarcel  in  accordance  with  Stage  I  of  the 
standard  Authority  review  process  known  as 
"Schematic  Design." 


The  Schematic  Design  for  the  Hotel  Subparcel 
and  for  the  remainder  of  the  BUA  development 
site  and  the  construction  of  the  improvements 
thereon  shall  also  be  in  conformity  with  the 
applicable  controls  set  forth  in  Exhibit  II  attached 
hereto.  The  Authority  shall  take  such  actions, 
including  modification  of  the  Plan,  and  obtain  such 
approvals,  if  any,  as  may  be  required  so  that 
construction  in  conformity  with  such  controls  shall 
not  be  in  violation  of  the  Plan. 

As  soon  as  the  Schematic  Design  for  the  Hotel 
Subparcel  is  available,  Urban  shall  submit  the  same 
for  the  review  and  comment  of  the  Director  and, 
upon  reaching  an  accord  thereon,  the  Authority's 
approval  thereof.  Urban  will  submit  such 
Schematic  Design  to  the  Authority  not  later  than 
six  months  following  approval,  as  hereinafter 
defined,  of  the  Building  Study,  except  as  this 
period  may  be  adjusted  due  to  a  delay  in  the 
execution  of  a  Master  Land  Disposition  Agreement 
(as  hereinafter  defined). 

Promptly  following  approval  of  the  Building 
Study,  the  Authority  and  Urban  shall  commence 
preparation  of  the  Land  Disposition  Agreement 
and  shall  duly  and  diligently  complete  and  execute 
the  same.  It  is  expected  that  Urban  and  the 
Authority  will  execute  the  Master  Land  Dis- 
position Agreement  within  four  months  following 
such  approval  of  the  Building  Study;  but  if  the 
time  required  for  execution  is  delayed  beyond  four 
months,  then  the  time  within  which  submission  of 
such  Schematic  Design  is  due  shall  be  postponed 
by  the  amount  of  time  beyond  four  (4)  months 
required  for  the  execution  of  the  Master  Land 
Disposition  Agreement. 

Urban  intends  to  retain,  as  the  principal 
consulting  architect  (the  "Architect")  for  its 
development  of  the  BUA  development  site,  the 
firm  of  Davis,  Brody  &  Associates,  of  New  York 
City. .The  Architect  shall  initially  be  responsible  for 
the  preparation  of  Schematic  Design  of  Urban's 
development.  Urban  also  intends,  however,  to 
retain  the  services  of  other  architects  to  work  in 
association  with  the  Architect  for  various  elements 
of  its  development.  No  substitution  of  another 
principal  architect  may  be  made  without  the 
consent  of  the  Authority,  which  consent  shall  not 
be  unreasonably  withheld. 

The  Authority  shall  promptly  after  approval  of 
the  Building  Study  initiate  preliminary  engineering 
services  and  other  activities  involved  in  the 
relocation  and  reconstruction  of  New  Charles 
Street  in  order  not  to  delay  the  performance  of 
early  development  phases. 

Section  2.2.  Approval  of  the  Plan  and  the  Building 
Study  and  Rezonings, 

The  Authority  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  secure 
approval,  as  herein  defined,  of  the  Building  Study. 

Approval  of  the  Plan  under  chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws  and  approval  of  the  Building  Study, 
for  all  purposes  of  this  letter,  shall  each  include,  as 
a  pary  of  the  same,  further  favorable  findings  by 
the  Department  and  the  Secretary  of 
Environmental  Affairs  to  the  extent  required  by 
the  March,  1974,  decision  of  the  Department  or  by 
law  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  favorable  actions 
and  approvals  to  the  extent  required  with  respect

to  the  controls  referred  to  in  section  2.1  hereof, 
the  favorable  termination  of  any  judicial  review 
proceedings  that  might  materially  affect  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Project,  or  any  part  thereof, 
other  favorable  court  decisions  with  respect  to  the 
Project  to  the  extent  such  decisions  reasonably 
appear  to  the  Authority  or  Urban  to  be  necessary, 
and  authorization  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for, 
and  the  construction  and  financing  of,  the  BRA 
site  work  and  the  Department  of  Transportation 
Building. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  approval  of  the 
Building  Study,  the  Director  shall  initiate  the  steps 
requisite  to  any  necessary  or  appropriate  rezoning 
of  the  Project  Area  or  at  least  that  portion  thereof 
as  is  located  west  of  Charles  Street.  Such  steps  shall 
include,  but  without  limitation,  the  scheduling  of 
nesessary  public  hearings  and  preparation  of 
appropriate  documents,  all  to  the  end  that  the 
Authority  shall  have  made  all  necessary  recom- 
mendations to  the  appropriate  city  authority  to 
place  the  Project  Area,  or  such  portion,  in  a 
so-called  planned  development  area,  as  that  term  is 
defined  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  with  zoning  controls  consistent  with  this 
letter,  the  Plan,  and  the  Land  Disposition 
Agreement.  Nothing  in  this  section  2.2  shall 
obligate  the  city  to  effect  the  required  zoning 
changes. 

All  such  hearings  and  materials  shall  have  been 
held  and  completed  in  sufficient  time  in  advance  of 
the  estimated  date  when  land  acquisition  for  each 
Stage  is  to  take  place  so  that  it  will  be  feasible 
simultaneously  with  the  Authority's  acquisition  of 
land  for  one  Stage  to  cause  (by  the  action  of  the 
appropriate  City  authority)  acquired  land  to  be 
rezoned.  It  is  understood  that  Urban  will  not  be 
required  to  go  forward  with  land  acquisition  for 
any  Stage  unless  the  rezoning  is  accomplished  not 
later  than  or  concurrently  with  such  acquisition  (or 
there  are  absolute  assurances  that  such  rezoning 
will  be  accomplished),  and  the  Authority  agrees  to 
use  its  best  efforts  to  secure  necessary  rezoning 
action,  all  as  aforesaid. 

Since  it  is  contemplated  that  acquisition  of  parts 
of  the  Project  Area  will  occur  at  different  times, 
necessary  zoning  action  will  be  phased  accordingly, 
so  that  the  same  is  taken,  with  respect  to  each 
acquired  portion,  separately  and  only  after 
acquisition  occurs. 

Section  2.3.  Subsequent  Action  by  the  Authority 
in  Respect  of  Project  Design 

Not  later  than  fifteen  working  days  after 
submission  of  the  Schematic  Design  for  Urban's 
development  of  the  Hotel  Subparcel,  the  Director 
shall  on  behalf  of  the  Authority  either  approve 
such  Schematic  Design  or  notify  Urban  in  writing 
of  the  specific  respects  in  which  it  finds  such 
Schematic  Design  to  be  unacceptable,  it  being 
understood  that,  if  such  Schematic  Design  is  in 
conformity  with  the  approved  Building  Study,  the 
controls  set  forth  in  Exhibit  II,  the  objectives  of 
the  Plan,  and  the  provisions  of  this  letter,  approval 
of  such  Schematic  Design  will  not  be  withheld. 

If  the  Director  does  not  so  notify  Urban  within 
said  fifteen-day  period  after  submission  of  such 
Schematic  Design  of  specific  respects  in  which  the 


same  is  unacceptable,  the  Schematic  Design  as 
submitted  shall  be  treated  as  having  been  approved 
by  the  Authority.  In  respect  to  any  specific 
matters  in  the  Schematic  Design  which  are 
unacceptable  according  to  such  notice,  Urban  shall, 
within  fifteen  working  days  (or  such  additional 
time  as  may  be  reasonably  required  in  the 
circumstances)  after  Urban  receives  written  notice, 
resubmit  such  Schematic  Design,  altered  in  an 
effort  to  remove  the  basis  for  disapproval.  All 
resubmissions  and  subsequent  approvals  or  dis- 
approvals thereof  shall  be  made  and  given  in 
accordance  with  the  procedure  hereinabove 
provided  for  the  original  submission,  until  such 
Schematic  Design  shall  be  approved,  or  shall  be 
treated  as  having  been  approved,  by  the  Authority 
as  set  forth  above.  The  preceding  sentences  shall 
govern  the  procedure  applicable  to  resubmissions 
of  later  stages  of  the  various  design  documents  as 
well  as  submissions  and  resubmissions  of  designs 
and  plans  for  other  Stages  of  Urban's  development. 
Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  "Standard  BRA 
Design  Review"  procedures,  including  review  by 
the  DAC,  shall  govern  and  be  applicable  to 
resubmissions  of  later  stages  of  the  various  design 
documents,  except  that  the  preliminary  working 
drawings  and  outline  specification  stage  shall  be 
omitted.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
however,  the  parties  contemplate  that  submission 
of  design  material  and  review  of  the  same  will  be  a 
continuous  process,  with  the  parties  duly  and 
diligently  conpleting  the  same  and  working 
cooperatively  in  respect  of  all  Project  design 
matters.  As  work  proceeds,  Urban  shall  furnish 
progress  prints  of  drawings,  to  assist  in  the  efficient 
conduct  of  the  review  process. 
Section  2.4.  Subsequent  Design  Materials 

Subsequent  design  materials  for  the  Hotel 
Subparcel  shall  be  furnished  in  accordance  with  the 
following  schedule: 

(a)  Design  development  drawings  (in  which  the 
various  elements  shall  be  identified  and  integrated, 
massing  shall  be  shown,  and  preliminary  function- 
ing elements  shall  be  laid  out,  together  with  outline 
specifications  therefor,  which  shall  include  designa- 
tions of  materials  proposed  to  be  used)  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Authority  not  later  than  five 
months  after  approval  of  the  Schematic  Design; 
and 

(b)  Working  drawings  and  specifications,  defined 
to  include  detail  relative  to  exterior  treatment  of 
the  various  building  elements  and  exterior 
amenities,  specifications  for  materials,  and  details 
relative  to  methods  of  construction,  site  work, 
streets,  elevations  and  sections,  pedestrian  passage, 
and  public  pedestrian  levels  in  interior  building 
spaces,  in  sufficiently  completed  form  that  the 
same  may  be  utilized  for  the  construction  contract 
working  drawings  and  specifications,  shall  be 
submitted  not  later  than  five  months  after  approval 
by  the  Authority  of  design  development  drawings. 

The  Director  may  not  unreasonably  withhold 
approval  of  design  materials  submitted  subsequent 
to  the  Schematic  Design  which  are  consistent  with 
and  elaborations  of  previously  approved  materials. 
Materials  lor  the  other  stages  of  Urban's 
development   of  a   quality   at  least  equal    to   the

Schematic  Design  for  the  Hotel  Subparcel  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Authority  for  its  approval  in  like 
sequence;  and  approvals  or  disapprovals  of  the 
same,  and  the  time  periods  within  which  the  same 
are  to  be  given,  shall  be  governed  by  the  procedure 
established  in  section  2.3. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Authority  will 
designate  a  Design  and  Construction  Phase  Review 
Team,  including  a  representative  of  Urban,  which 
will  act  only  in  an  advisory  role  to  advise  the 
Authority  with  respect  to  Project  construction 
activities.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  after 
working  drawings  and  specifications  shall  have 
been  approved,  Urban  shall  be  entitled  to  proceed 
with  construction  in  accordance  therewith,  subject 
only  to  further  approvals  by  the  Authority  with 
respect  to  changes,  if  any,  proposed  by  Urban 
affecting  land  use,  the  building  design  or  facade, 
the  areas  around  the  building,  and  the  relationship 
of  the  first  floor  internal  uses  to  external  areas. 

Part  III 
Economic  Feasibility 

Not  later  than  six  months  after  the  Authority 
shall  have  approved  the  Schematic  Design  for 
Urban's  development  of  the  Hotel  Subparcel, 
Urban  shall  submit  to  the  Director  evidence 
reasonably  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the 
availability  and  commitment  of  financing  for  such 
development.  The  commitment  for  financing  for 
such  Subparcel  can  con1-  ce  within  two  months 
after  its  receipt.  However,  it  is  understood  that, 
until  possession  of  the  property  is  assured  by  the 
eviction  of  all  occupants,  and  the  city  has  provided 
satisfactory  assurances  as  to  the  timing  and 
completion  of  utilities'  relocation,  thereby  making 
more  certain  the  actual  construction  date,  the 
availability  of  financing  for  construction  (as 
distinguished  from  the  commitment  relative  to 
financing  of  land  acquisition,  which  shall  be  firm 
before  land  acquisition  commences)  will  not  be  in 
the  form  typical  of  final  letters  of  commitment, 
but  such  evidence  of  availability  and  commitment 
satisfactory  to  the  Director  shall  be  submitted 
within  sixty  days  of  such  complete  possession. 

The  Authority  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts  to 
complete  property  value  appraisals  (by  qualifued 
outside  appraisers  having  at  least  ten  years' 
experience)  of  property  within  such  Subparcel,  and 
such  additional  areas  directly  related  thereto  as  to 
which  Urban  shall  advise  the  Authority  that 
appraisal  work  is  reasonably  needed  in  order  to 
prepare  its  financing  plans  and  including  city- 
owned  parcels  directly  related  thereto  and  to  be 
acquired  by  the  Authority,  within  two  months 
after  approval  of  the  Building  Study  as  herein" 
defined.  In  any  event,  Urban  shall  not  be  required 
to  submit  any  Schematic  Design  or  evidence  of 
availability  of  financing  until  two  months  after 
such  property  value  appraisal  work  is  substantially 
completed.  Like  evidence  of  financing  plans  for 
other  Subparcels  within  the  BUA  development  site 
shall  be  furnished  by  Urban  to  the  Authority  no 
later  than  four  months  before  proposed  com- 
mencement of  land  acquisition  of  each  such  other 
Subparcel. 

If  requested  by  the  Department,  appraisal  data 


will  be  furnished  to  the  Department,  to  be  held 
confidential  until  all  of  the  land  within  the  BUA 
development  site  shall  have  been  acquired  and  the 
owners  paid,  except  as  otherwise  required  by  law. 
The  Authority  shall  bear  and  be  responsible  for 
all  of  its  administrative,  staff,  legal,  and  overhead 
costs;  and  Urban  shall  be  responsible  for  payment 
to  the  Authority  of  only  such  costs  as  Urban 
expressly  assumes  herein.  The  costs  of  legal  fees 
and  expenses  of  outside  counsel  retained  by  the 
Authority  in  connection  with  any  litigation  with 
respect  to  the  legality  of  either  the  Project  or  the 
undertaking  of  the  proposed  development  as  herein 
provided  shall  (except  as  provided  in  section  4.5) 
be  paid  as  follows:  up  to  $75,000  by  the 
Authority;  and  any  excess  up  to  the  next  $75,000 
equally  by  the  Authority  and  Urban. 

Part  IV. 
Land  Disposition  Agreement 
Section  4.1.  Scheduling  of  Land  Acquisition 

In  recognition  of  the  fact  that  separate  financing 
may  be  appropriate  for  the  various  stages  of  the 
Project,  and  because  it  may  be  necessary  to  assure 
the  various  financing  institutions  which  will  be 
involved  in  providing  financing  therefor  of 
independent  security  for  financing  so  provided,  the 
Authority  shall,  on  the  request  of  Urban,  cause  the 
BUA  Development  Site  to  be  divided  into  areas 
according  to  the  agreed-upon  Stages  of  develop- 
ment thereof,  and  shall  agree  to  separate  land  sales 
or  leases  with  Urban  for  each  of  such  separate 
areas.  Such  separation  may  occur  after  the 
execution  of  a  "master"  Land  Disposition 
Agreement  for  the  entire  BUA  development  site, 
and  the  execution  by  Urban  of  such  a  master  Land 
Disposition  Agreement  shall  not  preclude  sub- 
sequent separation  as  may  be  mutually  determined. 
References  herein  to  the  Land  Disposition 
Agreement  shall  mean  the  master  Land  Disposition 
Agreement  or  individual  Land  Disposition  Agree- 
ments, as  the  case  may  be. 

In  all  events,  the  rights  of  the  Authority  with 
reference  to  each  Stage  of  the  development,  and 
the  obligations  of  Urban  in  respect  to  the  same, 
shall  be  separate,  so  that  any  claim  of  default  with 
reference  to  any  one  such  Stage  shall  not  give  rise 
to  any  claim  of  default  with  reference  to  any  other 
Stage  of  development;  provided,  however,  that, 
should  Urban  be  determined  to  be  in  default  in  any 
Stage  of  the  development  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  or  conditions  of  applicable  agreements 
between  the  parties  respecting  said  Stage,  Urban 
shall  forfeit  the  right  to  commence  work  on  any 
other  Stage. 

Section  4.2.   Financing  of  Acquisition  and  Other 
Costs 

Urban  has  advised  the  Authority  that  it  is 
considering  the  feasibility  of  effecting  financing  of 
land  acquisition  costs,  relocation  costs,  and 
demolition  costs,  if  any,  within  the  BUA 
development  site  by  the  use  of  bond  issues  (the 
"Bond  Issue")  in  the  name  of  the  Authority,  in 
suitable  principal  amounts,  the  proceeds  of  such 
Bond  Issue  to  be  limited  to  the  financing  of 
residential  and  parking  facilities  and  ancillary  uses, 
as  more  fully  described  in  section  5.1  hereof. 
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The  Authority  shall  not  be  required  to 
commence  the  acquisition  of  land  for  any  Stage  of 
Urban's  development  until  the  Authority  is 
provided  with  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
the  Authority  that  the  total  estimated  acquisition, 
relocation,  and  demolition  costs,  where  ap- 
propriate, for  said  Stage  shall  be  available  to  the 
Authority;  for  example,  if  a  national  bank  shall 
provide  a  commitment  to  make  available,  for  such 
purposes,  an  amount  equal  to  such  estimated  costs, 
the  same  shall  be  satisfactory  assurance. 

Section  4.3.  Transfer  to  Urban 

The  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shall  provide 
for  the  assumption  by  Urban  of  the  net  carrying 
costs  (after  credit  for  income  received  or  due)  on 
land  to  be  developed  by  Urban  and  acquired  by  the 
Authority  in  accordance  with  the  schedule,  from 
and  after  such  acquisition,  provided  that  the 
Authority  shall  duly  and  diligently  perform  each  of 
the  following  undertakings:  The  Authority  shall: 

(a)  if  requested  by  Urban,  defend  any  action 
brought  challenging  the  Plan,  or  the  validity  of  the 
adoption  thereof,  taking  all  reasonable  steps 
necessary  to  expedite  early  and  final  disposition  of 
any  such  claims;  it  being  understood  that  the  Plan 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  approved  for  the 
purposes  of  this  letter  until  the  final  disposition  of 
such  claims  and  that  such  claims  shall  not  include 
petitions  for  the  assessment  of  damages  on  account 
of  eminent  domain  takings; 

(b)  agree  with  Urban  upon,  and  exercise  its  best 
efforts  to  carry  out,  a  land  acquisition  and 
occupant  relocation  program  consistent  with  the 
schedule  of  development  contemplated  herein  for 
the  BUA  development  site  and  to  the  end  that  land 
acquisition  shall  be  simultaneous  with  Urban's 
furnishing  of  acquisition  financing  and  that  any 
further  period  prior  to  disposition  of  the  land  to 
Urban  for  development  shall  be  made  promptly  in 
accordance  with  such  schedule; 

(c)  carry  out  a  suitable  relocation  program  for 
all  persons  to  be  displaced  after  acquisition,  and 
work  with  all  relocatees  well  in  advance  of  the 
actual  date  of  acquisition,  to  the  end  that 
possession  of  the  land,  free  of  all  occupants,  can  be 
delivered  to  Urban  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
after  acquisition;  and 

(d)  exercise  best  efforts,  including  the  diligent 
commencement  and  prosecution  of  legal  pro- 
ceedings and  the  exercise  of  other  legally  available 
remedies,  to  obtain  possession  of  land  clear  of  all 
occupants  promptly  and  in  the  time  contemplated 
by  the  program  and  development  schedule,  subject 
only  to  interference  by  causes  beyond  the 
Authority's  legal  control;  it  being  understood  that 
no  occupant  will  be  required  to  move  until  proper 
and  required  relocation  services  have  been  offered 
as  provided  in  the  Authority's  Relocation  Plan,  and 
it  being  further  understood  that  the  Authority  will 
offer  and  furnish  such  services  promptly  and 
diligently  in  the  light  of  such  objective. 

Carrying  costs  shall  include  payments  to  be 
made  by  the  Authority  to  the  city  in  lieu  of  taxes 
for  property  which  becomes  exempt  from  taxation 
by  reason  of  the  Authority's  ownership  (which 
payments   shall    be   equal    to   the  amounts  which 


would  have  been  payable,  in  the  aggregate,  as  real 
estate  taxes  if  the  property  had  not  then  been  so 
exempt),  shall  include  relocation  payments  to 
occupants  (except  for  portions  provided  by  the 
city  as  hereinafter  stated  or  previously  provided  by 
Urban  as  a  part  of  the  Disposition  Price  (as 
hereinafter  defined),  and  shall  include  interest  at 
the  legal  rate  on  amounts  paid,  advanced,  or 
guaranteed  by  Urban  for  the  Authority's  ac- 
quisition of  such  properties  and  for  such  relocation 
payments. 

The  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shall  provide  a 
description  and  plan  of  the  land  within  the  BUA 
development  site  to  be  acquired  by  Urban  and  shall 
also  provide  for  the  purchase,  or  in  each  instance  at 
Urban's  option  the  lease,  by  Urban  from  the 
Authority  of  properties  within  each  Stage  acquired 
by  the  Authority,  in  accordance  with  the  schedule. 

The  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shah  provide, 
in  a  fashion  satisfactory  to  the  Authority: 

(a)  that  Urban  and  the  Authority  shall  each 
waive  any  so-called,  third-party,  beneficiary 
defense  to  an  action  brought  by  the  city  to  enforce 
any  provision  in  such  agreement; 

(b)  that  Urban  will  diligently  prosecute  to 
completion  each  successive  phase  of  its  develop- 
ment consistent  with  the  schedule,  subject  to 
causes  beyond  Urban's  reasonable  control; 

(c)  that  if  Urban  shall  fail  to  perform  in 
accordance  with  any  of  its  obligations  under  the 
Land  Disposition  Agreement  and  shall,  upon  the 
Authority's  demand,  fail  to  take  action  to  remedy 
its  nonperformance,  (i)  any  Subparcel  to  which 
such  failure  to  perform  relates  shall  revert  to  the 
Authority,  subject,  however,  to  the  rights  of  any 
mortgagee  to  proceed  to  perform  Urban's  obliga- 
tions and  avoid  reversion  or  to  preserve  the 
mortgage  lien  as  a  prior  claim  on  land  which  may 
so  revert,  and  subject  further  to  Urban's  right  to 
the  net  remaining  value  of  any  such  Subparcel  after 
the  realization  by  the  Authority  therefrom  of 
allocable  costs  and  damages;  (ii)  that  part  of  the 
deposit  at  the  time  made  by  Urban  and  applicable 
to  such  Land  Disposition  Agreement  as  shall  be 
ascertained  to  be  the  actual  damages  of  the 
Authority  shall  be  retained  by  the  Authority;  and 
(iii)  except  as  aforesaid,  the  Authority  shall  rescind 
Urban's  designation  as  redeveloper  of  any  Sub- 
parcel  to  which  such  failure  to  perform  relates; 

(d)  that  if  the  Authority  shall  issue  bonds  in 
order  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  any  part  of  the 
Project,  neither  the  city  nor  the  Authority  shall 
have  general  liability  to  pay  the  indebtedness 
evidenced  by  the  bonds,  or  any  of  them,  under  any 
circumstances;  and 

(e)  that  Urban  shall  require  as  to  any  parking 
facility  operated  within  the  Project  that  the  rates 
charged  to  daily  commuters  who  live  and  work 
outside  the  Project  shall  be,  on  an  hourly  basis,  .it 
least  double  the  rates  charged  to  persons  parking 
there  lor  four  hours  or  less. 

The  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shall  also 
provide  that  Urban  shall  undei  take  to  cany  oul  the 
development  of  the  following  elements  bj 
establishing  a  chaptei  12LA  limited  dividend  entit) 
or     entities     (which     ma\     he    .1    corporation, 

partnership,     01      othej     entit}      permitted     under 
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chapter  121A)  and  by  applying  to  the  Authority 
for  approval  thereof? 

(a)  the  hotel 

(b)  the  office  tower 

(c)  the  principal  department  store  retail  space 

(d)  the  parking  garage 

(e)  the  residential  units 

It  is  recognized  that  the  orderly  carrying  out  of 
the  development  may  be  substantially  and 
adversely  affected  by  delays  in  determinations  and 
approvals  as  to  the  chapter  121 A  development 
entity  and  organization.  Accordingly,  if  a  final 
determination  as  to  the  approval  of  the  chapter 
121A  application  (including  the  expiration  of  any 
period  for  judicial  review  or  the  conclusion  of  such 
review)  and  the  excution  of  a  related  chapter  121A 
contract  with  the  city  (which  contract  will  be  a 
public  document  available  for  public  scrutiny)  have 
not  been  achieved  within  six  months  after  the 
filing  of  such  application,  Urban  shall  be  entitled 
(upon  notice  thereof  to  the  Authority)  to  proceed 
with  the  redevelopment  of  such  elements  without 
reference  to  such  chapter  121A  proposal  but  shall 
complete  the  development  pursuant  to  the  chapter 
121A  proposal  if  and  when  a  favorable  determina- 
tion as  to  its  legality  and  the  execution  of  such 
contract  are  subsequently  achieved,  provided  such 
completion  pursuant  to  chapter  121A  is  legally 
feasible.  Urban  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  achieve 
such  favorable  determination  at  the  earliest 
possible  time.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  waiver  of  any  of  the  rights  of  the  Authority 
under  chapter  121  A. 

It  is  also  recognized  that  Urban's  ability  and 
willingness  to  have  the  development  of  the  Hotel 
carried  out  by  a  limited  dividend  entity  under 
chapter  121 A  is  dependent  upon  the  present 
federal  income  tax  laws  relating  to  real  estate  tax 
shelter  remaining  substantially  as  at  present. 

The  disposition  price  (the  "Disposition  Price") 
to  Urban  of  land  within  the  BUA  development  site 
to  be  acquired  by  Urban  shall  be  a  pro  rata  share  of 
the  total  cost  to  the  Authority  of  the  parcels 
constituting,  in  whole  or  in  part,  such  land 
(including  acquisition  appraisal,  acquisition,  re- 
location, and  demolition  costs),  such  share  bearing 
the  same  ratio  to  such  total  cost  as  the  land  area  to 
be  covered  by  Urban's  building  on  such  land  bears 
to  the  land  area  of  all  said  parcels,  except  that,  to 
the  extent  that  the  perimeter  of  the  building  shall 
include  arcade  space,  Urban  shall  not  be 
responsible  for  the  portion  of  the  land  cost 
attributable  to  the  area  of  the  arcade  space,  but 
only  for  the  portion  attributable  to  the  air  rights 
thereon,  if  any,  actually  used  by  the  building.  At 
the  time  of  the  acquisition  by  the  Authority  of  any 
such  parcel  of  land  within  the  BUA  development 
site,  Urban  shall  cause  the  Disposition  Price  to  be 
made  available  to  the  Authority,  whether  through 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bond  Issue  (as  hereafter 
defined)  or  otherwise. 

As  to  land  (including  streets)  in  the  BUA 
development  site  now  owned  by  the  city  and  to  be 
conveyed  to  Urban  for  development,  the  same  shall 
be  conveyed  to  Urban  on  the  basis  of  appraisals  of 
the  land  at  fair  market  value,  fair  market  value 
being   defined    as   determined   with   reference   to 


zoning,  and  without  regard  to  increments  in  value 
which  are  attributable  to  the  approval  or  carrying 
out  of  the  Project  or  to  combination  of  such 
parcels  with  other  parcels,  i.e.,  valuing  the  land  as 
individual,  unassembled  pieces,  and  based  on 
similar  appraisals  for  the  valuation  of  similar  city 
land  (including  streets). 

For  the  areas  Urban  elects  to  purchase,  with  the 
acquisition  price  to  be  financed  by  the  Bond  Issue 
(as  hereinafter  described)  as  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  the  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shall 
provide  that  the  purchase  price  shall  be  equal  to 
the  principal  amount  (which  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  of  the  items 
constituting  the  Disposition  Price)  of  the  Bond 
Issue  allocable  thereto,  together  with  accrued 
interest  thereon.  Payment  for  purchased  property 
shall  be  made  by  conveyance  thereof  as  aforesaid 
subject  to  the  obligations  imposed  on  the 
properties  transferred  by  the  terms  of  the  Bond 
Issue. 

For  the  areas  which  Urban  elects  to  lease  from 
the  Authority,  the  Authority  shall  enter  into  a 
completely  net  ground  lease  (the  "Lease")  with 
Urban,  for  a  maximum  term  of  two  years, 
containing,  but  not  limited  to,  the  following  terms 
and  provisions: 

(a)  annual  rent  shall  include  an  amount  equal  to 
interest  and  sinking  fund  payments  due  on  the 
Bond  Issue  and  any  net  carrying  costs  not  paid, 
assumed  or  borne  directly  by  Urban  as  herein 
provided; 

(b)  Urban  shall  be  entirely  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  real  estate  taxes  assessed  against  the 
property  and  for  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  on 
account  of  property  which  may  be  exempt  from 
taxation  by  reason  of  the  Authority's  ownership, 
in  amounts  determined  by  the  city,  equal  to  the 
amount  which  would  have  been  payable,  in  the 
aggregate,  as  real  estate  taxes  if  the  property  were 
not  exempt  from  taxation  and  fee  title  thereto 
were  held  by  Urban; 

(c)  any  income  earned  by  the  Authority  from 
properties  covered  by  the  lease  shall,  after 
deducting  reasonable  expenses  fairly  allocable 
thereto  (but  not  any  amounts  determined  by 
reference  to  the  Authority's  staff  expenses,  except 
property  management  fees),  be  treated  as  a  credit 
to  rent  under  the  lease.  Such  income  is  herein 
referred  to  as  the  "Credits;" 

(d)  the  term  of  the  lease  shall  expire  on  the  date 
when  any  applicable  Bond  Issue  matures  and  all 
the  unpaid  principal  thereof  is  due  and  payable.  At 
that  time,  the  Authority  shall  sell  and  Urban  shall 
purchase  the  fee  in  the  land  covered  by  the  lease 
for  a  disposition  price  equal  to  the  then 
outstanding  unpaid  principal  and  interest  on  the 
Bond  Issue,  after  taking  account  of  amounts 
available  for  payment  against  principal  from  the 
sinking  fund  and  credits,  if  any,  not  theretofore 
applied  against  rent;  and 

(e)  at  any  time  during  the  term  of  the  lease, 
Urban  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  the  fee  to  the 
land  covered  by  the  lease  at  a  disposition  price 
equal  to  an  amount  determined  in  accordance  with 
subparagraph    (d)    immediately    above    with    ap- 
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propriate  adjustments  such  as  those  referenced  in 
subparagraphs  (a),  (b),  and  (c). 

Where  Urban  purchases  portions  of  the  BUA 
development  site  and  leases  other  portions, 
separate  bond  issues,  or  separate  series  of  the  same 
bond  issue,  will  be  utilized  for  the  financing  of 
each  portion,  such  separate  issues  or  series  being 
allocated  in  their  entirety  to  a  purchase  portion 
and  a  leased  portion. 

In  any  case  where  payments  are  to  be  made  in 
lieu  of  taxes,  with  reference  to  property  exempt 
for  taxation,  the  amount  thereof  per  year  shall  in 
no  event  exceed  the  amount  which  would  have 
been  payable  as  real  estate  taxes  if  the  property 
were  not  exempt  from  taxation.  However,  where 
payments  to  be  made  in  lieu  of  taxes  are  not  fixed 
by  statute,  Urban  shall  participate  in  all 
negotiations  the  Authority  may  have  with  the  city 
relative  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  lieu  of  taxes, 
and  settlement  of  such  amounts  shall  be  made  only 
with  Urban's  approval.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall 
bind  the  city  to  accept  an  amount  therefor  which 
may  have  been  agreed  upon  by  Urban  and  the 
Authority. 

The  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shall  further 
provide  that  in  the  event  that  the  Motor  Mart 
Garage  located  within  the  Project  Area  shall  be 
acquired  by  the  Authority  or  any  other  public 
agency,  not  less  than  750  designated  parking  spaces 
within  said  garage  shall  be  leased  or  otherwise 
made  available  for  occupants  and  other  users  of  the 
BUA  development  site  on  reasonable  terms  and 
conditions  mutually  acceptable  to  Urban  and  the 
Authority;  provided,  however,  that  if  Urban  shall 
provide  parking  through  other  means,  the  750 
minimum  number  shall  be  reduced  accordingly. 
Urban  shall  also  be  entitled,  at  its  option  and  at  its 
expense,  to  cause  the  Authority  to  acquire  the 
Motor  Mart  Garage  and  to  transfer  the  same  to 
Urban,  in  whcih  event  Urban  agrees  to  make 
available  to  the  public  at  commercial  rates  not  less 
than  300  parking  spaces  within  said  garage  for 
evening  theater  parking  purposes. 
Section  4.4  Private  Acquisition;  Cooperation  in 
Eminent  Domain  Proceedings 

Although  it  is  contemplated  that  properties  will 
be  acquired  by  the  exercise  of  the  Authority's 
power  to  take  by  eminent  domain,  the  Authority 
understands  that  Urban  will  negotiate  with 
individual  owners  of  individual  parcels  before  any 
eminent  domain  action  is  instituted  and,  in  some 
instances,  after  a  taking.  In  the  case  of  any 
settlement  of  an  eminent  domain  proceeding  which 
Urban  negotiates  after  a  taking  by  eminent 
domain,  the  Authority  agrees  to  join  in  any 
reasonable  settlement  thereof,  provided  the  Au- 
thority receives  suitable  assurances  that  the  cost 
thereof  shall  be  financed  by  Urban  or  will  be 
satisfactorily  funded  by  the  Bond  Issue. 

In  the  case  of  individual  parcels  acquired  by 
Urban  by  private  negotiations,  the  Authority 
agrees,  on  Urban's  request,  to  take  the  same  by 
eminent  domain,  notwithstanding  Urban's  owner- 
ship of  the  same,  and  to  make  an  eminent  domain 
award  on  account  thereof  equal  to  Urban's  cost  of 
acquisition  thereof,  provided  said  cost  is  the  result 
of  a  reasonable  settlement.  Urban  agrees,  however. 


that,  in  the  case  of  such  individual  parcels  acquired 
by  Urban  by  private  negotiations,  Urban  shall 
remain  responsible  for  the  payments  to  non-owner, 
individual  occupants  in  the  properties  so  acquired 
for  the  same  relocation  payments  for  which  Urban 
would  have  been  responsible  had  the  property  been 
taken  by  eminent  domain. 

Incident  to  the  exercise  of  the  Authority's 
power  to  take  by  eminent  domain,  the  Authority 
shall  consult  with  Urban  relative  to  the  method  by 
which  all  appraisals  for  acquisition  are  to  be  made, 
and  the  appraisers  selected  to  perform  the 
appraisals  in  preparation  for  the  exercise  of  such 
power,  and  no  offer  shall  be  made  by  the 
Authority  to  the  owner  of  any  property  within  the 
BUA  development  site  as  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  voluntary  sale  or  settlement  of 
any  eminent  domain  proceeding  without  the  prior 
approval  of  Urban.  In  accordance  with  the 
Authority's  customary  real  estate  acquisition 
procedures,  it  is  intended  that  two  independent 
appraisals  be  made  prior  to  acquisition.  The 
Authority  shall  consult  with  Urban  in  the  selection 
of  appraisers  and  counsel  representing  the  Au- 
thority in  the  eminent  domain  proceedings.  The 
foregoing  will  in  no  way  affect  the  rights  of 
existing  property  owners  to  receive  the  full  and  fan- 
cash  value  for  their  property  according  to 
customary  acquisition  appraisal  procedures  as  used 
in  federally  sponsored,  urban  renewal  projects.  It  is 
simply  intended  to  provide  Urban  with  the 
opportunity  to  assure  itself  that  the  appraisals,  on 
the  basis  of  which  it  will  be  asked  to  provide 
acquisition  funds,  are  provided  by  competent 
appraisers  on  a  consistent,  complete,  and  equitable 
basis. 

It  is  hereby  further  agreed  by  the  Authority  and 
Urban  that  (subject  always  to  the  property  owner's 
option  to  make  his  own  settlement  outside  the 
appraisal  process  if  he  so  desires)  in  the  event  that 
the  higher  appraisal  of  any  parcel  is  not  greater 
than  150  percent  of  the  lower  appraisal,  the 
minimum  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the 
acquisition  of  such  parcel  shall  be  the  average  of 
such  two  appraisals.  In  the  event  that  the  higher 
appraisal  is  greater  than  150  percent  of  the  other 
appraisal,  a  third,  independent  appraisal  of  the 
acquisition  value  of  the  parcel  shall  be  obtained; 
and  if  the  first  appraisal  is  higher  than  the  second, 
the  minimum  compensation  shall  be  the  average  of 
the  second  and  third  appraisals. 

Section  4.5.  Court  Award 

Urban  recognizes  that,  in  the  event  of  an 
eminent  domain  taking,  the  Authority  may,  due  to 
a  court  award,  be  required  to  pay  a  larger  amount 
for  land  acquisition  than  was  paid  by  the 
Authority  in  the  initial  damage  award.  To  provide 
for  this  contingency,  the  Land  Disposition 
Agreement  shall  provide  that,  in  the  event  the 
Authority  is  required  u>  pa}  such  larger  amount. 
Urban  shall  pay  to  the  Authority,  upon  demand, 

an  amount  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  reimburse 
the    \nlhoiil\   fo]  SU(  h  additional  amount,  to-ethei 

with    interest    thereon   ami    anj    courl    ^mv    oj 

attorneys'   fees  related   thereto,  and   I  than  shall,  it 

requested  bj  the  tathorit}  in  writing,  provide  the 
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Authority  with  adequate  security  to  satisfy  its 
obligations  hereunder.  If  the  Authority  makes  a 
payment  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  portion 
of  this  paragraph,  and  Urban  does  not  forthwith 
reimburse  the  Authority  therefor,  then  Urban  will 
pay  interest  at  the  legal  rate  on  any  such 
delinquency. 

The  amount  of  security  from  time  to  time  that 
the  Authority  may  require  relative  to  performance 
of  Urban's  obligations  shall  not  exceed,  in  the 
aggregate,  30  percent  of  the  approved  prices  made 
in  eminent  domain  proceedings  on  properties,  the 
awards  for  which  are  at  the  time  in  dispute,  and 
the  form  of  such  security  may  be  an  unconditional 
irrevocable  letter  of  credit  in  the  form  and  from  a 
bank  acceptable  to  the  Authority.  The  amount  of 
said  security  shall  in  no  way  limit  the  obligation  of 
Urban  to  pay  the  total  and  final  award  of  land 
acquisition  costs. 
Section  4.6.  Commencement  of  Construction 

Subject  to  approval  of  the  Building  Study  and 
receipt  of  necessary  design  approvals  as  herein 
provided,  Urban  shall  commence  construction: 

(a)  on  the  Hotel  Subparcel  within  four  months 
after  demolition  of  the  improvements  thereon  and 
clearance  thereof  and  the  conveyance  of  such 
Subparcel  to  Urban; 

(b)  on  the  Arlington/Hadassah  Subparcel  within 
five  years  after  the  commencement  or  two  years 
after  the  completion  of  the  construction  by  Urban 
on  the  Hotel  Subparcel,  whichever  occurs  first;  and 

(c)  on  the  remaining  Subparcel  within  six  years 
after  the  commencement  or  three  years  after  the 
completion  of  the  construction  by  Urban  on  the 
Hotel  Subparcel,  whichever  occurs  first. 

Part  V 
Bond  Issue 
Section  5.1.  Acquisition  or  Development  Bonds 

Urban  has  advised  the  Authority  that  it  is 
considering  the  feasibility  of  effecting  financing  of 
improvements  to  land  within  the  BUA  develop- 
ment site,  as  well  as  land  acquisition,  by  the  use  of 
bond  issues  (the  "Bond  Issue")  in  the  name  of  the 
Authority,  in  suitable  principal  amounts,  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  issue  to  be  limited  to  the 
financing  of  residential  and  parking  facilities  and 
ancillary  uses. 

Any  such  Bond  Issues  shall  contain  provisions  to 
the  effect  that  the  holders  of  the  bonds  will  look 
only  to  the  properties,  the  acquisition  or 
development  of  which  is  to  be  financed  by  such 
Bond  Issues,  and  not  to  the  general  credit  of  the 
Authority,  or  the  city  which  shall  have  no 
obligation  to  pay  the  indebtedness  evidenced 
thereby. 

The  Authority  agrees  to  cooperate  (but  without 
out-of-pocket  expense  to  the  Authority)  with 
Urban  in  Urban's  consideration  of  such  financing 
route  and  the  Authority  agrees  to  utilize  such  a 
financing  vehicle  to  assist  Urban  in  its  financing  of 
acquisition  or  development  within  the  BUA 
development  site  from  time  to  time,  provided  that 
Urban  furnishes  assurances  reasonably  satisfactory 
to  the  Authority  that  Urban  has  arranged  for  the 
marketing  of  the  same  and  that  the  prospective 
lender  or  investment  banking  house  responsible  for 
such  marketing  is  satisfied  with  the  legality  of  the 


Bond  Issue  on  the  basis  of  the  opinion  of  counsel 
to  such  lender  or  investment  banker,  which 
opinion  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Authority.  The 
opinion  of  a  recognized  bond  counsel  as  to  the 
legality  of  this  financing  which  is  acceptable  to 
such  prospective  lender  or  investment  banking 
house,  upon  which  opinion  the  prospective  lender 
or  investment  banking  house  commits  to  rely  in 
proceeding  to  close  the  proposed  financing,  shall 
constitute  assurances  reasonably  satisfactory  to  the 
Authority. 

Part  VI 
Miscellaneous 
Section  6.1.  Preference  in  Leasing  of  Space 

Urban  agrees,  to  the  extent  practicable,  to  give 
preference  to  former  occupants  of  space  in  the 
Project  Area  in  the  leasing  of  space  in  the  BUA 
development  site.  First  preference  shall  be  given  to 
former  occupants  therefore  displaced  incident  to 
acquisition  of  properties  by  the  Authority;  and 
second  preference  shall  be  given  to  then  present 
occupants  of  properties  remaining  in  the  Project 
Area  not  yet  acquired  by  the  Authority  or  in 
buildings  in  areas  where  demolition  has  not  yet 
taken  place. 

The  obligation  of  Urban  to  give  preference  shall 
not  be  construed  as  imposing  upon  Urban  any  legal 
obligation  to  accept  as  a  tenant  of  space  a  person, 
firm,  or  corporation  which  it  considers,  in  good 
faith,  to  be  an  unacceptable  tenant  by  reason  of 
credit,  reputation,  or  other  relevant  consideration, 
such  as  the  use  to  which  such  tenant  proposes  to 
put  space  which  might  otherwise  be  made  available 
to  such  tenant.  Likewise,  such  obligation  to  give 
preference  shall  not  be  treated  as  imposing  a  legal 
obligation  upon  Urban  to  accept  a  tenant,  the 
credit  and  reputation  of  which,  or  the  amount 
which  such  tenant  is  prepared  to  pay  for  space 
which  might  otherwise  be  made  available  to  it,  is  of 
lesser  quality  or  lesser  amount  than  that  of  another 
proposed  user  which  wishes  to  make  use  of  such 
space. 
Section  6.2.  Relocation 

Urban  recognizes  that  it  is  the  Authority's 
policy  to  make  payments  in  accordance  with  the 
highest  federal  payments  available  to  residents  and 
businesses  being  relocated  in  urban  renewal 
projects  which  are  in  effect  at  the  time  of 
relocation,  but  in  no  case  will  such  payments  be 
less  than  the  federal  relocation  payments  to 
residents  and  businesses  in  effect  on  the  date  the 
Plan  was  approved  by  the  City  Council. 

Urban  will,  with  respect  to  properties  acquired 
by  Urban  within  the  BUA  development  site, 
provide  such  funds  as  are  required  to  defray  the 
costs  established  by  federal  relocation  rules 
prevailing  at  the  time  the  Authority  first  sought 
bids  for  the  Project,  plus  50  percent  of  any  sums  in 
addition  thereto  resulting  from  payment  of 
benefits  under  federal  regulations  in  effect  when 
such  relocation  occurs.  The  city  will  provide  the 
other  50  percent  of  such  additional  sums.  Unless 
otherwise  required  by  state  law  or  regulations,  the 
procedures  and  timetables  for  business  and  family 
relocation  required  by  the  federal  government  shall 
govern.  The  parties  recognize  that  the  state  rules 
and  regulations  promulgated  under  chapter  79A  of 
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the  General  Laws  apply  to  the  Project  and  that  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  state-aided,  urban 
renewal  projects  do  not  apply. 

The  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shall  provide 
that  Urban  shall  employ  the  Authority  to  relocate 
all  tenants  within  the  BUA  development  site  and 
shall  advance  and  provide  operating  capital  to  the 
Authority  for  business  and  residential  relocation 
costs  which  are  to  be  reimbursable  in  accordance 
with  the  standards  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
paragraph. 
Section  6.3.  Assignment 

Urban  intends  to  cause  to  be  formed  a  joint 
venture  in  which  the  two  individuals  sugning  this 
letter  on  behalf  of  Urban,  namely,  Zuckerman  and 
Linde,  or  Zuckerman  alone,  will  be  the  managing 
joint  venturers  or  managing  joint  venturer,  and 
Urban  intends  that  the  Land  Disposition  Agree- 
ment will  be  entered  into  by  such  joint  venture,  as 
the  redeveloper  in  lieu  of  Urban.  If  Urban's 
intentions  in  this  respect  are  carried  out,  and  a 
joint  venture  is  formed  for  purposes  of  acting  as 
the  redeveloper,  the  Authority  agrees  to  recognize 
such  joint  venture  as  Urban's  successor,  provided 
that  it  is  satisfied  that  the  managing  joint  venturers 
or  joint  venturer  are,  in  fact,  Zuckerman  and 
Linde,  or  Zuckerman  alone. 

Prior  to  acquisition,  Urban,  however,  agrees  to 
notify  the  Authority  of  the  identity  of  any  person 
which  proposes  to  acquire  a  beneficial  interest  in 
the  joint  venture.  The  Authority,  at  any  time 
within  fifteen  days  after  receiving  notice  of  the 
identity  of  such  person,  shall  have  the  right  to 
notify  Urban  that  it  objects  to  the  admission  of 
such  person  in  the  joint  venture  if  the  Authority 
shaU,  in  such  notice,  specify  reasonable  grounds  for 
such  objection.  If  such  notice  shall  be  given  by  the 
Authority,  such  person  shall  not  be  admitted  to 
such  an  interest  in  the  joint  venture  without  the 
consent  of  the  Authority,  but  the  Authority  agrees 
to  consult  further  with  Urban,  if  Urban  continues 
to  desire  to  admit  such  person  to  the  joint  venture, 
and  not  unreasonably  to  withhold  consent  to  such 
admission. 
Section  6.4.  Changes  in  the  Plan 

Urban's  approval  will  be  required  only  with 
respect  to  modifications  or  amendments  of  the 
Plan  applicable  to  -parcels  which  have  been 
conveyed  to  or  financed  by  Urban,  or  its  permitted 
successor,  or  other  parcels  within  the  BUA 
development  site  as  to  which  Urban's  designation 
as  the  redeveloper  as  contemplated  herein  has  not 
been  rescinded  by  reason  of  Urban's  default. 
Section  6.5.  Additional  Payment  to  the  Authority 

In  addition  to  all  other  amounts  to  be  paid  by 
Urban  on  account  of  acquisition  of  land  within  the 
BUA  development  site.  Urban  further  agrees  to  pay 
to  the  Authority  the  following  amounts: 

(a)  $50,000  upon  completion  of  Urban's 
development  of  the  Charles  Street/Hadassah  Way 
Subparcel,  and  $50,000  upon  completion  of 
Urban's  development  of  the  Arlington  Street/ 
Hadassah  Way  Subparcel,  such  amounts  to  be  used 
and  applied  for  the  improvement  and  beautifica- 
tion  of  the  Boston  Public  Garden;  and 

fb)  Annually  for  a  period  of  twent)  sens 
commencing   upon    the    firsl    t«>    occm    ol    the 


completion  of  the  payments  under  the  preceding 
subparagraph  (a)  or  the  expiration  of  thirteen  years 
after  Urban's  commencement  of  construction  on 
the  BUA  development  site,  $12,000  for  each 
Subparcel  on  which  development  by  Urban  is 
commenced. 

The  obligation  on  the  part  of  Urban  to  make 
such  payments  shall  be  an  obligation  as  to  which 
recourse  may  be  had  only  against  the  Subparcel  to 
which  such  payment  relates,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
the  availability  of  funds  to  make  such  payments 
after  all  operating  costs,  debt  service,  or  other 
payments  to  outside  lenders  and  to  investors,  other 
than  Urban,  have  been  made,  but  before  any  return 
to  Urban  on  its  investment,  it  being  understood 
that  a  more  detailed  subordination  agreement  will 
be  developed  in  the  Land  Disposition  Agreement. 
Section  6.6.  Deposit  and  Other  Security 

Urban  has  deposited  with  the  Authority  the  sum 
of  $100,000  (the  "Deposit").  Any  interest 
accruing  on  the  Deposit,  or  other  sums  delivered  to 
the  Authority  hereunder,  shall  inure  to  the  benefit 
of  Urban  and  periodically  be  paid  by  the  Authority 
to  Urban. 

When  (i)  the  Land  Disposition  Agreement  for 
the  BUA  development  site  has  been  executed  by 
the  Authority  and  Urban:  (ii)  the  Schematic  Design 
for  the  Hotel  Subparcel  has  been  approved  by  the 
Authority;  and  (iii)  chapter  121 A  determinations 
and  approvals  have  been  favorably  obtained  and 
are  legally  effective  and  the  related  chapter  121A 
contract  with  the  city  has  been  duly  executed, 
with  respect  to  all  appropriate  elements  to  be 
developed  on  said  Subparcel  under  chapter  121 A 
in  accordance  with  this  letter,  Urban  shall  deliver 
to  the  Authority  a  letter  or  letters  of  credit  in  the 
total  sum  of  S400,000  (to  be  added  to  and  be  part 
of  the  Deposit  then  held  by  the  Authority).  The 
Deposit  shall  secure  the  acquisition  by  Urban  of 
the  Hotel  Subparcel,  and  $450,000  thereof  may  be 
applied  by  Urban  toward  the  purchase  price  of 
such  Subparcel.  The  balance  thereof  may  be 
applied  toward  the  purchase  price  of  the  Arlington 
Street/Hadassah  Way  Subparcel. 

Any  letter  of  credit  delivered  under  this  section 
shall  be  in  a  form,  on  conditions  and  from  a  bank 
acceptable  to  the  Director. 
Section  6.7.  Default  by  Urban 

In  the  event  of  a  default  by  Urban  hereunder, 
the  Authority  may  retain  the  Deposit  as 
hereinafter  provided  and  rescind  Urban's  designa- 
tion as  redeveloper  of  the  BUA  development  site. 
Any  such  default  and  rescission  shall  be  subject  to 
review  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  which 
shall  ascertain  the  actual  damages  suffered,  if  any, 
and  the  rights  of  the  parties.  In  such  event,  the 
Authority  shall  retain  onlj  thai  part  of  the  Deposit 
at  the  time  made  by  Urban  as  shall  have  been 
ascertained  to  be  the  actual  damages.  The 
rig  shall  be  the  Authority's  sole  remedj  tor 
m\\  such  default  and  Urban's  maximum  Liability 
therefor.

hereunder  il   ihe  Plan  or  the  Building  Studj  has  not 

been  approved  (as  herein  defined)  or  if,  Urban 
having  acted  in  good  faith,  il  is  unable  to  proceed

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such  as,  but  without  limitation,  governmental 
regulation  of  construction  or  credit  which  would 
impede  Urban's  development,  national  emergency, 
or  natural  catastrophe.  In  any  case  where  the 
Authority  is  not  entitled  to  retain  such  Deposit 
under  the  terms  of  this  letter,  and  where  Urban's 
further  obligations  shall  have  ended,  the  Authority 
shall  return  such  Deposit  to  Urban  after  deducting 
any  unpaid  expenses  that  are  the  responsibility  of 
Urban. 

It  is  recognized  that  Urban's  obligations  are 
premised  upon  approval  of  the  Plan,  the  Building 
Study,  the  development  of  the  BUA  development 
site  as  herein  contemplated,  and  the  particular 
terms  and  provisions  herein  indicated,  and  without 
any  further  conditions.  In  the  event  that  additional 
requirements  or  conditions  that  materially  affect 
Urban  are  at  any  time  imposed  by  the  Department 
or  any  public  agency  or  body,  as  part  of  its 
approval,  by  rule  or  regulation  or  otherwise,  Urban 
shall  be  entitled,  at  its  election,  to  terminate  its 
obligations  hereunder  and  to  recover  its  Deposit  in 
full  without  being  deemed  to  be  in  default,  and  in 
such  event,  the  Authority  may  rescind  Urban's 
designation  as  redeveloper  of  the  BUA  develop- 
ment site. 

Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
contained  herein,  upon  the  rescission  of  Urban's 
designation  as  redeveloper  of  any  Subparcel  in 
accordance  with  this  section  6.7,  the  Authority 
may  designate  a  substitute  redeveloper  for  any 
such  Subparcel. 
Section  6.8.  Works  of  Art 

The  Land  Disposition  Agreement  shall  provide 
for  the  expenditure  of  funds  by  Urban  in  the  cause 
of  development  for  works  of  art.  Payments  made 
to  the  Authority  under  section  6.5(a)  of  this  letter 
shall  be  considered  as  part  performance  of  the  1 
percent  art  requirement  of  the  Plan  and  the  Land 
Disposition  Agreement. 

If  the  foregoing  accurately  states  our  agreement 
and  the  basis  upon  which  the  Authority  and  Urban 
agree  to  proceed,  would  you  please  so  indicate  by

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  offers 
its  hearfelt  condolences  to  the  families,  friends, 
and  associates  of  these  two  men,  offering  its 
prayers  for  an  end  to  such  senseless  tragedies.
